Kargii, how can Bangladesh rely upon her Big Brothers? Of course, 
her big Brother, India has no such recuixl of betrayal. Contrary to it,

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tS Elections on Schedule 

The Prime Minister; A.8. Vajpayee has 
informed the Election Commission that 
the Centre has no plan to seek 
postponement of the Lok Sabha 
elections scheduled in September 
because of the Kargil conflict.. 

Mr. Vajpayee gave an assessment of 
the Kargit conflict to the Chief Election 
Commissioner, Dr.M.S.Gill, and the 
Election Commissioners, Mr.G.V.Krishna 
rnurthy and Mr.J.M.Lyngdoh. They had 
sought an appointment with the Prime 
Minister to get first hand account On the 
Kargil conflict and its likely impact on 
holding the elections The Election 
Commissioners took the unusual step of 
calling on Mr.Vajpayee in view of the 
uncertainty over the Lok Sabiia elections 
and the contradictory statements from 
leaders of several political parties. 

The Union Home Minister, Mr.L.K.Advani 
the External Affairs Minister. Mr Jaswant 
Singh and the National Security Advisor. 
Mr.Drajosh Mishra and the Union Home 
Secretary, Mr.Kamal Pandey v^re present 
at the meeting. 

Mr.Gill said there was convergence in 
the perceptions of the Commission and 
the Centre on general elections Both 
believed that the Kargil conflict would not 
come in the way of the elections. Hesaid 
the constitution and democracy had the 
strength to overcome problems such as 
one in Kargil, He believed that the Indian 
armed forces wore competent to deal 
with the situation on the border. _ 

US Panel Reject Call for 
Plebiscite 

Pakistan suffered yet another setback in 
Washington wheri a congressional panel 
overortielmingly rejected plebiscite as a 
possible solution to the Kashmir problem. 

By a vote of 20 to 8, the House 
Intomationaf Relations Committee defeated 
an amendment sought by the Republican 
Congressman, Mr.Dana Rohrabacher The 
amendment wanted the U.S to urge India 
and Pakistan to iKild a plebiscite in Kashmir 
as per ttie United Nations Security Council 
Resolution of 1948. 

Mr.Rohrabacher. brought in his 
amendment, while discussing the Gliman 
Rosolution that asked the Clinton 
Administration, anxjngolhijr things, to push 
lor the immediate withdrawal of the 
intruding forces supported by Pakistan on 
the Indian side of the Line ot Contiol and 
urge the re-establishmont and future 
respect for the LoC. 

rire Gliman Resolution passed by a 
vote of 22 to 5 v/iri will now be sent to 
lire full House ot Representatives for 
debate and vote. This will take place 
after Congress returns from recess. 


Bonsf Lcil Wins Confidence Vtote 
The Haryana Chief Minister. 
Mr.Bansilat. won the vote of confidence 
in the Haryana Vidhan Sabha on June 
25. 1999 at the culmination of

five votes were cast in favour of the 
motion and 33 against it. There was a 
virtual volte face by the two HVP rebels, 
Mr. Narbir Singh and Mr.Ramesh Singla, 
as they voted in favour ot the motion. 

Indians win Wimbledon 

Leander Paes and Mahesh Bhupathi, 
on .4th July. 1999, marked a red lettei 
day for Indian Tennis by claiming the 
Wimbledon men's doubles crown for 
their second straight Grand Slam Title 
together. The top seeded Indians, fresh 
from their maiden Grand Slam triumph 
at the French Open, waged a grim battle 
over tour sets as they made a 
scintillating comeback from a set down 
to vanquish eighth seeds Paul Haarhiiis 
of the Netherlands and American Jared 
Palmer 6-7 (10-12). 6-3, 6-4, 7-6 (7-4) 
at Court one of the All England Club. 

Paes and Bhupathi, who had come up 
with the best ever performance by Indian 
players in reaching their third straight 
Grand Slam final, made it memorable 
as they recovered from loosing a 
marathon first set tic-break to shift gears 
for the next two sets before winning the 
fourtn sol tie-break to set off scenes of 
jubilation among Indians. _ 

Indo-Bangla Ties Strengthened 

The ‘People's Bus" from Calcutta rolled 
into C laka on June 19. 1999 raising 
hopes of a substantive integration at the 
popular level between Bangladesh and 
India. Devoid of the High profile hype that 
accompanied the now battered “Lahore 
Bus”, the Calcutta - Dhaka bus run was 
a rather low key affair but still underlining 
the'euitt-rni and political affinity between 
the two countries. 


I The bus was formalfy received by the 
two Prime Ministers, Mr.Atal. Beheri 
Vajpayee and Sheikh Hasfna of 
Bangladesh, at the Osmani Memodai 
Hall, Mr.Vajp£^ee described the start of 
the bus service as "one more stage in 
tiic active agerida betwwn Indian and 
Bangladesh" and called the occasion a 
"wonderful celebration”. On her part, the* • 
Bangladesh Prime Minister hailed the 
bus service as reflection of a wider desire 
for "easily available communication 
tncilities” which would streggthen and 
ox tend the existing cordial relations, 
between the peoples of the two 
countries'. 

Besides the two Prime Ministers, friose 
who received the "Fteople's Bus" included 
the Bangladesh Foreign Minister, 
Mr.Abdul Samad and the Indian External 
affairs Minister. Mr.Jaswant Singh, the 
Railways and Surface Transport Mirxster. 
Mr.Nitish Kumar, the Cfiief Minister of 
West Bengal. MrJyoti Basu, Mr.Brajesh 
Mishra and other Indian officials. Among 
the 15 "eminent personalities" who were^ 
on tiand to receive the bus included 
Mis.Goeta Mukherjee, Mr.A.R.Pradhan, 
Mr Tdpan Sikdar (BJP Chief ot West 
Bengal), industrialists like 
Mr.R.P.Goenka, Mr.A.S.Kas'iwal, 
Mr Rajesh Shah, and cultural 
representatives like tho famous ghazal 
singer. Jagjit Singh, the folk singer, 
Bhupen Hazarika, actor Basant 
Clioudtiary.

The Commission, has in recording its 
findings been conscious in the fact that 
the criminal investigation is yet to be 
l^concluded and the trial yet to comme rce. 
The Commission unequivocally 
condemns the killing of Qrahham Stuines 
and his two children, as an entirely 


unjustified act which is a slur on 
humanity and a blot on the civilised 
society. It commiserates with Gladys 
June Staines and her daughter Esther 
who have borne this personal tragedy 
with fortitude and without rancour 
towards anyone, the statement said. 

The Verdict in Goa 

The Congress I kept its electoral 
promise of installing a small ministry in 
Goa. A six - member ministry led by 
Faleiro was sworn in by the Governor, 
Lt.Gen (Reid). J.F.R. Jacob at a simple 
function in the Rajbhavan on June 9. In 
a reversal of a recent trend, nobody has 
been named Deputy Chief Minister

Mr.Churchill Alemaoo and 
Mr.Luiznho Faleiro.Tho Congress I won 
majority of its seats 12 out of 21 from iis 
traditional stronghold of south Goa. 

The 
MGP which had 12 members in tho 
di-ssolved House, has been marginalised 
as the party could secure only four scats 
out of the 31 it contestod. 

Dr.Wilfred Desouza. President of the 
GRC and former Chief Minister.who 
parted ways with the Congress I in July 
last year, emerged victorious from 
Saiigao constituency. The only former 
Ciiiet Minister to lose the election was 
Mrs.ShasNkata Kakodkar fMQPj who 




was humbled by the Mr.Prakash Phadte 
[BJP] by 836 votes in Mpyem 
constitueiwy in north Goa. 

This eleclic n ended tho four-month 
long President's rule in this coastal State 
wtiich has seen nine Chief Ministers in 
a span of 10 years, marked by defection 
and toppling games. The major upset for 
liic Congress I came when the Speaker 
of tho dissolved House. Mr.Tomazinho 
Cardozo, was defeated in the CBlangute 
constituency. The BJP made significant 
inroads and retained the Panaji seat 
where the party candidate. Mr.Manotiar 
F’airikar, won by a handsome margin 
dcicaling nearest Congress I rival, 
Mr.Koshov Prabhu, who is general 
secretary of tho party.

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An advertisement was published by 
ths UPSC to the effect that for the CS£ 
to be conducted in 1998 the approximate 
number of vacancies would be 740. ft 
was clearly stipulated therein that this 
figure of 740 was subject to alternation. 

Preliminary examination was held in 
May 1998 and the result was declared 
in July 1 99 a. Those who were successful 
then took part in the main examination 
which was conducted in October* 
December 1998. The case of the UPSC 
was that the number of vacancies were 
finally determined to be at a'figure of 
470. It is an admitted case ‘that the 
number of candidates who were called 
for interview/ viva voce test were not 
more than twice the number of 
vacancies which were requned to be 
filled. In view of this, on March 26,1999 
results were declared and 964 
candidates who were successful were 
called for interview. 

The respondents approached the 
Central Administrative Tribunal (CAT) 
Lucknow Bench with a contention that 
1,480 candidates should have been 
called tor interview and not 940. The 
ba.sj$,was the number of vacancies 
whicli were finally notified (in the UPSC 
advertisement) were 740 and therefore, 
14fiC candidates should have any relief.

45 MLAs of the 77 CLP members in front 
of the Speaker of the Assembly, Dattaji 
Nalvade, informing him that there is a 
split in toe CLP and they are formiog 
Congress (Rashtrawadi) 

Similarly, they also paraded 15 MLCs 
out of 26 Congress MLCs in the Slate 
Legislative Council in front of the Chairman 
of the Legislative Council N.S.Phaiande, 
informing him that Congress (R) has been 
formed in toe Council. 

Stalwarts from the cooperative 
movements from western Maharashtra. 
Vijaysinha Mohite Palil and Vishnuanna 
Patil tilted the scales in favour of 
Mr. Pawar when they decided to support 
his party. Along with them, legislators 
from Solapur and Sangli threw their 
weight behind Mr.Pawar. 

Reacting to tl>e developments, MPCC 
spokeiperrson W.R.Sherekat said that 
thos who want to Join Iho Pawar 
Congress should first resign frein the 
Assembly. “We are taking the fight to the 
voters and they will decide, “he added. 

The Speaker confirmed that he had 
received signed letters from 45 
Congress MLAs ir>forming iiim that they 
are foiming a separate Congress (R) 
party in the assembly. ‘I have talked to 
individual MLAs to ascertain whether 
they had willingly signed the letters. I will 
take a d '‘cision before the beginning of 
the monsoon session of the State 
Legislature beginning in July”, he added.

by Mr.P.R.kumarmangalam.

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Centre’s Guidelines for 
Housing Scheme 

' The State Governemnts availing 
centre'^ recently launctied credit • cum 
• subsidy scheme for rural housing shall 
have to submit a detailed monthly 
progress report as per the guidelines 
set by the Centre. 

The subsidy element of the credit - 
cum subsidy will be shared on 75.25 
basis between the Centre and the 
States. The criterion for allocation of 
funds to States Shall be both, the poverty 
ratio as envisaged by the Planning 
Commission and the housing shortage. 
The proportion of the two shall be 50:50. 
The allocation of funds shall be decided 
by the respective State Governments. 

The ceiling on subsidy uncter the scheme 
IS Rs.10,000per household. The i.'pper limit 
of construction loan admissible under Iho 
scheme will be Rs.40,000 per household. 
The State Government is tree to identify 
the source from whom loan shall be 
obtained and disbursed. This could be from 
a scheduled bank, housing finance 
institution or the State Government directly. 

The target group under the scheme will 
DC rural households with an annual 
income of upto Rs 3?,000 only, with 
preference to Below Poverty Line 
populations. A minimum of 60 per cent 
funds allocated under the scheme as 
subsidy to each State shall be utilised to 
tinance construction tor Schedulwi Castes 
! Scheduled Tribes and freed bonded 
labour. The beneficiaries arc expected to 
be rural! households which could not be 
<x)'yered under Indira Awas Yojna as they 
either do not fall within the range of cligiility 
or are limited by the available budget. 

The State could decide on. its ovyn 
whether to implement the scheme 
throughout its area or within a tew 
districts/ blocks. The target area should 
be rural and at least 20 km away from 
metropolitan ,ind large towns and 5 km 
away from small and medium towns. 

The implementing agency for the 
scheme could be the State Housing 
Board, the State Housing Corporation, 
the specified scheduled commercial 
bank the housing finance institution or. 
the DRDA/ Zilia Parishads. The overall 
monitoring of scheme shall be done by 
the Rural Development Ministry. 

Central Aid for Family 
Welfare Schemes 

The Department of Family'Welfare in 
the Ministry of Health and Family 
Welfare has allocated over Rs.1,137 
crores as centra) assistance lo the 
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States, for implementing the family 
welfare programme during the current 
financial year. 

Uttar Pradesh, which has the highest 
birth rate of 33.5 has got the maximum 
allocation of Hs. 168.5 crores tollowed by 
Bihar with Rs.l 10 crores. 

Madhya Pradesh and Rajasthan, other 
two poor perforniing States have, in turn, 
been given Rs.96 crores, and Rs.71 
crores respectively. 

Announcing Rs.96 crores Tamil Nadu 
Rs.79 crores. VVest Bengal Hs.75 crores, 
Andhra Pradesh Rs.72 crores Karnataka 
Rs.63 crores,Gujarat Rs.58 crores. 
Orissa Rs.56 crores. Kerala Rs.46 croies. 
Assam Rs.42 crores, Punjab Rs.25 
crores, Haryana Rs 21 crores and 
Himachal Pradesh Rs 17 crores. 

The smaller States, in turn, have been 
allocated funds ranging from Rs.6 crores 
and Rs.l crore. 

In addition to this, the spokesman said, 
the National Capital Territory of Delhi 
has been allocated Bs.88 lakhs and the 
Union'Yerritor of Pondicherry Rs.22 
lakhs foi implementing the family welfare 
training programme and rural and urban 
family welfare service^ during the year. 

Hefty Pay Hikes for PSE 
Executives 

The Union Cabinet on May 24, 
approved a massive pay hike fornealry 
3.6 lakh executive and non-unionisod 
supervisors of ttie Central Government 
Public Sector Enterprise (PSESj. The 
pay revision which covers around 3.6 
iakhs exeuclives and supervisory staft 
is estimated to cost the PSEs another 
Rs.2.070 crore per year. The new pay 
scales is effective from January 1,1997. 

In .another significant move, the 
Cabinet also cleared the proposal for the 
estabiistrmeiit of North'Eastorn Space 
Applications Centre [NE - SAC] as a joint 
venture of the Department of Space and 
North Eastern Council [NECj. Justice 
S.Mohan Committee that submitted its 
reiport on October 31, last year has 
based its recommendations on criteria, 
wliich among other things, included ihu 
capacity of the PSEs to pay the liikcd 
salaries, relatively between emoluments 
in PSUs and Government officers need 
for autonbmy in the determination of 
compensation and requirerrient ol 
uniformity of pay scales across PSEs. 

Under the revised pay scales accruing 
to the PSE-execulive employee House 
Rent Altcwance vviil be at the rates 
applicabys to Central Government ol 
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India. Other benefits include city 
compensatory allowance at enhanced 
rales. 100 per cent neutralisation lor all 
oinployoes covered by the Committee’s 
recommendations drawing IDA rates of 
UA, and lire peiiodicity of adjustments 
to be made once in three months. 

With regard to tlic establishment of the 
NE-SAC, tlie spokesperson said the 
move was aimed at speeding up the 
development of the whole region.'» 

Tlio Centre to be Ideated in Shillong 
(Meghalaya) is estimated to cost over 
Rs.25 crore Funds are lo be provided 
as grand-in-aid by the Department of 
Space and NEC. 

Tlie Centre's facilitras are slated lo 
enabled the North E'astein States in 
iislablishtng an opeiational remote 
sensing based natural resources 
intormaliun generation facililyto assist 
dovciopmental or natural resources 
monageinncl activities in the region. 

Steps to Boost Inland 
Waterway System 

Trio Governniunt has announced 
iiiooriiives to encourage piivate 
investment in vessels lor inland 
watoiways by simplifying the loan 
inloiesi subsidy scheme jLISS). 

I lonccrurtli credit will bo available at 
55 poi cent Irom coniiiioicial banks and 
iinancial institution fuliowing rovisoins in 
II 10 LISS This lias been done to promote' 
navigation along inland waterways and 
also to ciitract bulk caigo. reasons the 
Minisliy of Surface Transport. Tho 
diftorcnco between the interest rate 
under ttie scheme and thn actual rale 
will bo borne by the Central Government, 
T hu scTieirie will be applicable only lo 
vossols foi nationa'I waterways 
rogislored undoi the Inland Vessols Act. 
Second hand vessels and vessels lor 
wholij acquisition interest -subsidy h.'i.s 
been availed will not bo eligible. The 
lending ii'.siilutrons will be responsible 
toi toKiny steps to safeguaid tho 
pnyiiieni of the loan. 

I lie Government has also specified the 
polled ol moiatorium on repuyyment of 
imiicipal wliicti ranges Irom six monihs 
lo Iwo years depending on the vesael 
Tho maximum period lor loan repayment 
will t)C Ihioe years for now countiy boats 
and iiiechanisutk'.n of oxisling country 
bouts to 10 years tor other vessels. 

I ho subsidy scheme was introduced 
in 1983 but several shortcomings wore 
noticed. A Comrnilfev ol the Miniafry of 
Surface Transport oxarnined the matter 
in doplli and made lecommondalions 
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which have- been accepted by the. 
Govenmenl while announcing the 
modifications. The revisions were in 
keeping with the view that inland water 
transport (IWT) was not paid adequate 
attention. As against Rs.80,000 crorcs 
spent on raods and railways, the amount 
lor IWT vi/as about Rs.20 crorcs between 
1977 and 1997. The figure according to 
the former fWT chief Mi.R.P.Sinha does 
not even deserve an honourable mention. 
One of the shortcomings among tf le three 
mam requirements for a substainable 
IWT system - infrastructure, Cargo and 
vessels was identified as the shortage 
of carriage vessels. It was also 
recognised that vessels will have to 
come through private investments which 
the Government was attempting to 
attract by simplifying the LISS. _ 

Rural Economy, Ecology 
to Get a Boost 

Two now schen\e of the Ministry of 
Environment & Forests {MOEP) - bamboo 
development and quality seedlings - 
launched by the Prime Minister Mr.Atal 
Behari Vajpayee on World Environment 
Day are good examples of the 
Governriment’s efforts towards” twin eco- 
devclopment" economy and ecology. 

For the first time perhaps, care has 
been taken to evolve a riood - specific 
anti a holistic programme which will not 
only stiengthen the rural poor financially 
t.Hit also make thorn the caretakers of the 
environment and hence responsible for 
iis iinplernentalion. 

The Bamboo Devolopmont Sctieme 
[BOS| is specifically aimed at promoting 
the interest o( bamboo workers by 
promoting sell cmploynionl in nine 
Slates and enabling the production of 
value-added goods lor sale in the 
dorito-stic rharket and for export. 

The scheme will be implemented 
under the "care and shaie” concept of 
Joiiit ForeBt Managoment in Arunachal 
Pradesh. Assam, Madfiya Pradesh. 
Maharashtra, Manipur, Meghalaya. 
Mi 2 niniTi, Nagaland and Orissa. 
Bamboo cultivation will be promoted in 
individua* homesteads and agricultural 
lantis at ttie private level and also about 
100.000 hectares of natural bamboo 
forests will he bcoiight under intensive 
scientific management every year over 
a five ' year poriotl to conserve the 
resources and incroase its producitivity. 

Involving an investment of Rs.150 
ctores over a five-year period, the 
scheme will generate employment of five 


• million mandays every year. In addition 
50,000 beneficiaries would be identified 
every year whn will be provided with 
technical input and planning rinateriai to 
grow bamboo on their homesteads and 
agricultural fields. 

Micro-enterprises development centres 
wilt be established in the identified areas 
to iniprove the durability and value- 
additim of bamboo. Marketing support will 
bo provided once the harvesting starts 
and export of value added products will 
be promoted through State Trading 
Corporations. The States will be required 
to formulate specific proposals and submit 
them to the Ministry of Rural Development 
and funds would be made available under 
the Employment Assurance Scheme and 
the Swam Jayati Rozgar Yojana 

Bamboo is one of the most wsrsatile and 
widely - used natural materials. There are 
124 indigenous and exotic species of 
bamboo found naturally or under 
cultivation in the country. It is estimated 
that 8.96 million hectares of forest area in 
the country contains bamboo and the total 
growing stock is about 80.42 million 
lonnoG. 

In comparison, although China only has 
3.79 million hectares of forests land under 
bamboo, its growing stock is expected at 
9G.32 million tonnes and it exports nearly 
S7 tiillion worth of bamboo products every 
year. Therefore, the tremendous potential 
fur bamboo resources in India is also 
realised and hence the new BOS aims at 
increasing productivity, manufacturing 
high quality - value added goods and 
generating largcscale self-employment 
opportunities k>r the tribal and backward 
communities. 

Aid to rural women ; The other new 
programme has been developed to 
provide assistance to rural women 
through the Integrated Rural 
Develpoment Programme to raise 
nurseries in forest lands. It had been 
decided to provide rural women living 
below poverty line with financial 
assistance under the IRDP, comprising 
subsidy and credit for raising nurseries 
as a self-employment and income 
generalising opportunity. 

Innovative Rural 
Housing Projects 

The Centre has sought innovative, 
cost-effective replicable projects for rural 
housing and Kabltat Development as 
part of tha National Rural Housing and 
Habitat Mission. 
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The scheme - meant for institutions, 
voluntary organisation and- groups wilt 
run paraliei to the Indira Aawas Vbjna 
(lAY), which is dedicated to construction 
and upgradation of rural housing for the 
poor and the deprived, to make up a 
rural housing shortage of 137.2 lakh 
houses (34.1 lakh shelterless 
households and 103.1 lakh families in 
unserviceable kutcha houses ) as per 
the 1991 census. 

According to sources, Rs:10 crores, 
has boen set aside this year for 
standardising and popularising the cost- 
elfective, environmorit-frien'dly 
construction technologies, designs and 
materials for evolving sustainable 
proiotypes of human settlements which 
coutd bo replicated. Recognised 
educational / technical institutions, 
corporate bodies, autonomous 
societies. State Governments and 
NGOs willi proven track record could 
come up with projects for construction 
ot innovative demo housing / parks for 
rural population. 

The ufipur ceiling of funding tor NGOs 
/ autonomous sociuties has been set at 
Rb.20 ioklis and for eminent odur.ationnl 
/ lechnicnl / research institulions the 
maxinviin limit sliall be Rs 60 lakh. An 
impoitani cn.mponent o( ttie project 
siioulrl be Its leplicablity. Howevei, no 
tunding will bo done for individuals under 
the scheme. 

A liigli - level Ccniial Kcieoning 
Commillc'o under the Chairmanship of 
Sccrolai V I tural Oovolopmenl, has been 
sol iijj lo overset! the Innovutivo Sliearn. 
Representative fiom a "credible" 
in.stilulion involved in the area o\ 
technology dissemination, the Rural 
Development Advisor m the Planning 
Commission will be on Iho five - member 
Committee. Additional secretary and 
Financial Atlviser and Joint Secretary 
.(Rural I lousing) will be oil the five - 
mernbei empowered Committee. 

Projects meant for areas which a<e 
remote, inaccessible, disaster affected 
and cxlremoly backv/ard in social and 
economic infrastructure will get 
precodonce^ An important consideration 
will be ilial the project should go beyond 
and llio normal features that are covered 
by ongoing rural housing projects such 
as'Indira Aawas Yojna according to the 
sources.

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Group of Eight Summit 

The U,S. President, Mr.Clinton and his 
Russian counterpart, Mr. Boris Yeltsin 
decided to put bUaterai relations back 
on the rails and look to the future, 
notably reopening dialogue on reducing 
their strategic weapons, on the sidelines 
of the G-8 Summit, recently held at 
Cologne. 

The G'8 leaders also issued a 49-point 
communique at the end of their three- 
day summit which called on all nations 
to open up their markets further while 
pressing for an effective, new round of 
trade negotiations to help pave the way 
for further integration of the developing 
countries into the world economy. 

For the first time, the Russian 
President agreed to open talks on 
possib .anges to the treaty on Anti- 
Ballistic Missiles [ABMJ signed by both 
countries r s also to resume talks on 
START-Ill. Both Presidents agrded that 
it was 'lime to turn to the future” and to 
“put behind them" the tensions caused 
by the Kosovo conflict to "cooperate on 
peace and to spend the remaining 
periods of their terras in office in getting 
things done between Moseuw and 
Washington," said the White House 
Security Advisor, Mr. Sandy Berger. 

The G-8 leaders also called on all 
nations to resist protectionist pressures 
and to open their markets further and 
asserted that all the 134 WTO member 
states should have a "State" in the 
planned new round of hade negotiations 
later this year. 

Chairman Germany, the U^S., the U.K., 
Italy, France, Canada, Japan add Russia 
are the members of the group. "All 
countries should contribute and benefit 
from the new round”, the leaders said in 
their comminlque issued at the end of 
the Summit. ■ 

Urging for a new round of broad-based 
and ambitious negotiations with the aim 


of achieving "Substantial and 
manageable* results, the leaders 
wanted proposals to be made in areas 
where developing countries snd in 
particular least developed nations can 
make ‘solid and substantial gains". 

Kargll Issue ; Leaders of the Group 
of Eight countries condemned the 
violation of the Line of Control in Jammu 
and Kashmir called lor an immediate 
end to fitting in the region and termed 
as "irresponsible” any military action to 
change the Status quo of the LOG. 

We are deeplY concerned about the 
continuing military confrontation to 
Kashmir following the infiltration of 
armed intruders which violated the Line 
of Control," the G-8 leaders said in a 
communique after their annual summit 
voicing deep concern over the military 
confrontation in Kashmir, they blamed 
the conflict on "the infiltration of armed 
intruders which violated the line of 
control" between India Pakistan. 

‘We regard any action to change the 
status quo as irresponsible", the 
comminique said. 

Kosovo Pact 

After 78 days of round-the-clock 
bombing thad destroyed large part ot 
Yugoslavia's economic and military 
infrastructure, the NATO has prevailed 
over its President,' Mr.Slobodan 
Milosevic. He has been forced to accept 
peace terms dtaf he rejected on eaiiier 
occasions, and will suffer the indigitify 
of losing all effective control of the 
province of ttosovop. Thus, an uneasy 
peace has descended on Yugoslavia 
after the fiercast air campaign that 
Europe saw since World War It. 

The Yugoslav forces have been forced 
to withdraw from Kosovo, to be replaced 
by a NATGried force. The province's 
administration ywll be handed over the 


electkms are held to a repfasentatfya 
body mKosoivo. The only guaimteattiat 
Mr.Milo^nvic tw receiy^ Is that NATO 
wilt respect Tugosiaviai's territorial 
irdegrity, and that Kosovo will remain 
part of Yugoslavia at least for the 
forceabla future. 

Mr.Milosevic has been the loser iii the 
war. But it is not all clear whether NATO 
is the vMor or that peace and stabiiiiy 
are going to be established in the 
Balkan. Instead what Is happening is a 
gradual conversion of largs parts of the 
former Yugoslavia into western 
protectorates : governed, funded and 
defended by NATO arid the European 
Union. Bosnia was the first of these 
proiectoiates. A peace agreement was 
signed three years ago but to this day, ft 
is only the NATO troops and western 
funds that keep the peace in Bosnia. If 
efiher of the soldiers leave or die money 
supply dries up, Bosnia may revert lb 
civil war. Similar prospecte seem likely 
in Kosovo. 

Bui, meanwhile, the first consignment 
of some 50,000 international troops 
started the more into Kosovo to ensure 
that the withdrawal of Yugoslav forces 
must not culminate in a ethnic cleansing 
of Serb minority by the Kosovo 
Liberation Army in the proviiice. The 
entry of international peacekeepers will 
pave the way for the return ot some 12 
lakh to 1S lakh ethnic Albanian refugees 
from neighbouring countries. 

. The suspension of NATO air attacks 
was also an indispenMNe prerequisite 
for the formal adoption of a UN Security- 
Counctl resolution, which has been 
negotiated with the approval of NATO 
countries, besides Russia and China. 
China has expressed some 
reservations, It has asked for some 
details and questioned the legalities of 
oertain clauses of the UN 
resotulion.How China votes remains to 
be seen. It may at best abstain but wilt 
not veto the resolution as per experts. 

Sino-Indjan Ties Enter 
Crucial Stage 

India's relation with China enter a 
crucial stage after nearly a year-long 
testy equation. Correspondingly, 
Bering's approach to the ongoing lnd(K 
Pak conflict wOl also give a glimpse intw 
the priorities attached to its security 
compulsions. As intended earfierthough 
unstated, the Indian External Affairs 
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Minister, MrJaswant S|ngh’$ visit ^ 
China was meant to hetp'untie the knofi 
or specifically “urv-Fernandise, the Sinoi^ 
Indian Relationship. 

The Cltinese are not direct rnediatom 
on Kashmir and of all countries, but rwver, 
offered themselves in that role but front 
several angles it Is die most invovled third 
party. In that context the foll'ios of India's 
maveriek Defence Minister and what . 
. sprne see as the short-eighlednoss of the' 
country's top leadership in the period 
surrounding the May 1998 nuclear tests 
could now come home to roost. 

India may draw sonrie comfort from the 
fact that the Group of Eight (G-8) during 
itssummil in Cologne, Germany is likely 
to echo tho statement issued by the 
Foruign Ministers on June 10. The G>6 
joint statement said, 'we are deeply 
concerned about the continuing military 
confrontation in Kashmir, following the 
infiltration of militants across the Line of 
Control (LoC). We call upon India and 
Pakistan to respect to LoC, to work for 
an immediate cessation of the fighting 
and to return to the negotiating table in 
the spirit of the Labour Declaration. 

Inherent in this statements is support 
for the LqC as it is recognised. Even 
Japan, which in its official statemens may 
have conveyed less of an understanding 
of India's position than an understanding 
of Pakistan's drive to use the fighting to 
internationalise the issue, has now gone 
along with the G'8 to which it belongs. 
On June 1, Japan's official reaction 
included the mention that the Foreign 
Ministers of Rusria and Japan (after they 
mot) called to 'prompty cease their 
hostilties". Which meant, even it intruders 
are across the lino, stop fighting. Wheih 
meant the Pakistani position. On June 8 
this changed to Japan seeking a 'halt the 
hostilities as soon possible'.

Mr.Li Peng, the Chairman of 
the National People's Congress and the 
second senior leader gave no hint at all 
in public after meeting the visiting 
Pakistan Foreign Minister. Mr.Sartaj 
Aziz, recently that it leaned towards its 
known ally.

Following a predictable course, the two- 
hour meeting between the External 
Affairs Ministers, Mr.Jaswant Singh and 
his Pakistani counterpart. Mr.Sarlaf Aziz 
tailetl on June -12, to find a way out of the 
imbrogko, created by Islamabad's in the 
Kargil aggression. What tp talk of a 
breakfhrough.thoie was not even a slight 
dent in the statements, with India's blunt 
talk meeting with flat denials by Pakistan. 

As announced by Mr.Jaswant singh, 
he confronted Mr.Aziz with two points 
vacate the aggression in Kargil restore 
the Status quo ante, and punish those 
responsible for perpetrating barbarous 
actions on Indian soldiers while in 
custody of the Pakistan side. Mr.Jaswant { 
Singh sought to limit the focus on these 
two issues, through his repeated 
emphatic assertion^. Mr.Aziz sought to 
widen the scope of tho discussions. 

That there was no meeting point stood 
out in the separate press briefings by 
the two Ministers-first by the Pakistani 
side-though Mr.Jaswant Singh choose 
not to go into the business of 
characterising the talks as success or 
failure. Mr.Aziz repeated the standard 
Pakistan formulation that there had been 
no infiltration from their side and that 
those pitted against the Indian forces 
were “Kashmiri freedom fighters'. He 
even came out with a counter-charge 
that India had violated the Line of 
Control in the past thrice (in the Siachen 
area). MrJaswant Singh's reply Siachen 
was beyond the LoC. India had over 
reacted, Mr.Aziz said. It was a 'specious 
proposition, said Mr.Jaswant Singh. 
However Mr.Aziz did not deny the 
allegation of torture, though he was 
confronted with it twice. 

Mr.Aziz sought to create a drama, 
sayng he had made “some specific 
suggestions' to de-escalate the tension 
by bringing about an appropriate 
atmosphere to address each other's 
concern. He however, did not spell out 
the point. Mi.Jaswant Singh, when aksed 
later about, it undid the mystery-Mr.Aziz, 
he said, '-<uggesed that partial de- 
escalation could be brought about if India 
were to stop air strikes. “My reaction was 
clear. Remove the factor that caused 
escalation and there will be none”. 

Any suggestion to India to dilute the 
measures taken by it, was to sanctify 
and perpetuate aggression, he said.

The Indonesia was able to hold a free 
end fair election itself calls for 
cetebraiion. The June 7, election is a 
viclory'for democracy and who wins the 
race may not be that important. 

Tho Golkar party; which has been 
"managing' the country and the 
Goyernment for more than three 
decades, has Been rejected by the 
people. However, much it tries to erase 
the Suharto image from its history and 
records, Indonesians wilt not accept a 
new Golkar as being anything else, a 
resurgent Indonesia has sent a strong 
signal to the political parties in the 
country, to neighbours in southeast ^ia 
and tho international community. The 
Indonesian have broken with the past 
and want to start a new chapter on the 
threshhotd of new millennium. 

Irrespective of Mrs.Megawati 
Sukarnoputri or any of her friends from 
the Islamic parties emerging as tho main 
victor and taking up the leadersliip role, 
a new Government and system will soon 
be in place. But the real test for 
democracy will come in the Presidential 
elections to be held after a couple of 
months It may be a few weeks before 
the final results of the parlimentary 
elections are formally announced. The 
new Parliament will then be constituted 
and a new Goverrvnent installed. There 
is no Prime Minister in the present 
system and there may be no need for 
Ms.Megawali or Mr.Wahid or Mr.Amien 
Rais to lake over the reins now. 

Depending on the final strengths of ail 
parties in the new Parliament, they must 
decide on their candidate for 
Presidericy.That exercise will be crucial 
and it is up to the democratic parties to 
seize on this opportunity, display unity 
and decide to work together to build a 
new Indonesia, if the Golkar leadership 
tampers with the electoral process, it will 
be asking for trouble. 

'■ A wtfole lot of challenges await the new 
regime, more so the new President, who 
is supreme. Not just Southeast Asia, buf 
many multilateral and multinational 
insitutions, and corporates are wailing 
anxiously to finalise their future tie ups 
with Indonesia as soon as a new politlcai 
leadership emerges. 

The stock market In Jakarta has 
welcomed even the first foint signals of 
the citange of guard. Foreign banks, flte 
internalinai Monetary Fund and the World 
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Sank are waiting to tie up their on-going 
programmes, now on a low key, after 
discuGsing detaiis with the new leadershp. 

A major debt restructuring programrrie 
for the private sector, costing up to 
Rs.130 billion, will have to' be put in 
place with the cooperation of the new 
regime, though the IMF agreed on a 
S43-billion relief package for Indonesia 
at the height of the 1997 crisis, only a 
fraction of the amount has come in. The 
major instalments will be released when 
a democratically elected Government 
accepts the terms and conditions of the 
package, which are already being 
implemented but half-heartedly. Some 
of the neighbours like Singapore have 
offered a massive bilateral trade 
guarantee plan. But there were not many 
takers becuase of the political 
uncertianty, social turmoil and street 
violence witnessed all over Indonesia 
during the past 8 months and more. 

T he reoevery of other Southeast Asian 
economies still depends on the fortunes 
of Indonesia, Big Brother of the region, 
with a population of over 200 million. 
South Korea and Thailand have shown 
sigrrs of recovery, while Malaysia may 
post a moderate growth this year. If 
ihclonesia emerges from the clouds, the 
region can overcome the cconmic crisis 
together. For the neighbours depend on 
Indonesia for both imports and exports 
which have been very low for two years. 

South Africa : ANC’s 
Emphatic Victory 

Ttre outcome ot the second general 
elections in South Africa has been an 
unqualified triumph for the African 
National Congress |ANC]. with over 99 
per cent ot the votes caunted and 
verified by noon of June 7, the ANC is 
the leader throughout, had won over 66 
per cent of the votes on the national 
ballot. Whether it crosses the threshhoid 
of 67 per cent and secures a two-third 
majority in the National Assembly is really 
not relevant. The ANC won decisively also 
in seven of the nine provinces. 

The Democratic Party [DP] which 
comes next secured 38 scats [9.56 per 
cent of the vote]. It now replaces the New 
National Party [NNP] as the official 
opposition. The NNP, which got 20.39 per 
cent of the national vote and won 82 
seats in April 1994. occupies the fourth 
slot below the inkatha Party, securing just 
28 seats as against the IFP's 34. 
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The ANC also won a clear majority in | 
seven of the nine provinces. K emerged 
as the largest single patty in the western 
cape, securing 16 seats in the 42-member 
House fbliowed by NNP with 17, the DP 
with five and the United Democratic 
Movement (UDMj two. It is only the 
Kwazulu-Natat that itcame second to the 
IFP-32 as against 34. But with the MF 
aligning wifti the ANC, the two parties are 
now at par with each other 

The new members of the National 
Assembly took their oath in Cape Town. 
Mr.Thabo Mbeki was formally elected 
President on the same occasion. I he 
formal sweating took place at Hie Unior\ 
Buidings in Pretoria on June 16, 
anniversary of the Soweto uprising of 1976, 
now nationally celebrated'Vbuth Day. 

The tasks facing the President are no 
less dauriting than those that confronted 
the first democratic Government. The 
problems are. crime, unemployment, 
economic development and fulfilment of 
rising expectations. 

They are not unique to South Africa, 
though the social reality and even tho 
individual psyche and mindset have 
been distorted beyond the comprehension 
of outsiders by the country's unique 
history, apartheid and the so-called 
colonialism ot a special type. 
Comparisons, inevitably invidious given 
the media’s deep hospitality to the new 
President, are already the noun in much 
of the retrospcx:tion of the Mandola years. 

Mahendra Chaudry : 
New PM of Fiji 

The swearing of Mr.Mahendra 
Chaudry as the head of a 17-membet 
Cabinet in Fiji is a milestons in the 
history ot that country. Mr.Chaudry is of 
Indian ethinic origin and is a descendant 
of the Indian labour taken to that country 
to develop the sugar plantations toward 
divided between the native Fijians and 
the Indians. In 1987, when Timoci 
Bavadra, a native Fijian formed a 
coalition government with a number of 
portofolios for Indian Fijians, the army 
headed by Col. Sitiveni Rabuka staged 
a coup and toppled the Government. A 
brief period of military rule followed. Col. 
Rabuka. who imposed a Constitution 
which was weighted in favour of the 
native Fijians, became Prime Minister. 
The developments led to flight of capital 
and skills from Fiji. The consequent 
economic delcline compelled 
Mr. Rabuka to swtich to a pluralistic 
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Constitution wihch resulted in the 
present elections. Mr.Chaudry, sensitive 
to the Fijian sentiment, has included 11 
Fijians in his Cabinet as against six 
Indians His deputy Prime Minister is 
Mr.Adi Kuini Speed, head of the atlie'd 
Fijian Association Coalition Party and 
wife of the late Bavadra. 

The developments in Fiji follow the 
pattern of political ovolution in Guyana, 
wiicto too, Cheddi Jagan, representing 
the elhenic Indians, had to wail patiently 
lor years before he could achieve power. 
Countries outside Asia where people ot- 
Indian origin form a sizeable portion of 
ihe population, are former colonies 
wtiere people of diverse origins were 
introduced for the commercial benefits 
of the metropolitan power. Some of them 
like Fiji have a fairly largo native 
population, while others today have 
overwhelmingly immigrant populations 
of multiple ethnic origins in varying 
proportions. During the colonial era, tlie 
standard divide and rule policy was 
adopted by the imperial power. In 
Guyana. Jagan. as a Marxist made a 
valiant attempt at bringing together the 
ditfcienl ethnic groups on an ideological 
basis. Though he was thwarted, today 
after his death, his white US-born wife 
is Ihe elected President of Ihe country. 
Alter the end of cold war and decline of 
ideology-ononlod politics all over the 
world, political mobilisation on a trans- 
etlinic basis has become incre.nsingly 
diflicutt. The Kate Bavadra attempted to 
promote inter-ethnic coalition in Fiji but 
was interrupted by Col Rabuka's coup. 
Now Mr.Chaudhry has been joined by 
the late Bavadra’s wife in promoting 
inter-olhnic coalition governance in Fiji. 
Ill all tho countries outside Asia where 
tlie Indian disapora'plays a major 
political role, there is no alternative to 
inlei-trihnic coalition rule To be 
successful in such coalition building 
require a spirit of give and lake and a 
non-cxclusivisf approacfi on the part of 
Ihe community. The Indiann 
communities have not always been 
noted for such outgoing and easy 
interactive ways. Mr.Chaudry’s venture 
at coalition govornance in Fiji will bo 
walcficd with interested by India and 
Indian diaspora all over tlie world. 

Johannes Rau Elected 
German President 

A nationat convention elected 
Johannes Rau, a Social Democrat 
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fSPDj Germany's eighth post war 
President at Berlin or. May 23. Rau also 
known as “Brother Johannes" for his 
deep religious convictions said about the 
Kosovo conflict. “I hop's and wish that 
this war not continue for long" adding 
that he fic*ped diplomacy would prevail 
Rau 68. (ormaily replaced conservative 
Roman Herzog on July 1. 

Rau won on the second round of 
voting in the Federal Convention, when 
some opposition Liberal Free Democrats 
(FDPJ apparently voted for him, the 
candidate of the Centre-left SPD- 
Gieens Government. Tnis gave him an 
absolute majority ot 690 votes, in 
comparison witti tho 657.13 short of 670 
abr.oliitr^ majority 

Tfie convcnlion sits every five years to 
elect a Presideni and mot for tlie first time 
since the Nari era in the Berlin Reichstag. 
Tfre ciftctton came on t^le SOth anniversary 
of the founding of Wwtorrvstyie democracy 
in wfial was then West Germany on May 
23. 1949. Rau. known as the "patriarch” 
after 21 years of runnirrg North-Rtiine 
Westphalia, , Gemiaiw’s most populous 
State and industrial heartland, is the first 
Social Donicr-iat Presii JeMt in 25 years and 
oniy the second in tho 50-year history of 
tfie Federal Republic of Germany. 

He is Germany’s eighth President since 
ifi,:; f:.'!;'.i ;',ost-war Govornmerrt was set up 
in fic.-. iiidt-r Aiii'.id super/ifiion in 1949.

EU Meet on Draft 
Defence Policy 

■f tie riontour of the proposed common 
“F.-.iiopean security and defence Policy " 
I las finally emerged. T ie European Union 
r- oroign Ministers have hammered out the 
outline of the policy in a two-page draft 
docurruint. wfiich will be presented to 19 
Fi.U heads of Government at tho routine 
si* monthly summit. 

Thr latest E.U. foreign minister’s 
agiee'mont will for the firbt time, give the 
15 European Union countries, the 
rniilitary capability to handle regional 
crises. The now institution will eventually 
replace the pan-European defence 
organisation. It will be a NATO-style 
command and control structure, which 
could t^e fully operational by January 
2001. I he Europoar foreign ministers 
characterised it as a "peacekeeping" 
force rattier than a rapid reaction force 
proposed by Germany and Ffanco. Ttjp 
draft resolution calls for developing "an 
effective, European Union-led crises 
managemenr institution in which all E.U. 
niembtHS can partiepate “fully and on 


equal footing’ as and when the need 
arises for security and peacekeeping 
management in tfw European area.. 

The initiative is rated as a first tentative 
step to give the E. U. countries their own 
command structure with military legs to 
stand on. This is essentially an 
organisation to coordinate pan- 
European Union peacekeeping and 
mlitary activity. It's creation should not 
be confused with the first attempt to 
create a European army. 

Among the 15 European Union 
members, four are neutral or non- 
aligned. They are Sweden. Australia, 
Ireland, and Finland. They, are not 
members of the western NATO alliance. 
Then there is the. tricky problem of 
Turkey, whicti is the founder member of 
tho NATO and WEU, but is not the 
member of the E.U. It is argued that tho. 
creation of the proposed European 
Fecurity Organisation may transform tho 
E.U. from a military might into a 
formidable military alliance which will not 
rival NATO but will work in co-ordination 
with it to resolve European security 
issues and crises, such as Kosovo, in 
tfie European continent. 

As Germany's deputy foreign minister, 
Mr.Guenther Verheugan, put it : “An 
operation like we have in Kosovo will 
remain well outside the.scope of 
European Union for the foreseeable 
future. But the European Union would 
be able to engage in meaningful 
peacekeeping and peacemaking 
process, with or without NATO. 

At the Cologne Summit of the E.U. 
eads of Government, the proposed 
common foreign and security policy will 
be given a new dimension, (^servers 
note that Mr.Solana's appointment will 
be particularly welcome in yVashington, 
where he is a widely-admired and 
trusted figure and has close rapport with 
the Clinton Administration. , 

U.S.Senate Okays 
Sanctions Suspensions 

The U.S, Senate has voted to suspend 
ecorromic sanctions against India and 
Pakistan for a period'of five years. But 
sponsoros of the amendment have .said 
that th'^ir move did not repeal the 
ptohibition on military sales and missile 
and nuclear technology sale. The India 
Pakistan Sanctions Relief Amendment 
would also repeal the Preseler 
Amendment. 

The Senators, Mr.Sani Brownback and 
Mr.Pat Roberts, attached an amendment 
to the Defence Appropriation Bill saying 


that the move would give the Preskteht 
“better to deal with any military build up 
in Ihe two counlries” 

After the five-year period of auspension, 
the Bil gives Ihe President a national 
interest waives to renev/the suspension. 
Among ottiei things, the BHI would aHow 
economic assistance, credit guarantees, 
loans and financial or technicat assistarx^ 
by international financial institutions, 
American banks making loans or 
providing credits to the Governments ef 
India and Pakistan and Exim guarantees. 

The-Bill provides the President with a 
national security waiver for sales of 
defence articles, defence services, 
foreign military financing and dual use 
technologies which are not primarily used 
tor missile development or nuclear 
weapons programmes but that these 
sales are subject to Congressional review 
procedures. The President must also 
submit a Repoil to Congress within 60 
days of the enactment listing those Indian 
and Pakistani entities whose activities 
contribute directly to missile programmes 
or weapon of mass-destruction. 

In a sense of the Senate clause, the 
Bill has also said that there could be no 
w.iivor lor sales of defence articles, 
delencc services and foreign military 
financing should be invoked with lespacf 
to any parly tliat initiates or supports 
activities (hat jeopardise peace and 
secLirily in Jammu and Kashmir.

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' Air pollution claims 100 
lives per day 

An estimated 110 people die 
prematurely everyday due to air pollution 
In 36 Indian cities. Consider the other 
tigures : Everyday 57000 people have 
to be hospitalised or need medical 
treatment for the same reason. Or that, 
nearly 33 lakh people suffer minor 
sickness each day for this reason. 

These are figures from a 1995 study, 
part of a state of the Environment 
Report, prepared by the Union Ministry 
and released by Prime Minister Atal 
Behari Vajpayee. It’s the first such report 
from the ministry. 

Estimates of the cost to the country of 
environmental dogradation in 1995 put 
the average total cost at $9,715 million 
or about Hs.36,800 crore. There are low, 
high and average estimates. Of the total 
average cost in impact on health and or 
production, about Rs.5,240 crore loss 
is attributed to the health effects of urban 
air pollution. And about Rs.22.840 crore 
to the effect of water pollution especially 
diarrhoeal diseases. 

Soil degradation, leading to loss in 
agricultural output, cost about Rs.6,.‘'60’ 
crore; rango-land degradation, leading 
to loss of livestock carrying capacity, 
about Rs.'1,3l2crore, deforestation, and 
loss of sustainable timber supply, about 
Rs.856 crore and tourism revenue loss 
about Rs.8,50 crore 

ICRC has no role to play on 
multilation issue 

The International committee of the 
Red Cross (ICRC) has no role to play in 
the issue concerning the multilatcd and 
disfigured bodies Of Indian Army men 
received from Pakistan in Kargil. 

1 he government had hinted that it 
might approcich the international 
committee of f^ed Cross regarding the 
inhuman and baibaric treatment given 
tf) the bodies of one officer and five 
jawans of tho Jat regiment in Kashmir. 

! 'RC. when contacted informally said 
thot it IS a I lumanitarian organisation. 

! he organisation is the custodian and 
promoter of International Humanitarian 
Law (IHL), and not the enforcing agency. 


The ICRC does not have the mandate 
to investigate cases like multilated and 
disfigured bodies of the Indian soldiers. 

Being a neutral international 
organisation, it works on both sides of 
the border in a conflict zone, therefore 
cannot take positions or pass 
judgements. This year on August l2.fhQ 
ICRC celebrates the 50th anniersary of 
the Geneva conventions which are the i 
hall mark of the International 
humanitarian law. The Geneva 
conventions lays down the ICRC 
mandate and right to carry out certain 
activities such as bringing relief to 
wounded, sick or ship wrecked military 
personnel, visiting prisoners of wai and 
trying to ensure that in armed conflicts 
or situations resulting from it, the life and 
dignity of civilians and non combatants 
are protected. 

The international Humanitarian Law, 
also known as the law of armed conflict 
or the law of war comprises the rules 
which in terms of armed conflict seek to 
protect persons, who are not or are no 
longer taking part in the hostilities and 
restrict the methods and moans of 
warfare employed by appealing to follow 
the basic humanitarian standards. 

The ICRC has approacfied both the 
Indian and Pakistan governments to 
permit its delegations to visit the "trouble 
zone" along the Line of control in 
Kashmir to evaluate the damage to the 
civilian population so that relief can be 
provided. 

Need for media focus on 
environment 

Oo environment issue.get too little 
space in the media? Should journalists 
reporting on such issues Lake an activist 
guard? 

These questions were raised during a 
discussion on Media and Environment, 
at a world congress on enviiorrment 
mananement organised by World 
Environment Foundation. It was pointed 
out the trees have been cut for 
newspaper raw material and the solution 
since news papers provide a useful 
service is not to stop publishing them 
but to try and find alternative raw 
material and modernise to cut down 


waste. 

Pollution is a slow process.lt is 
Ihoretore impor&nt.for social scientists 
and the media to work in tandem to 
create sensitivity among people. A well 
informed media can make all the • 
difference. 

The journalists raised some common 
points. For one, very little space is given 
alleast in the Englisti media, to 
environmental issues Possibly because 
the face of the media has changed 
Possibly because there is no big 
eiivironiTiontal movement in the country, 
it’s not an issue on the political agenda. 
To that exfent, the media reflects this 
reality. Wtien if becomes piart of the 
poiilical agenda, we would have 
achieved somothing according to one 
journalist.

In India 
biodiversity is entrenched in ol r faith and 
it shouldn't be difficult to convince 
Indians to care tor the environment. . 

Govt, to get tough with 
noise pollution 

A draft notification to cuil< nstng noise 
poliirtion in the country is on the anvil. 
This will be issued by the union ministry 
of environment and forests. 

A major highlight ot this draft 
notification is provision of punishment 
for those who violate ambient noise 
standards for the first offence with a fine 
of Rs.t.OOO and for any second or 
subsequent offence with a fine for a 
Rs.2000.. It'is proposed to give police 
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powers to act against those who violate 
ambient noise stahdards. 

The draft notification will aim at 
regulating rising noise pollution from 
various sources like industrial activities, 
pubiicaddress system, generators sets, I 
music systems, construction, activity, 
pressure horns and fire crackers. 

A study on noise pollution in the capital 
in 1996 conducted by the Delhi Pollution 
Control Committee, under the aegis of 
the Central Pollution Control Board, had 
shown ambient noise levels in all silent 
zones which include schools, courts 
hospitals and residential areas were 
much higher than the permissible limits. 

Futility of Section 77 of 
RPA 

It is well know that section 77 of the 
(FtPA) Representation ot People’s Act is 
responsible for breeding corruption, yet 
the law makers despite their best 
intentions, seem to be hesitant in doing 
away with it. The concerned section 
exempts a political party candidate from 
declaring poll expense beyond the 
pc'inissiblc; limit on the ground that it had 
been incurred by the political party. The 
Supreme Court has already made its 
views loud and clear on legitimacy of 
funding to the political parties and mind 
boggling expenditure on elections. 

It has repeatedly warned that "if no one 
IE listening to our words this court has a 
duty to give a plausible interpretation to 
this section 77 of the Representation of 
the People act". It was wishful thinking 
hoping that if a candidate was prevented 
from spending crores on his election he 
wouldnot be persuaded to make money 
after his election. 

"Section 77 is breeding corruption" the 
court has said in its ruling on common 
cause Director H.D. Shourie’s petitions 
seeking minimisation ot poll expenses 
by the political parties. 

Needless to say, the political parties 
are not above the law and tfiey are also 
bound to follow it.. Only such poll 
expenses which are derived from the 
known sources of income can 
legitimately be called "expenditure". 
Therefore, in the court's view, section 77 
(1) does not give protection to the 
expenditure which comes from an 
unknown source. It has been found that 
the bulk of income of a political party by 
way of contributions 1 donations is from 
companies which fill the political parties’ 
coffers on a quid pro quo basis. 
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Soon after becoming the Law Minister 
Ram jethmalani indicated that the 
Vajpayee government rnight promulgate 
an ordinance introducing soma much 
awaited electoral reforms. But this could 
be possible if all the political parties 
arrive at a consenses on the issue. It’s 
a billion dollar proposition with which 
even noted jurist Jethmalani may nut 
agree with. One should not forget that 
the political parties, whether national or 
regional have always been reluctant in 
changing any statute which they 
consider renders some help in making 
their way to electoral victory. 

Increasing electoral corruption and 
other electoral corrupt practices are well 
known for contaminating the 
parliamentary form of democracy. The 
law commission has also recommended 
that a candidate should be debarred 
from contesting polls in case charges in 
a criminal case had been sramed against 
him by a court of law. The Election 
Commision is empowered under Article 
324 to supervise and control the 
elections, which must be free and fair. 
Therefore, the commission may well be 
within its power to issue directions to 
political parties to submit for scrutiny 
details of all expenses incurred by them. 

Violence against J & K 
Pandits not genocide 

The National Human Rights 
Commision has refused to term the 
violence against Kashmiri Pandit as 
"genocide". 

Delivering an order on potitions by 
Panun Kashmir Movcnient..the All India 
Kashmiri Samaj and the International 
Human Rights Prolection Council, which 
requested the NHRC to declare the 
violence against Kashmiri Pandits as 
“genocide", the commission said that 
crime against them fall short of the 
ultimate crime of genocide. 

The primary intent of the killers 
(militants) was to achieve secession of 
■Kashmir from India and accession to 
Pakistan the NHRC said. 

“The killings and "ethnic cleansing" of 
Kashmir Pandits should be seen as pari 
of the campaign to secede from India 
and it deserves condemnation” it said. 

In a separate order, the NHRC said 
that Jammu and Kashmir was well within 
its purview as union law had 
predominance in a federal state. 

On the petition by the Jammu and 


Kashrnir govornmont challenging its 
jurisdiction over the state which has a 
separate constitution, the NHRC 
overruled Ihe objection and said foderal 
suprurnacy could never be challenged 

BJP revives Art 370 issue 
to counter Kargil Fall out 

In an apparent admission of the 
poltical tail out of the Kargil conflict, the 
BJP has revived the issue of Article 370 
clairnirig that its abrogation holds the key 
lo a f)ormanont solution of the Kashmir 
problem.

Wo hold that the issue can be 
rosolvod only by lepoaling Article 370 
and ensuring the return ot three lakh 
Kashrpiri migrants to the valloy 
according to K.N.Govindacharya.

A two- 
commando team one with a liand held 
global positioning system and the other 
with binoculars fitted witfi a laser range 
finder work their way to sighting distance 
of the target. Unlike the army's 7 x 50 
pieces, today’s binoculars, with 20 / 100 
magnification can make the enemy 
soldier's face clearly visible at 5 km.

Fight Against Drug Abuse' 

Drug abuse problem has become a 
global challenge. From transit country, 
India is fast becoming a major consumer 
of different kinds of drugs. According to 
studies, the problem has spread amongst 
all tfio segments ot the society. It is 
particularly serious amongst slum 
dwellers, transport workers, commercial 
sex workors, in the opium growing regions 
and in the North-east states ol India. 

According to rough estimates there 
are about S-million addicts in the country 
including alcoholism. Drug addition 
destroys individuals, families and 
communities. The threat of drug abuse 
has assumed a serious dimension on 
account of the rise in Intravenous Drug 
use leading to HIV/ AIDS especially in 
the major Metropolitan cities and the 
North-East states. 


□rug abuse is psycho-socio-medical 
problem. It can be be|6t handled througti 
community based interventions in which 
the objective is the whole person 
recovery of the addict. It can be 
controlled and checked through building 
awareness andeducating people about 
il7-eftects of drug abuse. Dealing with the 
addicts through progfamme ol 
motivation, counselling, treatment 
follow-up and social reintegration of 
cured drug addicts. The Government is 
trying lo impart drug abuse prevention 
rehabilitation training to volunteers with 
the view to buitd up an educated cadre 
of drug abuse control operators. 

Tlio following comes under the Action 
plan of the Government. 

• Delivery of services through the 
network of non-government organisations. 

• Under a unique programme of Govt. 
- NGO collaboration scheme for 
Prevention of Alcoholism and Substance 
(Drugs) abuse shall provide funds tr> the 
extent of 90% of the expenditure to the 
I^GO lor providing awareness, 
counselling treatment, after care follow 
up and vocational rehabiliattion centres. 

• Tho NGO shall mobilise the 
community support for tho social 
reintegration of the addicts. 

• UtKter the Scheme a network of Drug 
Awareness and counselling centres and 
Treatment cum Rehabilitation centres are 
being run over all over the country.

Abuse has been provided to 339 NQOs 
for running 193 Drug Awareness,

Ana : This technique is often used in 
real'iife crime programmes to protect 
innocent'individuals or to avoid suspects 
receiving unfair trials. 

The process of pixelation works as 
follows; for each square pixel area, the 
computer measures the brightness and 
colour of each point and calculates the 
average. This average value is then 
assigned to the entire pixel. Thus the 
properties of the picture to be obscured, 
in this case a face, are largely retained- 
However, each square has sharp edges 
and since the edges are a product ol the 
pixelahon process and not related to the 
elements of the face, they obscure the 
picture. The reason the face still .seems 
to move it because although the positioii 
of each square will remain constant, the 
person ’behind' the pixelated are will be 
moving and therefore the average values 
for brightness and colour change. 
Squinting, screwing up your eyes, or- 
even better-removing your spectacles 
burns the images and prevents you from 
seeing the sharp edges of the square. 
You are then left only witl^ a face in which 
changes in brightness and colour have 
been smoothed by averaging, and which 
is then much easier to see and identify. 
The same effect can be achieved by 
making the pixelated face smaller, or by 
moving it further away-ttie edges become 
too fine to observe their detail and 
disappear and the face is more easily 
seen. This effect was the first described 
by 1.0on Harmon in 1973. 

Dues : In James Bond films a gun 
with a silencer is used to dispose of 
bad (and} good guys. How does the 
silencer work? 

Ans : The first successful silencers 
were patented in 1910 by the Americari 
inventor Hiram P.Maxim (son of Hiram 
S.Maxim machine-guns fame). His 
devices were of battle type, which is still 
in common use today. A baffle silencer 
typically consists o' a m^tai cylinder, 
usually divided into two sectors, which 
is fixed to the muzzle of the fire arm. 

The first section, which is typically 
about a third of the silencer's length, 
contains an "expansion chamber” into 
which the hot gases that follow the bullet 
out of the muzzle can expand to dissipate 
some of their energy. The expansion 
chamber mayx:ontain a wire mesh 
cylinder, whose function is to break up 


the column of gas and to cool passage 
of the bullet. The function of the baffles 
is to progressively dettoci and slow the 
flow of gas emerging from the 
expansion chamber, so that by time the 
gases emerge from the silencer, their 
flow is cooler, at low velocity and 
silenced. A motoitike silencer works on 
exactly the same principle. 

There are also variations on this 
theme: some designs consists entirely 
of baffles, while other are based entirely 
on one large expansion chamber. Infaci, 
a plastic soft drinks bottle can be made 
into a fairly efficient silencer that will 
work for a limited number of shots 
before it breaks up. 

Silencers usually work best with 
cartridges that fire suteonic ammunition, 
since this eliminates the spnic crack 
which is produced by a bullet that goes 
faster than the speed of sound. 

Seme silencer designs slow the bullet 
to subsonic speed by means of ports cut 
into the barrel, with the ported section 
extending to protrude into the expansion 
charrfoer. These ports bleed off gas from 
behind the bullet, thereby reducing bore 
pressure and, eventually, the velocity cf 
the bullet. In other designs, the baffles 
are made from an elastic materia) with 
a central hole smaller than the bujjc!. 
These “wips" are pushed open by the 
passage of the and close when it is post. 
The idea is that they further slow the exit 
of gas. Not surprisingly, the wips can 
wear out rather quickly and can affect 
the accuracy of the bullet. 

A second but less common, type of 
silencer is the wire mesh design. These 
usually have the same expansion 
chamber as the baffle type but tho 
baffles are replaced by a column of 
knitted wire mesh with a central hole 
tor tho bullet. Here, the wire mesh acts 
to disrupt the column of gas as in the 
baffle design, while at the same time 
acting as a heat sink to cool the hot gas 
and hence quieten it. Criminals tiavc 
been known to improvise this type of 
silencer, uaing wire wool or steel pan 
scourers to form the mesh. 

The very latest innovation in muzzle- 
mounted silencers is the cq-called wet 
silencer (or"wet can" in the O.S.). These 
designs allow the use of water or a 
lubricating oil. On firing, the hot 
expanding gases are cooled, and 
therefore, quietened, by the exchange 
of heat into the liquid. Wet silencers 
allow the designer to produce much 
smaller or quieter designs. 

An altemative approach to silencer 
design which dispenses entirety with the 
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muzzle-mounted silerusei has appeared 
Irom Russia. Instead it uses a special 
cartridge In wlilcl'i Ihe buHet is push^ out 
by a propellant driven piston. ITie piston is 
stopped by foeneck of the catridge, trapping

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FiCCI Predicts Capital 
Market Boom 

The current boom in the captai market 
seems to be a sustained one and the 
sensex will rule at over 4,000 points in 
the coming months, according to an 
analysis made by the Federation of Indian 
Chambers of Commerce and Industry 
[FICCI]. In a paper *An Analysis into the 
Capital Market Boom”, the federation has 
analysed [May last week) the reasons 
behind the buoyancy. As per the paper 
there are five main reasons for it. 


(i) Higher earning expectations, 

(ii) Lower profit - earnings {PIE) ratio. 

(iii) The overall performance of the 
economy particularly an increased 
export growth 

(iv) Better indirect tax reaHsation and 

(v) Prospects of a good monsoon 
which can trigger a demand - led 
growth. 

Important parts of the prediction ate 
given below; 

• The sensex is expected to remain 
firmly above 4000 mark since scrips 


have changed hand from Indian mutual 
funds to foreign institutional investors 
[Fllsj with deep pockets. The boom has 
helped sellers since it came when the 
UTI and other mutual funds were looking 
foi booking profits for their year closing. 
Those domestic funds are expected to 
bo back in the market form July 1' 
onwards, the paper predicts. 

t Small investors are expected to 
deploy more funds in mutual funds since 
many of thorn will declare good returns 
this year. 

• The paper has compared the P/E 



ratio of other competing countries in 
order to find the reasons why the Fils 
have been attracted to Indian scrips. As 
againsi the average P/E ratio of India at 
11 % competing countries such as China 
have 25.8,' South Korea 25.3, Indonesia 
23.1, Malaysia 19.8 and the US 42.10. 

• The analysis reveals that the P/E 
ratio in India has the potential to reach 
around 25 which means a gain of about 
7 per cent fiom the current level. This 
must have emboldened the Fils to focus 
on Indian scrips coupled with the low 
rate of inflation which is unlikely to 
depreciate the rupee. 

• The ai^lysis has put into close 
scrutiny 24 stocks which witnessed the 
most intensive buying m the current 
phase. Out of these, 42 stocks are 
sensex stocks and have registered 
substantial trading both in terms of 
volume and value. 

• An important faclorthat the analysis 
has revealed is that not much of 
speculative build-up has been 
undertaken while trading the shares 
going by the fact that dealers have gone 
for settlement of delivery. 

• In terms of market capitalisation 
also, FICCI says 'he available figures 
indicate a sustained boom. Altogether, 
during the buoyancy period, market 
capitalisation increased by Rs. 75,047 
crores. The prominence that has been 
given to scrips of software; pharma and 
banks and the prospects of intensifying 
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buoyancy trend in the co^o(% std^ 
as well, market capitalisation is bc^d 
to go up in the coming months. 

Indian Gold Demand 
Falls 

;' As per the recent ‘Gold Demand 
Trends‘ released by the World Gold 
Council [WQC], Irtdiah gold demandfor 
the first quarter of 1999 was 25% lower 
than the exceptionally high-level' 
recorded In the first quarter of 1998. 
Important facts concerning Indian gold 
demand are: 

• The demand in the first quarter of 
1999 was 192.4 tonnes against 252.4 
tonnes in the same quarter in 1998. 

e The official gold import Into India 
in this period remained 74 tonnes lower 
than the corresponding imports last 
quarter (from 201 tonnes to 127 tonnes). 

• International gold demand, in the 
first quarter of 1999 was 62% above the 
opening three months of last year, 
continuing the recovery from a poor start 
to 1998. 

The report says that the factors 
responsible for the dip in demand ware 
a slowdown in economic growth, sharp 
increases in basic consumer commodities 
prices and the effect of the rise in the 
domestic gold price following the 
depreciation of the rupee in early 1998. 
The report expects an increase in 
demand in the remaining period of the 
year from the effect of a good winter 
harvest in early 1999, which will boost 
rural incomes. However, the report 
expects that substantial part of the 
demand will be met through informal 
imports from Dubai, due to the effect of 
the lecenl duty hike in January 1999. 
The increase in import duty Rs.250 to 
Rs.400 per ten gram has raised the 
premium over international prices from 
6.6% in December 1998 to around 10^4 
by March 1999. _ 

Another Normal 
Monsoon 

While the India Meteorological 
Department [IMO] the apex weather 
agency of the country was preparing 
for its customary annual announcement 
of Its long-range forecast for the much 
- awaited Southwest monsoon, the first 
rains of the season arrived over the 
country on the early morning of May 
25. lashing the Kerala coasf. The 
normal date for the bursting of monsoon 
is June 1. 


While the rain over Kerala did take j 
away some of it sheen, the forecast. | 
reittoins as. significant. According tO;it, : 
India is ell set to have a normal South¬ 
west monsoon once again this year, i 
making it the 12th consecutive normal i 
. monsoon year, in quantitative terms, the ! 
forecast is that the nation as a whole 
would redeive 108 per cent of its long- 
term average of 88 cm. In other words, 
the rainfall over the country this season 
is expected to be of the order of 95.4 
cm. 

The IMO's forecast this year is also 
signifcant since, for -the first time, in 
addition to its customary rtation - wide 
forecasts, it has come out with separate 
j region-wise forecasts - one for the 
Peninsula, another for the north east and 
the third for the north-west. 

The forecast itself is based on 16 
regional and global land, ocean and 
atmosphere parameters, which are 
physic^ly related to the Indian monsoon, 
and each parameter is defined in terms 
of observation over a specific location 
and period before the monsoon. The 
parameters that are considered include 
the temperature in north and east coast 
India during March and Central India 
during May, and the extent of snowfall 
in Eurasia in December and the 
Himalayas between January and March. 
This year, as many as 11 of the 
parameters were favourable. 


Study various issues facing the 
phosphailc fertilizer industry. The new 
rates came bito effect retrospectiveiy 
from April 1,1999.

It will decide on parameters to be 
adoplod for computing concession rales 
for Itie year with effect from April tiiis 
year. Meanwhile, the recenty increase 
in the fertilizer's subsidy, the burden on 
the exchoquer will rise by about R&.150 
croros during the currerrt financial year. 


Dabhol Plant 
Commences Production 

Wilh the dedication of the Phuse -1 
of the Dabhol Power Corporation {DPC] 
to the nation, on May 25, the Plant 
started its production. The first phase 
plant commenced operations two 
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months ahead of schedule'. The 740 MW 
> plant t$ a nuilti - fuel facility, capable of 
using naptha, distillate and natural gas 
Ths Maharashtra State Electricity Board 
[MSEB] would pay about Rs.3.01 per 
unit lo .DPC.The pro|ect cost has been 
estimated at $1,078 billion with the 
geanng placed at 70:30. 

OPC will supply the power to MSEB 
under a 20-year power purchase 
agreement. The power project is a Joint 
venture of the US energy firm Enron (50 
per cent), MSEB (30 per cent), Bechtel 
Enterprises (10 per cent) and GE Capital 
(10 per cent). The Dabhol project is a 
landmark in public-private sector 
participation as it is the only IPP 
Independent Power Producer) in India, 
in which a state electricity board holds 
more than 26 per cent interest. The State 
already has an installed capacity of 
12,257 MW. the highest for any State in 
the country. OI this, 70 per cent come.s 
from MSEB itself. 

The second phase on which work I las 
already commenced would be 
completed by the end of 2001. With a 
capacity of 1,444 MW tins phase wiil 
also involve the creation of India's first 
L.NG (liquefied natural gas) terminal and 
will be the largest natural gas fired 
independent power project in the world. 

Steep Decline in 
Tobacco Exports 

As per (he recent release from the 
robocaco Board, there has been a stoop 
decline to the tone of Rs.250 crorcs in 
the country's tobacco exports during 
1998-99, as compared to the pievious 
year. Tf le total exports during 1998-99 
came to 1,01,323 tonnes which earned 
a foreign excliange of Rs.a06 crores, as 
against 1.44,534 tonnes exported during 
1997-98 which could fetch foreign 
exchange of Hs. 1061 crores. 

The reasons tor the decline m the 
exports was attributed to innudation of 
crops twice due to heavy rain in 
Prakasam and Nellore districts in 
Andhra Pradesh duri'ig last year and 
-ittack of “brown spot” disease in Guntur 
and West Godwari districts. The trade 
and industry which was initially under 
impression that the crop yield would not 
cross BO-mitlion kg. because of the 
adverse conditions, offered very high 
prices to the tobacco on the auction 
platforms. Following this, the foreign 
buyers withdrew from Indian markets as 
the prices of Indian tobacco did not 
prove to be competitive to thorn, Therfore,, 


they began to source their stocks from 
other tobacco producing countries like 
China. Indonesia ahd Zimbabwe. This 
resulted in toe decline ofexporttoWesiern 
Europe, Russia and other countries. 

Besides, the auctions in Karnataka 
were inordinately delayed due to farmer 
- trader problem and they , stretched till 
April, instead of February. Since the 
farmers withheld the quality tobacco 
from the auction platforms, the 
transactions went on a snail's pace and 
the low-grade trarieties were pushed into 
the market initially. The low-grade 
varieties, obviously could not be 
exported. Though quality tobacco began 
to come towards the last phase of 
auctions in Karnataka, the traders and 
exporters could not process the stock, 
pack it and export it during the last 
financia l year (1998-99). _ 

PSU Pay Hike 

On May 24, the Government decided 
tc raise v/ages of public sector 
executives based on the 
recommendations of the justice 
S.Mofian Comrrtittee Report. The total 
revenue outgo due to the public sector 
undertaking (PSU) pay hike will be 
Rs.2.070 croros annually. But the burden 
of the increased salaries will have to be 
borne largely by the public enterprises 
themselves as no budgetary support will 
be provided Iprthe purpose. The revision 
will benefit 3.6 lakh executives and 
supervisory staff in the public sector. 
With this decision, the Government has 
bean able to defuse an impending crisis 
as the indefinite strike of the Oil Sector 
Officer's Association slated to begin from 
May 26 was in protest against delay in 
in iplfimenting the Mohan Committee report. 
The strike vxxji' I have had grave implications 
for the economy as the oH industry estimalud 
losses would have (xxurred running into 
thousands of crores per day. 

Under the new wage package, the lowest 
salary scale payable to tfre noevuntonised 
supervtsors will rise from Rs.3,375 - 
Rs.5.875 to Rs.6.4p0- Rs.10,000. At toe 
highest level of board appointees in “A” 
scficclule compar lios the scale will increase 
from the existirig level of Rs. 13,000 - 
Rs. 15,000 to Rs.27,750 - R5.31.500 

Uniform Rice Price for 
N-E Region 

On June 1, the Union Cabinet cleared 
a proposal to remove the distribution 
between plain and hilly ares with regards 


to the Hking of the iesue price for 
common rice for above poverty line 
population in the North East region. The 
decision follows dlfficultiee experienced 
by the food Corporation of India fFCI] in 
distinguishtng between the hM and plain 
areas. The cereal would now be supptlod 
at an uniform price of Rs^TOO per quintai 
lor the entire region. 

It is known that the issue price of rice 
for the hill areas In the region wm lower 
than that ih the plain areas. The FCI has 
been facing practical problem. White 
differentiating between toe above the 
poverty line people of the both areas.

Boosting Inland 
Waterway 

The Government on June 1, 
announced incentives to encourage 
private investment in vessels (or Inland 
waterways by simplifying the loan 
interest subsidy scheme (LISS). 
Henceforth, credit wW be available at 6.5 
par cent from commercial banka and 
financial institutions (oHowIng revisions in 
the LISS. This has been done to promote 
navigation along inland waterways and 
also to qttract bulk cargo. The difference 
between the Interest rate under the 
scheme and the actual rcrie will be borne 
by toe Central Government. 

The Government haa also specified 
the period of rnoratorfum on repayment 
of principal which ranges from six 
months to two years depending on the 
vessel. Ttie subsidy scheme was 
introduced in 1983 but several 
shortcomings were noticed. A 
Committee of Ministry of Surface 
Transpor t examined the matter in depth 
and made recommendations which 
have been accepted by the Government 
while announcing toe mocttfications. 

The revisions were in keeping with 
the view that inland water transport 
(TWT) wav not paid adequate attention. 
As against Rs.80,(XX> crores spent on 
roads and railways, the amount for IWT 
was about R8.20 crores between 1977 
and 1997. One of the shortcomings 
among three main requirements for a 
sustainabte IWT system infrastreture, 
cargo and vessels - was identified as 
tire shortage of carriage vessels. It was 
also rocognised that vessels will have 
to cortie through private investments 
which the Government was attempting 
lo attract by simplifying the LISS.

The Air India took about 300 
and tho lA absorbed about 900 odd. 
Vajyudoot was maintained as a separate 
idsniificabfe division of the lA, although 
the lA's Chairman-cum-Managing 
Director is also tho Chief of the 
Vayudoot. Repayment and servicing of 
duos owned by the Vayudoot to creditors 
on tho date of takeover by the lA were 
frozen for S years, after which the IA was 
to discharge the liabilities in 10 annual 
instalments. Delay in payment was liable 
to attract the interest of the bank rate 
prevailing at Ihe time on the defaulted 
amount. 

Whon this merger took place, lA was 
itself in financial crisis and the merger 
only added to its mounting losses and 
luitlior worsened its working capital 
deficit. The recent two years moratorium 
on payment came in view ol its serious 
liquidity position as suggested by the 
Kclkar Committee on financial 
restructuring of the lA. The Committee 
noted that Ihe lA's present share capital 
of Rs. 105 crore was too slender for an 
aviation company of its size. A release 
of Rs.325 crore as equity injection was 
approved by the Government and the 
company was permitted to mobilise 
funds from Ihe capital market through 
initial public offering and any other 
modalities available for restructuring. 

The lA partly planned its financial 
losses on the merger of the Vayudoot 
witli it, its subsidised operations in the 
North-East and the losses incurred upon 
grounding of its Airbus .320 fleet. 

Paper Industry Looks up 

The global paper industry seems to 
be on a comeback trail and Indian 
players seem to be following. After 
having languished for three yetras. there 
has been a marked turnaround: in its 
May 30 release, the Indian Paper 
I Manufacturers Association (IPMA) said 
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th 9 t the Indian economy is now globally 
interlinked and whatever happens in 
Other countries affects the Irtdian 
markets, in the last few months, pulp 
prices in international markets have 
moved from $366 Id $510 a,tonne while 
paper prices have showp signs of 
looking up, according to the release. 

Indian manufacturers have already 
increased paperprices by about Rs.1,000 
a tonne while traders have confidentty 
hiked their prices by about Rs.1500 a 
tonne. With' input costs remaining more 
or less unchanged, the benefit of the price 
hike will accure cfirectly to the Dottomlines 
ol most companies. ' _ 

India ^peal Against 
WtO Ruling 

India has appealed in the World Trade 
Organisation (WTO) against a ruling of 
the body's dispute settlement panel 
(DSP) quashing maintenance of 
quantitative restiicljon.s by India on 
imports from the USA. A legal notice was 
given for this purpose by India by Ihe, 
scheduled moelm.cj of DSP in Geneva 
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on May 26.1999. India had 60 days to 
lile an appeal in WTO from the date of 
circulation of a WTOpancTs final report. 

The panel's rulitin followed a complaint 
by the US tfiat India had boon maintaining 
iiuantitalive resinctions (QR.s) on imports 
for balance ol payments reasons and was 
therefore not cor'.torming to the WTO 
agreements The DSP on April 8 had ruled 
that India’s import curbs on balance of 
payment (BoP) grounds were not justified 
and violative of various provisions of WTO, 
ircluding agreement on agriculture. Against 
tfiis ruling India hcis appoaidd to WTO. 

Simplified Excise 
Clearance for SSIs 

A simplified cxci!>e clearance system 
tor the small scale industry (SSI) came 
into force from June 1 whereby the units 
simply have to record the clearance of 
consignment and pay tfio aggregate 
excise duty on a monthly basis.Tho new 
prr)coduro follows the budget 
annourK;ement by the Finance Minister, 
whree. he said a new procedure would 
be introduced in order to reduce 
“harassment" that small units 
complained about in case of excise 
clearances. So far, each and every 
consignment was cleared after payment 
of excise duty. Sitice the units would now 
have to pay the aggregate, excise duty 
by the middle of the following month, tho 


liquidity position of these units is also 
expected to improve. 

The notification also fays down that 
any failure to pay duty by the prescriBcd 
date would attract 30 per cent interest 
annually for the ()eriod of dctault togellrer 
with a penalty of Rs.500 per day. 
However, the total duty payable, pen,ally 
and interest would not exceed the value 
of the goods during the month. Besides, 
if the manufacturer defaults on timely 
payment tor the second time in a financial 
year, f ic would be debarred from availing 
of the simplified scheme for the remaining 
part of the financial year. 

Power Shortage Haunts 
UP 

The large hydel potential of Uttar 
Pradesh has remained vastly underused 
and a number of projects have been 
languishing for want of funds for the past 
many years. Power Projects in Shrinagar 
(330 MW). Maneri Bhall - II (304 MW). 
Lakhwar Uyasi (420 MW). Vishnuprayag 
(480 MW) and Lohari Nagpala (520 
MW) have not been completed althougli 
the Government has decided to 
implc..'rent mo'st ol these projects 
througli private sector Investment. 

The State has been facing a peaking 
deficit of 20 per cent and an eriergy 
deficit of 10 percent during the past yeai. 
The avprage energy demand was 110- 


Anapara has 
been much below even 40 per cent plant 
load factor (PLF) level against the afl- 
inciia aveiciigc of 64.4 per cent. A capacity 
addition of 1607 MW was planned during 
the Sth Five-Year Plan period. But only 
1000 MW (Anapara B’) was 
commissioned during the Plan period. 
Tho balance capacity of 607 MW 
(Shrinagar 165 MW, Maneri (3hali - II304 
MW. Rajghat hydel 22 MW, Tanda 110 
MW, and Gobla hydel 6 MW) slipped 
beyond Ihe Eighth Plan. The TAD 
(Transmission and distribution) losses in 
UP power by system are reported to be 
around 21 per cent. The actual T & D 
losses, however, are estimated to be 
much higher, particularly in the bigger 
towns like Varanasi. Kanpur, Lucknow 
and Allahabad and rural ares. 

Inadequae augmentation / expansion 
ol the TAD system due to pfiucily of 
funds, to meet the rising demand for 
power in most parts of the State is one 
of Ihe main reasons for the high TAD 
losses. One of the main reasons for the 
shui ttall in power availability in the State 
is poor performance of almost all tfierma! 
power stations.high T & D losses, and 
rnrnpanl theft / pilferage of power. There 
arc frequent breakdowns in tho 
distribution system affecting industrial 
development of Ihe State as well as 
causing great hardship to thei 
consumers. 
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RBI Guidelines on NPAs- 

On June 2, 1999 the RBI issued 
guidelines for constitution of Settiement 
Advisory Committee <SAC) and 
compromise settlement of non- 
performing assets (NFVks) of small sector 
by the public sector banks in order to 
reduce pendencies and enable banks 
to vigorously pursue other relatively 
large cases, in a letter to the Chairman 
and Managing Directors of all public 
sector banks, the RBI has directed that 
the terms of compromise settlement 
could include waiver of compound and 
penal rate of interest and charging of 
simple interest at the rate about 10 per 
cent per annum from the material date. 
Other guidelines are as follows : 

• No conprorhise settlement under 
these guidelines should be entertained 
in cases where there is evidence of fraud 
or mallaasance. 

• The amount of settlement arrived 
at should normally be paid in ohe 
lumpsum. In cases where borrowers are 
unable to pay the entire amount in one 
lumpsum, banks may consider 
extending the repayment period which 
should not exceed one year from the 
date of settlement. Howovei. in such 
cases the borrower should pay at least 
25 per cent of the amount of settlement 
upfront on the date of settlement. 

• The RBI has asked the boards of 
banks to review the doclsions taken by 
the SAC and also ensure that the process 
of settlement is complete within six month. 

• The SAC, comprising officials of the 
bank, may be constituted by the boaid 
at the head office and zonal offices. 

• In cases of banks which do not 
have zonal offfices the SAC can be set 
up at the regional offi ce level. 

IFC to Resume 
Investments in India 

The International Finance 
Corporation (IFCj, a part of the World 
Bank (WB) group decided to resume 
investments in India wlien the private 
investor’s lending body signed an 
agreement with Moser Baer India (MBIL) 
for $25 million Investment on May 29, 
1999. This is the first investment in an 
Indian company by the IFC after 
sanctions were imposed by the US and 
some other developed countrie.<; in the 
wake of nuclear tests last year. 

MBIL is the largest manufacturer and 
exporter of floppy disks in India and 
IFC's financing consists of an equity 
investment of S8 millions and a loan o1 
Euro-16.7 millions ($17 millions) for the 
IFC’s ozon account. The $91 million 
profect would allow MBIL to set up a 
global-sized export facility with an 
annual production of 95 million compact 



disk recordables (CD -RS) on which 
data and music could be easily stored. 
In 1997, the IFC had invested to help 
MBIL expand its floppy disk capacity 
seven-fold and with the new investment 
IFC's total exposure in the company 
would be about $31 millions. 

The FCI, which is basically aimed at 
investing in the private sector, was 
holding portfolio of $975 millions in India, 
making it IFC’s third largest exposure and 
representing 8 per cent, of the 
corporation's total portfolio. In 1998, the 
IFC's approvals for India were placed at 
$54 millions and in the current year, 
negotiations are finalised for three 
projects involving an investment of $72 
millions, according to the IFC. These 
include MBIL, the Sarshalaii Coal Mine 
project, which is a now generation captive 
coal mining project, and Carraro India 
limited, an Indo-ltalian joint venture for 
manufacturing HP tractor transmission. 

As par tho IFC's strategy in India, the 
Corporation was now concentrating on 
the debt instruments in India while 
additional financial market focus would 
be on insurance, housing finance, other 
contractual savings and distress asset 
resolution. In the infrastructure sector, 
the IFC v/ould try to assist financial 
authofit :!s at state level to catalyse 
private sector involvement in 
infrastructure development. _

The State 
Government is free to identify the 
sources from whom loan shall be 
obtained and disbursed. This could be 
from a scheduled banks, housing 
finance institution or the state 
Government directly. 

The target group under (he scheme 
will be rural households with an annual 
income of upto Rs.32000 only with 
parferonce to Below Poverty Line (BPL) 
populations. A minimum of 60 per cent 
funds allocated under the scheme as 
subsidy to each State shall be utilised 
(o finance construction for SCs/ STs and 
freed bonded labour. The beneficiaries 
are expected to be rural households 
which could not be covered under Indira 
Awas Yojana (lAY) as they either do not 
fall within the range of eligibility or are 
limited by the avaHabie budget.-

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JUSTICE S.MOHAN COMMITTEE 
AND THE ECONOMY 


The Government on May 24,1999 
decided to raise wages of public sector 
executiv.es based on the 
recommendations of the Justice 
S.Mohan Committee report. The total 
revenue outgo (additional) will be 
Rs.2,070 crores annually due to this. But 
the burden of this increased revenue will 
have to be borne largely by the public 
sector enterprises themselves as no 
budgetary support will be provided for the 
purpose.The revision will benefit 3.6 lakh 
executives and supervisory personnel in 
the public sector. 

With this decision, the Goverment 
had been able to defuse an impending 
crisis as the indefinite strike of the Oil 
Sector Officer Association (OSOA) 
stated to begin from May 26, was in 
protest against delay in implementing the 
Justice S.Mohan Committee report. The 
strike would have had grave implications 
for the economy as the oil industry 
estimated losses would have occured 
running into thousands of crores per day 
as all the refineries would have led to 
shortage of petroleum products and 
resulting price spralling. The whole 
economy which has already been under 
the spell of a long-drawn recession like 
situation would have got rather a 
dangerous shape and the damages 
could hardly be measured in advance. 
This could have given a dealth-kneli to 
the economy as such. Anyway, such 
situations were avoided by the 
implementation, of the Committee's 
recommendations'. 

In 1996, the Government had set up 
a high-level committee to look into the 
matter concerning the wage revision in 
public enterprises under the 
chairmanship of the retired Supreme 
Court Judge. MrJustice S.Mc^an. Other 
members of the Committee included the 
former RBI Governor, Mr. 
S.Venkataramanan, the Chairman of 
HDFC, Mr.Oeepa'iC Parekh, the JNU 
Professor. Mr.Deepak Nayyar and the 
other Secretary Department of Public 
Enterprises, Mr.P.G.Mankad. The 
Committee based its recommendations 
on critetia which included capacHy to pay 
of the public sector enterprises, relatmly 
between emoluments in PSUs vis-a-vis 
the Government, need for autonomy in 
determination of comp^sation and 


requirement of uniformity of pay scales 
across public sector enterprises. 

The Government has revised the 
salaries and allowances of the public 
sector executives basing its proposals 
on the Justice S.Mohan Committee’s 
recommendations, from January 1, 
1997. The enhancement of scales for 
this section of public sector employees 
took place after seven years %ince the 
last one in 1992.The revision of scales 
was due from 1997. The revised pay 
scales and related matters are as 
follows; 

• Under the new wages package, 
the lowest salary scale payable to the 
non-unionised supervisors will rise from 
Rs.3.375 - Rs.5,875 to Rs.6.400 - 
Rs.10,000. At the highest level of board 
appointees in "A" schedule companies 
the scale will increase from the existing 
level of Rs. 13,000 - Rs. 15,000 to 
Rs.27.750-Rs.3l,500. 

• As per the Government's 
decision in companies where scales are 
different from the model scales or 
where increment rates are different, 
enterprises can introduce certain 
intermediary scales with appropriate 
adjustments while ensuring that the 
minimum and maximum of individual 
scales is not altered. 

• Payment of the revised package 
will be subject to the capacity to pay of 
the enterprises and no budgetary 
support will be made available to the 
enterprises. There won't bo any impact 
on the budget as funds for the revised 
pay scales will be'mobilised from 
internal resources of public sector 
companies. 

• Hundred per cent centralisation 
will.be adopted for employees drawing 
industrial dearness allowance rates and 
adjustment will continue to be made 
every three months. 

• House rent allowance to public 
sector employees will be at rates 
applicable to Central Government 
employees white city compensatory 
allowance will be enhanced. 

.• Payment of allowances and 
perquisites will be allowed up to a 
maximum of 50 per cent of basic pay. 
Over and above this limit, payments in 
the nature of perrformance related 
payments can be made by puNic sector 


companies up to a maximum of 5 per 
cent of the distributable profits of the 
enterprise. 

Salary Ratlonallaatlon Debate 

Though the debate concerning 
salary rationalisation of public sector 
enterprises has been in the air, the idea 
got emphatic cuirency after India opted 
for economic liberalisalion. in this period, 
several types of demands have been 
made which we may categorise into 
following parts: 

(i) The first demand came from the 
PSU executh/os who started to cry for 
their salary equalisation at par with the 
private sector companies in the same 
area qI activity. 

This demand was checkmated by 
the logic that while private sector works 
on the philosophy of profit maximisation, 
public sector has some social causes 
as its main philosophy. But in the era of 
privatisation many companies of both 
the sectors started to challenge each 
other in the same field i:c. iron, steel, 
cement, electricity, LPG etc. Thus, why 
the Government should not pay the 
same salaries to the PSUs staff equal 
to that of the private sector? 

Again, it the salaries and perks are 
not made attractive and equal to that of 
the private sector, the meritorious 
people won't be coihing to the public 
sector. This wilt give a technical and 
managerial disadvantage to our public 
sector undertakings. After the arrivals of 
multinational companies such problems 
have got intensification. 

A rather similar demand also came 
from the PSU that their salaries should 
bo made equal to that of the Central 
Government staffs. Looking at all these 
demands, the Government had set up 
the Justice S.Mohan Committee. After 
a very dangerous threat, the 
Government has to implement 
Committee's recommendation. 

(ii) A second type of demand came 
from the personnels of the Central 
Government enterprises that their 
salaries should be rationalised in^ 
reference to the private soctori 
personnels. To this the Government 
acted in 1996 and there was a gigantic 
hike in their salaries. Sometimes lower, 
salaries have been suggested to be the. 
important reason for the rampant 
corruption in the administration. Thus, a 
good salary has been advised for the 
administration. It is a matter of separata 
debate whether higher salaries have 
reduced the scale of corruption or not. 

The argument against such salary^ 












ration^atfon also came from expe^ 
and the Qovmnments itself which 
that Central ^vernment staffs are riot 
always fetching profits for the 
Qpvemment, they are of welfare nature. 
But if the iaW'prder is not maintained 
properly which unit or sector of any 
economy can ho|:» of doing its activity 
Thus, even civH and police administration 
are very much related to the economic 
growth and the development of the 
economy. The thing is that we may make 
our administration profit-oriented and 
efficient. But in that case too there is a 
iimilation to make a district administration 
as profit-fetching as the BNEL or 
Reliance. Even then, the salaries ol the 
administrative staff must not discourage 
good people from joining the service or 
pressurise them to appropriate the public 
funds or go for bribes. 

(iii) A related aspect of Ihe debate 
has been also making rounds among, 
experts, political scientists and 
academicia. There people have basically 
debated the basic idea of the welfare 
nature of the Government. They have 
said that a Government sector which is 
involved in the social sector or welfare 
sector can never be made as profitable 
as some other public sector enterprises 
can. As for example the health sector of 
the State or the Central Governments 
can never generate profits equal to a 
private hospital. If the profit angle is 
given to such hospitals then the whole 
purpose of such services might go 
tinsoryed. But, if the salaries of doctors 
and personnel in this Government sector 
is not taken care then such professionals 
might not be motivated to join it. Thus, 
something must be done to make such 
sector profitable. Governments do it all 
-over ihe world by cross-subsidising 
these sector fronr other sectors or 
budgetary supports. 

Contemporary Situation 
India has come a long way from the 
place when it accepted the mixed 
economy after the Independence. 
Though we have been experimenting 
with major natioiialrsation and minor 
liberalisation throughout planned 
development the most important 
changes could only take place in the 
last decade of the cerrtury when India 
opted for economic reforms - the 
direction was towards liberalisation. The 
shift in our economic philosophy has 
changed the whole scenario of 
developmental process and many of 
well-ostablishod set of rules and 
procedures are setting new meanings 
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ovbry^y.'everywhere, lhe giant anoTJ 
monopoiislic public sector undertakings 
are facing competition horn private sector 
of both ttie origins • domestic and foreign. 
Multinationais are coming with the most 
advanced technology and the best set of 
managerial expentise.Tf)e welfare nature 
of our Government (state) makes it 
necessary to continue with the public 
sector that loo under the governmental 
ownership. But public sector enterprises 
have to face the cut-throat competition 
posed by the private sector. To do well 
with them, the public sector must change. 
The idea of protectionist safeguard which 
were earlier available to oeir pulic sector 
is not possible upto that extent, in the era 
of the Worid Trade Organisation (WTO). 
Wo need foreign investments for our 
economic development and these funds 
only flow in the presensc of liberal 
economic policies. 

Public sector enterprises are being 
divested of their governmental holding 
and the plan of their restructuring is in 
the full swing. In that direction it was 
necessary to rationalise and streamline 
the salaries of the executives working 
with there firms so that our public sector, 
too, coujff attract some of the best brains 
of industry and management. 

The Economic Inter-Connection 

The fiscal year 199/-98 saw a 
general slowdown in the economic 
activities in the country. There was an 
all-round slowdown in industrial giowtti, 
export growth, manufacturing and 
ultimately the economic growth rate too 
had a down-swing at the end of the 
financial year. This trend continued in Ifie 
fallowing year (1998 -99) and the current 
financial year (1999-2000) too did not 
start with a good hope. Though in May 
1999 the economic parameters have 
shown some symptoms of recovery 
which has made our hope alive. Since 
ttio recessionary trend in economy has 
been felt all over the woild. Ihe fear, 
became dangerous in India too. 

If we remember the year 1997-98, 
this year had seen one of the lowest 
inflation in India. The rate of inflation has 
remained stuck aruund .3.5 por cent for 
a considerably longer period of time. We 
know that for a country tike India the 
healthy levol of inflation is 4-5 per cent. 
Thus, the nfiation was below the healthy 
mark and this thing was to damage the 
economy. Due to lower level of inflation 
people stopped their purchsing in hope 
of some more fall in the commodity prices. 
This resulted in the stockpiling of 
produced goods in the market ultimately 
pressurising the producers to cut down 


theft product)oh...Bjn6b rruytet ws» npt 
lookipg up the hew investments in trade 
and industry, had a back seal. Again, 
since the inflation was lower the cost of 
borrowing for investors remained higher 
oven then the B^mJbRate was cut down 
by the RBI to a' vcry comfortable level. 

In the meantime. Government 
came with its Annual Budget (1997-98) 
which included several liberal 
provisions-income tax relaxation, 
custom cut, excise cut etc. All these 
things were done to provide some more 
money at the consumer's disposl. At the 
same time Ihe Government decided to 
implement the Fifth Pay Commission 
report which pumped in enough money 
supply into the economy. Again, this was 
done in hurry so that people could go 
for increased buying. But this did not 
happen. People neither went for 
purchasing noi for retail investment in 
the lacklustre stock market. But where 
did Ihe money go ultimately? Naturally, 
the money acquired the safest abode 
and kept on increasing the banker's 
chest. Small saving schemes (SSSs) 
looketl Ihn best bet for people which 
ultimnleiy made it sc lough for the 
Government that there was a sharp cut 
made in the inteiest rales in s'jch 
schemes to discourage savings Banks 
were bukjuitig with lendable money and 
llieio were no borrowers in the market. 
This was a typical case in a developing 
country like India where investment 
avenues have been always causing 
liquidity crunch till recent times. The 
whole rnoi’iey which did flow into the 
economy due lo the increase in the 
salary had increased the GDI-* by one 
per cent but they had their way into the 
saving and recurring accounts of the 
public sector banks. It means there was 
a case of the withdrawal of moiiey from 
the economy finally increasing the 
money supply (M.3) unpreceder tally. 

Now, another Rs.2,070 crores will 
be pumped in the economy. Experts are 
again apprehensive about this money. 
But this time some symptoms are 
cliangcd. Our stock market is irt a very 
good shape - a healthy indication for 
future capital market which might 
accclotale retail investments Besides, 
export giowth rate has first time became 
positive in the last 13 months, cement 
and steel industries have shown good 
growths. All these things give enough 
hope of. a revival for which the whole 
trade and indutry have been waitiiig for 
the last three years.

ECONOMY IN A NUTSHELL 


USSFULNESS OF 
ECONOMICS 


Ectncmcs hm become an extremely 
jeefut Bubieci and has acquired great 
mportanee in the last few decades. 
Economic problems have begun to 
ixeraiae the minds of people and this 
irobabty explains the growing 
mportanee of Economics. 

EcofKNnics deais with problems and 
tusstions affecting individuals and 
amilies as, for example, the type of 
obs which are avaUaMe, the level of 
wages In industries, the effects or rise 
n prices oh the standard of living of 
he people, and so on. Why should 
wages rise at a lower rate than the 
ise of prices? Wf^ is it that the traders 
ire ha^, when prices are rising, while 
he consumers feel unhappy? A study 
>f economics win help us to understand 
hese specific questions and problems 
which altact Individuals and households. 

Again, economics studies those 
irobiems and questions which affect 
he society and the State as a whole 
ind suggests suitable solutions for 
hem. For instance, why should 
inomployment increase to dangerous 
>roportione In some periods ? What 
neasures should be a^ted to reduce 
ind remove it? How much should sach 
me of us contribute by way of taxes 
0 the Government to enabto It to provide 
imploiyment to those without Jobs? What 
ire the causes for the pressing problem 
)t inflation? What is the relation between 
■xcesslve Government expenditure and 
iae in prices? These are important 
luesUons which affect the entire society 
md all of us are interested in finding 
iroper solutions for them. A study of 
■conomics will help in understanding 
.*)e8e problems and in evaluating 
aovernment's economic policies. 

Economics studies the actions and 
lehaviour of businessmen, investors 
lOd speculators under different 
ircumstances. It studies the cause 
ifKl follows the vicissitudes of business 


and economic activity, the fluctuations 
in the prices of shares and bonds, the 
effects of monetary and Government 
measures production and employment 
and so on. The study of economics 
will, therefore, help us to understand 
business trends, the factors which affect 
them and the policies followed by the 
Government to change and modify them. 

Nowadays economic considerations 
play a significant role in local, national 
and international affairs. Lei us take, for 
example, the problems of providng, water, 
electricity underground sewage, 
compulsory education for all children 
and so on. These problems raise vanous 
economiC'issues. How much money is 
required for each of these purposes ? 
How will the funds be raised ^ the public 
authorities or let us consider such national 
problems as the rise in prices iri India, 
the economic development under the 
Five-Vbar plans for which huge amounts 
of money are being spent, the enormous 
increase in taxes, and so on. These are 
economic questions in which ail of us 
are interested because they affect us 
intimately. Since we have the povrer to 
vote and thereby influence the 
Government's economic policy, it becomes 
neces.sary for us to have enough economic 
knowledge to unoerstand and appreciate 
these proiidems. 

In recent years, we have become 
increasingly aware of international 
economic problems. The advanced 
countries of the world are beginning 
to realise that their property cannot 
continue unless the backward and 
underdeveloped couiTtries are therefore,. 
contributing generously both capital and 
technicat knowledge to backward nations 
to speed up their economic growth. It 
is essentiaf to understand why the 
advanced countries of Europe and 
America are, therefore, contributing 
generously both capital and technical 
knowlede to backward nations to speed 
up their economic growth. It is essential 
to understand why the advanced 
countries are so interested in the 


economic development of backward 
nations, just as it is essential to 
understand the problems of 
underdeveloped nations. We in India 
should understand the comparative 
merits of different economic systems, 
for in ultimate analysis, we have to 
choose the system which will bring about 
the best allocation of economic r^ources 
and at the same time establish a just 
distribution of increase between people. 

Finally, economics is actively engaged 
in studying the causes of poverty with 
a view to suggest effect methods by 
removing it. Poverty has been the curse 
of human existerree. tl has forced millions 
of people to go hungry. It has denied 
children food, clothing and education. 
For centuries, men have been told to 
reconcile themselves to their poverty 
and misery. But ttiis state of affairs cannot 
continue any more. Countries have to 
grow and develop; but there has to be 
a better distribution of income and wealth 
as well. Economics has the noble objective 
of linding out the methods of removing 
poverty and misery, it is probably this 
reason which has made economics one 
of the most important and usefulness 
of social sciences, particularly for a 
country like India which is striving hard 
to abolish the misery by combining the 
idea of growth witfi justice". 

MICRO AND MACRO 
ECONOMICS 

The term “micro-economic" and ‘macro 
- economics' were first used by the 
Swedisi) economist Rangar Friseh in 
the 1920s.Micro - economics is the study 
of the particular, of -individuals, 
households, firms, and industries or 
ol individual prices, wage or incomes. 
It studies the economic motives and 
behaviour patterns of individuals 
consumers and producers and the 
principles involved in organising and 
operating individual businessTirms or 
Industries. Macro economics on the other 
hand is the study of Are economic system 
as a whole, of the aggregate national 
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income, ol thiai aggregate consumption 
wtd demand B>d of the aggregate saying 
inveament and employment in the 
system. It deale with the great aggregate 
a^ averages of the eystem rather than 
with particuiar items in it. 

Micro ' economics studies the 
manner in which the prices of individual 
commodities and services are 
determiried. It explains how and in what 
manner the price of a commodity, its 
production and Consumption fluctuate 
Macro • economics on the other hand, 
studies the manners in which the total 
employment, production and the relative 
shares of various productive agents in 
such productions are determined. It 
unables us to understand how and why 
total employment, total output and the 
earnings of various categories of pioducers 
vary from time to time. Macro - economics 
studies the particular aspects of an 
economy, while macro economics studies 
the general aspects of an economy. 

Evolution of The Analysis ; From 
the beginning, the term economics was 
understood to mean macro economics 
ie. dealing with the entire economic 
systern and not with any particular 
problem or segments of the economy. 
Mercantaiists, who were the first school 
of economic thought made a 
"contribution to statecraft, which is 
concerned with the economic system 
as a whole, and securing the optimum 
employment of the system’s entire 
resource", Adam Smith the founder of 
the English classical school, studied 
•the nature and causes of the wealth 
of nations. He assumed full employment 
and aggregate output in the economy 
as given and believed in an ‘invisible 
hand” which managed the whole 
economic system in a systematic 
manner. On the basis of their theory 
of self interest*. - Adam Smith and his 
follovrers explained how various factors 
were combined, how particular goods 
were produced : and how the value 
of the final product was determined 
and later distributed between the 
different factors of production. Since 
the economy would function smoothly 
and perfectly by itself, the economist 
is not so much concerned with the study 
of the economy a% a whole. Instead 
he is interested in the study of the 
particular sections of the economy like 


ii. .1. Economy Seotion 
consumptions of households and 
production of particular industries. It 
was Adam Smith who paved the way 
(or micro- economic analysis. 

The development of macro-economic 
analysis started in the ‘thirties of this 
-century, wjth the oneset of fhe Great • 
Depression [1929-33]. During this 
period, all the countries of the World 
(with the lone exception of the USSR] 
suffered from a severe fall in prices; 
incomes and employment. Keynes 
pointed out that a full employment 
volurhe of total output brought into 
existence and maintained by self- 
interest and not exist under ail 
circumstances. Hence, he studied the 
forces on which the scale of output 
and volume of employment depended 
in an economy. 

The study of the entire system 
assumed greht importance. Keynes did 
not say that micro-economic analysis 
was wrong or objectionable but only 
pointed out the basic weaknesses of 
its assumptions. Besides Keynes Leon 
Walras, Knut Wicksell and Irving Fischer 
were among the prominent modern 
writers who do the development of 
macro-economic anaiysis. 

IriterdependerKe of thelVvo Arialyses: 

II may be thought that the two analyses 
are unrelated but infact it is not so. Neither 
approach is complete without the other, 
though economists might emphasise one 
!' or the other of the approaches according 
to their convenience. 

I Every micro-economic problem ^ 
involves micro-economic anaiysis. How 
much should a firm pay for the services 
of labour. This, we know, is a question 
of micro-economic analysis since it 
relates to a firm. But the wages of one 
firm are related to and depend upon 
the wages of other firms in the locality. 
To take another example; how much 
quality of a product can firm or an 
industry sell? This will depend upon 
Ihe total employment income and 
demand of the entire community for 
[• this product. Thus, every price, every 
wages, every income is dependent in 
some way or the other, directly or 
indirectly, upon Ihe prices, wages and | 
incomes of alt other products, of all ! 
I workers and of alt individuals in the 
community. It is thus clear that every 
micro-economic problem involves 


macro-economic anaiysis for its proper 
understanding and appreciation. 

Macro-econornic analysis necessarily 
requires micro-analysis. A society or 
community consists of individueis. Just 

individuals collectively make up a 
community, many firms constitute an 
industry and many industries collectivety 
make up an economy. We cannot, 
therefore, get a proper and adequate 
idea ol the working of the entire 
economic system except through the 
study of the individuals, households, 
firms and industries. The totai production 
of individual firms, (or instance, make 
up the outfit of the entire economy. 
The sum total of individual incomes 
is known as the national income. We 
cannot, therefore, understand the 
working of an economy unless we study 
the principles and the motives which 
govern ihe behaviour of individuals, 
households and firms. A study of macro 
- economics, thus, necessarily involves 
micro-economic analysis. 

Inspile of this very close inter 
relationship between the two analyses, 
they differ from each other 
fundamentally. What is true of an 
individual or a component might not 
be (rue of a group or the system as a 
whole. For instance, it is possible for 
an individual to become richer merely 
by printing more currency notes. 
Similarly, an individual may spend iess 
or more money than he received In a 
given period but the total money 
received by all must always be equal 
to Ihe total money spent by ail - it can 
neither be more nor less. 

. Limitations of Micro-analysis; Micro- 
economic analysis is extremely useful 
and necessary but it has two imitations. 
In the first place, it does not give us a 
corroci overall picture of the working 
of the economy because It concentrates 
on the working of the component parts 
of an economy to the exclusion of the 
general. An economic policy which is 
applicable for a group or region may 
not apply for the whole-economy. 

Secondly,, micro-analysis is 
applicable only lo a (utl-employmeni 
economy which may or may not exist. 
As Kenyes said, ‘to assume a full 
employment economy is to assume 
our difljcullies away*. Both these 
limitations are quite significant and they 
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reduce the usatulnase of micro-analysis. 

Wsaknesaes of Macro-Analysis: 

Of the many pitfalls into which m^ro- 
economics is liable to fall, the first is 
that it tends to generalise the reasoning 
and conclusion. derived from micro 
analysis. Many things can be done by 
individuals without any difficulty and 
without any adverse consequence but 
the same may lead to disastrous 
consequences if attempted by all. For 
' instance, individual depositors can 
. withdraw their funds from a bank 
I whenever they like, but il alt depositors 
; do so simultaneously, the bank will 
Collapse. It was Keynes who made the 
now famous statement that while saving 
by individuals is a virtue, saving by 
: the community may prove a calamity. 
Though saving, individuals accumulate 
wealth. But if the community decides 
to save more by spending loss, production 
will decline income will become less and 
employment will come down. 

' Micro-economic analysis is apt to 
ignore the differences which may exist 
’ within aggregate or groups. The general 
' price level in India - the average of many 
' prices may have been steady between, 

' say 1960 and 1970. We may bo tempted 
to consider that tlie distribution of income 
between different sections viz. 

^ agriculturists, traders, workers, 
consumom, etc. was also constant during 
’ 1960 and 1970. But this conclusion, 
would be wrong since agricultural prices 
' may not be noticeable it if has been 
’ neutralised or compensated by 
' fluctuations in the opposite direction 
’ in industrial prices. As a result of the 
' fall in agricultural prices, the 
agriculturalists may have lost in money 
' as well as in real income, while producers 
' of industrial goods and middlemen might 
have actually gained. It is therefore, 
! essential to keep in mind the nature, 
composition and structure of different 
* groups when we make a statement 
regarding the system or aggregate on 
. the assumption that it is homogenous. 
I The aggregates which compose a 
. system may not be significant or 
interesting. To illustrate this point, the 
“general price lovol" in a country which 
' is an aggregate includes all types of 
prices wholesale and retail prices of 
^ different goods and prices of productive 
agents, viz. wages, interest, profits and 


ram. sChie prices move very iaai;'aff' 
for example, prices of securilies while 
others are extremely rigid as for 
instance, house rent. Some prices move 
in one direction, while others may more 
in opposite direction. When these 
various prices are joined together to 
make up the general price level in the 
country, we get nothing but hotch potch 
which lacks precise meaning. 

Finally, it is important to emphasis 
the fact that the structure of the 
aggregate or'the components pafts 
may be more important than the 
aggregate itself. For this, the aggregate 
should be broken into its component 
parts and the importance of their 
composition should be recognised. 

Use of Macro-Economic Analysis: 
Micro-economic analysis acquired great 
significance in recent times. It helps 
us to get an idea of how a complex 
economic system functions. It is of great 
significance in the formulation of proper 
economic policios. It is difficult, if not 
impossible, for modern Government's to 
deal with individuals directly except in rare 
cases. They deal, therefore with groups. 
They did therolbte. with groups of individuals 
or with the community as a whole. The 
Government of India, for example, cannot 
control and regulate the price and output 
policies of individual firms. It attempts rather 
to control and regulate general prices, 
general output, general volume of trade 
and commerce etc. 

Besides being useful to the 
Government in matters of economic 
policy, macro - economic thinking is 
utmost importance to the modern 
economic theorist who wishes to 
contribute tc the solutions of important 
i problems of our times, pointing out the 
usefulness of macro economic analysis. 
Tinbergen, the first Nobel Prize winner 
of Economics, rightly says : The great 
economic problems of today are those 
of explaining the course of aggregate 
national employment and production 
of explaining why should shrink as they 
have sometimes, and of indicating 
differen* .lossibilities of influencing them". 

Equilibrium Analysis 

The term “equilibrium" is commonly 
used in economic analysis. For example, 
we say that a consumer is in equilibrium. 
Equilibrium stands for a state of rest, 
a position of no change, it is the 


altainment of a poeithHl from which there 
is no tendency to move, it is the best 
position. It is a condition in vvhich all 
forces operating in a marlwt or in the 
whole economy can exactly offset against 
each other, and if nothing changes within 
tiie economy^ the same balance between 
buyers and sejlers, prdducers and 
consumers etc. will be maintained. 
Economists distingutsh betweed different 
kinds of equilibrium in economic analysis. 

Short-term and long-itarm 
equilibrium : While dealing with policy 
determination under perfect condition, 
Alfred Marshhall distinguished between 
market period, short period-long period 
and secular period. Of these, the short 
period equilibrium and long-period 
equilibrium are are commonly-used 
by economists. Short-period equilibrium 
comes into used by economists. Shprt- 
period equilibrium comes into existence 
when the time available to adjust the 
supply to demand is short. On the other 
hand a long period equilibrium comes 
into existence over a period of time. It 
implies that the supply of the product 
has also changed in response to change 
in demand and for this purpose suf'iciant 
time has been allowed for the industry. 
In the theory of princing, the concepts 
of short ' period and long - period 
equilibrium are commonly used. 

Single and multiple equilibrium ; 
When a firm or industry has only one 
set of price output demanded and 
supplied, we have an example of single 
equilibrium it may also be called a 
unique equilibrium. Multiple equilibrium 
on the otherhand, occurs when there 
is more one set of prices and outputs 
demanded and supplied. In the marginal 
analysis, equilibrium is established at 
the point of equality of MR and MC 
are not relevant only one point may 
be a determinate point of equilibrium. 

Stable and Unstable Equilibrium : 
Equilibrium is said to be stable when 
there is a tendency, for original 
equilibrium to be restored whenever 
there is a disturbance. Suppose, for 
example the firm is in stable equilibrium 
producing a given output and fixing a 
certain price. Suppose further the price 
and / or output are slightly disturbed. 
These changes themselves wifi start 
a process of adjustment towards the 
re-eslablishment of the original position. 
Suppose on the other hand, the 
disturbance to an equilibrium position 
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thtouph prM and /or output does not 
bfing about tt»e 8ain»equilbriuin or a 
new poanicHir of; equilibrium^ then we 
haiM ansKarbple oTunetabtoequinbrium. 

PartW and Oenaral Equilibrium: 
Partial equilibrium, also .known as 
particular equillbnum refers to the 
poaition of rest of particular economic 
Ijunka via. the equilibrium of a economy. 
The study of die determination ot the 
price of a single product on the 
aaaumptton that all other prices are 
oonatant or given is an inatance of partial 
equHbrium. Infact, the entire micro¬ 
economic analysis is concerned with 
partial equMbiium analysis. On the other 
hand, the general equilibrium refers 
to the equilibrium of the economy as 
a whole, it is possible only when the 
different unite of the economy are in 
equilibrium. The distinction between 
partiat and general equilibrium is quite 
significant in economic analysis. 

For a long time, Alfred Marshall and 
the neo-ciaasicai economists 
concentrated their attention on the study 
ot partial equilibrium analysis assuming 
that the ecortomy as a whole functioned 
smoothy. They showed how individual 
economic units ( such a consumers, 
producers, firms, etc) changed and 
moved towards an equilibrium position. 
Accordbig to ttwm. a firm is in equilibrium 
when tiiere is no irKentive Ibr it to change 
its output, that js, it securing manimum 
profit. An irtdustry is in equilibrium when 
there ia no tendency to expand or to 
contract, when it does not attract new 
firms to enter or old firms to leave it. 
An equilibrium price is one at which 
the forces ot demand and supply cause 
to exert any infleunce. In aU these cases, 
the partial equUibrlum deals with a single 
unit or variabla. 

Partial equilibrium analysis is suitable 
to explain problems which arise from 
economic disturbances which are not 
of suificient magnitude. Suppose that 
workers ot an isolated factory go on 
strike. The effects of the strike will not 
produce any distuibarica anywhere else 
excefU in the firm and its workers. The 
partial equIBbrium analysis is ato useful 
to analyM the first order effects of any 
economic event or disturbance. But as 
Keynes showed it very ciearty, the partifrf 
equiibrium arudyais is necessarily Kmited 
and incomplata, since the equilibrium 
conditions relating to one community 
or section are examined, assuming that 


ait other prices and quantities in the 
economy are constant. But this 
assufnptions is not realistic. 

It was Ksynes who made general, 
equilibrium analysis quite popular and 
krfxwtan^ the 20th century. The concept 
was first introduced by the French 
economists coumoL However, it was Leon 
Watras who provided the theoretical 
apparatus for understanding the inter¬ 
relationships of the various sectors of 
the eoorKxny Other important contributors 
to the general equilibrium analysis are 
Leontiff J.R.Hioks and Samuelson. 

In a broadway, general equilibrium 
is mthingbut an extension of the particular 
equilibrium. We study first the equilibrium 
of the firm, then of an industry and finally 
of the economy as a whole. In the general 
equilibrium artalysis, the basic emphasis 
is on the interdependence of economic 
units. Economic disturbances is one sector 
do not remain localised but spread to 
other sectors and affect the entire 
economy. This is due directly to the fact 
that goods and resources are either 
complementary or competitive. For 
example, a change in the demand for 
certain goods will affect the demand for 
other related goods and substitutes, their 
prices and output. Likewise, the supply 
of resources in production are also 
interdependent. 

■ The general equilibrium analysis 
helps us to study the various sectors 
of the economy, their composition, 
structure and this working. It helps us 
to analyse the primary and secondary 
effects of economic disturbance in an 
economy. This analysis has become 
extremely useful and popular. 

Functions of an 
Economy 

All around us. we see factories, 
mines, shops, officers, farms, roads, 
railways, cinema house etc. These units 
-enable people to earn an income land 
at the same time, help to produce goods 
and services which peop'le requires 
for use. All these institutions and 
organisations may be collectively called 
an economy. An economy therefore, 
consiis of all the sources of enployment 
and production such as forms, factories, 
workshops, mines etc. An economy 
Is s system which provides psopla 
with ths msans to work and asm a 


living. Tho Indian econonr^ for Inatartca, 
consists of all sources (rf production 
In agricuiture.induatry, transport and 
communication, banking etc. 

The Vital Functions of an Economy: 
Feeding digestion and growth are 
known as the vital processes of human 
existence, in the same way. every 
economy has its vital processes which 
are production,consumption and growth. 
All economics perform these three basic 
functions though they differ with regard 
to the volume of production and 
consumption and the rate of growth. 

Production of Goods and Services: 
The first vital function ot an economy 
is production, which takes place 
continuously. Different varieties of food 
and clothing of entertainment and 
amusement radios, cinemas etc. are 
produced by the economy. Production 
consists of final consumption and so 
on. According to economists, production 
is not complete unless the product is 
taken to the hands ot the consumers, 
and accordingly, production embraces 
trade too. The process of production 
continues till the product reaches the 
hands of the consumers. 

The term “production* is a broad 
one and it includes various kinds of • 
production. Production may take the 
form ot transformation on one product 
into another, that is, from a commodity 
with lower utility to another commodity 
production actually stands for 
manufacturing, in pilmsry production 
i.e. in agriculture and mining the farmer 
does not produce wheat, the mines 
does not make coal. Man cooperates, 
with nature and extracts them. Extraction 
is also Production and production also 
takes place when a commodHy is shifl^ 
from one place to another • from the 
region in which the commodity hes lower 
utility to another region where it has 
higher utility. Transportation is also a 
means of production. Finally production 
also lakes place when a commodity 
is stored over time, from a period when 
a good is not so much wanted to another 
period when it is wanted more. These 
three dillerent types of production are 
generally known as the creation of form 
utility, place utility and time utility.

In economics alt the three are 
coilectrvely called production..

The modern econofhy ia a money 
economy^and acco’rdingly, all those 
goods and services which do not 
command a money value may be 
excluded from production, even (hough, 
they might be quite important from the 
point of view of welfora of the community. 
A goorf example isihe services provided 
by women in their own houses, in ttre 
form of household work; their labour is 
productive but it is not paid for • and 
hetrea does not become part of 
production; but the services of a 
housewife will be excludecd. 

Conaumption of Goods and 
Services : Production of goods and 
services has no meaning urrless it is to 
satisfy human wants, Hei}ce. 
consumption, the act of satisfying one's 
wants is the second vital process of the 
economy. Consumption implies the 
using up of material goods and of 
immaterial services. 

Consumptions may be of different 
types. There are many goods which are 
used up or destroyed when they are 
consumed. A good example is food- 
there are some goods and serivces 
which are produced and consumed 
simutlaneoqsly, as for example, the 
services of doctors, waiters etc. But in 
many cases, there are a number of 
stages between production and 
consumpUons. In the case of many 
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finished manufardured articleB, say,, a 
cotton' shirt, a number of ihtermsdiale 
rnanufadurlng process may be involved 
. as, tor instance, the raw material stags, 
somi-tihished stage, the whole, sale 
stage end the retail stage, the: goods 
which are in the intermediate stage are 
known as investment goods. 

Growth : Unless an economy loses'' 
its resources fully it will become 
stagnant. In a growing economy , The 
rale of output steadily increases, the rate 
of growth should exceed the. rate of 
increase in population of the country. 
Thus a growihg economy will uitinately 
means an increase in the countrys per 
capita income. A developing economy 
allocates part of the resources of the 
production of capital goods, which in 
turn, will produce consumption goods. 
The size of capital stock of the coumry, 
the larger will be the income of the 
community. A developing economy 
should devote its resources not only to 
maintain capital, but also to accumiulatV 
capital. 

Thus, the vital functions of the 
economy are of three types * production, 
consumptions and investment. Every 
economy has these three viral 
processes, though they may differ with 
regard to the volume of production and 
consumption and the rate of growth. In 
a capitalist economy these functions are 
porlormed by individuals and institutioi 
without the interteience or guidance of 
the government. In a socialist economy, 
these processes are organised anti 
planned by the Government. 
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It IS more than-one month since we 
j are facing a war like situation in Kargil. 
Given the terrain of Kargil, it is still 
difficult to anticipate the time span 
needed to flush out infiltrators. The cast 
in men and material has been 
enormous. Here we shall try to answer 
some of the most frequently asked 
questions. 

What was the Plan of Pakistan in 
aiding and abetting intittrators? 

Basically, their plan was to infiltrate 
Pakistani army regulars and Afghan and 
other foreign mercenaries in largo 
number withiri lf\e Indian side of LoC. to 
occupy heights in Dras-Kargil sector. 
1 1 heir next plan was to cut-off the 
Krit^agar-Leh highway, which forms a 
cuH.ial supply line to Siachen. Thus, 
i'.iKistan had a larger design in 
' aptLiong Siachen and occupying a pnil 
o! Kashmir and finally to create 
'.li'Miitbanco in Kashmir onco again using 
the mercenaries. The other aim ol 
Piikistarr after re-drawing ttre boundary 
'.v.'is to intorriationaliso the Kashmir 
is'jufj. However Pakistan could not be 
r.iiccQssIul in its game plan. 

What is the situation on the ground? 

Al Inst the army seems lo know that 
there .ure 30 identitied positions held by 
iiilruders. Nine have been recaptured, 
snys the Diiectorate of Military 
(Jjierations (DMO) But the toed back till 
lai(> on June tO from 18 corps 
headquarters ih Srinagar is that only 5 
positions have been actually rid of the 
enemy. Intelligence officials in Srinagar 
suspect that there may be more back 
up enemy posts. 

A plus lor thrj army is tlial the intruders 
whn hi’ld pos'iionr, 11 km inside Indian 
loiiitoryJiave been pushed buck by 8 
Km. In Tiger Hills, the Kaksar range and 
Marpola. the army is in the process ol 
encircling mountain posts and closing 
III nn the enemy. At the time of writing, 
tiic enemies were pushed further back 
and were only 1,5 krn from LoC. Point 
4590 in Tololitrg has boon captured. The 


army on June 26, recaptured two vital 
posts-f^olnts 5060 and 5100 near Tiger 
Hills. They also claimed they had 
recaptured Point 4700 and three peaks 
on Pidmu mountains in Zanskar Valley. 
A key enemy supply camps at Munthodh 
in the Batalik sector was virtually 
pulverised and flattened, and 150 
intruders killed in Mirage 2000 airstrikes 
on June 17. Intense fighting continues 
in the entire Dras Kargil sector. The 
Indian forces are pushing ahead. But il 
is a long haul. 

How long will the operation last ? 

Alleast four month, says army 
headquarters. But it could well extend 
into winter. The army has moved in field 
engineer regiments and support units in 
preparation for a long war. A high cost 
war both in men and materials is whnt 
thft .irmy is looking at. 

Will India declare a war ? 

The officers and men on the balile 
front are all for it as it means crossing 
Ihe LoC and hitting enemy supply 
strongholds. But Ihe army top brass 
would rather show restraint since a w,~ii 
could lead to the use of nucleni 
weapons. Oeciaring a war is a purely 
political decision and the government 
fears that such a course would lose the 
support of the world community flint il 
presently enjoys. 

What is India’s troop deployment in 
Kargil 7

To what extent can Pakistan go in 
its nuclear blackmail ? 

.!l was inevitable that Pakistan's 
leadership would attempt nuclear 
blackmail as a supplement to 
aggression in Kargil. The latest to resort 
to this tactic is-the religious affair 
minister. Raja Zafarul tlaq. Pakistan 
assembled its bomb with active 
Chinese help and US connivance in 
1987 and first resorted to nuclear black 
mail in 1990, one year after it initiated 
tho Kashmir insurgency. Mr.Nawaz 
Sharif did the same in his Nilabhat 
Speech in August 1994, while a host 
of Pakistani laders have been rattling 
the nuclear sabre since May 1998 in 
the riftermath of the Chagai tests. But 
Pakistani attempts at nuclear black nidil 
.siuuild be taken in its stride becuase 
no Pakistani geneal can dare to use 
niicloar weapon for the fear of 
retaliation. Perhaps destruction of 
Karachi and Lahore is a far greater 
gamble for the piece of territory which 
is snowy and barren in Kargil. In 1990. 
tlie US sent in the Gates mission and 
warned Islamabad against ttie use o( 
nuclear we.apons.Suroly it is not in the 
US interest to permit Pakistan to get 
away with a nuclear strike. Washington 
is unlikely to overlook a plum 
opportunity to disarm a nuclear 
Pakistan. Pakistan cannot afford to 
overlook this crucial consideration.The 
US capabilities for such a disarming 
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strike are., readily available in'Jihe.^ 
Arabian sea. The US will rrbt be doing 
India a Jaygur but only enfpneing its ovyn 
nain'pioiHerationndrrhei Given alt these. 
factors, it is unlikely that. Pakistan will | 
ever resort to the use Q'f nuclear bomb i 
against India. ! 

How touigh can US get Mrith Pakistan 
on the issue of Sanctions? 

An amendment propos^ by Rep.Gafy 
Ackerman seeks to give more teeth to a 
resolution introduced by Congressmen 
Benjamin Gilman and Bam Gejdenson,, 
the chairman and ranking democrat 
respectively of the House International 
Rele-itions Committee which sought 
withdrawl ol “Pakistani" support forces 
from Kashmir. 

The amendment offered as a 
■■subslitute” to the resolution and 
adopted by a 8 to 1 vote by Asia Pacific 
Subcommittee advocates that the US 
president should consider instructing 
representatives to various financial 
institutions including the IMF, to 
“oppose loan applications* from 
Pakistan except for food and 
humanitarian assistance unljl it 
withdraws from the Indian side ol the 
Line of Control.

India's total 
exports to that country amounted to 
Rs.3,085 crore in 1996-97 while imports 
from Bangladesh were only R3.221 
crore. To reduce this imbalance the plan 
states that there is no hurdle for India 
totally eliminating alt restrictions on its 
imports from Bangladesh.

Tanks among others have operations or 
are pursuing project in that country. 

For more investment, the plan 
favours an investment protection ireaiy. 
Eleven areas have been identified tor 
Investment by the Indian companies 
These include power, petroleum, urea. 


meihanpi, Iron and steel, peper, ce¬ 
ment. rtiineral axtrac^o, juts ..baaed 
pr o^ot ^ oompraesed - natufai gas 
lubtinahis, refining and loursim. 

A major infrastructurai consfialnli in 
Bang^esh is power. Tha i country 
neiKis $7.5 btlKon of investment in ihe 
energy sector by 2005. Prospects thus 
am good for lorig-term investment in 
gas-tired combined cycle plants and 
cuai-iitod plants. National Thermal 
r»owoi Corporation (NTPC) and 
Bangladesh Power Development 
Boatd (BPDB) collaboration for invest¬ 
ment in a gas-based power station is on 
cauls. 

Under Asian Development Bank 
sponsorship the two countries nave 
been discussing Inter connections be. 
tween lltelr electricity grids for optimal 
eneigv utilisation. The cost involved is 
approximately Rs.100 crore each side. 

Bangladesh has huge gas reserves. 
Public and private sector companies in 
Inrlia aie keen to Import this gas. How¬ 
ever, instead of direct export, 
Bangladesh prefers to use this gas to 
pioiluce power or fertiliser and thun go 
for exports.

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Mbeki Elected President of South Africa 





South Africa, the country which had 
liitherto fotiowed the explicit policy of 
Apartheid became a democratic country 
only in 1990. thanks to the crusade of 
Nelson Mandela, who himself admittedly 
fotiowed the Gandhian policy of struggle. 
After the dismantle of the policy nf 
apartheid Mandeis paid homage to 
Gandhi and his country India by making 
the first officiat visit ot India as President 
of Soidh Afican political party, the ANC. 

It is* a matter of satisfaction, that 
parliamentary democracy is tunclioning 
quite smoothly in South Africa and in the 
middle of June 1999, national election was 
Ueld. Last time the polls were held in 1994 
which ended the while minority rule. 

Mbeki elected: Thabo Mbeki, 56, long 
groomed as heir to Nelson Mandela, 
was elected unopposed as South 
Afr'ca’s second democratic President by 
Ihc National Assembly. 

Mbeiki was nominated by Health 
Minister Nkosazana Zuma as seconded 
by Patrick Lekota, head of the National 
(Council of Provinces, the second House 
ol Parliament. 

No other nominations were received 
and constitutional court President Judge 
Arthur Chaskalson, who presided over 
the election, declared Mbeki new 
President of the Republic of South Africa. 
Mt>eki, beaming with delight, received a 
standing ovation from 400 MPs who were 
earlier sworn into office by Chaskalson. 

Ttie proceedings were attended by 
outgoing President Nelson Mandela, 
who stepped down shortly after his 
successor was sworn in at a glittering 
coramony at Pretoria. 

Sinco Mbeki, as deputy President, has 
boon effectively running Government foi 
11 10 past two years, his election as South 
Africa's new icvider was entirely 
expected ana taken into account by 
world financial markets. 

President Thabo Mbeki and his newly 
announced Cabinet began their plan of 
governance of South Africa by a two'day 
closed meeting. They thrashed out :i 
■ (ifogramme of action to speed up delivery 
and transformation" ever the next.five 
yoars at a meeting held at a secret venue. 

In Cape Town, new and returning 
members of Parliament started a four- 
day orientation briefing, funded by the 
European Union, on the functioning of 
Parliament. The two Houses of 
Parliament after the tour-days convened 
Mheki's first stalc-of-lhe nation address 

Tl le address was debated for two days. 
After Mbeki's reply to the debate. 


Parliament was adjourned until August. 
Mbeki, who succeeded Nelson Mandela 
has said his Government will fast track 
social services delivery and reforms to 
iron out the racial imbalances imprinled 
on South African society by the tormor 
while minority regime. 

ANC Victorious ; As a farewell present 
to Nelson Mandela, voters gave his Afncnn

who turned the presidency to hand-picKorl 
successor Thabo Mbeki on June 16, saw 
his two election day wishes come true. 

The voting pioceeded harmoniously 
across the nation still scarred by 
apartheid.

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G-8 SUMMIT 


G*8, tha associatibn of IndustritiNsed 
netiona hoMs its summit annually. This 
year annual summit was held atC^ igne 
(Germany) frorn 18th to 21st June. This 
year’s summit was more import'ant 
because of Kosovo crisis and Indo-Pak 
conflict on Kargii. As Q-8 countr ies 
occupy important position and atre 
important piay^ in world politics, bc<th 
inAa aiKl Pakistan tried to woo thette 
countriesJhe G*8 summit in Cologne 
became the focus for a propaganda blitz 
by India and Pakistan and a diplomatit; 
battle between the two countries. Prime 
Minister Atal Behari Vajpayee and his 
Pakistmi counterpart Nawaz Sharif were 
targeting the leaders of sorne of the 
world’s ihost powerful and richest 
nations. As the Kosovo peace process 
had been concluded before the summit, 
so the point of central importance was 
Kargi) issue. In 1998, Q-8 summit was 
held at Bermingham (England) from (15- 
17 May) where India's nuclear test was 
criticised vehemently. But Besides KargH, 
other issues were also discussed in the 
Summit. Besides other leaders, 
U.S.President Clinton and Russian 
President YsHsin were also present. 

BACKGROUND 

It was in the mid-1970s that the then 
President of France, Velary Giscerd 
d'Estaing invited the U.S., Britain. 
Japan and Germany for a meeting at 
the Chateau of Ramboulllet to discuss 
the economic crisis as a result of oil 
price rise. Two more memebers Italy 
and Canada joined the group and thus 
was created Q-7. G-7 was established 
on 22nd September 1985, with original 
membership of 7 countries. At the 20th 
summit ot the G-7 nations jn July 1994, 
Russia joined the group to become the 
‘proto member* of the new Group Eight 
(G-8). 

The G-7 became an international 
forum for discussing various issues like 
economic growth, Jnftatlon, 
unemployment, trade ailments and

world economic situation.' 

A faw countreis are being excluded for 
reduction in debt service burdens due to 
human rights or political problems. The 41 
poorest countries collectively owe a 
! staggering $220 blDion and account for 
eight per cent of the 2.5 trillion dollar 
owed by aH 160 developing countries. The 
G-7 leaders also endorsed plans for 
financing some of the' debt relief Jbr the 
first time by selling about one-tenth of the 
gold stockpiles of the international 
monetary fund. The Colonge Initiative 
increases the number of nations eligible 
fcir debt relief from 29 to 36 and radices i 
the time period from six to three years for ! 
adthering to an IMF reform and austerity 
pie in to quality tor the debt relief. The 
existing heav^ indebted poor country 
(Hll initiative launched in 1996 pravifJes 

for s lashing of around only $20 billion. 

N'ew Trade Talks : The G-8 summit 
on.2i0th June endoref!^ a broad based 
new round of global trade liberalisation 
talks to be launched in the United Slates 
in De<.'.ember “Vre call on alt nations to 
resist protectionist pressures and to 
open itheir markets further", the G-8 
ieadea> said in a statement at the end 
of theii' annual summit. They said tlic 
multilateral trading system in the World 
Trade Organisation (WTO) had been 
‘key” to increasing economic growth, 
employment and social progress. 

G-8 tind Kargii Issue: Oo 20th June 
G-8 leeiders appealed to India and 
Pakistan to immediately stop the 
fighting in Kargii and resume talks to 
end, the conflict. "We are strongly 
cotreerned by the continuation of the 
military conflict" said a draft statement 
from the G-8 si^mit. The leaders 
blamed the conflict on 'the infiltration 
of arred rh|n who violated the line of 
control”. The resolution states, ‘We 
consider irresponsible, any mitilary 
action seeking to modify the status quo 
... we ask tor the immediate halt to ttresc 
actions, the re-establishment of the lino 
of control and we appealTo the parties 
to work towards the resumption of n 
dialogue between India and Pakistan. 

India's Response: India welcomed 


the statement issued by the G-8 
countries. Diplomats say western 
nations appear to have largely accepted 
lndiat> accusations that Pakistan is 
funding the irregular, forces which it says 
include regular Pakistani troops and 
Afghan mercenaries. , 

Pak Response : The Pakistan 
Government on the other hand said that 
the G'8 communique calling for a halt 
to fighting in Kashmir and new Pakistan- 
India talks was a serious setback for 
India. India has suffered a serious 
diplomatic setback .as its efforts for 
endorsements of her stand by the G-8 
have been rebuffed. The G-8 supported 
Pakistan's stand that Kashmir hostilities 
be halted, the line of control (LoC) 
mutually respected by both the countries 
and bilateral dialogue resumed. 

Critical Estimate ; The G-8 
communique's reference to the conflict 
in Kargii may have been couched in 
caielully crafted diplomatese but there 
can be no denying its central import ; 
hostilities have broken out because 
armed intruders operating from the 
Pakistani side of the Line of Control in 
Kashmir are seeking forcibly to occupy 
Indiari territory. Leaving aside the 
question ot the extent to which those 
intruders enjoy official Pakisani backing, 
it is clear that the G-8 countries consider 
India to be the aggrieved parly. What is 
more, by reiterating the sanctity of the 
LoC and asking that no attempts be 
madc! to alter the status quo by force, 
the leaders of the G-8 have rejected 
Pakistan's attempts to change tlie 
situation on the ground through the use 
of mercenaries scavenged from 
Afghanistan and other parts of the world. 
Thrs stress on the inviolability of LoC is 
also an implicit criticism of Pakistani 
foreign minister Sartaj Aziz's claim that 
tlic line is not properly demarcated on 
.llm ground and is, in some sense, up 
lor grabs. However, by far the most 
significant aspect of the G-8's 
communique is the call 'for India and 
Pakistan to settle the Kargii conflict by 
Ihoniselvos through negotiations. Since, 
Islambad .provoked the present crisis 
precisely in ‘ the hope of 
inioi nationalising the Kashmir problem 
and inviting the intervention of the U.S. 
and other foreign powers, it is-bound to 
Ire billerly disappointed at the absence 
ol ally reference to third-party or U.N. 
mediation. Whatever may be the 
cunsequonce of this statement but one 
thing which is encouraging for Indians 
is Mint for the first time in post- 
independent history, Indian military 
action has not been condemned directly 
by llio Western countries, fs it not a 
diplnmatic victory for India? 
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20th June 1999 was the day for

final of millennium's last world cup 
cricket competition at the Mecca of 
cricket. Lord's. But the much-awaited 
final at the Lord's left cricket fans feeling 
let down as the vaunted Pakistani line¬ 
up simply failed to take off. It left the 
Aussles with a much easier task then 
they would ever have bargained for. 

After Wasim Akram elected to bat 
aftei winning the toss, it was Australia 
all the way with their top performers with 
the ball, Glenn McGrath and Shane 
Warne, leading the assault. Warne, man 
of the match in the see saw semi-final 
against South Africa, once again uncter- 
lined his class to grab his second con¬ 
secutive four wicket haul and Man of the 
Match award. In the process, the ebul¬ 
lient leg-spinner joined tOwi Geoff Allott 
as the highest wicket taker in this World 
Cup with 20 wickets. Australia were as 
good as World Champions the moment 
they shot out Pakistan for the lowest 
score in a Cup final (132), Later. Adam' 
Gilchrist hit Akram, Shoaib and Co. all 
the around the ground as the Aussies 
galiopped toward victory. 

All thetour Australian match-winners 
clicked, but none of the Pakistanis did. 
handing the World Cup on a platter to 
the team that is undeniably the best of 
both the versions of the game-One Day 
and Test. 

Pakistan were shot out-for 132 in 39 
overs with Glenn McGrath and Shane 
Warne claiming six wickets between 
them and'the Waugh twins taking amaz¬ 
ing catches. There was no shov/ from 
the Pak batting stars Saeed Anwar, In- 
zamam and Main Khan, though. Iri- 
zamam got a bad decision. And when 
Adam Gilchrist finally played the elusive 
characteristic innings of 53 oft 36 balls 
wHh five fours and* a six the remaining 
match winners Akram, Shoaib Akhtar 
and Saqiain were left without space to 
work and Australia had won by eigra 


wickets to claim the richest payout of 
300,000 dollars and the cup from ICC 
President Jagmohan Dalmiya.

India's first win against Pakistan in 
ihe World Gup came in 1992 when the 
former won by 43 runs. In the 1996 
edition. India tamed Pakistan by 39 
runs, .thanks to the blitzkrieg by Ajay 
Jadeja who plundered Waqar Younis in 
his cameo knock to help India run a big 
total 

Again this yeai. it was India’s day at 
Machester. Though the victory trig¬ 
gered wild celebrations in India, the 
Pakistan fans could not digest the loss. 
The only way for Akram to off set it 
would be to win the cup, for which they 
were the firm favourites. 

Zimbabwe couio not win even a 
single match in the super six, but .still 
they had every' chance of creating his- 
toiy before the battle scarred Steve 
Waugh came up with that forget-me-not 
unbeaten 120 against South Africa 
pushing New Zealand to the semi finals 
at the cost of Zimbabweans on net run 
rate. But their stunning success against 
their African counter pans South Africa 
in the last league rnaich and the in¬ 
famous victory over India, during which 
Henry Oionga bowled trim penultimate 
over, gives them immense satisfaction. 
The win also brought more interest into 
the India-England league match where 
both of them were placed in must win 
situation. However, India tamed the 
English irons in their own den to enter 
the Super Six after the msttch spilled 
over to the reserve dBys due to rains. 


In lact it was the first win for Zim- 
batiwe against South Africa. Likewise, 
Bangladesh returned home lo a hero’s 
weir:onin for causing Ihe biggest upse< 
downing title favourites and big 
brothers'. Pakistan in the last prellmi- 
naiy league match' May 31 was a red 
lutini clay in the annals of Bangladesh 
c;iit;ket, which expectedly turned Dhaka 
Into fienziorj celebrations. New 
ZoalaiHl 3 victory against India might 
have got them a place in the semifinals, 
hiji itieii victory over their irans-tasman 
rivals Australia would linger in the minds 
of iho Kiwi islands, which is fought like 
a Iiidio-Pakisian encounter. 

India's Performance: An Estimate 

li soems like a few light years away 
that a way made the most prophetic of 
comments. “Take a good look", he had 
said wliun the World Cup trophy was 
unveiled with much fanfare in Delhi, 
"this may be the first and last time you 
aio seeing this". 

riioLigh this is a truth we all knew ail 
thiourjh you did not really exoect India 
lo win the World Cup did you ? -' there 
was this curious sense of hollowness 
when the curtain finally came down on 
oui elforls on Saturday night. The kind 
ol hollowness that generates not anger 
and bitter recriminations, but sadness 
and legiet, at the fact that we were no 
longer vying for the Cup. one which we 
wereYiever going to win anyway. 

But then, little 4 bout the Indian.cam- 
paign makes any sense. We have a 50 
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per cent record in ttia matches play^. 
and even this breakup is bizarre. 

We have won convincingly, against 
cietanding champions Sri lianka, hosts 
England and arch-rivals and stiong 
fvourites Pakistan. But most bizarrre are 
the defeats, since we lost exsH::tty those 
> matches we should have won to stay in 
me race. 

Most ludicrous certainly was that 
defeat to Zimbabwe, Those three runs 
we could not overtake definitely made 
a maiof difference to our chances in the 
Super Six as well as the World Cup. 

Here (8 another rather strange 
episode. That defeat by Zimbabwe 
spuired so many criticism about the 
lack of application by our batsmen, the 
truth is that it was our bowlers who are 
more to blame. 

Our much vaurtted seam attack 
triilnd in no uncertain manner in almost 
all (he games 

Hight from the start, they were the 
ones who erred at all the crucial times 
Ajir Agarkar, about whom so much hype 
was created, was a disaster while our 
sliike' bowler Javagal Srinath was 
struck out of the park at all the crucial 
stages, siahlng from Lance Klusener 
and ending with Adam Parore. The 
iiony of our bowling performance is that 
one of the two five wicket hauls went to 
ftobin Singh, while our frontmers have 
.'itruggled. 

Our coaches and captains seem to 
nave a one-point programme, regard¬ 
less of whether tney win or lose ■ to pull 
wool over everyone’s eyes. Otherwise, 
how can you explain Mohammad 
Azharuddin's claim on the eve of the 
last match ^lgalnst New Zealand that the 
team had done well, and no prizes on 
how he put it (bowled well, batted well, 
fielded welt!). It we did all that, then how 
come we are not playing the semi¬ 
finals? 

As for our coach and manager, they 
too, thrive on making nebulous claims ■ 
about the well being, in terms of form as 
well as morale, "The boys are looking 
forward lothe match’, they say prior to 
every game though at times it amply 
clear, that some of the boys at least 
would rather be somewhere else. 

And as far as misguiding all and 
sundry goes, R has become a second 
nature wRh the skipped almost a natural

reaction rather than a calculated line of 
defence. Ask him anything rttjout his 
own form, he will automatically say he 
IS not worried, making rusthing of the 
^ct that the rest of the nation is having 
sleepless night about H. He is batting, 
well, he claims (at least at the nets) and 
then promptly goes and messes up 
again. 

But all this criticism is not going to 
win us the World Cup. Whffi is sat) Is 
that most of the shortcomings that saw 
through the past few weeks are nothing 
new, attesting the tact that our "think 
tank” has done precious nothing over 
the years to correct these malasies. We 
still cannot defend a target wRh consis¬ 
tency, neither chase any target. Mariin 
Crowe had said that New Zealand 
should do the basic things well, some¬ 
thing we also seem to fail regularly. 

^ But worst of all is the way that the 
Indian cricket setup denies ttsett and all 
around about how bad things really are 
instead of lemedies. we look for 
scapegoats, and sack them. And after 
that, everything is fine. 

SOME PROPOSALS ; To overcome 
the stioftcomings India should give a 
second thought to their policies and 
methods. The 7th World Cup was a rare 
occasion to ourselves. If we look at the 
performance of Indian team in the 
World Cup matches, the following truth 
comes Out: 

Azhharuddin Captain by 
providence, Azharuddin is a nice, un¬ 
questioning guy. The cricket board is 
very happy with him. But his uninspiring 
leadership and hands off style didn't go 
down well. Poor form let him down fur¬ 
ther. Also, he never blamed himself for 
defeat. A captain must lake respon- 
siblitiy. His body language was a dis¬ 
aster. He doesn't communicate well 
either with the'team or the country 
Players need constant guidance. 

Bottom Half ; The Indian balling 
ended at No.6. In English condaionsthe 
top half can colapse, in such a situation, 
the bottom half must contribute 50 to 80 
runs. 

Commercialism : The Indians , are 
not professional but commercial. It's an 
attRude problem, with the team dis¬ 
tracted by extra-curricular activities. 
When the cricketing world went profes- 
sionat, India stayed amasteur. Now, 


wo’ce golfig to the other extreme. The 
only real pro iri modern Indian cricket 
was sunny Gavaskar. He could switch 
ott at 5.15 p.m. indulge in endorse- 
morus. etc, and then switch on against 
at 9 am The present lot doesn't have 
that ability. 

Oomeitic Cricket . It's ironic that 
even as the game gets more popular, 
our slandards are declining. India's 
weak bench strength can be directly 
laiatect to badly mar(aged domestic 
ctickot. Top ciicketers don't particii^te. 
there's no competitive spirit or spec¬ 
tator interest. Many who do well on 
docile wickets are exposed internation¬ 
ally. rite board must take the blame. 

Indians also don't lay professionally 
abroad to improve their skills because 
ihey'ie playing loo much international 
cricket. This could kill the goose that 
lays the golden eggs. 

Emotional Supporters - ThS 
country is too emotionally involved wHh 
the game. But while there are many 
spectators there are not too many crick- 
olers. We're lacking in the spirit which 
ottrnrs seem to have. 

Fielding ’ Sadly, Indians have not 
kepi pace with the spectacular im- 
ptirvement in fielding. One reason is if 
you dive heie or in Pakistan, you'll end 
up with a tetanus shot. Also, running 
between the wickets and movement on 
the ground Is listless. Srinath never 
come back to the wicket from his follow 
thioiKjh to collect the ball 

1 el us hope for the best. In 2003 
Wot Id Cup Cricket will be held in South 
Afnca. If we have a good memc'ry only 
Ihon we will come out with a flyiing 
colouis fiom the first World Cup of the 
next millenium.

irrin the history for several reasons and 
loi several moments.

There 
was no euphoric build up in the media, 
either in Paris or back home, only 
, miniscule reports oj progress whk:h could 
easily be overlooked. 

French open Doubles : Leander 
Paes and Mahesh Bhupathi on June 20, 
this year scripted a red letter day for 
Indian Tennjp claiming their maiden 
grand slam title together by winning the 
French Open Men's doubles final at 
Roland Garros. 

The top seeded Indians outclassed 
the unseeded left handed pair of Goran, 
Ivarrisevic of Croatia and Jeff Taffango of 
the U3 €-2. 7-5 in the a match carried 
from a day earlier. The final was halted 
due lo heavy ram and fading light, with 
Paes and Bhupathi leading 6-2, 5-5. 

The Indian pair clinched the issue on 
a second match point on Paes service 
when Ivanisevic sent a return high and 
long. They threw up their arms in triumph 
and and embraced each other to cheers 
from their close friends and relatives. 

Prime Minister Atal Behart Vajpayee 
congraluated Leander Paes and fi^hesh 
Bhupathi. “you have done the country 
pr0ud“, the PM said in a message in New 
Delhi. 

Bhupathi’s parents were also thrilled. 
“As far as we are concerned it is 
■ yindiction of hardwork for over two 

* decades" Mahosh's father 

* C.G.K.Bhupathi said from Bangalore. 

I . “It is a big title win. It was an excellent 
] performance by the duo”, said legendary 
' Ramanathan Krishnan, who made tennis 
' famous in India with his exploits at the 
I world level in 1950-60. 

1 "If they can win the French open, they 
' will get lo win the other grand slams too. 

' including the Wimbledon” Krishnan who 
ihad made to Semi finals at the all 
V England clubs, said. There are more 
I things to look forward from them”, ho 
added. 

Ramesh- Krishnan whs lavish in his 
pmise for the duo. According to him, H 
was a great win and culmination of their 
hard vyork during the last couple of years. 


He sincerejy hoped diat there were 
many more wins to follow including 
Wimbledon set to follow the French 
Open. 

As the play began, the Indians 
quickly gamed the upper hand when 
they straight away broke Tarango's 
serve to go up 6-5. At the first match 
point, Paes fired what looked an ace, 
but he showed a good sportsmanship 
when Ivanisevic pointed out the ball was 
just wide, though it. had been called 
good. The second match point came 
when Tarango netted a return which 
they converted to clinch victory. 

It was second time lucky for Paes 
and Bhupathi who lost their first grand 
slam final,, the Australian upan this 
January, after an epic five set battle 
against Australian Pat Rafter and 
Swede Jonas Bjorkman described as 
one of the classic doubles encounters | 
of the open era. 

Roland Garros proved a happy 
hunting ground for Bhupathi, who 
became the first Indian to win a Grand 
Slam title in 1997 when he partenered 
Japan's Rika Hiraki for the mixed double 
title. 

Paes and Bhupathi, who will emerge 
world number one for the tirst time in 
ATP ranking list claimed the biggest pay 
cheque of fheir brilliant doubles career, 
winning $276,660 (approx. Rs. 1.16 
orore) while Ivanisevic and Tarango 
received $138,330 (Rs. 58 lakhs) as 
runners up. 

After the victory, they said their 
immediate aim was to win as many 
“slams" as possible and end the year 
as number one in the world. They were 
both determined to go one beetter than 
their Australian Open loss aqd make 
India pround of them. Both men said 
they took their inspiration from 
legendary Australian doubles pair Todd 
Woodbridge and Mark Woodforde. 

It h£.‘j been four years since the 
Indians got together to play doubles on 
their international circuit. In that time 
ttiey recorded a series of memorable 
triumphs -13 titles, a final appearance 
in the world doubles championship and 
narrow five set loss in Australian open 
final in January. 


Where do we go now: 

While the nation y/as in a state ot . 
colieciive gloom as India had lost to 
Australia in the super six, the victory of 
Leander Paes and Mahesh Bhupathi in 
the French Open doubles was two days 
later, tike a brilliant rainbow in ail its gk>^ 
across the Indian skies. H was a great 
day for Indian Tennis and no praise is 
loo high lor the two young men who did 
it. 

When the last ball was returned Jong 
by Goran tvansevic and the Indian duo 
embraced each other, one could see the 
happy face ol Veice F'acs, Leander's 
fatiior, beaming on the television screen. 
Whal a proud moment lor him. Another 
proud lather is Kristina Bhupathi. He 
always believed that if Leander and 
Mill losh got together in doubles they 
could become the No, 1 in the world. 

Ovor the last two years Leander and 
Mnhcsh have performed consistently 
and It has finally paid ott. It all began 
when they won Ihe ATP doubles event 
in Chennai in 1997 and then went on to 
win five tournaments at a trot. Since then 
they tiave been inching closer and closer 
to winning the Grand Slam and hav,i 
iinally done it. 

Where do Leander and Mahesh go 
lioiTi liore'^ Whal about their singles'^ 
Wed, they have five very prodjCtive 
years ahead of them and as far as 
doublos IS concerned quite a few grand 
slams and world championship should 
be in their pocket. As regards their 
singles performance, ttiey uie likely to 
eimilale "woodies". Both Mark 
Woodforde and Todd Woodbridge began 
lo do well in singles after ttiey ^ad a lew 
^ Grand slam doubles event under their 
bolt. As It is, Leander is a top fifty 
rnalenat and Mahesh can be there in the 
lop bundled and it is only a matter of 
time before they get there. 

The question that comes up now is 
how much this win is going to help in 
producing mo re world class tennis 
piayeis in India. Is this victory like a fire 
cracker or will it help in laying a 
foundation for others to follow? This 
ochievement will surely generate 
Iromondous interest in tennis in indict. A 
lot more pareras are going to have their

THE GREAT REVOLT OF 1857 


T he great upsurge of 1857, termed variously as ‘Mutiny’, 'Revolt' and 
‘First War of Independence' was the result of the culmination of 
large-scale discontent that had been accumulating for a long time against 
British policies in India. Undoubtedly, the revolt of iSS? was the first mator 
armed attempt to overthrow the alien rule in India and we have no hesita¬ 
tion in calling H India's first glorious struggle tor independence. There was 
the force of militant patriotism end mass support behing the bloody 
upsurge of people’s wrath against the British. H was a natioiMl and holy 
war waged with the object of securing freedom from British shackles. In 
the previous issue we provided a detailed discussion on the ‘Nature of 
Revolt of 1857* so that true picture of the same might come to the tore. 
Now we are going to discuss the various causes which ultimately led to 
the great uprising of 1857. EDITOR

1. POUTICAL CAUSES 

The expansionist policy of the British 
created distrust among the rulers of the 
then existing Indian States. They feared 
that, sooner or later, their kingdoms 
would be snatched away from them by 
the British. Certain declarations and 
policies Of the British officials were also

Indio was that of extension of political 
power and economic exploitation It 
ciojiou dissaiisfaaion and distrust 
bcin among ttie Indian elite and the 
masses, which lesulted in several tocal 
Ijfjii'jirigs prior to the Great Revolt The 
uiirisiogs of tribais and peasants, land 
loida nnd of general public right from 
1 /70 were proofs of gradually increas¬ 
ing '.lisconient of the Indian people 
ngamst the British rule By 1857, certain 
factrrrs involved Indian soldiers as well 
in i{ which sparked the revolt Therr, the 
dissaii.'sliGil native rulers, landlords, 
thoit subjects and certain opportunistic 
. people also became a party to it. Thus. 

: ihe causes of the Revolt lay deeper and 
are to be found in the history of the 
hundred years of British rule from the 
. Batilu ot Plassey to the rebellion of Man- 
gal Panoey when on March 29.1857, he 
' murdered an English Adjutant. The 
greased cartridge and the mutiny of 
soldiers was merely iho match-slick 
which exploded the infiantmable 


responsible for their fear of being extin-' 
guished. 

The East India Company's policy of 
"effective control" and gradual extinc¬ 
tion of the Indian native States took a 
definite shape with the perfection of the 
Subsidiary Alliance System under Lord 
Wellesely. With Dalhousie's Doctrine of 
Lapse, the policy of annexation 
reached its culmination. It seemed that 
the British would not remain satisfied 
. with less thdn complete annexation of 
all native States, Sir Charles Napier 
wrote : "Were I emperor of India for 
twelve years, no Indian prince snould 
exist. The Nizam should be no more 

heard ot.Nepal would be ours." The 

statement made by one of the com¬ 
manders-in-chief of British forces clear¬ 
ly reflected the intention of the British. 
Therefore, it can be assumed that the 
native ru,urs, in turn, might have desired 
to uproot the British rule in India. 

Dalhousie's refusal to continue the 
pension to Nana Saheb, the adopted 
son of the ex-Peshwa Bajirao II was 
disliked by the Hindus. His proposal (o 
remove the titular Mughal Emperor 
Bahadur Shah II from his ancestral 


palace in Delhi created suspicion 
among the Muslims. The Rani of Jhansi 
fell that she had beefi deprived of her 
lulirig rights in violstion of recogriteed 
Hindu Law. Thus, the fight of succes¬ 
sion was denied to Hindu Princes. The 
guarantee of adoption to the throne 
"did fKit extend to any person in whose 
veins the blood of the founder of the 
dynasty did not run." in case of dis¬ 
puted interpretation, the decision of the 
East India Company was binding and 
that of the Court of Directors final. While 
the Punjab, Pegu, Sikkim had been an¬ 
nexed by the "Right of Conquest". 
Saiara, Jaiipur, Sambhalpur, .Baghaf, 
Udaipur, Jhansi and Nagpur were an¬ 
nexed by trie application ot the Doctrine 
of Lapsir. Regal titles of the Naw.abS of 
Carnatic and Tanjore w'ere abolished 
Tlieiannoxation of Oudh orr the pretext 
of 'lire good of governed" was the 
mo!:l unjustified of British aggres¬ 
sion. Matteson has rightly slated that llie 
policy of Daihousio had created a bad 
faith' und Indians got the feeling that the 
British wore "playing the wolf in the garb 
of tiro lamb", 

file mistreatment of Bahadur Shah li, 
II HI Mughal emperor grievously hurt the 
Muslim feelings. Lord Canning even 
decluied that ihe title of the Mughal 
empeioi would be abolished after ifie 
deoil i of 1 tahadur Shah and his palace and 
(oit would be taken over by ttie British. 

Itie jreople of the States wtiich were 
annexed to the British territory were also 
losontliil. Many of them distrusted ihe 
Biilish rule and many others could not 
tolerate the disrespect of their rulers 
atyJ the members of thrjir family at the 
hands ol the foreigners. t)i Tara Chand 
wtilus "E-jach region became after an- 
noxaiion a scene of resistance and 
revolt, in whicti landholders and 
peasants weic involved and in which 
ttie riisbanded soldiers of the landlords, 
llu) ministers and the dismissed de¬ 
pendents participated." 

2. ADMINISTRATIVE CAUSES 

Ttie Indians disliked and distrusted 
the administrartion of the British. The 
impiicatians of the new'sysierh jvhich 
had leplaced the centurles-a4d one 
wore not understood by them. Tbofe- 
fore. ttiey looked at it with distrust. The 
British system had abolished several 
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int 0 r'mddlarjeslil(eJa 9 /R^ars. Tsbjqdars 
etc. with whofn lha people had direct 
coh'tactd'and drew certann advamages 
as well. Thcretore, the system had. not 
only created a section at dissatisfied 
people who wielded inttuence on the 
masses but «ilsp liad created dissatis¬ 
faction among a targe section of the 
people themselves. The replacement of 
Persian tsy English as the Court lan¬ 
guage was also not liked by the people. 
The judicial ^stem of the British was 
costty, mechanical and involved much 
time. The poor could draw no ad¬ 
vantage from It. The rich disliked it be¬ 
cause they could be brought to trial 
even by appeals of the common men • 
who had been subservient to thorn for 
centuries. 

The police system was not effective by 
that time and the people always feit in¬ 
secure of their property, life and honcwr. 
The most affected part of administration 
was revenue under which the peasants 
and the zamindars suffered equally. The 
peasants had to pay heavy revenue while 
Itm zamindars were devoid of their spe¬ 
cial privileges. The revenue system was 
so distasteful for the people that the 
British could collect the revenue only by 
force from large tracts of land. In Panipat, 
liiere were only twenty two horsemen to 
maintain peac» and Older while there 
wore one hundred thirty six horsemen to 
iielp in cxtliecting the revenue. Many 
people were devo|d of their tanas only 
because they coulcj not prove their claim 
over them legally. 

The British excluded the Indians 
from all high civil and military jobs. 
These were kept reserved for the 
Englistimen. In the army, the highest 
post which an Indian could get was that 
of a Subedar getting rupees sixty or 
seventy per month. The highest post in 
the Civil services for which an Indian 
could qualify was that of a Sadat Amin 
who was paid rupees seven hundred a 
mo.nth. The British never fulfilled their 
assurance'given In the Charter Act of 
1833 that "no Indian shall by reason 
only of his religion, place of hirlh, de¬ 
scent, colour or any of them, be dis¬ 
abled from holding any place, office or 
employment under the East India 
Company", it'dissatisfied the educated 
Indians who expected to get gainful 
employment in the service of the Com¬ 
pany add potlticai influence in the 
country after getting English education. 
The Muslims also fell aggrieved from 
this poliby because they thought it was 
their rightful claim to get high executive 
posts In the government Just because 
they ware enjoying them prior to the 
Britishruie. 


Th(,a, the administrative machinery 

the Company was ’'irtefflciem and 
insufficierii". The land revenue policy 
was most unpopular. Indians were 
treated as ^ond ciaas cTizena. Many 
districts in' the newly annexed stales . 
were in permanent revolt.'■ 

3. ECONOMIC CAUSES 

The primary motive of the pelMcal 
domination of India by tha British was 
her economic explottaiion and there- 
fore, British economic policies in India 
worked against the interest of Indian 
trade and industry. The British utilised 
their pOtiticBl power for exptotting the 
economic resources and weNth of 
India for the benefit of Briterinj The 
economic exploitation of the cc^ry, 
the huge drain of wealth from Bengal 
and the. destruction of its industry im¬ 
poverished one of the richest countries 
in the world. And. gradually India was 
reduced to the position of a mere 
agricultural country. As early as 1769, 
tha British imposed hea>^ import duties 
on the manufactwred articles of India 
entering Britain and charged nominal 
export duties on raw products going out 
of India. On the contrary, the import duty 
on British manufactures entering India 
was only nominal, in the beginning of 
the 19lh century, Britain charged 27 par 
cant and 71 per cent import duties on 
Indian rhltslin and cotton textiles 
respectively. Besides this, Indian 
weavers and handicraftsmen were 
forced to work according to the desires 
of the servants of the Company and, in 
return, received very little remuneration. 
It destroyed the botton textile industry of 
India which was the largest and most 
beneficial.industry of India, The aboli¬ 
tion of the Company's monopoly of 
trade withindia'in 1813 and the accep¬ 
tance of the policy of free trade by the 
Government of India in 1833 enhariced 
further the exploitation of India by 
Britain which had started producing 
machine-made goods, particularly the 
, cottoh toxtties. The ruin of industry and 
commerce turned India into an agrktul- 
tuial colony of British manufacturing 
capitalism. India became a vast field for 
the production of raw m«erials to feed 
the British industries and a wide market 
to accept the British manufactures. The 
exorbitant land revenue also ruined the 
peasantry to such an extent that they 
lacked the barest regulrement of food 
and clothing. 

While the poor classes were groan¬ 
ing under poverty and discontent, ths 
upper and rhiddle classes were no less 
affected. The resumpfkxr of rent 
tenures by Bentinck. dispossessed 
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litany landholders of their estates 
economic distress became rnore acute 
with the outbreak of sever) famines in 
the first hall of the 198) century. 

. Thusexplonaiivenkureof the British 
economic poik^ affected adversely alt 
the classes of jpeopie in India. There- 
fote, economic causes were no less 
important inttw uprising of 1857. 

4. SOCIAL AND RELIGIOUS 

CAUSES 

The British regarded .the Indians as 
balongtng to an inferiof race. They fel- 
lownd a policy of contempt towards the 
Indians and describe the Hindus as 
oarbarians with hardly any trace of cul¬ 
ture and civilisation, white the Muslims 
weie dubbed as bigots, cruel and faith¬ 
less. 

The Indians could not travel in first 
class compartments of the Railways. 
They were kept away from all social 
gatherings and were not allowed to mix 
up with the Englishmen. They ware ad¬ 
dressed as Niggers and Soars (Pigs), 
an opiihet most resented by the Mus- 
liihs They ware not allowed entry into 
hotels and clubs managed by the 
Europeans. The general attitude of the 
Biiiish towards the Indians can be un¬ 
derstood by a police regulation publish¬ 
ed t)y a magistrate at Agra, it read. 
"Every native, whatever his pretended 
rank may' be, out to be compelled, 
untloi heavy penalties, io sa/aam all 
Engtistt gontlemep in' tijo streets". 
European o 8 icers'and E-uropean sol- 
dtuis on Iheir hunttng sprees were often 
gulMy of indiscriminate criminal assaults 
on Indians. The European juries, whicfi 
idone could try curn cases, acquitted 
European criminals with light or no 
punishnrent. Such discrimination 
rankled in the Indian mind like a fester¬ 
ing sore. 

Another serious cause of discon- 
teruinoni among all classes of indisits 
was that they became apprehensive of 
tfto intentions of the British concerning 
their religion. They' feared that the 
English were attempting to convert 
ihein all to Christianity. Certainly, certain 
rnoasums of the Englishmen paiticulai- 
ly iho acltviltes of the Christian Mis- 
slunniies gave them genuine grounds 
lot their apprehension. The Charter Act 
ot 1813 allowed the Missjoneriesto visit 
India, who were of the firm belief that 
they were serving God as well as the 
hunianiiy by converting the Indians to 
Christianity. 

The Missionaries established 
educational institutions in different parts 
of the country paiticulariy jn backward 
areas. They made no secret of it that 
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their intention was to enilghtm thesbuis 
of their students by converting them to 
Chiislianlly while, providing them 
education. They encouraged female 
education and provided religious 
education in the achopts The Mis¬ 
sionaries used every mearato get con¬ 
verts from among the Indians. They 
gave them allurement of money, Jobs 
and honour for accepting Christiwiity. 
All sorts of publicity and propaganda 
was also adapted by them to make 
C.hiislianity popular among the mas¬ 
ses 

The British government passed cer¬ 
tain taws which also created distrust 
among the people, in this context, the 
pecjple had misgivings even about use¬ 
ful social legislations passed by the 
Biitish. William Bentinck prohibited the 
piactice of Sail in 1829. It was sup¬ 
ported by liberal Hindus Yet, the people 
in genera! doubted the intentions of the 
government. In 1832 and 1850, laws 
were passed concerning succession of 
piopeily. The Ftoligious Disabilities Act 
uf 1056 also stipulated that none would 
be deprived of hir. hereditary property 
on the giound of changing his religion. 
People fell that these were meant to 

. encourage conversion to Christianity. In 
1856, Widow fiemarriage Act was 
enacted by Loid Canning and the Hin¬ 
dus felt that the goveinttienl was inter- 
feiring in theii social and religious 
alfaiis The people felt that the British 
weie bent upon destroying their culture 
and religion. 

5. MIUTAHY CAUSES 

Hidayat Ali pointed out the following 
causes of dissatistaciion among the In¬ 
dian soldiers: 

(i) The soldiers of the Bengal army 
mostly belonged to Oudh and tt;ey felt 
indigent wfien Oudh was annexed to 
the British terriloty 

(ill Ail those Sikh and Muslim sol¬ 
diers who were recruited by the British 
after the annexation of Punjab were as¬ 
sured that they would not be asked to 
remove theii boaid ot hair. But, later on, 
orders wore passed tor removing them 
and those who refused to obey the or¬ 
ders were dismissed. 

(iii) The soldiers shared the reeling 
with the civilians that the British weie 
hem upon destroying their religion 

(iv) In September 1856. a general 
order was passed by which all the nan/ 
tociuiis wore asked to take an oath that 
they would go for fighting at any place 
wherever required ll confirmed their 
suspicion of the intentions of the British 
because, in ifiat case, they were liable 

• to- undergo sea tiavelling which was 
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believed to be a toss of their caste. 

(v) The news of the greased 
cartridges convinced them ^at .the 
British were determined io make them 
lose their religion. 

Besides the soldiers had certain 
other grievances also agair^t the 
British ^ernment. They were paid 
very tow' salaries out at which they had 
to pay for their food and clothes. The 
Bengal army was regarded as the back¬ 
bone of the Indian army of the British in 
which ma)orily of soldiers were Rajputs 
and Brahmins. But, later on, the British 
started recruiting people of lower cas¬ 
tes also in it. That created dissatisfac- f 
lion among the soldiers. The 
annexation of Oudh was also repug¬ 
nant to its soldiers because three-tifths 
of them belonged to Oudh. Thus, an¬ 
nexation of Oudh marked tfie beginning 
of a rebellious mood in the army 
generally and in the Bengal army in 
particular. The soldiers, in general, were 
dissatisfied because they were asked to 
go to distant places without any extra 
remuneration and were not assigned 
any honour or reward after the success 
in the battle. The soldiers were exploited 
more alter the conqi^est of Sindh and 
the Puniab by the British. 

in 1824, the soldiers at Banackpur, 
tefused to proceed to Burma and iho 
47th regiment was disbanded, in 1844, 
the Bengal army refused to proceed to 
Sindh until their demand of extra al¬ 
lowance was accepted. And, three 
mutinies occurred in the army during 
the governor-generalship of Lord Dal- 
housie: the mutiny of 22nd N .t. in 1849, 
of the 66th N.l. in 1850 and the 38th N.l 
in 1852. ' 

In 1854, the soldiers were deprived 
of their privilege of postage- free letters. 

In 1856, Lord Canning passed the 
■General Service Enltsiment Act which 
not only decreed that all future recruits 
in the Bengal army wherein service was 
iiereditary would be liable to be 
deputed anywhere but also that ali 
those who would be found unfit for ser¬ 
vice in a foreign country would not he 
given pension but a job m the canton- 
meni. The soldiers, therefore, felt that 
while their sons desirous of joining the 
army, m alt likelihood, would lose their 
castes, they themselves had been 
dtjpnved of a privilege to which they 
were entitled so far. 

The proportion of the Indian soldiers 
as compared to British soldiers had in 
creased in the army Many ot the Britisn 
officers were deputed as administrative 
officers in the newly conquered ter¬ 
ritories by the government and there¬ 
fore, the number of officers had atso 


been reduced IP the army. The morale 
of the English soldleffs were alsb at e 
tow ebb because of the odds which the 
British had faced in the Crimean war ir 
Europe. Under these circumstances, 
the Indian soldiers fett that If they struck 
at opportune time they had qutte good 
chances to turn out the British front 
India. 

Thus, the Indian soldiers had several 
grievances ot their own besides sharing 
many others with the civilians and both 
were in a temper to revolt. 

Or. Tara Chand writes: "The pride of 
the Indians was wounded. Royal 
families were humiliated. The nobility 
was divested of influence. The people 
lay prostrate before the might of the 
foreigner. The ancient seats of power 
were in ruins, the' ancient ways and 
manners were all In eclipse.. New men 
of anoti^r race, alien in religion, lan¬ 
guage and culture, lorded over the sons 
of soil and heaped contempt on them." 
And, under these circumstances, he 
concludes . "it is not' surprising that 
both the civilians and the'soldiers were 
exasperated and ready to lake up arms 
against the foreign rulers". Nearly a 
fiurtdred years ot British rule, thus, had 
ctearod an inflammatory situation in 
InOia Only a spark was needed to start 
the liiG and that was provided by the 
gieasecl cailridges Dr R.C Majumdar 
wi itos "A discerning eye could see ihat 
tlio mine was loaded and the train 
piepaicd, and the spark might be easily 
fiiinislied by an inflammable passion. 
Tire story of the greased cartridges sup¬ 
plied the spark and caused an ex¬ 
plosion which shook the British empire 
in India to its very foundations". 

In 1856, the Government of India intro- 
dticed the "Enfield Rifle" in the army and 
lilt* aiiangements tor its training were 
made attlum bum. Ambaia and SialKot. 
I ho lop of the cartridge ot this rifle was to 
be lernovod by the mouth before loading 
it in 11)0 rifle In 1857, a stoiy spread in the 
Bengal army that the cartridges were 
giOcisBci by the fat of the pig and the cow. 
The Uiltish refuted the story at once but 
the soiciiBrs remained unconviiiced. They 
boiioved ihat the British were deliberately 
altenipiing to spoil the religion of both the 
Hindus and the Muslims because while 
. tf ID I IliKius revered the cow, the Muslims 
liatod the pig The soldiers, therefore, be- 
caiDu determined to refuse their service 
and, iilliniaiely revolted. Thus, tfie primary 
and Iho immediate cause of the revoR was 
tfie use of the greased cartridges. 

t The icvolt started wiih the army and 
when it initially succeeded at Meerut 
and Delhi, the people also joined it. 
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Volcanic activity is closely con¬ 
nected with crustal disturtiances, par¬ 
ticularly where there are 70nos of 
weakness due to deep faulting or 
mountain folding. As temperature in¬ 
creases with increasing depth below 
the Earth's crust the interior ot the Earth 
car* be expected to be in a semi -molten 
stale, compnsing solid, liquid and 
gaseous materials, collectively termed 
magma. The magma is heavily charged 
with gases sucti as carbon dioxlne, sul¬ 
phurated hydrogen and small propor¬ 
tions of nitrogen, chlorine and other 
voiarile substances. The gases and 
vapour increase the inotaility and ex¬ 
plosiveness of the lavas which are 
ei’irtleci through the orifice or vent of a 
'.'olcano durinn u volcanic e.ruption 
A voicario IS a hill, goriorfilly isolated 
ant) f^omoosed of accumulation of 
nicks whicn wcne brough* fiom within 
irtf* f arth arm then solidified. A volcano 
is tile lesiilt of the process of vulcanism 
in wmcfi the lava i.s extruded on the 
su'tace of the Earth The piocesf. arises 
from the toicas which are endogenous 
'ii natu.fo and are produced by p.hy.sical 
iind clieinicol changes taking place in 
the Earth's interior In every volcano 
tneie is a crtntral opening from which 
mollen material, solid rocks and ya'ies 
are ejectod. The lava ot the magnetic 
iTiateiial originates from the Iowa; parts 
of ttie Earth's crust and the mantie. 
Every time the magnetic material is 
ejected from lt*e opening, .spreads 
aiound it and gradually cools and 
solidifies. Thus, aiound opening a high 
iaiidmass m built up The pfocoss of 
election, cooling and roiidificalion '.s 
lepeaied over Ir'ng geological poiiod 
resulting in the formation of ihv vol¬ 
cano ^ 

Volcanoes arc vents or fissuies in 
the Earth's crust either on land or under 
the sea. throogri which magma (molten 
lock) rises from the Earth’s interior and 
orufMs lava, gases and pyroclastic 
tnaierials. In fact, volcanoes are open¬ 
ings in the Earth's crust that act as 


safety valves for the forcer, below, 
releasing them in a measure when ihoy 
become too gieat for the Earth s crust 
to withstand them A volcanic moun 
tain, usually cone shaped with a 
depression called crater on top, is 
formed around the opening oi vent by 
the puildup of Rolu'iified lava and rock 
fiagmonis. 

Usually volcanoes occui on plate 
margins, where ftie movements of icc 
tonic plates generate magma or allow it 
to rise from the Earth's mantle. Ovtt thei a 
are volcanoes fat from plate margin ac 
tiviiy, on hot-spots where the Earth s 
crust is thin. Many volcanoes are sub¬ 
marine and occur along mid-ocean 
ridges 

r~ TYPES OF VOLCANOES 1 

On the basis of frequency of erup 
tir*n. theie are three types of volcanoes : 
Active. Dormant (Quiescent) and Ex¬ 
tinct An active volcano is one that has 
erupted in historical lime or that shows 
signs of yolcanic activity like escaping 
gases An active volcano may erupt 
again but nobody con pi edict when it 
v/ill erupt. Vesuvius volcano, ovoiiook 
inn the Day of Naples iir Italy, aftei its 
eruption in 79 AD temainod quite for 
noaily 1500 years until in 1631 AD, there 
was anotnor eruption. There are more 
ttian 1,300 pofe.ntially ardive volcanoes 
on Earth in Japan aioiie, out of 196 
volcanoes 30 are still aaivc. Mauna I oa 
in the hawai'.dn island Group is the 
largest active volcano on the Earth 

The dormant volcanoes are those 
that have been known to erupt and 
show signs ot possible eruption .n the 
future. Volcanoes th-a! have not oiupteti j 
at all in historic limes bul latain the 
loatures of volcanoes are termed ek- 
tine* Eifrsl in Gei many is an example of 
extinct volcano.

Qaeae : it has been observed th^t' 
gases escape from magma near/'the 
surface before, during and after erup¬ 
tion. Volcanic gases are mainly com¬ 
posed at water vapour (about 90$^}. 
Other gases present in volcanii^emis¬ 
sion are carbon dioxide, sulphur 
dioxide, hydrogen fluoride, hydrogen 
chloride, hydrogen and methane with 
varying proportions. 

Mudflows : Streams of mud or 
debris and water resulting from vol¬ 
canic eruption are called mudflows. 
Mudtlow.s are common on volcanic 
mountains The mudflow rushing out of 
NevadO del Ruiz yotcano in Columbia 
in November. 1985 had a speed of 43 
km per hour. It carried about 41 million 
cu metres of mud downhill. The 
mudflow not only killed more than 
20,000 people but. also destroyed the 
entire town of Armero. Mudflows may 
ocoir during an eruption or immedU 
ately after the eruption They may form 
by eruptions electing the water of a 
Crater Lake. 

Most of the volcanoes are an in¬ 
dividual mountain or a nilt nearly conical 
In shape. The extent and the height of a 
volcanic cone depends upon the vis¬ 
cosity of lava erupting on the Earth's 
surface. The top of the cone has a 
depression known as crater. It is a tun¬ 
nel-shaped feature with a diameter 
ranging from a few metres to two^three 
or even more kilometres. A crater fre¬ 
quently turns iitto a lake l^ter on. Lake 
Lonar in Maharashtra is an example of 
a crater or Caldera Lake. A volcano is 
actually a vent or an opening in the 
Earth's crust thiough which rock trag- 
rhents. lava, ash steam and other gases 
are emitied in the course of an eruption. 
This solid or molten material accumu¬ 
lates around the vent forming a cone.

Volcanoes may be divided into two 
major groups : Compostte volcanoes 
and Shield volcsnoes TLava domes), 
Composite volcanoes are found in 
areas where tectonic plates are being 
pushed together usually in association 
with island areas and coastal mouniain 
chains. Stromboli and Vesuvius vol¬ 
canoes in Italy are examples of Cont- 
posilo volcanoes. Other examples in 
elude Ml. Fuji. Ml. Popacaiapetl and Mt. 
Chimborazo. The magma in the.se vol¬ 
canoes is mostly derived from piaie 
material and is rich in silica. Such 
magma make a very stiff lava like an¬ 
desite and solidifies very fast to form a 
high, steep-sided volcanic mountain. 
Sometimes, the magma may clog the 
volcanic vent in such a situation, 
violent eruption is caused to remove the 
blockage. Such violent eruption oc- 
cuired in Mount St. Helen, USA in 1980. 

Shield volcanoes are found in areas 
whore plates are moving apart, i e., rift 
valleys and ocean ridges of construc¬ 
tive plate margins. Mauna Loa in Hawaii 
is an example of Shield volcano. The 
magma is deriveci from the Earth's 
mantle. It makes a tree-flowing lava like 
basalt The lava of a Shield volcano is 
not ejected violently but simply flows 
over the crater rim, 

CAUSES AND EFFECT OF 
_VO LCANIC ACTIVITY 

. the fundamental cause of volcartic 
activity is the conversion of rocks in the 
deeper layers of the Earth s crust from 
the so-called solid to a molten state of 
magma The earthquakes ate also 
lesponsiblo foi crusial dislocations 
giving rise to the formation of faults. The 
release of pressure upon the Eartti's 
inter ior under such dislocations causes 
the magma to escape to tfie suitace. 

Volcanic explosion is the most 
powerful explosion on the Earth. Vol¬ 
canic explosion of Krakatau, an island 
between Java and Sumatra in the 
Pacifio Ocean, one of the rjreatest 
recorded in August 1883. was believed 
.to be equivalent to 26 of the most 
pbv/orful hydiogan bombs ever ex 
pioded 11 is beiieved that ifie dense 
cloud of dust produced by the ex¬ 
plosion reduced the Sun’s heating of- 


tea by 20 per cent and shot 32 to'SOkni 
Ittgh and were brought down as mud by 
the torremial rain which feH over the 
adjacent islands. So much magma was 
ejected from the underlyins^ reservoir 
that two-thirds of the island collapsed 
and disappeared forming a'hgge sub¬ 
marine caldera. About 36, Ooo people 
were, killed in the coastal districts of 
Indonesia due to setting of enorrrious 
tidal waves. After ramalnirtg dormant for 
almost half a century, an eruption in 
1927 pushed up a cinder cone from the 
submarine floor, culminating in a sum¬ 
mit of 220 feet above sea level by 1952. 
This new volcanic island was named 
Anak Krakatau. 

The 01 uption of Mt. Pelee of the West 
Indies in -May 1902 was the most 
catastrophic of modern times. The vol¬ 
cano erupted white hot lavaTand super- 
Iroatod steam which swept down the 
slope at an amazing speed as a glowing 
avalanche St. Pierre, the capital of Mar¬ 
tinique, lying on the path of the lava, 
ifias completely destroyed within 
minutes killing it.s entire population of 
30.000 Tfie ejection of volcanic 
materials continued for several months 
ui nil n vGdical spine rose from the crater 
by tlie middle of 1903, 

The Volcan de Fuego, situated 
about 450 km west of Mexico CHy, on 
the • border between Colima and 
Jalisco states erupted 20 times in 24 
hours In the last week of May, 1999, 
sending volcanic ash raining onto 
surrounding areas. 

Vt.iciJiioes are highly destructive to 
lilo as IS evident from the above died 
GxaiuplEs However, volcanic rocks, 
uf)On weathering and decomposition 
yiuld very tenile soil The ash and dust 
are found vory fertile for fields and or¬ 
chards. if it does not bury or destroy the 
vegetation.

The most important function ot lltc 
Parliament is the making of Ihe laws.

Bill may originate in either House of Hip 
Parliament. The Bill must be passed by 
both IheHousos of Partiarhenl and-lhen 
only it can be sent for President’s assent. 
It boconles a law when it is assented lo 
by the President. According lo tho 
procedure of a House a Bill has to pass 
through three stages commonly-known 
as Readings ; First Reading, Second 
Reading and Tliird Reading. At first 
stage the Sill is introduced in the Mouse. 
At this stage no discussion takas place. 
The .second is ttie consideraHon stage 
when the Bill is discussed clause by 
clause. At this stage amendments may 
be moved. At ttie lliiid reading stage a 
brief general discussion of the Bill takes 
piece and the Bill is tinally passed. When 
Ihe Bill is passed by one House it is sent 
to the other House, where a similar 
procedure is repeated. If there is any 
disagreement between tho Houses over 
ariy Bill, the Bill cannot be deemed lo 
have -been- parsed. If the two Houses 
'^ .not agree a deadlock is created, lb 
lesolve such a deadlock the Cortslitulioii 
provides the method of joint silting ol tho 
Houses According to article 108 whon 
a Bill passed by one (1) is rejected by 
the House; of (2) the House disagrees 
as the amehdioerit to be made in the 
Bill; or (3) the other House does not pass 
ihe BUI and. more than six rnonths have 
passed Ihe President rnay summon a 
joint session of both the Hou.ses.

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PRIMARY STORAGE 


Any storage untt of a computer is 
lankecJ according to following criteria 
, 1. Access Time 
2. Storage Capacity 
3^ Cost per bit of storage 
Storage units are basically of two 
lypr^s■ primary and secondary. As 
cornparod to secondary storage units, 
prirrwry storage units have faster access 
lime, smaller storage caprioify. and 
. mgher cost per hit of storage . 

RAM, ROM, PROM and 
EPROM 

Primary storage is iisualiy i L-torred 
to as random access memory (RAMt 
becuasc it IS possible to ranOLimly select 
and usQ any location ol thi.‘.: memory to 
directly store and rririwve data anri 
instructions. Lach soparale location 
inside the memory n; as oasy to access 
anti any ottior hication and lakes the 
sinrne arnouni of lirnc. It is aiso referred 
to as read / write rnomoiy because 
inlorrhafion can be 'it'-id' horn a RAM 
tjhif) and oai’i also l)f.i "written" into it. 

A memory (ROM) is one in which 
information is permanently stored. Ttio 
mformolion from the memory tan only 
bo read and if is not possible to write 
Iresh information into it Itns is the 
loason why it is cfiHed ROM. Whijn (tie 
fiowor supply is swiirhod off, lire 
information stored insido a ROM is not 
lost as it in the case of RAM ciiip Such 
memories aro also known as field 
•iloios.'permaiient store or dead stores 
A variation of MOM chips is 
programmable tead only rTioirinry 
(PROM) ROM chips are .supplif'd by llie 
computer system menufnctuior ae.d it is 
no! ponaiblc foi a cusiomei (iriei) lo 


modify the programmes stored insirie the 
f^OM chip, they can usually be executed 
in a fraction of the time previously 
required. PROMs are programmed to 
record intormatiori using a speciaWacility 
Known as prom-programmer, tire recorded 
information can not be changed i.e. the 
PROM becomes a ROM and it is only 
possible to read the stored informatiorv 
PROM ir> also non-volatile storage, i.e. the 
stored inlormalion remains intact even il 
power is switched oft. 

Once information is stored in ROM 
chip or a PROM chip if cannot be changed 
or altered. However, there is another typo 
of memory chip called erasable 
programmable read only memory 
(EPROM) that overcomes this problem. 
As the name implies it is possible lo erase 
inlorrnation stored in'an EPROM chip and 
chip can bo reprogrammed to store new 
information using a speical reprogrammed 
te store now information using a special 
prom-programmer facility. Infoimalion 
stored in an EPROM chip and the chip 
can be reprogrammed to store now 
inlorma'.icn -using a special prom 
programmer cliip is erased by lacility. 
Information stored in an F.PROM chip is 
erased by exposing ilie chip (or soniKliiiif 
to ultraviolet lighter. When an EPROM i.s 
in use. information can only bo 'regd' and 
the information remains on the chip until 
it is erased. EF^MOM are mainly used b9 
R and U personnel (experirnonteis) 
bccuase they frequently change the 
rniciopi 'grammes to lest the efficicnev of 
tht ! computer system with new programs. 

CACHE MEMROY 

A special very tiigh spe’ed memory 
IS sometimes used to iocraaso the%pcod 
of processing by making current 
rirograms and data available to the CPU 
at a rapid tale. Cf’U speeds quite hifjli 
compared lo tlie access timb of main 


memory. In many situatfons ‘Ihe 
porlormance of the pressure as limited 
duo to the speed of the main 
rurtning A technique used to 
uoinpeirtsate for the mismatch in 
operating speeds is to employ an 
oxiromoiy last. Smalt memoiy between 
CPU and main memory whose access 
time is close to the processing speed 
ol CPU.This type of memory is called 
high speed buffer or cache memory- It 
is used to store segments of programs 
currently being executed -and/or 
Inmporary data frequently needed in the 
present calculations. By making active 
programs and data available at a rapid 
rote, it IS possible to increase the 
porfoi mances rate ol the CPU. _ 

REGISTERS 

As the instructions are interpreted 
and executed by the CPU, there is a 
movoinent of infortpation between the 
various units of ttio computer system. 
In Older to handle this process 
sniislaclorily and to speed up the rate 
ol information transfer, the computer 
upos a number of special memory units 
called registers. These registers arc not 
catisidcrcd as a pari of the main 
niomory and are need to retain 
inlormalion on temporary basis. 

INPUT-OUTUT DEVJCES 

We hr.ve already seeri that data 
and instructions must toitsf the 
coiiif'iiter system bolore any 
con irritation can be perloimed and the 
losiili of r.omputatibn must be supplied 
lo II 10 outside world. Then a computer 
'.syslom can be proved to be useful only 
when it is able to communicate with its 
oxlerna! environment The input-output 
lalilircviateq I/O] devices provide lh(^ 
moans of comrnurflcalion between the 
computer and.lho ouloi world. They are 
also known as peripheral devices 
bocause they surround the CPU Input 
rluvicos are used lo enter data into 
primary sioiagc and output devices 
ai.coril result from the primary storage 
111 Miiiply them to the useis Or to store 
Ilium on a secondary .storage device tor 
liiliiio piocessing. They-are some 
ilovicos which aro used lor both the 
input and output functions. The goal ol 
Ibis r liapler is to familiarizo the readers 
with the various types ol I/O devices 
availal^te for computer systems. 

A wide variety ol I/O devices are 
now available. For a particular 
applitralion. ono type ol device may be 
more desirable than another. However, 
lugaidloss of the nature of Iho I/O 
(fcjvicus. special processors called I/O 
dovures. Special ptocossors called I/O 


















ihlortaces are required to convert ihe~ 
input data to the internal codes used by 
to computer and to convert internal 
codes to human readable form while 
supplying the output. These I/O 
interfaces are also catted channels or 1/ 
O processor (lOP). • _ 

PUNCHED HOLE DEVICES 


Punch Cards : Few years back, 
punched cards were the most wiciely- 
uscd input medium for the inosl 
computer systems. Even today they aie 
extensively used in several computer 
centres.There are two types of punchud 
cards. One has 80 columns and the 
other has 96 columns. 

The 80 Column Card : It is 19.3 
ems in length . 9.5 ems in widlh, and 
0.018 in thickness. The card is divided 
from left to right in 60 vertical columns 
numbered I to 80. It is again divided into 
12 lows .numbered 12. 11.0,1,2. 3, 4. 
5.6. 7.8 and 9 from lop to bottom. Each 
column of this card can represent one 
rh.'uacler. So a maximum of 80 
ch.'iraciurs can be ropresenteo by a 
single card. The digits 0 to 9 are 
represented by punchirrg just one hole 
in tlie corresponding row positions. The 
alpha bets A to Z are represented by a 
r.omtiinalion of two holes in two of the 
row p(i.silton8. The top three rrjws 12 , 
11 and 0 are zone purtching positions 
and the rows 0 to 9 are numoiic 
punching positions. Special characters 
arc coded by punching one. two oi thiee 
holes. The coding system u.sed 
represent data in 80-column cards is 
knr)wn as Hollenilh code after the name 
of Dr. Merman Hollerith who first used 
punched cards to handle the U.S. 
census rJata in 1889. 

Ttic 96-Column Card: It is only one 
Ihirtl uf tho size of an 80 columns card. 
Tl in 90 columns are separated into three 
32 cuiumn sections or tiers. The upper 
ftoilion uf the card which is not used lor 
punching holes is used bn a print area. 
Thesp cards have round holes instead 
of roclangular holes ol 80'COtumn caids. 
Morcovt^r. the standard 6-bit BCD code 
is usod instead of Hollrith code for 
^rocorrlirig data on a 96*column card. 
* Fact I ol ihe 96 columns has six punch 
positions. The upper two are one 
positions and the romaining four are 
niinicrrc positions. The presence of a 
ho le in a punch position indicates in a bit. 

PRINTERS 
(OUT-PUT DEVICES) 

Printers are the most commonly- 
used output (tovices that can be found 
in almost ail computer centres. They are

the primary output devices used to ! 
prepare permanent documents in ‘ 
human-readable form (hanitco)^). There ' 
are several types of printers that are 
designed tor different types ol 
applications. Depending on their speed 
and approach of printing, printers ate 
classified as character printers, lino 
printers and page printere. In addition, 
there is aother classification according 
to which printers are ol twotypes-impact 
and non impact, impact printers use the 
familiar type writer approach of 
hammering a type-face against paper 
and inked ribbon. Non-impact printers 
du not hit or impact a rilibon to prml. 1 he 
UMC of thermal electrostatic, chemical 
and inkjet tochnologios _ . 

CHARACTER PRINTERS 

DOI-Matrix printers : These 
printers are generally (aster than letter 
quality printers in the range ot 40 to 250 
characters per sound. They are also less 
expensive'than a daisywheel printers 
and hence it the quality ol output is not 
an important lactoi than the dot matrix 
piinler.s is used with most micro¬ 
computer systems. ‘There is an 
additional advantage of dot-matrix 
printers over letter quality printers in the 
sense that dot-matrix printers do not 
have a fixed character font. So they can 
print any shape of character that a 
programmer can describe. This allows 
foi rrtany special characters, different 
size ot print and the ability to print 
graphics such as charts and graphs. 

Ink-Jet Printers : These ace 
nonimpact character printers based on 
a relatively new technology. They print 
characters by spraying small drops of 
ink onto paper. Special type of ink 
having a high iron content is used.

LINE PRINTERS 

Line printers are impact printers 
used with most medium and large 
computer system for producing high 
volume paper output. They arc fast 
printers having speed in ttre rang# of 300 
to 2500 lines per mmute. Their printing 
speed are su^that to an observer they 
appear to be printing a line at a time ai td 
hence the name line-printer

are going to face an inlerv iow. Every 
coinpetive examination ends with an 
interview and the final merit li st includes 
Iho marks obtained in the inteirview.Thus, 
|K?rsonality needs grooming Cind nutrition 
so that it could bloom while yo u are facing 
a p'Orsonaiity test i.e. an interview. 
Therefore, here I focus upon the 


personality development which could 
help you while you are interviewed. 

This is the second article in the series 
which we did start in the Iasi issue. We 
try to give you reaS-life experiences in 
several interviews with suitable and 
possible national explanations. Going 
through such articles will make you 
confident and prepared for any situation 
which could arise In the interview board. 

The Matter 

A candidate was to face the interview 
board for the post of the Bank 
Probationary Officer. He was to be 
interviewed at 11 A.M. But he was called 
at 12.40 P.M. The candidate had been 
waiting in the waiting tor those hours. 
His temperament had also been not in 
e. very good shape. He was hungry, too. 
Ultimately when he entered into the 
interview hail he was cordially called in 
by Ihe chairperson who just saiid “sorry” 
for ttie late. To this the candidate replied 
with ‘humility' that it was alright. But lo 
questions by the chairman started lo 
revolve around the matter of him being 
called very late from the scheduled time. 

The first question came from the 
chairman why didn't you complain about 
the late ? Didn’t you think to leave the 
venue with an information that you should 
bo interviewad on some future dale as 
you were not called for the interview at 
the fixed lime? Listen the answer-ltie 
candidate told that in fact he thought 
about all these things but he could not 
do anything in this regard because he 
was at the receiving end ot the game. 
And since beggars cannot be chosers fie 
kept on waiting till the board called him. 
Though he asked the clerk sitting in llio 
waiting~ioom but he could not give any 
logical explanation. Again Ihe candidate 
continued that there might have been 
some unavoidable reasons in front ot the 
board that is why he called late. But in 
Ihe concluding part of his answer be 
complained that at least he could have 
been informed that his interview will start 
late at 12.30 o*^ 12.40 P.M. 

To this tfio Chairman asked that what 
difference it could have made made 
becau; n in that case loo he had to wait 
for that much period. The candidate 
replied that by doing so at least he could 
have got something to eat going outside 
the waiting room. Since he was totally 
uncertain about the time I remained 
connecting every minute lUI ho was called 
for Ihe interview. The candidate explained 
that he had taken a very light breakfast 
ur premonition that upto 11.30 A.M. tic 


wAI be free. And then he will take some 
food. But this coi^ not happen that way. 

To this everybdtly laughed and the 
Chairman called the peon and told him 
to bring a glass of vegetable juice for 
Ihe candidate. To this the candidate told 
tlinl in modesty thou^ he wanted lo say 
‘thanks” but since he was hungry he 
would like to have the juice thid too in a 
i)ig glass. The Chairman again laughed 
and ordereed for a big glass of juice. 

Alter this event the interview hail 
become relaxed and the candidate 
hocame so mixed up with the members 
as if he was being interviewed by the 
Inmily members. Every member 
including the Chairman was very co¬ 
operative towards the candidate the 
interview ended and finally the 
candidate got selecticfh. 

Analysis 

Now comes the most important part 
ot this article. Basically, your originality 
must not be hidden. The flow of a 
porsonality must be always with you. It 
does never harm. The candidate was 
very original when he was almost 
blaming the interview board. But his 
blames were very innocent, honest and 
original. He might not have told all about 
llinse things but when he was asked 
lio thought it better to convey his feeling 
and reactions to the board. The 
interview board became very happy 
with hts honesty. When the original 
(joodnoss of your personality is at work 
everything in front of you gel swayed 
away in its flow. And finally you are ther; 
you have reached. 

You will be surprised to know that the 
inlorview remained revolving around the 
same thing i.e. late starting of the 
interview. .Several questions were asked 
on procrastination, being late, 
importance of time and punctuality, the 
Indian lime. etc. Hardly one or two 
quoslions were asked from other areas 
that loo form the hobby part of the 
candidate. Yes, the candidate remained 
vory much confortable throughout the 
inlorviow. He took all questions in the 
same stride and kept on defending 
punctuality and in this way he remained 
complaining against the board wliich 
lind not shown any symptom of 
piincliiality. You may imagine. Ihe 
candidate was putting foith all those 
uloas which were not shown by the 
interview board concerning importance 
of lime punctuality. But he fetched good 
marks since he was honest. At the end 
ol II le interview the Chairman told the 
candidate the board did make that late 
(JoiiLicralely. To this the candidate was 
totally surprised and he left the venue

I Comments: The first thing about the 
Mopic is to understand its soul. If you look 
' at.it you will see that it talks about the (new 
^economic order) which does not suggest j 
; witeihorit talks it is national or international 
I'torms. But the time you come across the 
word “imperialism"’ it clicks that the term 
has been used to denote the "new 
>inlemational economic order”? 

” The next important thing about the 
itbpic is that it says that the economic 
'order 'promotes' imperialism. But we 
Iknow that the new economic order i.s 
!i^ht totally established at present, but it 
|.is in the phase ol transition. It means 
. we may say it “the emerging world 
economic order’ or we may discuss 
(Irtngs in this context. 

Thirdly, it ,says that the new 
! economic order promotes imperialism 
ibiJt in "latent way". Therefore, your 
,,discussion must not ever be delinked 
.; Iron) these three important factors of the 
topic. The tinrie you miss tire track your 
' discussion might look out of logic at.any 
’ point ol lime. Thus, you are suggested 


to fimt catch the soul of the topic. Lastly, 
you must have understood by yourself 
that you have to just comment on the 
topic as the topic goes to suggest 
something which rhtghl not be correct. 
Orie might not agree with th$ idea 
suggested by the topic. It means that 
one may take a totally opposite stand it 
one thinks so. Now, see how these 
candidates are discussing the topic ) 

Candidate A : The topic suggest^ 
that the new economic order is 
promoting imperialism in its latent form. 

I agree with the statement .or the 
suggestion. If I am allowed to say I would 
rather say that the new word economic 
order is basically promoting imperalism 
that too in a very manifest way. Yes, lire 
way it is propitating imperialism tiiat 
might has been given a very'damocralic 
facade. I think that is why the topic 
suggests that it is doing so in a latent 
way. But to me it looks promoting in a 
very, manifest way. I would like lo 
elaborate my poittts on logical grounds. 

To elaborate my point I would like 
to discuss certain new developments in 
the world order to which the whole world 
is getting polarised. The ending of the 
GATT era and the birth of the WTO 
regime is the most important economic 
development of the 20th century which 
will keep on reverberating throughout 
the 21st century. We are not-sure 
whether this regime will end in that 
century itself. Even if the WTO regime 
ends in 21st century the new order will 
have to come out inevitably from the 
womb of it. The second most importaiit 
development is Patenting which is yoiy 
much related to the WTO. Ollier 
developments are also taking place 
which aie only propitiating the cause of 
WTO and patenting. 

The present century is the saga of 
capitalistic mode of production i.e. a 
mode of surplus production to generate 
optimum surplus value lo invest 
excessively. And in turn all these things 
are there td general excessive surplus. 


The very ethic of this century has been 
tp maxiotise profit ihrougb . industry, 
trade/ services letc.. Excessive 
investment breeds excessive profits 
wiiich in turn must be invested ithus, 
some of the developed econornies 
travetied a full circle and there was, a 
situation of over production in those 
economies. But there are economies 
where goods are in short supply eind 
they are either going for the same type 
ol investments in the same sectors or 
ore unable to do so in lack of funds. In 
this situation there was a scope for 
developed world's economies if both 
these worlds could nteet. The WTQ is 
nolning but a well-devised, democratic 
looking way lo meet the developed and 
tim so-called developing worlds. In this 
way the surplus products of the 
dovotoped world can easily be traded 
into the developing world and thus the 
former might carry on their enterprises, 
ill a nutshell, the whole story of WTO is 
nothing more than this lo me. 

Falenting allows the innovators ’to 
secure permanent royalties barring 
everybody else to make any innovative 
Hlh'nipis in those areas. It means the 
patenting laws are going to complorncnt 
the WTO cause in garnering its original 
henctils. In this .sense, we can say that 
the emerging economic order is a kind 
ol imperialism which it goes on to 
pKimulc witli a facade Itiat is why we 
may say it doing so in latent way. 

Candidate B ; Basically, the whole 
woild is living with a dream which is more 
Ol loss same. The manfrasolWorldTrade 
pignnisaiion and llio wtiote process of 
(jlubaljs.auon and liberalisatior. are 
noli ling but a very encl ianting catch of 
llie modern world orrler. It is not for 
nothing that several countries of the world 
arc dancing to tho tuno of globalisation 
and liberalisation. Tho same process 
looks benefiting both the parties either 
liioy be at a giving end or recieving end, 
at the same time. That is why developed 
and developing vrorlds are ilocking to 
llioso new concepts in ttie same way. 

T lie last decade of this century went 
on lo interact each and evory countries' 
willi the virus of economic reforms and 
tihoialisation. Naturally enough, if a 
coiiniry needs its economy lo be 
(jlobaiised. it has to reform and liberalise 
its economy first. The path to 
giobalisalion reaches through 
lilicralisatiori. Wher> some of the hithertu 
so-called closed economy moved 
towards liberalisation, it was a high time 
llial some other non-closed economies 
uiidorslood the goodness of 
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Thus, there was a panic 
-among ecohamies- tobay,. India and 
China hath ai^ lrg^iilng lor the same 
iundE. pn the-loi^gn inveslors. What 
happened 10 ^ Whple economic order 
when two totally different economics 
came to be recognised in the same 
terms foneigin investment attracting 
countries ? This is not a simple change 
in the ocondrnic phSosophy. Today every 
othei policy has become a 
complementary, part 'of the economic 
poiicy-be it pdilics, diplomacy, legal 
trainownrk or anything else. 

The concept of globalisation has an 
inhereni strength to benefit both the 
pai ties-the party which is investing in 
sonte foreign economy and the country 
which is allowing such investments. The 
process; looks so logical that one is 
hordly left with any other alterrsntives if 
one intends to liberalise its economy to 
nccomrnodate foreign investors. But 
ultiinaiisly the investor is winner in both 
the cases either the country':s economy 
develops or not. What does it mean ? 
riiir, is nothing but a new type ol 
lioyemonistic economic order which 
works on a irnperialislic design. 

Candidate C; In my opinion the most 
imijortnnt thing ot this new world order is 
the globalisation. The concept got 
ruiieiicy in this decade itself. Ihe'world 
has witness to enough debate on it 
wl lelhci It is beneficial lor countries or not. 
! process of globalisation seems 
rvorvii i(| twin purposes at the same tirne-it 
bbnoliis investors and the economies in 
which llicse investments are maeji. This 
IS only Ihe investment angle bt the 
giobnlis.ition. Coming down to its.trade 
•isper.ts It looks more imperialistic. But 
llinie it seems lucrative to world 
ccooomios that is why many couniries 
iJOCciriie signatories to the WTO in such a 
shoii span of time. The country which 
lookod .It WTO with riisgrace is today 
li yiiig Its best to get its rnembership-China. 

I ho whole world is in a process of 
' hccomiiig a village like entity. The world 
IS moving towards a stage where there 
will be neither any import duty nor any 
export fluty. At the same lime whatever 
ciuaiitilalive restrictions countries are 
following today concerning their foreign 
trade everything has to be abandoned. 
One may imagine the time when there 
will be fully globalised economy. Eveiy 
product and services reaomg to 
everytiudy's doorstep from everywtiore 
culling across the political boundaries 
of the tiundreds of the countries. The 
world becoming a single monolithic 
markel-naturally it would have (been a 
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dreiam. for any trader or manufacturer 
since a ipng fime. But not the dteam ,. 
seams 10 get the shape of rea 8 ty;;; 

• From consumeir point of .view the 
whotfi world JbokB . evenmore 
fascinating. Every wbrid CMtss product 
teaching to every consumer that too cm • 
a* cheaper prices ( due to custom 
freedom). An economy which was not 
able to produce some goods in lack of 
technology «r fund witf also be able to 
got hold of such products and services. 
The whole business community will be 
.competing with the whole world. Thus, 
prices, must come down. 

But what about an economy which 
has enough number ot poor people 7 
Here, the mantra of globaiisation 
basically tails in toto. Thu people who 
don’t have any purchasing power, what 
this globalisatibn will bring to them. For 
this that economy is suggested to go for 
enormous direct foreign investment 
(FDi) so that new avenues of 
ernptoyment could be created and more 
and more people come into the net of 
employment. But this too has a limitation. 
Our organised sector cannot give 
employment to each and every 
unemployed. If it has not been 
successful in doing so in the developed 
world what to ask about developing 
economies. But the. governments may 
go for proper channelisation of funds 
towards these people. Self employnfient 
will be a good method. An economy like 
India has tremendous development 
scope in its agriculture sector. It means 
that India will have to fight hard to 
galvanise the benefit of the globalisation. 

Candidate 0; i would like to attract 
youi attention towards ttio basis of the 
n.ew world otdor. The new world 
economic order haa not emerged from 
sky. Its genesis is very much in Ihe 
establishment ot the IMF and the World 
Bank. The arrival of the WTO, patenting 
or globaiisation to say are not 
disconnected things but parts of the 
same phenorrinon.which was started by 
these international econgrbic agencies. 

I don't think it is rtecessaiy to elaborate 
the point that ttie WB and IMF have the 
hand-maidens of Ihe developed 
countries since their inception. The 
lendings of WB arrd bail outs of IMF are 
in no way an independent phenomenon 
but are totally guided activities. 

Now, When the body which was 
responsible to monitor the development

economies, such a body can never be 
called un-biased in its working.. The 
formation of QATT and its conversion into

fhts famous line lias been taken from 
a rour-line verse of Rr^rt frost. Thotigh, 
the line, says many Ihihgs about' 
.neighbours and neighbourhood, its 
meaning becomes more clear if wo try 
Ip recall the other throe lines of the verse. 
In the first three lines the poet shows a 
person assuring a third person that his 
apple trees don't branch into his 
neighbour's garden. So he is trying to 
keep his apple limited to his own area. 
And the third person passes a .statement 
- "Good Fences make good neighbours". 
Ttiis is all about the location of this fa- 
rhous line. We may understand the inner 
moaning of this line. 

Whenever, there are neighbours there 
iniisi be source, concept and idea of de- 
mrtfcation about their territory of land -if 
wu take the lino literally. The time there is 
a concept of demarcation the limitation 
on movemenl is put there. It has been 
said that neighbours are the first to cqmc 
in the moments of happines and sorrow 
txicause they are the nearest people to 
you at least physically. That is why there 
is a wisdom in keeping our neighbours 
in good terms with us. Noiglibours arc 
the most important third person who see 
thoir well-being in your well-being. 

I3ut neighbours are the fiercest en 
ornies, loo. Neighbours are the most dan¬ 
gerous enemies from whom you can not 
piotect yourself. Neighbours aie well- 
known to your each and every activity 
Ttioy are the witness to your every activ¬ 
ity In that case if neigtibours try to dam- 
aijo you, you can not help. Your 
neighbours can ruin you-as happened in 
the case of Ravana while we talk about 
Vibhishana. The person who is close to 
you could be the most dangerous'fellow 
if he thinks in terms of damaging you. 
Tlien what is the catch? Develop a good 
relationship and good undcrstnndiiig with 
your neighbours. WhenYwo neighbours 
(oi more) live side by side theic must be 
some differences concerning the bound¬ 
aries of their territorial expanse. Here the 
poet suggests to mend a good fencing 
so that there isn't any confusing concern- 
incj the boundary beyond which you are 


not supposed to peep or go. The time the 
.fencing is maintained properly between 
neighbours there would not be any prob¬ 
lem in co-existence and that too in peace 
and harmony. But the time the filing 
has been blurred, probierns are to start 
which might cross the amenable lirhits. 
Thus, mind your fencing. 

When your neighbour’s wall Is on 
fire It beocmes your business.

For general people this sentence miglit 
be a proverb. But basically, this famous 
tine was told bjTa Greek scholar Horace 
way bjacK. around 30 B.C. The dictum 
might have travelled long distance to 
reach many civilisations. Whatever be II le 
reality, we get several same proverbs all 
around the world today. But here we are 
analysing ttie quotation of Horace. 

In the present sentence Horace tries lo 
emphasise the importance of one's 
neighbour. He says that U you see that your 
neighbour's wall has caught (ire, you 
.should try to do your best to extinguish 
the fire. Horace does not talk about the 
nature of your relationship with the 
neighbour. Be it sweet or sour if you left 
his wall ablazing, your's is the next wall. 
Thus, from your neighbour's wall the fire 
reaches easily to your wall. Therefore, if 
you have to save your house from lire it is 
lire most important business of the hour 
that you quickly try to control the (ire while 
it is ablazing your neighbour’s watt. We see 
a total selfishness in this dictum. But it is 
not tike that. The statement has broader 
meaning too. The sentence says many 
things in terms of non-physical things. 

Suppose, your neighbour is feeing some 
kind oi danger and you did not go for his 
help. Whatever has to happen to your 
neighbour has to happen. But in this way 
you made an enemy out of your best guaid 
i.c. neighbour. The danger which has af- 
tlicled your neighbour might afflict you 
tommorrow. And, then you are also at loss 
like your neighbour because he would nol 
be coming lo your help. So in a tit tor tal 
manner you and your neighbour both will 
be suffering, permanently. Your enemies 
•will be taking benefit of the bad neighbours 
your people are. Therefore, there is a wis¬ 
dom in saving one’s neighbors. There is 
all well if one protects one% neighbours. 
In turn one's neighbour will try to protoct 
one too. Thus, this give and take process 
keeps going on. 

Ultimately, every one is saved because 
with the summation of neighbours a 
neighbourhood is formed, when 
neighbourhoods combine they form a 
colony and a village. Thus, a region and 


a country, is made. Woh countries we 
have cdhtinents and ultimately the whole 
world. Every body is neighbour to ev¬ 
erybody else in a broader sense. Horace 
tries to make a broader sense out of Ns 
. siiriple one-Hner.

The famous line has been taken from 
a famous speech delivered by Franklin 
0. Roosevelt, one of the greatest politi¬ 
cian and statesmen of the 20th centOry. 
Ho was talking abopt a generatl well- 
boing of nation and its alt round devel ¬ 
opment. In this sentence he lightlights 
the importance of a good neighbour. 
Here he points out the policy of the na¬ 
tions of the world and suggests them tc 
inaki/good neighbours. Roosevelt is not 
addressing only American citizens while 
tio is delivering his speech. Basically, he 
is trying to attract the attention of the 
wliolo world community. He is talking 
about diplomacy as a wtiole. He is giv¬ 
ing a mantra of practical diplomacy 
which works every time, it never fails. 

Alior learning so many things from his 
active! politics, he goes on lo dedicate 
llio nation to the policy of a good 
noiglibour. Tills speech was delivered 
in 1932. In this famous dedication he 
tries to mould his whole knowledge and 
oxfioiionce, in one sense. It looks as if 
ho IS saying about the crux of the whole 
iiiliicncies of the world policy which is 
kiHiwn as diplomacy in general parlance. 

Ill Ihe contemporary world order we 
soo a general sense of disbelief and hia¬ 
tus in between many countries and na¬ 
tions. There are several border disputes 
all over the world where many times we 
luwu boon seeing even the UN looking 
helpless in solvipg those problems. Most 
of Ihe countries have somehow pro- 
moled the evolution of biltc.' enemies 
who are their neighbours. It fhoans we 
are living in an age where we look at 
our neighbours in disbelief. In this situ¬ 
ation of disbelief and distrust no urie can 
hope q( a permanent and pure sense of 
well-being. Every country has stock piled 
enough military and war-arms at their, 
itordor areas. Why is it so? We are basi¬ 
cally afraid of our neighbours. When we 
nic not sure about our neighbour's good¬ 
will and trust how can we guarantee the 
goodwill and trust pf distant countries.. 
Roosoirelfs advice looks rqueh logical 
•and meaningful even today. He must 
have told such thirtg keeping is mind the 
omorging new world order of enemy 
neighbours. •••

Many of the most promising solids 
under investigation today, including 
superhard materials. high*temperature 
super conductors, and semiconductors 
with large band gap energies, 
incorporate light elements in crystal 
lattices at short interatomic distances. 

■'Seing small atoms of atomic 
resolution has always been a challenge, 
because they don't strongly scatter the 
electrons in the microscope's beam", 
says Michael O'Keefe. 

"Wlien the light atoms are olsoe to 
heavy ones, it has been virtually 
Impossible to resolve them. Heavy 
atoms scatter electrons much more, and 
as a result the interference pattern is just 
too complex to resolve. 

Kisielowski explains that “the OAM 
overcomes this difficulty by making a 
throbgh focal senes of images-in the 
case of the gallium nitride, 20 different 
images, each with thcj scattered 
electrons interfering with different 
relative pha.ses and then uses computer 
processing to unscramble the electron 
wav»;r, and combine them into a single 
tiigh-KJsolution irtiage in which all 
electrons .are in phase". He adds. “It is 
way of going from the complexity of the 
latticf; images produced by the OAM to 
the simplicity of crystalline structures". 

1 lu> OAM had Its genesis in the 
early lUDOs when NCEM's tivee story, 
million volt Atomic Resolution 
Microscoper, or ARM. was the world’s 
mosi powertui, with a practical reoslulion 
of 1.6 angstroms though Kisibiwski once 
managed to squeeze out 1.54 
arMj.sIroms. 

Then a Japanese - built, one and a 
quarter million Volt machine in Germany 
ficliieved 0 '"<5 - angstrom resolution, but 
at a cost of more than $18 million. At 
about ttiG same time, O'Keefe proposed 
a way lo computer process through 
focus images to achieve higher 
resolution from a medium voltage 
microscope, an approach first 
suggested in the lare 1960s. 

Sonobuoy Batteries 

Rigma-Pi Power sources, a small 
Chennai-based company run by a 
technocrat entrepreneur. has 
succeeded in indigenising the sea water 
activated batteries used by the Indian 
Navy for its Russian sonohuoys. 

Sonobuoy.s are dropped from 


aircrafts or helicopter to check for 
submarines in the vicinity. Tfte passive 
sonobuoys listen for the sounds of a 
submanini's propeller. The active ones 
use principles of the sonar, emitting a 
sound puise and then listening for a 
strong reflection of a submarine. 

A battery for the sonobuoys has to 
withstand long-storage and then be 
instantly ready to provide the power 
needed to operate the sonobuoys. Many 
sonobuoys batteries therefoie use sea 
water as an electrolyte. This has the 
advantage that the battery remains 
completely inactive till the sonobuoys is 
dropped into the sea and saline waters 
enter the battery. 

indigenising the batteries for the 
Russian sonobuoys posed enormous i 
challenges. The battery has to be able 
to provide a number of different voltages 
as well as the power required by various 
systems. The solution was to have 
battery with different sections, each one 
providing a specific voltage. That is fine, 
but when the sonobuoy was dropped, 
sea water would fill the entire battery and 
short circuit the different sections. The 
way around that was to release 
compressed gas, using a pyrotechnic 
device, to pusti the sea water out as 
soon as it filled ail the sections but before 
it short-circuited them. 

The next problem turns up. It the sea 
water is ejected, where is ttie electrolyte 
for the battery to operate ? The solution 
to that one was to have small absorbent 
pads in the cells of each section which 
could retain enough sea water. Suitable 
pads fiad then lo be developed. 

The Russians have used 
combinations unknown in the west and 
achieved all sorts of voltages, points out 
Dr.Arvirid Parthasaratiiy. whose father 
founded the company. 

Magnesium is commonly - used as 
the anode in seawater batteries. The 
cathode is then usually of silver chlcride. 
Since silver chloride is expensive, the - 
Russi.arts used manganese dioxide in 
stead. But manganese dioxide exists 
indifleient forms, only one of which can 
be used in this role.The Russians used 
ttieir strength in powder chemistry to 
achieve this. Dr.Parthasarathy 
developed a difterent technique to 
achieve similar results.

A New lightweight, inexpensive, 
accurate carbon monoxide [CO] sensor. 
and monitoring system in the U.S. Reid 
testing of a new device has shown that 
it is more accurate than the personal 
comonitors currently available in the 
market. There is limited understanding 
about carbon monoxide exposure risks, 
partly because there has been no 
affordable way to accurately measure 
CO in the field. Some of the current 
methods of measurement require 
expensive, heavy equipment or unwieldy 


flag samples. Others are retativety 
inexpensive and lightweight, but they are 
not accurate or sensitive enough to 
provide credible ggantitatlve results for 
a large number of sites. To fill this gap 
researchers have developed the new 
CO sensor, which can clip onto a 
person's clothing. Used as an 
occupational dosimeter, it measures a 
worker’s time weighted average 
exposure to CO over an eight-hour 
period. Used as a residential passive 
sampler, it measures time weighted 
average exposure in a home or office 
over a one week period.

still in the top compared to the 
multinationals wpo have come in. l 


would take one of my favourite sectors, 
the consumer goods sector. In the last 
five years, all the Korean giants have 
come in bringing with them a plethora 
of products. Starting from televisions to 
washing machines, air conditioners, 
refrigerators, audio equipment and the 
list goes on Yet we still find the 
domestic producers in the same 
producis still holding a major share. 

Though we must admit that tt)o rules 
of selling have changed; in the course 
benefititing the consumer (thanks to 
these phiringee players). Thus given 
tough competition we have shown 
consistency in quality. The consumers 
are satisfied and that's what counts. 
Next comes the competitiveness 
aspect We do rank poorly in terms of 
competitiveness. 

In a recent survey, India stood in the 
I bottom ton least competitive nations 
among titty three nations. We have 
domestic companies who have done 
exceedingly well and have outbeaten 
even well established foreign 
companies.

They went beyond this and with low 
cost and quality became one of the 
major supplier of radiator caps to 
General Motors and is. electronically 
linked to all GM plants having never 
missed a delivery in the last two years. 

Moreover, for three consecutive 
years ttiey have been honoured with the 
Best Supplier Award by General Motors 
quite a distinction indeed Similarly, 
Reliance Industries some time ago 
raised tOO year dollar denominated 
Yankee bonds, a feat accomplished by 
only a handful of around eight to ten 
companies till date. 

One sector that fias been doing 
exceedingly well and of course would 
be unanimously agreed by air my 
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readers, is the software sector. They are 
ccilainiy the darlings of India's global ■ 
piesence.

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O ne of tlte^ gravest tragedies of our modern day society is the 
drgriicnnion of human life at the altars of the machine ami system. wheitaS) 
die fruits of seteju e .md technology have brought about immense, cffidency 
and comlort to the niillioiis, they have at the same lime caused inmiense suffering 
to inaiikind.i,The question, whether the mankind wa.s happier in the savage society 
of the social coutract thinkers or is happier today as an individoad oomponent of a 
huge machine called social system, is remuidant because the rvoluAonary movement 
is unilinear. It may not be deterministic, but surely it is neither reversablc, we haw 
to liw with it. w have to live with war ra.ichines, with road and tail accidents and 
with untimely drachs of millions of humm beings. While these untimely deaths 
coukl be due to the empowerment of machioes over meti, the folly of mankind 
itself is responsible for enormous human tragedy in no Icssttf degree. Take Kaigil 
for instance. No less than 4.10 brave Indian soldiers laid their lives at the altar of 
niotherLmd in «tefence. of Dniss-Katgil sector ol the J&K.. Or take the example of 
the railw ay ttagedy at Clraisal in West Bengal. 

What.’ The sotdiest hunvan'drama in tragedy! Approximately 300 human lives 
lost before the thud and roai'of the giant in steel could even snatch thuir slumber 
at 1 A.M. 

A silent death. A devastating itajgedy. Death in slumber with a mighty roar. A 
rumbling so enormous that Nitish Kumar tite Railway Minister, munediately 
dcspaulied his rengnation. The greatest tragedy in the history of Indian Railways. 

Now, .1 brief look at the recent chronology of the ghastly human extinction at 
the hands of rumbling wheels railing millions to and fro in our county: Sadlaghat 
in Bihar killed thousands, though the official estimi^te w.is at 270. The year was 
1981. In 1982 at Agra two trains collided on the very precints of the railway station 
killing 64. In 1984 a pasKnger train fell of abridw between Charegaon and Samnapnr 
killing 112 passengers. In 1987, Dakshin Express between Hyderabad and 


and 7.T passengers caught in the vTuiex of fire were reduced to ashes. In 1993, a 
passenger train and a gor>:is train collided killing 78 persons. 1991 was perhaps one 
of the most tragi* years in the railway history prior to the present one. Firozabad 
was the siglit of the gliasdy head on collision oetween Punislionam F.xpress and 
Kaliiidi Express, whu’h led to the premature departure of 302 lives. In 1991, the 
derailincni id a irain between Naira and Champa ssy,- 88 victims. The month of 
January '.998, Kaslu-.Vishw.math was hit from benind killing 11; Khuna in Piuqab 
witnessed the collision of jammu-Sealdah Express and Frontier Mail in which 210 
victims lo.st their life. In February 1999, Sioianga-Bangalore Express caught-fire 
which devoured 80 human lives. And finally< the straight nrad on roOision between 
Aw.Tdli-Assam Express and Brahmaputra Mad at GaiasalRailw^ station in Dihaipur 
district of West Bengal killed approximately 100 passengers. The above data or the 
Inst two*decades merely takes mto account tlie accidents in w-hkh more than 5Q0 
people lost liicir lives. 

It is ironical that even the latest communication technology is not being ;|t:ile to 
pivwni 4CG iicridents and 8C0 deaths per year on an average. Uuiormaatcly 70 per 
cent of I hesc accidents cannot be prevented in even the adv.tured cosotries lilu the 
USA and Japan, but the enormity of human lives lost in accidents, mch as Gais il is 
a miitter r)f shame lor a i:oiinrry like India .about to take-off in the 21st century vith 
its lull scientific might. 

At ilic monu'iit tlie'Ieast the Government can do is to miniirtlse the loss to 
the victims of the Gatsal tragedy through wh.uevcr means It deems fit. The 
Goveriinieui, especially the railways must evolve a concrete plan oi action to 
.en&urr'aii accideiii-frer. rail journey to the passengers. There cannot be a fool¬ 
proof case of accident free rail service, but it is quite possible to reduce the 
accidents. We, the family of Rtran Prakashan and its readers pray solemnly 
for peace of the deparrea souls and wish the injured of thi.s tragedy, a prouipt 
recm cry. We tnily feel one with the family members of the unfortunate victims 
ot this tragedy. .

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Election Dotes Rescheduled A 

The Election Commisslorr on 
3, announced a revised etectidri 
schedule for the Ldk Sabha and atsb 
decided to have assembly elections in 
Arunachal Pradesh, make it the ^ 
State to have simultaneous assent 
polls. It also announced by elections Id 
1.5 assembly seats. 

The changes in polling dates has been 
made for religious as well as practical 
reasons like making security 
arrangements. Many States had 
requested a charge in dates because 
of festivals tike Janamasthami, 
Vishwakaima and Jitlya. Muslim leaders 
had also pointed out that in the original 
schedule three of the five polls date fell 
on a Friday. And Meghalaya wanted a 
change as polling there would have 
fallen on a Sunday. 

The Changes Are: 

• Constituencies earlier scheduled to 
vote on September 4 will now do so on 
^ptember 5, barring Lakshadweep 
which will now vote on October 3. 

• No change in seats where polling 
was scheduled on September 11, 
barririg Pondteherry which will not vote 
on September 5. 

• Constituencies scheduled to vote 
onSeptember 17, wilt now do on 
September 18. 

• Those scheduled to vote on October 
1. will now do it on October 3, barring 
Meghalaya which will now vote on 
September 25; 

Assembly elections in Andhra Pradesh, 
Karnataka, Maharashtra, Sikkim, and 
Arunachal Pradesh will be held 
simultaneously with the Lok Sabha polls. 
Assembly elections will also be held in 
eight states. Counting of votes will be 
taken up on December 6. with the entire 
process expacted to be over by Octobel 0. 

Govt. Defends Telecom Package 

The Delhi Highcourt on August 3, 
expressed surprise at the speed with t^ch 
the caretaker Vajpayee Government 
decided to shift from thelicence for regime 
to a revenue • sharing arrangment for 
private Telecom Companies, 

Hearing a public interest litigation 
seeking quashing of the telecom 
‘bailout” package, a Division Bench 
comprising' the Chief Justice, 
Mr.S.N.Variava, and Mr.JustIce 
S.K.Mahajan, wondered .what the 
urgency was that pr^impted the 
caretaker Government to take such a 
major decision when the model code of 
conduct had come into force. 

The Bench adjourned the hearing to 
August 10, uut allowed the Government 
to accept payment of arrears from the 


operatcirs till the next date! 

The AttorneyrGeherai, Mr.Soli 
ISorabjee; assured the court that the 
Government would maintain staba quo 
on the new package till the next date. 
Earlier, the Centre filed an affidavit 



petitioner, the Delhi Science Forum.The 
affidavit justified the package saying that 
it was not a bailout but aimed at reviving 
the ailing telecom industry. 

. Strict enforcemnet of the licence 
conditions would in many cases lead to 
serious financial losses. If not 
bankruptcy, of large Indian companies 
already in the field; they would have shut 
down operations and there would be 
disruption^ of this vital segment of the 
communication service, the affidavit 
said. 

The affidavit termed misleading and 
baseless the calculations of a projected 
revenue losses of Rs.50,000 crbres on 
eccount of the new package. The figure 
was notional and based on the 
assumption that the existing licences 
would be in a position to pay future 
teence fees on a fixed basis, the affidavit 
added. Mr.Sorabjee argued that the 
Government took this decision in public 
interest.

Mr.Nirad C.Chaudhuri, the Indian - 
born author and scholar who was 
acclaimed abroad.died in Oxford on 
August 1. He was 101. ,, 

Ml. Chaudhuri, who was most noted 
for his work,'The Autobiography of An 
Unknown Indian, made his entry into 
the scene of scholary literature with a 
thick memoir of his childhood in colonial 
India, in what is now Bangladesh. It was 
a lively, insightful description and 
commentary on Indian customs, family 
structures, caste, relations between 
Hindus and Muslims and between 
Indian and the British. Critics called him 
the last British imperialist. Throughout 


his life, Mr.Chaudhuri gaihe'd a 
reixitetidn fprecentHcity. VVhen he lived 
in New Oelfira oU city, he strolled to work 
in a natty western suit and bowler hat. 
After moving to England in TOa. Mn 
Chaudhuri prewired ^ wrap around 
-dhoti of his native Bengal to receive 
guests at his horne^ 

Mr.Chaudhuri published Unknown 
Indian in 1951. At the age of go m 
added a second i,000-page torhe of 
autobiograpf^, thyland, great anarch. 
His book of essays three hmrsemen erf 
the new apocal^ee. was written when 
he was 100. After living in Oxford for 30 
years, he concluded that England did 
not deserve itself. 

His wife Amiya, whom he married in 
1932, died in 1994. He is survived by 
three sons, Ohruva, Kirti and Prithvi. 
Nirad Babu was always particular about 
his food, wine, clothes, language and 
music. Remember this was the.man 
whose heart was won by his bride- to - 
be' by her ability to spell a western 
composer's name. _ -

the coun^. over 300 people wem killed 
and 460 injured when the Delhi-bound 
Brahmaputra Mail and the Guwahati - 
bound huadh Assam Express collided 
head on Gaisal station on the West 
Bengal-Bihar border, around 1.53 
a.m.on August 2.

Ebctidn Commbsibh

The Eledtion Commission on July 27, 
vetoed some of the major decisions of the 
Vajpayee .Government ip the v^ke of 
forthcoming generai elections.

(Regulation) Act. 19£r5, making if 
compulsory for cable operators to 
'coordinate' DO-I and DD-II channels in 
prime band. According to the EC most 
national parties had strong reservations 
on the issue whbn the country was in 
election mode and said that after taking 
into account all factors it has become to 
the conclusion that, it would be 
inappropriate to issue an Ordinance in 
the matter at this juncture. 

(iii) Jn another decision,, the 
Cpmmibion directed the Department of 
Youth Affairs and Sports to' keep in 
abeyance the proposed creation of a 
National Reconstruction Corps. (NRC) 
pending till completion of the election in 
October. Tiie EC further informed the 
Government that such large scale 
employment at this stage would not be 
in order yts-a-vis the operation of the 
'model code of conduct’.

SC Concern Over Drug 
Trafficking 

The Supreme Court has expressed 
concern that the drug business is 
booming, the number of addicts 
rapidly rising, narcotics related crime is 
galloping and trafficking network is 
spreading rapidly in the country despite 
making anti-narcotics law stringent.

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‘Srisiitt faar' tM die MOEF notification 
placinjg zinc skimmings under ttie OGL 
category will Mt the tiend (or reducing 
the checks on potentially hazardous 
imports. The purpose of the Supreme 
Oourt Judgement and the high power 
committee was to institute mechanisms 
to regulate this praefiee. Dismissing such 
fears as unfounded. Ministry asserted 
that zinc is a Basel List 6 waste and 
hence perritted for imports. Ministry 
claimed that the notification does not 
place waste under general OGL for all 
traders, but only for actual users. These 
actual users are units that have been 
certified as environmentally sound 
under MOEF guidelines and have the 
facilities to carry out safo processing and 
disposal of hazardous waste. The 
imported waste will be analysed by 
approved laboratories to ensure it does 
not containlead and cadmium in excess 
of MOEF stipulated norms according to 
Mr.L.Pugazhenthy, executive director of 
the India Lead Zinc Information Centre. 
In his opinion, import of metal waste was 
necessary to fill the supply demand gap 
in the industry, especially in a zinc 
deficient country like India. Agreements 
like Basel are discriminalory and unfair 
to the needs of developing countries, he 
further added. Ministry , officials are at 
pains to clarify that only waste with a 
zinc content of over 65 percent and lead 
below 1.25 per cent would be allowed 
to be imported.

TRAI Moves to Court 

The Telecom Regulatory Authority of 
India (TRAI) moves the Delhi High.Court 
on July 27, seeking to know its role 
which appears to have been curtailed 
by a key clause in nevdy-announced 
tdecom package by the Government. 
The Authority feels that if left unchanged, 
the clause will severely undermine the 
authority granted to it by Parliament. This 
is the first time an independent regulator 
wiH be totted to {qjproach the court to 
ascertain ifo functions. At present, the 
Goverment has appointed regulators 
with statutory powers in several sectors 
where the hitherto monopoly 
infrstttructure areas were re-open^ to 
competition from the private sectors. 
Except for the regulator in the tetecom 
sector, others have found no reason to 


complain of emascuiation of their role 
perhaps becuase they have not been 
tested. 

.As per the provision the TRAI eryoys 
the statutory powers which employs the 
'Government to take its 
rocommentations before going for any 
policy change in the telecom sector. 
Hxptaintng the issue the TRAI Chairman. 
Mr.Justice S.S.Sodhi said the TRAI had 
banned MTNL from entering the area of 
collular services because the 
Oopartment of Telecommunication 
(D.oT) had not taken the 
rncommehdations of the Authority 
hofore giving the licence. The two 
cinusos of the TRAI Act which gave it 
lire powers were challenged before the 
single Judge bench of the Delhi High 
Court. The judge ordered that it was not 
mnndatory for the Government to. sdek 
rocommendations of the TRAI. 

Private companies then approached 
a larger bench where the matter has 
boon heard for the last two years. But a 
spanner has l»en fiirown in this process 
by iho bail out package which makes it 
compulsory for private companies to 
withdraw all court cases before being 
.giyon the bailout package. The with¬ 
drawal of ail cases will also mean the 
roscinding of the appeal filed by private 
companies before the larger bench. In 
lhat case the single judge's judgement, 
which severely restricts the TRAI 
iunclioning will be allowed to stand. This 
is why the TRAi has moved the court.

Thackeray Barred 
From Voting 

The President, Mr.K.R.Narayanan on 
July 28. desenfranchisedthe Shiv Sena 
President, Mr.Bal Thackeray, for six 
years from Decernber 11,1995 on the 
recommendation of the' Election 
Commission. The Commission's 
recommendation to the President 
followod a Supreme Court judgement in 
December 1995 holding Mr.Thackeray 
guilty ol ‘corrupt practices' specified 
under clauses (3) and (3A) of the 
Representation of the People Act, 1951. 
Mr.Thacknray is debarred from voting 
and contesting any election for six years 
under section 11 (A) of the Act. 

The case which landed Mr.Thacteray 
in trouble goes back to a by election to 
the Mahan^raAssembly in December 
,1987. Mr.Thackeray was accused of 
using religion to promote his party's 
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interests during campaign for Sena 
candidate Dr.Ramesh Yashwarit 
Prabhoo. On April 7,1989 DcPrabhoo's 
election was set aside by the Mumbai 
High Court, which also found him guitty 
of having committing corrupt 
practices.Mr.Thackeray filed an appeal 
before the Supreme Court and the apex 
court by an interim order dated May 18, 
1989 stayed the Hi^ Court order.The 
Supreme Court in its final order on 
December 11,1995 specifically named 
Mr.Thackeray under section 99 of RPA. 
The Election Commission's opinion was 
then sought. The Chief Election 
Commission's Mr.J.M.Jyngdoh, 

recommended Mr.Thackeray's 
disqualification. 

In the first week of July 1999 the. Union 
Law and Justice Minister Mr.Ram 
Jethmalani, wrote to the President urging 
him to hold the action on Election 
Commsisipn’s recommendation because 
Mr.Thackeray had given a representation 
to the Commission. However, the 
President went ahead with his decision 
after the Commission said that it stood by 
its earlier recommendation. Under Article 
103 (2) of the Constiiiutjon, the President 
is bound “by the Commission's 
recommendation. . 

Meanwhile, Mr.Thackeray said in a 
statement, “I really pity a democracy in 
which one's right to vote is taken away. 
It is out of question to challenge the 
decision of the President and the 
Election Commission”. Mr.Thackery's 
name has been struck off the electoral 
rolls, reports from Mumbai configned; 

SC Directions on 
Minority Admission 

The Supreme Court has directed tliat 
private linguistic or religious minority 
setf'flnancing engineering institution in 
Tarriil Nadu will have to grant admission. 
to candidates belonging to the minority 
.community from and within the State in 
the first instance. In respect of the 
reiiiatning vacant seats, it will be open 
to the institutions concerned to admit 
candidates belonging to the minority 
community hailing from outside the State 
if the minority is recognised as such in 
Tamil Nadu for the year 1999^2000.

G.B.Patanaik arid Mr.Justice V.C. 
Bandeiiee, made this order on July 28,

To Clinton 

I'he US House of Representatives has 
nxlonded the Waiver authority of the 
President on sanctions on India and 
Pakistan by another year. The move was 
;Lidopted by voice vote on June 15, as a 
part of the Gilman Amendment which 
had been tagged on to the Security 
^/5tStance Bill. 1999. The current 
iTithority expires at the end of this 
'^ieptember and the House move is to 
fxtond the present provisions by another 
year. The arrangements thus far related 
primarily to the economic aspects of the 
sanctions, but did not include World 
Piink funding. 

( he new amendment which is being 
.talked about in the House would have 
nmny similarities with that of ‘Brownback 
Two’ that the Senate cleared, but there 
iirr crucial differencesjas well. There is 
a mood in the House to get rid of 
sanctions instead of going for waivers 
% 1 (I a fixed timeframe for suspensions. 
Sooondly. some members in the House 
have expressed the view that the 
Pnjssler Amendment would'have to be 
rolained as the environment has not 
changed very much. The future Gilman 
amendment is likely to retain the 
Pi,i;ssler Amendment. The, CHntori 
.iiiministration has been very clear in 
whnre it stands on the issue of sanctions 
against India and Pakistan it wants 
Uongress to give the President only 
"waivers* whicK could be used after 
Hr>linlte movement on the political 
rliriiogue. The administration is noHn 
lavour of suspension of sanctions or in 
doing away with the punitive measures, 
rpither the administration has been 
il^'iisting on a ‘level playing field’ arid has 
been dalling for the repeal of the 
Pmssler Amendment. For their parts, 
law makers seem ot have very little 


stomach for sanctions these days 
arguing among other things that these 
moves hurt American businesses and 
hardly promote foreign policy objectives. 

'Sanctions aren't good for India; and 
they aron'^good for American either. 
Besides, the stigma,sanctions are bad 
for.expandtng trade and investment with 
both countries. Additionally, it is 
politically unrealistic to expect that 
friendly relations can bloorh between the 
two democracies when the atmosphere 
is fouled with the threat of the sanctions", 
‘Mr. Ackerman said while welcoming the 
passage ot the Security Assistance Act 
of T 999 . Mr. Ackerman, the Cp-Chairman 
of the Congressional caucus on India 
and Indian > Americans said that a 
permanent waiver authority for the 
President is thp more appropriate 
course for the Congress to take. He 
expressed deep concern over the efforts 
in the senate to get rid of the Pressler 
Amendment. 

Mbeki Sworn In 

Amidst pomp and ceremony and in the 
presence of thousands of invited guests, 
who included hundreds of foreign 
dignitaries, members ot the outgoing 
Parliament and members of Parliament 
who had assembled in the ampHheatre. 
of the Union Buildings, Mr.Thabo Mbeki 
was'sworn in as South Africa's second 
democratically electedProsident on 
June 16. The Indian delegation was ted 
by the Vice-President, Mr.krishan Kant 
who was accompanied by Mrs.Suman 
Krishan Kant, the Indian High 
Commissioner to South Africa, Mr.Harsh 
Bhasin and senior officials of the 
External Affairs Ministry. * 

Recalling the sacrifices made for the 
liberation of South Africa, Mr.Mbeki in 
his address, described the day. 1ho 
anniversary of the Soweto uprising in 
1976. as a 'DaV of Salute for a 


gonorntibn that pulled our country out 
of the abyss and placed it on the 
podoslal of hope, bri wiiich it rests 
today'. His reference to the "generation 
represented pre-eminently by our out - 
going President, Nelson Mandela, "was 
marked by that unique relation that his 
falhor, Govan Mbeki, and have 
constructed over the years, 
Ir.inscending and subsuming the 
personal elements into the larger isbue 
of South Africa's liberation struggle. He 
did refer to Govan Mbeki, as part of the 
generation represented by Nelson 
Mandela, Walter Sisulu, Albertina Sisuli, 
Ray Alexander and others. Thus, as the 
Sun continues to rise to banish the 
darkness of tihe long year of colonialism 
'and apartheid, what the new light over 
uur land must show is a nation diligently 
at work to create a better life tor itself, 
Mr.Mbeki concluded. As always, 
Mr.Mbeki's speech was also informed by 
a rich poetic imagination, whose other 
side is a hard, practical and political 
guide to action. 

Ocalan Sentenced to 
Death 

II was a. historical moment in the 
Kurdish struggle for autonomy in Turkdy 
when the rebel Kurdish leader Abdullah 
Ocalan was sentenced to death on June 
after being found guilty of treason 
and attempting to break the country. 'By 
directing the armed terror organisation 
PKK (Kurdish Workers Party) through 
his orders and through the dircisions that 
he look, he definitely organised actions 
which attempted to take or to separate 
land from Turkey", the Stale Security 
Court Judge read out the verdict. Ocalan 
‘ciilmiy stood inside a bomb proof glass 
case while the verdict was delivered. 

In his last words before the verdict was 
load out. Ocalan repeated his call (or 
poaco. "I don't accept the charge of 
being a traitor to the country." Ocalan told 
IIkj court in a brief one - minute speech. 
Guilty of treason and separatism attract 
mandatory capital punishment as per 
Ihc lurkish Criminal Code. 

Mio court said that the actions of the 
efefendant were conducted over a long 
period of time and so were numerous, 
thousands of innocent people were 
killed, without regarding whether they 
were babies, children, women or old 
people. The CoDrt decided not to 
activate a leniency law that would have 



resulted in the death sentence bitmg 
committed to a life sentence. 

The death penalty verdict will now be 
reviewed by a eburt of Appeals before 
being sent to Parlianfient and th«i to the 
President for the final approval. Since 
1964. no one tuh» been executed in 
rurkey, with the Parliament commuting 
ail sentences tp that pf life iir^risonment. 

Abcftillah OcalaiVi' 49, was tried on the 
heavily guarded prison island of Imrali 
where he has been the sole inmate 
since his capture by Turkish 
commandoes in the Kenyan capital of 
Nairobi in February 1999. Almost 30,000 
people have been killed since the PKK 
launched its war of independence, later 
moderated to autonomy, in 1984. 

Lawyers for Ocalan have said that the^' 
will appeal the decision at the European 
Court of Human Rights. 

China Threatens to 
Strike Taiwan 

On July 21, China told Taiwan that 
peaceful reunification would be 
impossible if the island changed its 
Constitution to reflect its new policy 
policy of “state to state” relations. The 
“People's Daily” «akl'legal changes to 
embed Taiwan’^Q shock change of polity 
"wpuld be a dangerous separatist step 
and an extremely grave provocation that, 
if carried out, would render peaceful 
reunification impossible”. As everyone 
with ovei I the slightest knowledge about 
the Chinese nation.knows, reunification 
ot the motherland is loftier and larger 
than everything else, the daily further 
added. 

China has said that it would invade 
I'aiwan if the island, which it regards as 
a renegade province, declared 
independence. The Chinese leader 
Mr.iiang Zemin, told the US President 
Mr. Bill Clinton on July 16, that Beijing 
did not rule out the use of force. 

Many military experts doubt China's 
ability to carry out the threat, at least for 
five to tf'ii years. But it could carry out 
moriacing war games, as it did in the 
lead up to laiwan's 1996 presidentiat 
’'election, then, Chinese ships fired 
missiles into Taiwanese waters, 
prompting the US to send two aircraft - 
carrier battle groups to the area. 

Meanwhile, Mr.Clinton has said that 
US would have ceripus concerns with 
any abridgment' ot a peaceful China- 
Taiwan dialogue, jihs US Secretary of 
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State, Mr Medeime Albright said that 
Senior diptortMfla woifkl go to Be^ig 
andTaipei in the last week of July to caliti 
the tensions. Washington has drafted 
measures penalising Taiwan, including 
suspending a sate of military planes to 
show its annoyance at Taiwan’s 
provocation of a row with China. The US 
State Department has ur^d 
cancellation of the sate of E - 2Q 
Hawkeye early warning aircrafts and 
putting sharp limits on unofficial contacts 
with Taiwanese officiaiS. Taipei’s .tChina 
Times’ teporfed on a front page story. 

Ireland Peace Process 

Tlie former US senator, Mr.George 
Mitchell, flew to Belfast on July 21, to 
help salvage the Northern Ireland peace 
process after being called in by the 
British and Irish Governments to act as 
a ’facilitator’.The British PM Mr.Tony Blair 
said Mr.Mitchell would help conduct a 
review of the peace process to 
determine ‘how to overcome the 
difficutties which exist and the practical 
implementation of these difficulties. 

Both the ulster Unionists and Ginn 
Fein have made It clear that fliey wanted 
the review to be dpne quickly. Mr.Mitchell 
had a preliminary meeting with the Ulster 
Unionist leader, Mr.David Trimble. He 
met other parties too. With August being 
a holiday month, nothing concrete is 
likely te emerge until September. 

The review is not going to result in a 
rewriting of the Good Friday peace 
agrement (1998, which was chaired by 
Mr.Mitchell) but will concentrate on how 
to overcome the present impasse. The 
peace agrement has been held up by 
the refusal of the Ulster Unionist to sit in 
a power sharing Government with Sinn 
Fein until the IRA gives up its weapons. 
Mr.Mitchell said he expected the review 
to focus on the failure tq set up the 
Northern Ireland Government and the 
other institutions that the agreement 
envisaged. He blamed the Ulster 
unionists tor the impasse saying, the 
responsibility for that the lies fairly and 
squarely with OavidTrimble and the UUP 
(Ulster Unionist Party)".

Iran’s supreme leader ordered a clamp 
down on violent anti-goverriment 
protests on July 14, as hundreds of 
thousand of people attented a rajly in 
Teheran, called to show support for the

republic wiU repreas it*; (mnti^uprenMn 
leader andejxritual guide, Ayatottah Afi 
Khamenei, said fo amessage to the 
nation broadcast on radio. ' 

Several hundred thousand people, 
many canying pictures of Khamenei 
and his predecessor, AyatoRh Ruhoilt^ 
Khomeini, attended the rnass rally at 
Teheran University called by the 
Orgonisatin for Islamic Propaganda, foe 
governments’ main propagnda body. 
“Death to America ‘Death to israar 
and “Ooath to the hypocrites', the 
demonstrators shouted in a reference 
to tho people's Mujahedeen, the armed 
opposition movement based in Iraq. 

Khamenei, wh^ is also comanander 
in chiot of the armed forces, ordered the 
security forces and Islamic militia 
volunteers to “repress corrupt and 
counter-revolutionary elements" and “re¬ 
establish public order.” He accused 
''bandits supported by bankrupt politic^ 
groups and encouraged by foreigr/ 
encmins" of being behind the unrest. 
Thc’Doloncc Minister, Admiral Ati 
Shamktiani, warned students that Iran's 
sociirily services had order to use all 
necessary force to stamp out unrest 
from now onwards. 

Congo Peace Deal 
Rejected By Rebels 

Thr.; peace accord supposed to bring ^ 
to nn end the yedr - old lighting in the 
democratic Republic of the Congo 
signed Into July 10 night in Lusaka by 
tho DDC and five other African countrisiri 
engaged in the Conflict either in support 
of the Government or on behalf of the 
robots, has not been signed by any other 
rebel groups. 

The talks in Lusaka dragged on for two 
weeks with virtually daily media leaks 
about the imminence of an accord- 
striclly speaking, an agreement to have 
a ciuasofire, the first step in an 
elaborately calibrated process spread 
over a year. For hour on July 10, the 
heads ol slate of belligerent countries 
and several other Southern African 
counlircs (including south African 
President, Mr Mbeki) were engaged in 
securing tho support of all the parties 
to tlib i^onflict to the draft agreemeij^ 
which Itnd been worked out by th«. 
officials rind ministers. . 

The accord was finally singed by the 



^adoffiitdteof DROi^teimjbia, Rwanda, 
Uganda, Zimbabvra and (he Defence 
Minister of Angola, with the Presidents 
of Burundi and Mozambique signing as 
"witness". Angola, Namibia and 
Zimbabwe have sent their armed force 
in support of the DRC President, Mr. 
iMi/rent Kabila, while Rwanda and 
Luanda are backing the "rebels",- the 
tatter split into numerous factions. 

It is this division among the rebels that 
puts a question mark over the accord. 
Indeed, leaders of the two main rebel 
(actions have already said that the 
signing of the accord may not mean an 
end to the fighting in the ORC 

Sino-Japan Relations 

The Japanese PM. Mr. Keizo Obuchi's 
visit to China was marked by a mutual 
desire to achieve the minimal and 
minimise the differences, while awaiting 
<1 repair of Sino US relations. As 
t:#nected, Japan did grant some 
concessions to clear China's Admission 
to the WTO, thus sending an important 
signal to Beijing that any assumptions 
that it would automatically gang up with 
the US or the European Union (EU) 
n.'itions weVe wrong. Neither US nor the 
EIJ have cleared the admission of the 
world's 10th largest trading nation to the 
WTO before it meets in the US city of 
Seattle on Noverrmer 30, to launch a 
Millennium Round of negotiations. 

The main differences between Japan 
ahrl China on WTO related to services, 
in telecommunucation and transport. 
||^lails of concessions offered to bring 
Ctiina in are not clear. It is obvious it was 
a |>olitical decision, partly with the intent 
of obliquely hastening US-China talks 
on the subject, now suspended after the 
Belgrade Embassy bombing because 
hardliners in China are reluctant to 
approve concesssions to the US. 

Japan has much to gain from stable 
US-China ties arKf, as China's largest 
trading partner at $ 66 billions worth of 
animal merchandise trade, certainly, 
benpfits China's admission to the WTO 
•which forces China to conform to 
established rules and dispute resolution 
rgechanisms. That is why it reached an 
agreement with China In September 
W97 over merchandise trade but 
ilbvided then to continued talks on 
wiioiesale trade as well as distribution 
and service sectors. 
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Communist Czar's Son 
Embraces Capitalism 

The son of Nikita Khrushchev, the 
Soviet Leader who promised to 
"bury”America, has become ari 
American citizen." I am new born", a 
smiling Sergei Khrushchov tol 
detreporters butslde an auditorium in 
Providence, Rhode island, after he took 
an oath on July* 12 to "support and 
defend the Coustitution and the laws of 
the United States of America against all 
enemies, foreign aruf domestic". 

The soft-spoken former Muscovite 
insisted his father wilt not be spinning in 
his grave as his only surviving son 
embraces capitalism-an economic 
system the elder Khru&hchev relied 
against. "Times change. Governments 
and people change", the balding 
engineer said insisting that his father, 
died a political outcast in 1971, would 
understand the decision". “That question 
itself shows how many Americans are 
still stuck in 1960 not 1999”, he said, 
his light blue eyes squinting behind 
glasses in the bright sunlight. 

Mr. Khrushchev, 64. who oned worked 
on the Soviet Union's missile 
programmes, began teaching at Brown 
Unversity in 1991 when the Soviet Union 
collapsed. He applied for .permanent 
residency in 1992. 

Shining Path Leader 
Captured 

The last remaining commander of one 
of Latin America's most violent rebel 
movements was captured on July 14, by 
a Peruvian array patrol in a jungle gorge. 
Fifteervhundred commandos, backed by 
figher jets and helicopters, searched a 
remote high land area east of Lima, 
where the Amazon jungle merges with 
the eastern slopes of the Andes, to 
capture Oscar Ramirez Durand, ‘leader 
of the Shining Path. 

The 46-year-old rebel headed what 
was once one of the world's most feared 
guerilla movements. It waged a 19 years 
war in which more than 30,000 people 
died. Its foiinder, Abimael Guzman, 
Chairman Gonzalo, were captured 
seven years ago. The Peruvian 
President Mr. Alberto Fujimori, who 
made his name breaking the power of 
the group, personalty directed the 
manhunt. He gave order that the rebel 
leader be captured alive and turned the 


hunt into a massive publicity exercise in 
this election year. After many daring 
escapes and near rhisses, Feliciano 
(Durand's alias), limping from a leg 
wouild and suffenng from A skin disease 
which has left him riddled with parasites, 
ran out of places to hide. 

Feliciano had always been one of the 
Shining Path’s foremost military 
commanders, taking over the leadership 
when Guzman was captured, though the 
group lost much of its power and support 
with this arrest. Ironically, Feliciano's 
lathor, Oscar Ramirez Martinez, 69, is 
a rotirod army general who spent much, 
of his service fighting the rnovement his 
son joined and led. 

i'ho Shining Path activity iricreased 
last month amid reports that the group 
was experiencing a resurgence. Political 
analysts predicted that the capture of 
IJiirnnd signalled the end of the Shining 
Path. In contrast to Colombia, where 
ponce talks are being carried out even 
as guerillas conduct nation-wide 
ollonsivos, Mr Fujimori always ruled out 
any negotiations and vowed to end the 
roliel W)ii by wiping out the rebels. 

African Anti>t6rrorism 
Charter 

Africa's leaders meeting in Algiers 
agreed on an anti-terrorism cheurter with 
wide-ranging powers ot arrest and 
extradition and called for a global 
convention and a UN - sponsored 
meeting to combat the menace.'The 
Charier, approved by the 36th summit 
of the Organisation of African Unity 
which ended in Algiers on July 14, will 
come into effect 30 days after 15 of the 
OAU’s 53 -member states signed and 
latificd it. “Terrorism, .which is a 
tinnsnationaf phemomenon, represents 
today a serious challenge to the values 
nf civilisation and a flagrant violation of 
.htim.'in rights and fundamental 
li(»erloms".the leaders said in a 
staloincnl at the end of the summit. They 
expressed support for peoples 
sliuggling for freedom and solf- 
rlolormination-“in confornity with the 
t>rinciptes of international law”- bu» they 
called for “ a spoedy conclusion of a 
global convention for the prevention and 
nmiliol of terrorism in all its form".

A World to Win : Essays In The 
Communist Manifesto: 

Nearly a decade ago, in the wake of 
setbacks to socialismin Eastern Europe 
and in the Union of,Soviet Socialist 
Republics (USSR) and the subsequent 
break-up of the USSR, ideologues of 
global capitalism proclaimed ‘the end of 
history', with the implication that 
capitalism had defeated socialism, once 
and for all. Towards the end of the 
decade, the global picture does not 
appear so rosy for these idologuos. In 
1998, the 150th anniversary of the 
publication of the Communist Manifesto 
saw not despondency but the. revival of 
energies and optimism among tho 
votaries of socialism, in sharp contrast 
to the doomsday predictions of the early 
1990s. More important, however, 
recognising the grave challenges facing 
the socialist project, Marxist movements 
and scholars have also sought to reflect 
on the Manifesto critically, in the context 
of contemporary global capitalism, to 
draw appropriate lessons for theory and 
for political practice. The book under 
review is the outcome of one such 
exercise. It brings together the essays 
of three eminent Indian social scientists 
of Marxist persuasion, reflecting upon 
various aspects of the Manifesto in (he 
current context. Prakash Karat, a leading 
Marxist intellectual and member of the 
Polit Bureau of the Communist Party of 
India (Marxist), has edited the volume 
and writtdn an introduction to it. 

The Political Economy of 
Development In India : This book has 
been written by Prarab Bardhan. When 
the original version of this book dealing 
with the political economy of 
development in India appeared in 1984. 
it received a great deal of attention 
because it was a rather rare attempt, 
especially by an economist, to interpret 
tho problems of economic development 
in the country in the context of political 
processes based on what the author liad 
identified as the leading class interests. 
P.N. Dhar, economist and for some tioic 
Principal Secretary to Prime Minister 


Indira Gandhi, had described it as a 
“notable conttibution in a field which, 
though exceedingly important, has been 
neglected by Indian economists." 

Although Bardhan,. who is Professor 
of Economics at the University of 
California, Berkeley. United Stales, had 
then expressed concern over pieyaiiing 
mass poverty in the country, and thus 
over the distributive aspect of 
development, ho had, for his analytical 
purposes, identified development with 
economic growth. His justification for 
doing so was his perception that the 
sluggish economic growth in the post- 
li idependence period itself was the main 
cause for the persistence of mass 
' poverty. And so. towards the end of his 
introductory chapter he had posed ttie 
central development question as: “What 
arc the factors that constrain tho growth 
performance in India” (page 8). He went 
on to say: “I shall focus primarily on the 
political and economic constrainls, and 
bring out the role of public investment 
in the agriculiural and industrial 
infrastructure, and of public 
management ol capital, as key 
determinants of economic growth.

U.S.scientists have cloned the first 
human embre^s, using methods sintiiar 
to those which produced dolly the sheep 
at Edinburgh's Roslin Institute, they 
produced a male embroy comprising 
nealry 400 cells according to the British 
Tabloid. The scientists at the 
Massacliusettes based Advanced celt 
Technology then incinerated it after two 
days. A DN A loaded nucleus of a human ' 
cell was extracted from a skin sample 
from a man's leg and then inserted into 
the outer protein of a hollowed out cow's 
egg under laboratory conditions. The 
egg was thon placed in a laboratory dish 
and soaked in a chemical solution which 
foolod it into thinking it was a newly - 
conceived embryo. The cells then began 
to dovclop into an embryo.

The opposition spokes 
person Dr.Abdullah, said the talks 
provided another opportunity to pursue 
peace, adding it only represented the 
beginning of the negotiating process.

Crime is invariably reckoned the world 
)ver in terms of its rate, that is offences 
rer too, 000 of the population In India, 
he rate of Indian Penal Code offences 
las hovered around 170-190, except for 
in occasional high (200 in 1981) and 
ow (142 in 1961). Interestingly ttiere 
ivas a marginal drop in 1997. Too much 
:annot be'read into this. It must, 
lOWGver, be remembered that crime 
igures tend to go up with population and 
my demand that these should 
lecessarily come down is preposterous, 
o say the least. We are now a nation of 
nore than 960 million as against 360 In 
1951. Also, police strength in the State 
ias doubled during the last three 
jecades (0.7 million in 1971 against 1.3 
nlllion in 1997) accounting for a higher 
evel of registration of crime. There is 
consensus here* over a balanced 
approach that, as for as possible, avoids 
} wholly statistical approach. An 
observer who plays up the numbers, and 
a misguided policeman who suppresses 
:rime to hoodwink the public, poth distort 
he perspective of a dispassionate 
analyst. 

Crime in the urban areas is 
:)ualitatively different from that in semi- 
lirban and rural areas. Crime in India 
dentifies 23 mega-cities. A 7 per cent 
rise in the incidents of homicide and a 
16 per cent spurt in incidents of 
kidnapping are indicative of the 
Jisturbing situation. Delhi had the 
Highest share of urban crime in 1997, 
followed by Mumbai and Bangalore. 
lntorestingiy,m Tamil Nadu, Coimbatore 
outstripped Chennai. 

It is widely-known that a practfoai 
poKcethan is ona who pays equal 
attention to solving crime as well as 
tackling fear of’crime in the community. 


Normally it Is the latter that is more 
difficult to handfe. Such fear is often 
induced by a rash of,.yiolent offences. 
Therefore, NCRB's decision to devote a 
chapter exclusively to this is appropriate. 

. Homicide cases dropped by less than 
one per cent during 1997. This is too 
insignificant a change to draw any 
commerit. What should, however, cause 
concern is die fact that they have gone 
up by more dian 30 per cent during the 
past decade. Property disputes account 
tor to per cent of homicide cases 

Incidents of rape are a blot on civilised 
society. Although there was Just a three, 
per cent rise during 1997, the nearly 80 
per cent increase during the decade 
cannot be brushed i»ide. Although a 
majority of the victims are usually in the 
age group of 16-30, neatly one in three 
subjected to this crime in .1997 was even 
younger. 

Literacy as a Social Process 

To any neutral observer of the Total 
Liferacy Campaign (TLC), 'the Hindi 
heartland in India poses a major 
challenge. In terms of numbers, the 
states in the North still account for 
millions of non-literate people. The 
recent National Sample Survey 
Organisation (NSSO) report that the 
percentage of literacy in these States 
registered a growth of between 10 per 
cent and 16 percent between 1993 and 
1997 is partially reassuring. However, it 
is to be seen in relation to the low 
historical* base of these states, which 
have non-literate populations that 
exceed the total populations of many 
countries 

There is no point lamenting that efforts 
under the TLG to spread mass literacy 
in educationally backward states have 
come unstuck. The model from Kerala, 
upscated by the Natibnal Literacy 
Mission (NLM) for its countrywide 
campaigns, evoked great hopes initially. 
It succeeded in a few districts due to 
enabling factors that were, basically 
local: When applied to the Hindi 
heartland, hdvfever, it had two major 
fellings: one. the absence of ppliticai and 
social organisational support, and two, 

; the poor track record of these states in 


universaflmng primary education. , 

in a bid to provide organisational 
support to the campaign, the TLG tried 
to create an attiance of volunteers-called 
ZWa Saksharia Samitis (ZSS) - centred 
around the District Gollector. Ghoosing 
the Collector as the focal point was 
partly a tactical move because in a 
fractious polity, the collector was 
perhaps the least controversial figure. 
There wasf inadequate appreciation of 
the (act that Keraia model had strong 
grassroots mobilisation, which stemmed 
from the involvement of Kerala Sastra 
Sahitya Parishad (KSSP) in the 
campaign. To find the equivalent of, the 
KSSP in the northern States was not an 
' easy task; besides, the collector-centric 
network had its own pitfalls. 

As early as 1994, the Committee 
chaired by former Planning Commission 
member Arun Ghosh set up by the NLM 
recommended a shift in the strategy for 
Iho difficult terrain of the Hindi heartland. 
A major recommendation of the 
comiT^ltee was to involve Panchayats 
and synergise universal primary 
education. Despite the coming into 
existence of a working Panchayati Raj 
system There were no changes in the 
model mainly because the NLM was 
either sold on its own hype about the 
status of the campaigrror it experienced 
plain method inertia. It is strange that 
the official approach has been to point 
out the exception to prove the rule: one 
or two districts in the North were cited 
as successful ones even though not 
much had happened in a large number 
ol districts. 

In most districts, the ZSS conceived 
ephemeral ‘mass mobilisation” 
sirntegies in the form of Jathas, which 
movod along village roads, 
j conrmunicating the message through 
song and dance, but never entering 
people's homes. Energies waned over 
time to years was tbo long a tim.efor a 
campaign to evolve. Some good 
happened but not enough. 

An opportunity to reengineer the 
campaign through Panchayati Raj in the 
norlherri states was missed in 19^-94. 
Tire campaign could have become 
viable if hundreds of thousands of 
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elected panchayat representatives rrutfiy 
of whom belong to the weaker sectiorai, 
had been involved in it. Each elec^ 
representative could have .taken 
responsibility for 20 or 30 noni-^Hterateti 
on an average. Organisationaf support 
could have been enlisted at the popular 
level. Oy nriaking the panchayHt 
leadership mere bystanders to a 
programme that hinges on popular 
mobilisation, their possible commitment 
was alienated instead. Another 
shortcoming was that the States did not 
give the TLC a local character and 
name. 

7 He centralised nature'of planning and 
operations alone cannot be for the 
pitfalls. At the national level, there was 
scepticism about how effective 
panchayats could be when in reality they 
were dependent on the State 
GovornmentS-The situation also varied 
from State to State. Instead of taking 
/charge of the strategies, the State 
governments seemed to abdicate the 
task ol thinking and leave it to the NLM. 
even though they were responsible for 
providing the support structure for 
primary oducation. 

State Autonomy 
Committee Report 

The report of the State Autonomy 
Cominitice (SAC), which was set up 
shortly alter the National Cenference, 
the ruling party in Jammu and Kashmir 
caino to power in September 19.96, 
premised to open a diaiogne on Jammu 
and Kashmir’s place in the Indian Union. 
In till? wake of Kargil crisis, the SAC 
report raises fundamental questions 
about litdia's policy on Jammu and 
Kashmir. What vision does India have 
ol the States futrure? 

The following is a summary of the 
recommeiulations of ' the State 
Autonomy Committee (SAC). 

The word "temporary" should be 
deleted liom the title of the Part XXI of 
the Constitution of India and also from 
the heading of Article 370, to be 
replaced in the latter case by the word 
“Special". The term exists because of a 
provision in Clause (3) of Article 370. 
authored when the Constituent 
Assernbly ol Jammu and Kashmir had 
not been convened. The changes would 
reflect the fact that Article 3/0 had been 
an integral special feature of the 
Constitution since November 1956. 
when the Jammu end Kashmir 


Constituent As^mbly ceased to exibt 

Fundamental .'Ftighls grdnled-to all 
citizens ot India by the Indian 
Constitution should not apply to the 
residents of Jammu and Kashmir. 
Instead, a separate chapter on 
fundamental rights should sub^uently 
be included in the J.|rimu and Kashmir 
Constitution, the State Constitution 
currently contains Directive Principles 
but no fundamental rights ; 

The Supreme Court's Jurisdictiqn over 
Jammu and Kashmir, currently identical 
to that o^all States in the Indian Union'; 
should be withdrawn. The SAC says that 
the present position CEume about 
because of pressures on the Constituent 
Assembly after 1953 and subsequent 
Constitubon orders. 

Elections to the StateUegislature 
should be held under Article 324 of the 
Constitution in the manner envisaged by 
the orders of 1950 and 1954. This would 
mqan that State laws would apply in the 
conduct of elections to the Jammu and 
Kashmir Assembly, as well as the 
administration of associated election 
processes, and further that the State 
election authorities, not the Election 
Commission of India would conduct 
these elections 

In accordance with the terms of the 
Instrument of Accession, Parliament's 
powers to legis&te in respect of Jammu 
and Kashmir should be restricted to 
Defence, External Affairs. 
Communications and related ancilliary 
subjects. Additional subjects of 
legislation from the Union, State and 
Concurrent Lists of the Seventh 
Schedule of the Constitution, which were 
added after 1950, should be removed. 

the declaration of a state of 
emergency would be subject to the 
concurrence of the State Government, 
which in turn will be contingent on 
approval by the State Assembly. If the 
Assembly does not accord its approval 
for the measure within two months, the 
proclamation of emergency shall stand 
revoked. 

The removal of a sitting judge of High 
Court tor proven miscondupt or 
incapacity would take place on the basis 
of proceedings in each House of the 
State Legislature, not in Parliament. 

The all-India Services, for example, 
the Indian Administrative Service and 
the Indian Police Service should no 
longer serve in Jammu and Kashmir. 

The powers of the Union Government 


to administer Scheduled Areas and the 
welfare of the SchedluM Tribes should 
revert fo the State Government. 

In t^7§, the State Legislature lost its 
powers to make changes to the Jammu 
and Kashmir Constitution in matters 
relating to the ^poihtment, powers and 
privileges of the Governor, as well as 
the control of elections by the Election 
Commission of India and related 
matters. These powers should be 
restored. 

Original provisions of tho Constitution 
of Jamtn^j and Kashmir including the 
nomenclature ot the head of .state and 
the mode of appointment of the head of 
state, which were amended in 1965 
should bo restored. The Chief Minister 
of Jammu and Kashmir,' for example, 
come to be known as ils Prime Ministbr 
or Wazif-o-Azam. 

Welfare Package for Kargil 
Heroes 

The Government announced a t 
package ol welfare measures Tor the 
next of kin ot defence personnel killed 
in action and those injured, providing for 
their cliildien's education, dwelling units 
and cx-gratia compensation of upto Rs 
5 lakh tor soldiers who suffer battle 
injuries. 

The [lackage formulated by defence 
minister George Fernandes was 
approved at a meeting Chaired by Prime 
Minister Atal Behari V/ajpayee. The 
measures were formulated after 
Government took note of inadequale 
provisions for welfare ot lamilies of 
defonco personnel killed or maimed in . 
a battle. 

The Government has decided that ail 
contribiilions made to the National 
Defence Fund and the services welfare 
fund,s would be earmarked for welfare 
of families ol armed forces personnel - 
killed in action and those injured in the 
batticiront, 

M was also decided to w/aive the 
present ceiling of Hs 10 lakh .as the total 
amount ot ex-gratia compensation 
received by the. next of kin from ail 
govermnont sources, including state 
govornmonls. This would benefit the war 
widows or the next of kin who were so 
far boiiig doprieved of a substantial 
portion of money given to them by state . 
governments.

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Sensitive Cargo for 
# Pakisfan 

Five days before the North Korean 
>^sse mv Ku Vol earn was to dock at 
Kandia, Russian intelligence authorities 
had alerted Indian officiats about the 
eensitIvB nariure of the cargo it canted. 
The ship was bound for Malta via 
Singapore, Kandia and Karachi. 

As soon as the ship docked at Kandia 
on June 18. ostensibly to offload 13,000 
tonnes of sugar meant for a private 
Indian trader, the Customs authority 
searched it. They faced resistance from 
the 44- member crew, and the initial 
search yielded nothing in criminating. It 
was then that Russian intelligence came 
with specific informsation about the 
location of the suspected cargo, it was 
hidden in the ship's belly. 

The cargo consisted of 148 boxes 
described as machinery and water¬ 
refining equipment. A team of senior 
Defence Research and Development 
Organisation (DROO) scientists, missile 
experts and military intelligence officers 
reached Kandia to examine the boxes, 
it turned out that the consignments were 
materials required for the production of 
tactical surface-to-surface missiles with 
a range of 300 km. They included fuel 
propulsion systems and hardware for the 
-j^briration and launching of the missiles. 
The cargo included ‘special material and 
equipment, components for guidance 
system, blueprints, drawings and 
instruction manuals for the production 
of such missiles." 

On interrogation, the crew admitted 
that the cargo was meant for a Pakistani 
public sector company engaged in a 
missile development programme for the 
Army. It was also ascertained that the 
address In MdHa, to which boxes were 
purportedly destined, was fictitious. 

It appears strange that a ship with' 
sensitive cargo bound for Pakistan, 
should dock at Indian port, especially 
when the two countries were engaged 
^ a conflict. Apparently neither the, 
Owner of the ship nor the key rriembers 
of the crew were aware of the real nature 
of the cargo. The commercial ve^l was 
on a routine run from Pyongyang to 


Malta, with slops at Kandia and Karachi, 
and was.dfoeen to carry the cargo in 
the beNef that it would iNit arouse wty 
suspicion. TIm plan was to’offload the 
cargo m the Mgh seas off Karachi, for 
whidx arrangements had been made. 

lnt^ligerK» sources believe that North 
Korea has been battering metals, 
misailftAornponenta and technologies in 
return for nuclear technologies and 
materials horn Pakistan. Initially North 
Korea supplied these components and 
technology in return for rice and sugar, 
which' Pakistan exported to that country 
in Match 1998. North Korea is learnt to 
have demanded hard currency 
paymenis for supply of sensitive missile 
equipment and technology. Pakistan, 
which faced a resource crunch, was 
unable to pay up. 

Pakistan pursues two parallel missile 
programmes - Qhauri, with liquid fuel 
technologies, and Shaheen, with part- 
liquid and part solid fuel technology. 
Ukraine and other members of the 
Commonwealth of Indepandent States 
have supplied dual-use metals and 
technology to Paldstan; However, after 
German police and federal investigators 
intercepted and seized sensitive cargo 
and fissUe materials bound for Pakisten 
through Bonn in 199f-W this route was 
not available and PakMan had to look 
elsewhere for its requirements. 

Ghauri is said to be a replica of North 
Korea's Nodong-I missile, which uses 
liquid fuel. Shaheen is to be based on 
the solid fuel technology of Teepodong 
missile system of North i^rea. North 
Korea was persuaded by the U.S. to 
abandon its nuclear programme in 
return for the supply of two research 
nuclear reactors meant for peaceful 
purposes. However, it is understood that 
North Korea has been clandestinely 
pursuing its nuclear weapons 
programme and scouting for technology 
and materials while Pakntan has been 
on the took out for metals for critical 
technological areas of military 
application. _ 

Unknown heroos of Bataiik 

Few people know their names or the 
fact that they wereresponsible tor saving 


the Bataiik heights from a potential 
rrHliiary disaster. But Tashi-Namgyal, 
MorupTsering and Ali Raza stanba, the 
three residents of GarMiun village, were 
the first to spot ttie Pakistani intrusion 
on May 3. There were vague references 
in the media to shepherds who informed 
the Army about an intrusion, but for 
some reason the military and 
bureaucratic establishment chose to 
black out their names and stories. 

Tire three shepherds were not present 
in Bataiik to share In the rejoicing over 
tlio triumph. Had the shepherds not seen 
and reported the Intrusion, vital weeks 
would have been lost and Pakistan 
would have been enabled to fortify 
further its position in the area. 

In tho first week of May, Namgyal and 
Tsering went to Ali Rcu»’s home in Judi 
village, which is located Just below Banjo 
iwights. They had planned to take their 
sheep to the high mountain nraadows 
logethef, a common practice in the 
Knrgii area. 

On the morning of Ms^ 3, Namgyal 
had moved up some 5 km. along Jubbar 
Lnngpa stream when he scanned the 
mountain through the pair of binoculars 
and saw groups of men in Pathan attire 
digging bunkers. Some were armed, 
although at that distance their precise 
numbers and equipments were 
impossible to detect. Namgyal promptly 
callod his friends back and they made 
tlioir way to a local detachment of the 3 
Punjab Regiment. It appears that initially 
the officials did not take Namgyal's 
accourit quite seriously. The first patrol 
to go out on May 6, a lightly armed group 
of eight, lost one soldier in an ambush 
alioad of Yaldor. Soldiers of a second 
patrol sent out the next day were injured, 
and on May 9. a third patrol was 
ambushed. Tashi and other shepherds 
had set up a trap, but this bizarre 
reaction soon gave way to a realisation 
of the grim realities that had arriived on 
tho Bataiik mountains.

Again,,in the summer of liW, 
Namgyal and his friends Afzai ]|Rd 
Tsering Norphel encountered thV* 
armed men at a sheep hut abdye 
Qarkhun. The rnen offered to buy- a 
watch, probably a move to procure an 
InckarHnade instnsnent in or^ to prove 
to their handiers across the border that 
they had indeed crossed over. Namgyal 
refused to comply, coming up with ^ 
ingenuous fib that the army kepi an 
inventory of all their possessions. 

Local officers responded with some 
concern. There was a Major VOsudevan 
from Keraia and Subedar Rawat who 
were particularly helpful at the time.”, 
recalls T sering Sumphe, a govsrmment 
employed junior engineer in Kargil, who 
Is a friMd ^ Namgyal and is familiar with 
the Garkhun area. Three Ladakh scouts 
troopers were posted in disguise with 
the villagers at the sheep hut in 1998, 
but they encountered nothing that 
appears to have acted as a disincentive 
to further surveillance, despite the 
apprehensions of ground-level Army 
personnel in September 1998, troops 
began to move d<Wn the mountains with 
the villagers. Just a few posts rsmatned. 
Until Namgyal went up the mountains 
again, thers was no one to keep a watch 
in movements across LoC. 

in a context where relations between 
civilians and military have on occalions 
been less than cordial, with porters 
complaining of occasional abuse and 
villa^rs of collective suspicion and high 
handednoss, Namgyafs story iHustrates 
the fact ihat the best guardians of the 
border are its people. 


Spotlight on Siachen 

Pakistan Foreign Minister Sartaj Aziz 
who accompanied Nawaz Sharif for talks 
With British Prime Minister Tony Blair, 
told reporters ; Pakistan has agreed to 
request end appeal to the freedom 
fighters to withdraw from Kargil if Indie 
also agrees to vacate the areas it 
occupied on the LoC after signify of the 
Simla agreement.” ' 

Indian officials quickly rejected the 
linkage between the fighting in Kargil 
and Siachen or the Kashmit issue. In 
response to the statement by Aziz, In 
External Affairs,Ministry spokesman

The Siachen dispute beetma a mi^or 
bilaeral iMue in 1984, when the Indian 
Army alT'lifled mountain-trained forcw 
to positions overlooking key passes in 
the Seltoro range, a spur of the 
Karekaram mountains that flankeclthe ^ 
glacier's soutbsm rim. The unexpected 
Indian action saw the start of a costly 
high-altitude military struggle for 
suprerrmcy. ' 

Indian aitd Pakistani troops confronted 
each other at elevations higher than 
8000 metres above sea level. The area 
contested is a desolate stretch of about 
2,500. sq km situated irnmediately south 
of the Chinese border. The United 
Natlofls supervised ceasefire liiie <CFL) 
of 1949 extended from the intemalional 
border between India and Pakistan near 
Chhamb In Jammu and Kashmir in a 
. rough arc that ran neariy 800 km north 
and then northeastwards to a point, NJ 
9842, nearly 20 km north of the Shyok 
river In Chuiung group of mountains of 
the Saltoro range. Since the territory 
beyond this point witnessed no military 
activity and appeared inaccessible, no 
attem^ was made at the time to extend 
the CFL beyond NJ 9842 to the Chin^ 
border. Atleast 65 krn stretch was left 
urKfeiinaated. 

The 1949 Karachi Agreement between 
the two countries contained a 
generalised statement which said that 
the CFL ‘moved thence north to frte , 
glaciers.”' India has used this line to 
justify its claim that most of the Siachen 
glacier is unambiguously and lawfully 
part of its territory. Pakistan rejected this 
interpretation and insisted that the. 
delimitation agreement of 1949 
contained no reference to the CFL 
beyond NJ 9842. 

New Delhi has denied friat induction 
of troopakrto Siachen glacier has in any 
way violated the Simla agreement of 
1972.. In the few months after the fndian 
Army from the commanding hei{^ it 
had captured, but after sometirrie the 
Pakistan Army was reconciled to a 
strategy of containment as it operated 
from lower heights. '

in 1989 the two countries seemed to 
be in agreement on working towanfe a 
comprehensive settlement by 
redeploying forces to reduce the 
chancesof a conflict at Siachen.

Siachen figured prominently in the 
December 1998 bilateral talks in Delhi. 
Pakistani officiats insisted that both 
countries had agreed in 1989 to 
redeploy troops to positions held in 
1984. They claimed that inoBa had again 
made a commitment to redeploy troopS 
during the bitaterel talks in 19% and that 
the redeployment was to be monitored 
using helicopters. The Indian position 
was that Pakistan’s demand that Indian 
troops withdrew to the 1984 positions 
was ‘\jntenable.’ Indian officials said that 
Indian troops were now in control of not 
only Siachen but also of higher ground 
in the Saitbro range. The Indian offer of 
a ceasefire in Siachen was also not 
accepted by Pakistan. Pakistan was 
ready to consider ceasefire proposal if 
it was to be monitored by a third party. 
New Delhi's stand has been that any 
third party involvement would lead fo' 
Internationalising” the issue. 


South Korea’s Economic 
recovery ' 

In the last week of November 1997, 
news broke in the world media that foe 
Republic of Iforea (South Korea) had 
approached foe International Monetary 
crisis and a possible debt riefault. By 
then the usable foreign exchange 
reserves of foe country had come down 
to $7 billiiH) to 6 billion, although official 
statistics still showed the foreign 
exchange reserves to be $24 billion. 
Most of tliis amount had been given by 
the central bank fo the domestic banks 
to support the pperetions of their 
branches overseas. The usable foreign 
.exchange, reserves were down to a 
value of about two week's irnpoiis.

South Korea’s disable 
foreign exchange reserves had risen to 
$56 billion,' and a severe economic. 
downturn in 1998 had been converted 
into an expected rate of growth 2*4 per 
cent this year. South Korea has been the 
first of the east Asian and South-East 
Asian countries to emerge out of 
economic crisis that broke out in tile 
wake of Thailands's forced devaluation 
|i‘-l its currency in July 1997. Thereby it 
has confounded both the critics and- 
.<;itpporters of the IMF’s package of 
policies, and the critics of irremediable 
structural faults from which South Korea 
was supposed to suffer.. 

This doesriot mean that South Korea 
will necessarily be able to resume the 
high-groyWh path trajectory which it had 
recorded for almost 30 years before the 
riownturn of 1997, it will be able to get 
rid anytime soon of the enormous 
increase in unemployment •that, hap 
acomparried the structural adjustment 
programme. In the boorh years between 
1990 and 1995, South Korea had 
attained vfrtual fcjll employment (the rate 
of unemployment was 2 'pat cent in 
1995) and there were estimated 
1.68,000 (egal and illegal immigrarits in 
the. country by the second quarter of 
1996.^ By May 1999, the pffidal rate of 
unemployment was 8 per cent and if we. 
tnko into;account the disappointed' who 
irrid given up^looking.for jobs,,the rate 
goes up to 19 pgr cent. 

Much of th^t uoempioynier)t is 
structural, in the sense tha) the 
unemployed are ' mostly . easily 
rctren^able temple labour or low-sKiRed 
rhde labour. This labour is unlikely to liod' 
.jobs easily oven-when growth is 
resumed, since many of (he iow-sklll 
jobs or ‘jobs fit for women’'under this 
South Korean patriarchy' will be 
reorganised opt'of thO system in the 
current process of restructuring.

With alt these problems characteristic 
of a full-fledged oapitaiiat economy the 
protection offered by a welfare state 
apparatus, South Korea's speed of 
recovey still remains impressive - almost, 
unique in the contemporary world.

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UN Report on 
Economic Growth 

According to a recent United Nations 
Report (June 30), India’s strong 
economic growth is expected to continue, 
while that of Pakistan and China to 
decelerate in the current year. India's 
Gross Domestic Product (GNP) or total 
output is expected to grow at 6% in 1999, 
up from 5.6% last year- and 5.1% in the 
previous year to that, Pakistan and China 
ore expected to witness a deceleration 
in GNP, the report says. 

Pakistan's GOP growth is expected to 
decelerate from 4 9% in 1998 to 4.5% 
this year, the report says adding the 
country registered a growth of 5.2% in 
1990 and 1.3% in 1997. Though China's 
GDP growth is expected to fall to 7.5% 
in the current year from 7.8?/i> in 1998 and 
8 .8% in 1997, it will continue to have the 
highest growth among the world's major 
developing nations, the report says. 

Referring to the South Asian 
developing countries the report says, 
“though these countries have begun to 
recover from thier financial crisis, none 
cl them is likely to return in the near future 
to the high growth rates achieved before 
the crisis." 

Indonesia has made a remarkable 
recovery from the negative growth of 
13.1 % in 1998 and is expected to record 
a negative growth rate of 2.5%, as per 
the forecast. Brazil and Iran are also 
projected to have a negative growth rate 
of 2.5% in 1999. Other countries 
projected to have a negative growth rate 
a're Argentina (“1.6%), Colombia (- 
0.34%) and Saudi Arabia (-2.25%). 

African developing countries are 
expected to grow 3% on an average but 
because of growth in population, 
suhstanlial gains in per capita are 
unlikely; the report points. In the 
Caribbean arrd Central America, several 
countries have to overcome the damages 
inflicted by El-Nino and severe 
hurricanes in 1998, it says. Latin America 


as a whole is experiencing recession 
this year following adjustment 
measures in Brazil and other countries, 
accordiang to the report.

large projects. 

• Stating that there were “no signs of 
recovery* apparent from the current 
trend, CMIE said that the low investment, 
flow had mostly affected the 
manufacturing sector. The sector 
witnessed an “alarming" decline of

Growth Rate Revised 
to 6% 

The Indian economy has shown an 
impressive 8.4% growth during January- 
March, 1999 over the same period of 

1998, according to .the Central Statistical 
Organisation (CSO) advanced 
estimates for the fourth quarter of 1998- 
99 which was released on June 30, 

1999. The Government on June 30 
revised the gross domestic product 
(GDP) growth rate' for 1998-99 upward 
to 6 % from 5.8% estimated earlier, on 
account of record foodgrain production. 

Even though the last quarter growth 
signals economic momentum. CSO did 
not make any projections on the growth 
prospects. Union Finance* Minister 
Mr.Sinha has, however, pointed to what 
he called, “ ’tender signs of revival” 
already noticeable in the economy and 
has confidentrly predicted th.at 1999- 
2000 will be “a very good year” wHh a 
robust 7.8 per cent growth. ;

RBI Study on NPAs 

The Reserve Bank of India (RBI) has 
suggested in its study on non¬ 
performing assets (NPAs) of the banking 
industry that banks should act as 
counsellors to corporate borrowers and 
advise them on when to exit a busniness 
and how to better manage their portfolio. 

" Bank should start playing the role of 
friend, philosopher and guide by 
connselling corporate borrowers to sell 
off assets not necessary for their core 
area of production or competence." the 
study said commenting on the huge 
NPAs. base of more than R's.45,000 
-'.rore incurred by domestic banks. 

According to an RBI bulletin, the apex 
bank has observed that elimination of 
NPAs by banks is not possible "since 
credit risk is by far the major risk the 
banks take in their working." The 
efficiency of a bank, the central banking 
anthority said in its conclusions, 
'depended on its ability of judicious risk 
taking, effective, protfolio monitoring, 
identifynig potential non-performance 
early and expeditious remedies and' 
foreclosure to minimise NPA, and 
ensuring that the effect on its financials 
is minimum. 

Taking bad debts was necessary, the 
RBI study said, " particularly in the 
contents of the opening up of the 
economy and the major Indian banks 
starting to look for overseas expansion."

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Hindustan Lever that have indicated 
their iriterest in MFIL are being asked to 
submitbids. 

According to Mr.Narayan ^the 
Govenmeni must function as a veryturei 
capitalist by supporting and sharing 
risks of new cornpanios.'Similarly, the 
Government should €»(it as soon as the 
enterprises is established. The ID 
Secretary fell that there is need for a 
detailed case-by-case examination of 
every PSU with the airhs of examining 
Whether a Government presence in that 
enterprise is needed or not. He 
maintained that the approach to 
privatisation should bot be selling of 
compaines simply to raise revenue but 
to genuinely remove areas from the 
purview of the Government enterprises 
in which their presence was no longer 
needed. There are sectdrs in which 
private sector does not want ot enter due 
td non -surity of profits. Thus, the 
Government will have to be in those 
sectors until such surity emerges. ’ 

The Director-General of the National 
Council of Applied Economic Research 
(NCAER) Dr.Rakesh Mohan, said it was 
time for the Goverriment to go in for a 
comprehensive privatisation programme 
covering ail public enterprises. The 
worsening fiscal situation wps making it 
more difficult for the Government to 
finance PSEs-budgetary support fell to 
3% iri 1998-99. Besides, major reform 
and corporatisation of a large part of the 
public sector would be required in order 
for the public sector to compete 
successfully in this era of globalisation 
and liberalisation. This would require 
complete autonomy, difficult under 
Government control and not desirable 
either as public funds would be involved, 
he argued. Thus, he suggested the 
Qovenoient should undertake large 
scale privatisation and adopt the role of 
a venture capitalist when setting up new

Poultry Sector Looking 
Upward 

At 30 billion eggs and 350 million 
boilers annually, India’s poultry sector 
has in the recent years emerged as one

an' anriual growth rate of about 2Qr pier 
cent. Most favourable agro-climatic . 
Conditions, a strong production base,' 
less cost of manpower, has eriabted the 
country become the Sih 1arg.est egg 
producer and 22nd largest boiler: 
producer in the world. 

Well'developed in organised sector, 
the Rs.65 billion mega poultry industry 
.is eyeing a major slice of the 
international market aiming to contribute 
10 per cent in the country’s GDP from 
its present S per cent.Today, a network, 
of over 600 hatcheges, 130 feed mHls, 
veterinary pharmaceuticals and number 
of equipmervt manufacturers has made 
pourtry a dynamic agri-business. 
However, industry professionals 
maintain- that the sector is still in its 
nascent stage anrd there is great scope 
ter expansion. 

Despite being self-sufficient in atl 
fields of poultry, industry including R & 
D, annual per capita availability of eggs 
is just 37 as compared to 150-250 in 
other dovefoped countries. The situation 
is worse for poultry meat-550 grams per 
person annually compared to 15f<g per 
person in most of the developed 
countriqp. 

■ Experts set export targets at Rs.2 
billion in the next five years from last 
years Rs.888 million. India'produce^e 
first hybrid chick in the commercjal; 
sector as many as 37 years ago and 
despite having gone for bulk production 
of poultry feed and veterinary 
medicines, the sector still has miles to 
go. 

Industrial or organised sector 
contributes just over 60 per. cent in the 
total production while 40 per cent comes 
from the unorganised sector mainly in 
rural areas. A major breakthrough can 
be. achieved by roping in the 
unorganised sector. The sector has 
poterttial of multiplying employment oy 
four-told. The need of-the hour is to 
adopt the do global and act local' 
strategy that would open new avenues 
in the exports and domestic market. 

LPG-run Vehicles’Pilot 
Project 

The Karnataka State Pollution 
Control board will examine the possibilty 
of inducting only IPG- convoflod. 
vehicles in certain areas of Bangalore* 
on an experirhontal basis as a pilot 
project to bring down pollution level in 



the city. The experiment would*- 
determine environmental vie^jiHity of the 
LPG converted vehicles in the State and 
perhaps would stand out as an Ideal test 
case for other mega ctties in the country. 

When the environmental viability of 
this project is established other States 
as well as the centre might move in the 
same direction. But the major problem 
will be posed by the short-supply of the 
LPG which is today insufficient for the 
cooking purpose. The Government will 
have to step up the production of LPG. 

Balance of Payments 
Drops 

India's overall balance of payments 
(BoP) possition declined slightly in 1798- 
99 as compared to the previous year. 
The negative current account balance 
came down to $ 4.038 billion (net) from 
$ 5.500 billion in the previous year, 
according to the figures available from 
the RBI July Bulletin. Major indicators 
are given below:- 

• The merchandise trade balance 
improved to (-) $ 13.240 billion from {-) 
$ 15.507 billion in 1997-98 because of 
a slower growth in imports. But the other 
component under current account 
around head-invisibles, comprising 
services, transfer and investment 
income-deteriorated by % 800 million to 
$ 9.208 billion from % 10.007 billion in 
1997-98 

• There was a deterioratioh in the 
capital account by more thiin a billion 
dollars at % 8.565 billion last year 
against $ 9.844 billion in 1997-98. This 
is in spite of the proceeds from the 
Resurgent India Bonds (RIB) for over $ 
4 billion. 

• Net foreign investments declined 
by S 3 billion to $ 2.312 billion. Net FDi 
were lower at $ 2.480 billion against $ 
3.562 billion and jjortfolio investments 
were a negative $ 68 million against a 
positive $ 1.858 billion in 1997-98.There 
was a net accretion of over $ 3 billion 
under this head in 1996 97. 

• Loan receipts (net) in 1998-99 were 
lower at $ 4.418 billion against $ 4..79g 
billion in 1997 98. 

• Errors and omissions accounted for 
a negative S 305 million agaisnt a 
positive $ 167 million in the previous 
year 

• Thus, the overall balance stood 
slightly lower at $ 4.222 billion in 1998- 
99 against $ 4.511 billion in the previous 
year.

Human Development 
Report -1999 

This year’s Human Development 
Report (HDR) has tried to put human 
concerns at the centre of the 
globalisation debate to end the 
polariasation. Emphasising the pointthe 
report contends that unless the wies of 
globalisation are rewritten to make it 
work for people and not just for profits, 
the chasm .between the connected and 
the unconnected will only widen. The 
^port is brought out by the United 
Nations Development Programme 
(UNDP) every year since 199QiWhich 
ranks 174 countries on the of 
measuring human developli»^')6y 


and countries benefitting from the 
system and those as were passive 
recipients of its effects. This year’s report 
was lannched globally on July 12. 

Focussing on the human concerns 
the report points out that yet. the 
“shrinking space, shrinking lime and 
disappearing borders” theory has failed 
to consolidate rather, the process 
continues to be dominated by a purely 
market-driven integration, where only 
flow of money and commodities matter 
more in global economy. As a. result, 
“care”- the Invisible heart of human 
development-stands threatened todays 
with globalisation putting a squeeze on 
case and caring labour. The report 
warns how the competitive global market 
puts pressure on time, resources and 
incentives for caring labour, without 
which individuals do not flourish and 
social cohesion can breakdown. Since 
competitive markets are the best 
guarantee of efficient production and not 
hurrian development, human elementr 
are always left out of the narrow, 
financiatty-besed viw of globalisation, 
the report remarks. 

The report says that breakthroughs- 
in technoiogy such as Internet-can open 
test track to knowledge-based growth in 
rich and poor countries alike, but at 
present b^fit the relatively well-off and 
educated. Statistics indicate that 88% 
of the Internet users live in industrialised 


against malaria or drought resistant 
crops for marginal land. Even as 
communication, transportation and 
technology are driving global economy 
expansion^ headway on poverty is not 
keeping pace. 

The reporat highlights 'glaring 
disparities' in these words- one fifth of 
the world's people living in the highest 
income countries has 86% of world 
Gross Domestic Product, 82% of wofid 
export market, 68% of Foreign Direct 
Investment and 74% of telephone linos 
wherdas the bottom fifth In the poorest 
countries-has about 1% in each 
category. The report argues that 
inequitable effects of globalisation driven 
by markets and profit are “far wider and 
deeper, touching all aspects of human 
life." . 

Stressing the need for bringing 
human development and social 
protection into the equation, the report 
takes note of India charting a “fresh 
course by adopting new economic 
policies and an open trade approach” 
but warns against a unilateral flow of 
cultural products from rich countries, to 
the poor. Referring to the preparation of 
state NDRs by Madhya Pardesh and 
Karnataka with Gujarat and Rajasthan 
to follow suit, the UNDP Resident 
Representative in India Ms. Brenda Gac'l 
M.Sweeney landed the fact that social 
services were now accounting for a 
better share of an investment in these 
States.

India is totally 
out .of the latter crisis though the 
sanctions stand firmly even now, we 
rruist take stock of the state of the Indian 
economy at this crucial juncture when 
several sysmptoms are knocking our 
doorS'Sensex crossing new peaks; 
booing' agricultural growth; 
manufacturning sector touching a 
healthygrowth. rate; cement, 
autorhobiles, paper, steel and other 
picking up; downsiiding inflation; falling 
gold prices being the Important ones. 

The sensex 

The Bombay Stock Exchange 
sensitive index (Sensex) has been rising 
since mid>April this year. In July, the 
index started to touch new peaks. By 
mid‘July the index was in a buoyant 
nrood. On July 14, it crossed the all-time 
high mark when the Sensex.was playing 
over the 4800-point mark in the intra¬ 
day trading. However, the index closed 
at 4,710 points at ftie end of the trading 
that day which, was also an all-time high 
mark. It is kndwn that when ttiere was a 
clear sign of Indian triumph on the Kargil 
issue, the sensex has zoomed by 223 
points in a single day development. At 
present the index has came down below 
4700 mark but it is trying to stabilise well 
over the 4600 mark. This is not a less 
important feet concerning the stock 
market as India has a defeated care 
taker Government at its Centre and 
there is a forecasted and almost 
inevitable hung-Parliament in store 
when the country goes for the getieral 
elections starling in September. The .US 
sanctions must not be forgotten for that 
purpose. These three factors were 
aggravated when we had a crisis in 
Kargil. The market did put everything 
aside and went, (or increased 
purchasing everyday. This has been a 


very good sigt} for Jhe Indian capital 
market. 

It is Mfelh kriown that since the 1097- 
98 fiscal, Indian capital market has been 
reeling due to lower activities in the stock 
nriarket. We had been facing a situation 
of lack of confidence and Interst in the. 
stock market among retail and the 
institutional inw3Stors.*both. But by the 
April-mid, foreign institutional investors 
(Fils) started their purchasing which had 
a positive effect on the Sensex. This 
process continued till July. And when 
there looked a clear diplomatic and 
physical Indian victory on the Kargil 
issue, these investors did show emphatic 
confidence in the Indian Capital Market. 

BUt why these investors have been on 
a purchasing spree in the Indian market? 
Basically, investors have fetched heavy 
incomes from the booming US stock 
market. But these profits do not have 
many better places for their investmerit. 
The average per share profit in India, is 
far better than any other stock markets 
around i.e.Indonesia, S.Korea, Thailand 
and even China. Anyway, investments by 
the Fils have boosted the confidence in 
the economy. However, the domestic 
institution and retail investors have not 
shown an equitable confidence and 
interest ir\ the stocks. 

If we analyse the details of the 
purchased shares,, these belong to 
pharmaceutical,, steel, software, 
fconsumer products, cement, etc. It 
means that these investors must have 
concluded a pick-up in the consumers 
demand in the coming months. We are 
to see this demand pick, up and have 
been wailing for it to happen since the 
1997-98 financial year precisely. , ^ 

The iniFlation 

The rate of inflation plays a very vital 
and deciding role in developed and 
developing economies, alike. But a 
healt; '/ inflation is seriously detrimental 
to grov/th and development if the 
economy is a developing one. As per the 
government and econimists the best 
inflation for Indian economy is 
considered to be between 4.fo 5 percent 
(WPI-based). Any cross-overs to these 
limits a%ct the development prospects 
of the economy. 

For the last few .weeks, inflation has 
been showing a downward-tendency. On 


June:id (w^eixi}, the annual infidtion' 
stood at 243% oh the basis of. the 
whotesaia pliee indek (WFf). ( the 
government efeneiders Otis ihfiation fer 
the macro analysis while ooitsumer 
price Index (CP))-basBd mflhtion is 
taken into,.aceount for iTticro.purpbses). 
This was its lowest level in the last 14 
years. On the coming weekened 
i.e.June 26,1999,.the Inflatjon further 
dropped and stood at 2.03%.This is the 
lowest rate of Inflation in. the last two 
decades. It fell down to 1.83% on July 
3(weekend) to a record low. This trend 
does ndl indicate good symptom and 
foretells a slowdown (further) in the 
economic activities. 

Indian 'economy had witnessed 1ft 
below healthy level inflation in 1997-98 
when it remained stuck near 3 percent 
for many week. And ultimalely ft had not 
only damaged the consumer's demand 
but had marred the investment 
praspects, too. The present government 
had tried many instruments to boost the 
demand and the investment. Income of 
general consumer was boosted by 
many modes pay hike (Fifth Pay 
Commission), income tax cut. 
corporation tax cut, etc. Custom duties 
were cut and the interest rate on 
borrowings were cut down, too. But the 
extra money which was flowed into the 
economy neither accelerated 
purenasihg nor investment. But wher* 
did the moiiey go ? Naturally, this money 
was heavily saved and the rnoney 
supply (Mj) growth rate stood at 16.5 
per cent at the end of the 1997-98: fi^al. 
The government had targeted a 16-15.5 
per cent M3 growth rate (br the year at 
S per cent Irtfration and .6 per cent 
growth in the GDP. But neither the 
inflation maintained intseif at 5 per cent 
nor the GDP growth could sustian the 6 
percent level. There was an all rourvl 
slowdown in the edonomic. adtivities. 
This was compunded by the South East 
Asian economic , cdsis and a general 
slowdown in the world econorny 

Lower inflatioii affei^ eppnbrr^ in a 
two-prong^ way. iRfstly, ife downward 
tendency fftikes coiisuirhers to wait fi^ 
a more lower Inflation ;to go fw 
purchasing. And thus, inflation gq^ oh 
falling because consumem i^art waiting 
and suspend preeant. purchasing■ 
Secondly, this affects investmerft in on- 
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goin^ and riaw projects. Even if the 
interest rates on borroyvings had been 
cut down by the government in 1997>. 
98, The real cost Of borrowing remained 
higher due to lower inflation. Inflation 
was ho rrtore giving incentives to the 
investors. 

As present the inflation has fallen to a 
new dangerous level and this seeks 

omediate and serious governmental 
(ttentipn. The lower inflation is 
generated by a strong supply-side 
compunded by surplus in the primary 
food articles and a subsiding demand 
in the market. _ 

Booming Agriculture 

Agriculture year 1998-99 is coming out 
to be a bumper crop Year. As per the 
recent estimates of the Union 
Agriculture Ministry, the total foodgrain 
production has tonched the 203 million 
tonnes mark. The eralierestimation was 
195 million tounes for the foodgrain. 
Other agricultural products have also 
given very encouraging indications as 
DPf the official data. In this way the 
Agricultural growth rate for the year has 
reached a higher level of 7:6.% irr place 
ot a earlier forecast of 5.3%. In totatity, 
the year has come out to be a bumper 
agricultural year for India. Due to 
consistent supply of primary food 
articles in the market, the wholesale 
price index-based inflation fell down to 
1.83% at the July 3 weekend. This is the 
lowest inflation India had witnessed ever. 
As per experts, though the lower rate of 
inflation is compounded by a lower-level 
of demands in the economy too, this is 
a result of strong supply-side effect of 
primary food articles mainly. 

The higher growth rate of the 
jbriculture sector means a higher 
ncomo .among the rural masses. Tins 
foretells a higher purchasing by the 
general consumers. The effects' of a 
higher income has already started to 
pick-up the dispatches ot two-wheelers, 
cement, steel, automobiles and 
manufactured goods. The industry has 
already started to increase its production 
level in the presumption of a higher 
purchases by the general consumers in 
the country. 

Here it is necessary to note that 
whenever there had been a bumper crop 
year the'industiral sector had been doing 
well in the country. Without the help of 
the agriculture sector India has never 
witnessed a good or'higher GDP growth 
rate.The recent data for the January- 

f aroh (1998-99) period reieased by the 
enfral Statistical Organisation (CSO) 
estimate a 8.4.$ GOP growth, rate for the 
period. The unprecedented rise in the 
GOP growth rate was due to the higher

^ricultutel growth (foodgrain) rate only, 
this is why the GDP growth rate for 
1998-99 financial year has been revised 
to 6% from.the last forcast of 5.8%. In 
this way the good effect of a bumper crop 
in all set to energise ^ reeling industrial 
demands in future. ‘ 

We know that almost 64% of the 
Indian population is depended upon 
agriculture sector for its livelihood. 
There is every logic that a good 
agriculture year will boost the incomes 
of a vast nurriber of consumers. And 
fliis ultimately increases the demand 
of general industrial products. There 
was a pick-up iri the demand of 
manufacturing goods which was 
supposed to be due to a pick-up in the 
exports. But exports have now 
considered , this happening due to a 
domestic demand pick-up because the 
vast rural mass has become a bit 
richer. _|_ 

The fndustriat Scenario 

The CSO has already released the 
data concerning the industrial 
production till May 1999. If we look at 
these data wo will be in position of 
saying that the sector is recovering from 
its gloomy performances for the last two 
fiscals. The index of industrial production 
(IIP) has zoomed to 6.3% in the above 
given twd months which stood at 4.2% 
in the corresponding period of the 1998- 
99 fiscal year. 

May,1999 has been a very good month 
concerning the growth rate of the 
manufacturing sector which touched a 
8.4% high pushing the industrial growth 
to 7.3% for the month. The pick up is 
clearly evident by the capital goods and 
consumer goods sectors which have 
attained appreciating growth rates in the 
first two months of the current financial 
year which are 15.4% and 18.9% 
respectively (they were 8.8% and 4.7% 
respectively in the corresponding period 
last year). Though basic industries have 
not fared well, a late pick-up is 
forecasted. There has been a 2.2% 
growth in the sector during April-May 
1998 which was 3.2% m the 
corresponding months of the last year. 

India had witnessed a major dovimfatl 
in its industrial production in the last 
three years. In 1995-96 the industrial 
growth rate stood at 12.1% which fell to 
7.1% in the following year. In 1997-98 
the growth rate of industrial sector again 
felt to 5.1% which was at 4.7% in the 
following years. The major downturn was 
«seen due to a subdued production 
growth of the manufacturing sector 
which carries over 79% weight in the 
present index qf industrial production 
(IIP). The recent upsurge in the 


manufacturing sector has alone been 
responsible to boost the industrial 
growth rate to 7.3% in May 1999 when 
It stood at fi.4% 

The industry hopes a pick up in the 
demands of the industrial goods as 
cement, steel, paper, automobiles have 
been able to increase their despatches 
in the first two months of the current 
fiscal year, _' 

Subdued Gold Demand 

India has been the largest consumer 
of gold in the world. More than 22% of 
the total household gold ot the world is 
today lying with Indian household which 
comes to be more than 28,000 tonnes. 
In 1998-99 the total gold consumption 
of India stood at 815 tonnes which is 
more than the total family gold reserves 
of Britain by 100 tonnes. Recently, Bank 
of England has mooted a programme 
of gold auction to the tunc of 400 tonnes 
in the coming four years of wliich 25 
tonnes of the first lot had already been 
sold on July 6, 1999. This action had a - 
effect on the world gold prices which foil 
to $256 per once on July 7, lowest after 
1979. This was a suitable time Indian 
households went for a purchasing spree 
for the yellow metal as there was a Rs.70 
fall on per ten grams in Mumbai. But no 
speh activites were felt in the Indian 
bullion market. As per the survey of the 
sector, people are not showing 
increased interest in buying gold or 
ornaments. Many countries are 
presently planning to auction their family 
gold reserves to convert them into 
precious forex. Iridian consumers have 
stopped their ornaments purchasing. 
They might be doing so in a presumption 
of Indian government goirig the same 
way in near future as the American 
sanctions is making it harder tor the 
country to pay its external commitments. 

Anyway, we are having a lesser activity 
in gold purchasihg. Due to bumper crop, 
the rural sector is having a good time.This 
sector goes for a heavy demand of gold. 

If they don't go for this, their money has to 
turn towards consumer market. It nioans 
that a subdued gold purchasing will have 
as increased purchasing of manufactured 
goods which will ultimately increase the 
industrial production. 

In this way India may hope an 
economic revival in the current financial 
year. The only fear one has, is that the 
consumer must not move towards 
saving their money again which 
ultimately goes on to increase the 
money supply growth rate. The 
Government should take care that the 
consumer goes for purchasing so that 
demands could pick up. •••

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A NUTSHELL 


FUNCTIONS OF AN 
ECONOMY 

Aii 'arouhd us, we see factories,, 
mines, offices, farmes, roads, railways, 
cinenria houses etc. These units enable 
peopel to earn an income and at the 
same time help to produce goods 
and services which people require 
for use. All these institutions and 
organisations may be collectively 
called an economy. An economy, 
therefore, consists of all the sources 
of employment and production such 
as farms, factories workshops, mines 
etc. An economy is a system which 
provides people with the means 
tc work and earn a living. The Indian 
economy, for instances,consists of 
all sources of production in 
agriculture, industry, transport and 
communication, banking etc. 

The Vital Functions of 
an Economy 

Feeding, digestion and growth are 
known as the vital processes, which 
are production, consumption and 
growth. All economies perform these 
three basic functions though they differ 
with regard to the volume of 
production and consumption and the 
rate of growth. 

Production of Goods and 
Services : The first vital function 
of an economy is production, 
which takes place continuously. 
Different varieties of food and 
clothing, of entertainment and 
amusement, radios, cinemas etc. 
are produced by the economy. 
Production consists of final 
consumption and so on. According 
to economists, production is not 
complete unless the product is 
taken to the hands of the 
consumer, , and apcordingty, 
production embraces trade too. 
The process, of production' 
continues till the product reaches 
the hands, of the consumers. 


' Tiie term 'production” is a broad one 
and it includes various kinds of 
production. Production may take tHi» 
form of transformation of one product 
into another that Is, from a commodity 
with lower utility to another Commodity 
which baa higher utility e.g., the 
production of a table from wood. Here 
production actually stands for 
manufacturing in primary production, 
i.e. in agriculture and mining, the farmer 
does not produces wheat; the miner 
does not make coal. Man co-operates 
with nature and extracts them. Extmction 
is also prodix;tion, production also takes 
place when a commodity is shifted from 
one place to another-from the region 
in which the commodity has tower utility 
to another region where it has higher 
utility. Transportation is also a means 
of production. Finally, production also 
takes place when a commodity is 
stored over a time, from a period when 
a good is not so much wanted to 
another period ’When it is wanted more., 
These three different types of 
production are generally known as 
the creation of form utility, place utility 
and time utility. In ordinary, language, 
production rdters onty to the first and 
the term ‘trade’ or ‘commerce’ is used 
for the last two,. In Economics, all 
the three are collectively called 
production. The farmers, the 
manufacturer, the trader, the banker- 
all aro producers. 

The modern economy is a money 
economy and accordingly, ail these 
goods and services which do not 
command a money value may be 
excluded from production, ^en though 
they may be quite important from the 
point of view of Welfare of the 
community. A good example is the 
service provided by women in their 
own houses. In the form of household 
work ; their labour is productive but 
it is not paid for and hence does rfot 
become part of productions but the 
services of a housewife will be 
excluded. 


Consumptioil of Goode and 
Servteaa : Production of goods and 
services has no meaning unless it is 
to satisfy human wants. Hence 
consumption, the act of satisfying one’s 
wants is the second vital process of 
the economy. Consumption implies the 
using up of materia) goods and of 
immaterial services. 

Consumption may be of different 
types. There are many goods which 
are used up or destroyed when they 
are consumed. A good example is food. 
There are some goods and services 
which are produced and cosnumed 
simultaneously, as for example, the 
services of doctors, waiters etc. But 
in many cases, there are a number 
of stages between production and 
consumption, in the, case of many 
finisned manufactured articles, say a 
cotton shht, a number of intermediate 
manufacturing processes may be 
involved as for instance, the raw. material 
stage semi-finished stage, the 
wholesale stage and the retail stage. 
The goods which are in the intermediate 
stage are known as investment goods. 
There are some goods which are not 
“consumed away* but continue to 
provide services for a long period, 
that is, as long as they are available. 
There are durable consumers goods 
“long- lived goods* such as cars, 
referigerators, furniture, houses, 
clothes etc. It is difficult to estimate 
how much service a person secures 
from the consumption of durable goods 
in any perids, say a month. 
Economists, therefore, include these 
goods under the category of 
consumption at the moment they are 
bought by consumer. 

As mentioned earlier, certain services 
like the household work of women or 
services provided free by social workers 
are not counted under production, they 
are excluded from consumption also. 
Growth; unless an economy uses its 
resources fuHy it wilt beedme stagnaht. 
in a growing economy the rate of output 
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steadily increase. The rate of 
should exceed the rate of increase c^. 
population of the pbiiritry. thus, if 
growing economy will ultimately meiPi ! 
an increase in the country's per capita 
income. A developing economy ; 
allocates part of the resources of the 
production of capital goods which in 
turn, will produce consumption goods. 
The greater the size of capital stock 
of the country, the larger will be the 
income of the community, A developing 
economy should devote its resources 
not only to maintain capital, but also 
to accumulate capital. 

Thus, the vital functions of the 
economy are of three types- 
production consumption and 
Investment. Every economyhas three 
vital processes; though they may differ 
with regard to the volume of production 
and consumption and the rate of 
growth. In a capitalist economy these 
functions are performed by IndividuaL 
and institutions without the 
interference or guidance of the 
Government. In a socialist economy, 
these processes are organised and 
planned by the Government. 

KINDS OF ECONOMICS j 

Simple and Complex ‘Economies 

: The economy of an isolated village 
in which every family attempts to 
produce everything to satisfy all its 
needs is an example of a simple 
ecorwmy. There is very little trade or 
exchange. “Till a few decades ago. 
Indian village were self contained and 
self-sufficient economies. As compared 
to a village economy, the economy of 
a city like Delhi and Mumbai is extremely 
complex. There are lakhs of people 
living in the big cities. There is a 
continuous flow of goods in and out 
of these cities. Thousands and millions 
of varieties of foods, clothing and other 
ittems of comfort and luxurry have been . 
coming to these places from all over 
the country and even frorh foreign 
countries. People are dependent on 
one anc#ier. There is a very high degree 
of specialisation; each man is trying 
to do one job or only one part of a 
job all his life. If something goes wrong 
in one part of the economy, the entire

system may collapse and it may take 
a long time to set Ij^nctioning smoothly 
again. 

Developgd, 
Underdcrvelopad and 
Developing Economy 

An advanced or devetopad economy 
is one which carries on production with 
a large amount of machinery and 
advanced techniques. An advanced 
economy employs human and other 
resources to the maximum extent 
possible. The productive efficiency of 
a developed economy is of a very high 
order; the per capita income is also 
high consequently, jjeople in these 
countries enjoy Ngh standard of living. 
England, the USA, Franco. West 
Germany etc. are advanced economies. 
These economies are inhabited by over 
one-fourth of the entire populaiton of 
the world. 

In an underdeveloped economy, 
production is carried on with a relatively 
small amount of capital and with 
primitira and old techniques. Application 
of scientific and technological 
improvements to agriculture or industry 
is limited. In these countries the level 
of real income per head of-populatiqn 
is extremely tow and consequently 
people have a low standard of living 
Most of the countries of Asia, with 
exception of Japan, the whole of Africa, 
South America with the possible 
exception of Argentina, and some 
countries of eastern and southern 
Europe could be considered as under 
developed economies. These counties 
are inhabited by three-fburths of the 
entire population of the world. 

Alt underdeveloped countries are 
not in the same degree of economic 
development. Some are primitive but 
some have already taken step towards 
rapid economic growth. The latter have 
commonly come to be known as 
developing economies. These 
economies are presently engaged in 
utilisingjheir resources to bring about 
rapid economic development. They are 
no more primitive or backward; nor have 
they reached the stage of full economic 
development. India is a good example 
of developing economy. 


Oapitalitt, Sdcletlst and Mixed 
Economies .‘AcapHal^t economy, also 
known as the frw enterprise economy 
is one in which the means of production 
viz land, labour and capital me owned 
and managed privately. The 
predominant motive force, of all 
economic activities is to maximise profit. 
The Goverment does not interfere in 
the workirtg of the economic system 
except in times of national emergencies, 
like war, ora business depression. The 
3 oclalist economy, on the other hand 
is one in which all the community and 
the j!>redo(Viinant motive force of 
economic activities is public welfare 
and not private profit. All economic 
activities are controlled, regulated and 
guided by the Government according 
to a predetermined plan. Then we have 
the mixed economy which attempts 
to'combine the good features of both 
capitalism as well as socialism, without 
the defects of either. In a mixed 
economy, there is a private sector which 
is based on the profit motive ar.d a 
public sector controlled by the 
Government. There can be a joint sector 
for in which both the private and public 
sectors participate in share capital and 
management. India professes to be 
a mixed economy. 

CENTRAL PROBLEMS 
OF AN ECONOMY 

Prof. Robbins very clearly 
demonstrates that human wants are 
unlimited but the resources available 
to satisfy them are limited. If an economy 
has unlimited wants and aqualiy 
unlimited resources to satisfy them, 
there will be no economic problem. 
For whatever, the economy requires- 
whether it be food, clothing, shelter 
or entertainment can be satisfied fully. 
This, however, is not the case. Economic 
resources of means of the production 
are not only limited but have alternative 
uses. The economy wilt therefore have 
to decide ; 

1. What goods and what varieities 
should produced and in what quantities 
should they be produced? 

2. How should they be produced ? 

3. For whom are those goods and 
services produced or who will consume 
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\ thus, all ectinpmtes face three 
lufVfannientat or cehtiat pibblerns. These 
three prCblerTfs are ^ade wellrknown 
by fh'of.^SmieJeoh's phriase^what, how 
and for'whored 

6 very efoilomy has only limited 
^ resources and canriot produce all goods 
accordingly, it has to choose between 
different goods and services. In a full 
employment ecortomy, in which all :bctor 
as services are employed in some line 
or the other, the production of additiorial 
quantities of any commodity can only 
he at the expense of some other 
commodity. For instance, the production 
of more sugar is possible only at the 
expense of rice or wheat. If more men 
are required in the coitori textile industry 
because of greater demand for cotton 
goods, workers wilf have to be diverted 
from some other industry or industries 
^{as a result of which production in these 
industries wilt decline). Hence, every 
economy has to decide. 

1. What goods and services should 
be produced? 

2. What varieties (superior, inferior, 
standaird etc.) of each commddity should 
be produced? 

3. How much cf each variety of a 
commodity should be produced? 

How are Goods to be Produced ? 

Suppose that an economy has 
decided to produce certain goods and 
services. The economy has then to 
^ decide how these goods and services 
will be produced, this is the problem 
of production and it depends upon three 
factors viz. 

1. The extent of resources available 
to the economy in terms of natural 
resources, labour and capital (known 
as the factors of production) 

2 . The quality of efficiency of these 
factors of production and - 

3. The nature of technology available 
to the community. 

At any particular time, these three 
conditions may be assumed to be 
constant. Hence, the total amount of 
, production of any commodity will be 
Hiked: But over-a period of time, aU 
the above conditions may vary. For 
instance, it is-possible to bring in 
additional tarid under cultivaltion; labour 


supply may increasp through an 
increase in population and supply of 
capital can be.increased through, 
increased manufacture of imr^ements, 
tools and machinery. At the same time, 
the efficiency of factors of production 
can also be improved apd the state 
of technology can be raised through 
innovations and inventions. 

At aihy given time, every economy 
must decide (a) how its limited 
resources-viz land, labour and capital 
can by used to achieve maximum 
production, and how these resources 
themselve can be Increased so as to 
produce more for future. The economy 
must decide about the number and 
kind of labour to be used, the quantity 
of capital to be utilised the amount of 
land to be combined with otehr factors, 
and so on.The objective of an economy 
is to produce the maximum quantity 
of goods of the best quality and at the 
minimum cost possible. 

For Whom are Goods Produced ? 

- Obviously goods ai)fj services are 
produced for the people, and more 
specifically, for those who have the 
necessary means to pay for them. One 
cannot have everything one requires. 
If that were possible, there will be no 
economic problem. In every society, 
the production and supply of goods 
is always smaller than the demand for 
them. Hence the economy should evolve 
some method of which it can distribute 
the goods produced among the people. 
In a dictatorship, it may be possible 
for the Governrpent to allocate goods 
and services according to the wishes 
of the dictator or according to some 
principle of equal division. In a pure 
capitalist enterprise economy, goods 
and services are distributed among 
those who cati pay for them. 

Every economy seeks to solve these 
three central problems in its own way. 
That economy can solve these problems 
in the most efficient and effective manner 
will be preferred to others. 

I CENTRAL PROBLEMS 
AND THE PRICE 
MECHANISM 

Every commodity has its own price 
determined by its demand and supply 

'" """"""I f « I 


in a free market. Thera are as many 
prices as th8re..a're goods and factors 
of production.'All the prices are 
collectively called the price mechanism 
or the price system. The price 
mechanism requires the exisfonce of 
free market forces of demand and 
supply. The price mechanism also 
known as the market mechanism helps 
to solve the central problems iri capitalist 
or tree enterprise economy. 

Price Mechanism and Choice of 
Goods : In a capitalist economy, 
production is undertaken only to satisfy 
the consumers f i. .e. to satisfy the market 
. ]. The consumers are sovereign, in the 
sense, that everthing is done ultimately 
to satisfy them. What consumers want 
will be produced and what they do not 
want will not bo produced. If they prefer 
sugar to cloth, factors of production 
Will be diverted from the manufacture 
of cloth to the production of. sugar. If 
consumers prefer -terylene to cotton 
cloth, textile mills will shift their resources 
from the proefuctioh of cotton cloth to 
that of terylene. How does this diversion 
occur? H6w does the producer know 
what consumers want? How does he 
come to know the change in the tastes 
and fashions of consumers ? Obviously 
from the price system, or from the 
market. 

It consumers prefer sugar to cloth, 
the price of sugar will go up. while 
that of cloth will go down. If consumers 
prefer terytene cloth to cotton cloth, 
the price of the former will go up and 
the latter will come down, Producers 
in a free economy produce for profit 
and, therefore, they would like to 
produce those goods and services 
which give higher profit.io. more sugar 
and less cloth or more terylene cloth 
and less cotton cloth. In other words, 
the wishes of the consumers are known 
to the producers through the price 
mechanism. The system of prices 
indicates consumer preferences and 
a change in prices reflects a change 
in consumer preferences'. 

Price Mechanism and Choice of 
Techniques: How are goods produced? 
This question is solveid by the producers 
with the help ot price mochanism. Every 
producer tries to minimise his cost. 
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for only then can he maximise hfeprof^. 
Under competitive conditions, o^ 
that producer who can adopt the m^t 
efficient method 0>f combining factors 
and keep the cost of production'to 
the minimim can hope secure hl^h 
profits. In order to reduce cost, cheaper 
factors of production must be used. 
If labour is cheaper than capital, 
production of a commodity will normall]^ 
include more labour. Utensils can be 
manufactured from both aluminium or 
stainless steel: if however, aluminium 
is cheaper, producers would prefer to 
use it. The price system, therefore, 
indicates to the producers which factors 
Of production must be chosen to make 
production cheapest, given the state 
of technology. Every producer attempts 
to produce the maximum quantity of. 
a commodity and at the minimum cost. 
This means that a worker who can work 
for eight hours a a day wilt not be allowed 
to remain idle or waste his time. A 
machine should be allowed to work 
for 24 hours a day, if it can do so. In 
oth^r words, (a) No factor unit will bo 
wasted in production 

(b) Every'factor unit will be put to 
that use in which its productivity will 
be the highest. A than will not be hired 
as a manager on a monthly salary of 
Rs.5,000 and asked to perform the 
duties of a clerk who earns a monthly 
salary of Rs. 1,000. 

(c) Every factor will be employed 
up to the point at which the revenue 
from the last unit employed is equal 
to the cost of that unit. If an additional 
worker can contribute Rs.20 to 
production in a day and if he costs 
Rs.15 by way of wages of the firm, it 
would be worthwhile to engage him. 
A firm will continue to employ more 
and more workers till the productivity 
of the last worker and the wage paid 
to him are equal. 

Price'Mechanism and Method of 
Distribution ; Goods and services are 
produced for these who can afford to 
pay for them. In a free economy, goods 
and services are produced for those 
who have sufficient income and who 
are willing to pay the price. But incomes 
of consumers on which effective 
demand depends Sre only another name 


Eowomv Seotic^ 
for prices of fxAot services. Forinsfaftcer 
a persorr rhay get his income by way 
of wages or interest or profit or rent 
of land,. But wage is the price for the 
service of labour; interest is the price 
for the use of capital; profit is the price 
for the services of the organiser and 
land rent is the price for the use of 
land. Thus effective demand depends 
upon money incomes which constitute 
part of the price mechanism. It is 
therefore, clear that the distribution 
of goods and services i.e. the problem 
of “for whom to produce” is solved on 
the basis of effective demand which 
also depends upon the price 
mechanism. 

All the three economic problems are, |k 
thus solved with the help of the price 
mechanisni. The capitalist system of 
production and distribution cased on 
the market force of demand and supply 
is considered the best and the most 
efficient system. It is said to bring about 
most efficient allocation of resources 
in a country. In the first place, only 
those goods and services are produced 
which consumers want and they are 
produced in the required quantities. 
Secondly, production though undertaken 
by thousands and millions of 
independent producers, is maximimised 
and the cost of production is minimised. 
This means that Economic resources 
are not wasted but are used in the 
best possible manner. Finally, goods 
and services are distributed among 
all people on the basis of their effective 
demand. Accordingly consumer’s 
welfare is maximised under the system 
of price or market mechanism. 

Effectiveness of Price 
Mechanism 

Does the price mechanism really 
represent the wishes of the people ? 
The answer will be in the affirmative 
only \ hen income is more or less 
equally distributed so that people can 
demand goods and services freely. But 
this is not so in practice because of 
inequality.of incomes among people. 
The fortunate few who have large 
incomes are^able to influence producers 
to manufacture even useless luxuries 
which may trickle their fancy. The poor. 


who have tow affective demand, have 
sometimes td go without even the 
necessaries of iife. The price 
mechanism, thus, does riot bring about 
an equal and fair distribution of goods 
and services arnong the people on the 
basis of their demands. Prices are 
supposedly determined by demand ah4 
supply in free market. In fact, markets 
are not free and competition is not 
perfect. In practice, prices are 
determined and influenced by a few 
powerful monopolistic producers. These 
producers do not produce the quantity 
which the consumers.want. Besides, 
they fix high prices too. As a result, 
rriarket prices do not reflect demand 
add supply. Moreoever, the tasks and 
fashions Inay change quickly and 
consequently there may be over 
production in some industry and under 
production in others. Often by the time 
necessary adjustment in supply take.s 
place, demand may have changed 
again. The price mechanism, therefore, 
cannot bring about the most efficient 
allocation of economic resources 
because of the existence of monopoly 
element and al,so because of periodical 
business depression and 
unemployment. 

The.consumers themselves may 
sometimes be responsible for wrong 
allocation of resources. They may 
demand goods and services which do 
not yield real utility but v/hich may be 
meant to enhance their prestige in the 
eye of their neighbours. They even 
demand goods which are harmful. 
Consumers often prefer cheap novels 
to good books and demand vulgar films 
and cheaper and harmful liquors which 
tend to spoil their morals and health. 
Producers use advertisement to 
influence the tastes and preferences 
of consumers. It is through 
advertisement that even bad and 
positively harmful drugs and medicines 
and other goods are sold in a' free 
enterprise econorny. Economists, 
therefore, argue that the price 
mechanism may maximise output and 
national income but it is not really 
necessary that maximum national 
income should automaticaHy mean 
maximum national welfare also.

At long last the 
athletic genius <: .sd lightning pace of 
Loander Paes had broken the old Indian 
image of average players at Wimbledon. 
One must applaud in equal measure 
Mahesh Bhupathi who started the 
process with a victory in the mixed 
doubles in the French Open in 1997 and 
provided the foundation 50 necessary 
for a doubles team at the highest level.

This summer Pete Sampras became 
the immortal of the game, when he 
collected his sixth title in seven years. 
At his best Sampras has speed of shot 
that IS beyond human reflexes and the 
depth of shot that,is beyond physical 
limits, in. this cleft stick Sampras 
contained the aggressive early ball 
technique of the swaggering, 
pigeontoed Andre Agassi had fbughthis 
way back from 140 in the rankings to. 
No. 1, through the trials and tribulations 1 
of a.hlgh-rofler. At times, he was called 
Andre Agony and even Andre Aghastly. 
He left the high life and once again 
worked hard to reach the top. Agassi’s 
comeback victory in the French Open 
and appearance in the Wimbledon final 
at the age of 29 is a monumental 
achievement.

Two Australians made an impact, 
which augurs well for the future of the 
game in Australia. Patrick Rafter, the 
current baton holder of Australian tennis, 
who in contention for the top slot, was 
-moved down by Agassi in the semi¬ 
finals. With his serve and volley games, 
he certainly has the credentials for a 
Wimbledon title in the future.

Lleyton Hewitt, all fire and brimstone and 
Waynes Arthurs, who did not drop a 
single service game all through the 
qualifying rounds .and three matches in 
the main draw, before he met Agassi in 
the fourth round. These two could bring 
the sunshine of the late 1950s back to 
Australian tennis. 

The courage and resolve of Jim 
Courier, who is also on the comeback 
trail, matched Agassi’s. Hejought to his 
last breadth against Henman; this match 
and the one against Sjeng Schalken of 
the Netherlands, which was marked by 
his 13-11 victory in the fifth set, were 
the two matches that lit up the fortnight. 

Laurenso ManUii^ success was the- 
fairy tale of men’s singles. Like Arthur's 
of Australia he cams through the 
qualifying rounds; and. played four 
rounds'in the main drawrPn incredible 
journey, as the last leg, of which he 
defeated Richard Krajicek, the second 
favourite and fifth'seed. Jhe abandon 
with which Manta attacked Krajicek's 
booming service in the closing stages 
of the fifth set was breathtaking. 

One of the greatest-grass court players 
ever and a player with a classical 
technique, Boris Becker said goodby to 
Wimbledon this year. He received a 
standing ovation from the Wimbledon 
crowd. Surviving two-match points in the 
third set against Britain’s Mtles 
Maclagan in the first round, Becker came 
through to win In five sets. He went on 
to play extraordinary tennis and boat two 
of the most talented youngsters in 
tennis. Nicolas Kiefer of Germany and 
Hewitt of Australia. Finally, the 
experienced Ratter run down the curtain 
for Rocker, m lhe 4th round. |t was the 
years, more than Rafter at the net, that 
Becker vras unable to roll back.

benefits accruing almost solely to the j 
richest people and countries. The global 
gap between the haves and the have- 
nots. the knows and the know-nots is | 
widening. 

Human Development Report '99, 
which has a faily independent tradition 
makes a powerful and passionate plea 
for greater justice, a free and fair trading 
system, stronger global 
governance,including that of the world 
wide,^ web, alid development of 
technologies tor the poor. In short, re¬ 
write the rules for globalisation to make 
it work fpi f>eople no! just orofits. 

How wide are fho global disparities 
which the HDR call.s “grotesque and 
dangerous privatisation between people 
and countries that are benefiting from 
the system and those that are merely 
passive recipients of its offocls ’ - See 
some examples. 

• Ttio richest fifth have an income 74 
times that of the poorest fifth. 

• Ataoiil 2.-thirds of world trade is 
intra-firm trade vrithin MNCs, bypassing 
genuine competition. 

• Industrialised countires hold 97 per 
cent of all patents.

It speaks of 
a new war-tor technology and skill, for 
the numari brain, for gerto supremacy 
and <01 the ultimate knowledge-The rich 


corporation guard the door to knowledge. 
As globalisation has bridged, distances 
sped pp communication and erased 
borders,, there has also emerged a digital 
divide between the rich and poor, bladt 
and white, men and women, the 
connected and the unconnected. Poor 
people and poor countries risk being 
marginalised iri this proprietary regime 
controlling knowledge. Even though 
developing countries are home to an 
estimated 90 per cent of the wold's store 
of biological resources. Toefay, more 
strategic alliances are being struck 
between pharma firms and the 
governments. Or, in the absence of 
proper institutional framework for 
governance, shamelessly lifted, as 
illustrated by patents taken out in the 
West on basmati rice, turmeric plant, 
bitter gourd or neem leaves. Money talks 
Iquder than need in biotech reserach-=' 
“Cosmetic drugs and slow-ripening 
tomatoes come higher on the list than a 
vaccine against malaria or drought- 
resistant crops'. 

And t|fis divide is stronger because of 
improving links. Communication has 
become cheaper world-wide-the cost of 
a three-minute phone call from NewVbrk 
to London fell fiom S 245 in ‘90 to 35 cent 
(in ‘90 value) in '98. The cost of 
processing information foil from $ 75 per. 
million operations in ‘60 to less than a 
hundredth of a cent in ‘00. But benefits 
remain skewed. Industrialised countries 
comer 66 per cent of global GDP and 74 
per cent ot world phone lines-the poorest 
fifth get about one per cent each. 
Switzerland spent 247 minutes in 
international calls per person in ‘95, 
Pakistan spent only one. 

Even the web is connecting only the 
well educated and skilled with 36 million 
internet linked computers in ‘98, 80 per 
cent users live in industrialised countries, 
representing less that a fifth of the 
people. Culture.too, is becoming 
globalised. The largest single export of 
the US is not air crafts or computers-lt’s 
entertainment films and TV 
programrhes. 

' Although globalisation has increased 
prosperity in many countries, jobs have 
not grown. Unemployment has scaled 10 


per cent in EU. and 7 per cent in OECD 
countries. 

Apart from FDj, poilfolto capit^flowed 
fre^ and jerkily. Resulting in the East 
Asian crisis, which the HDR estimates 
will have cut global output by $ 2 -.trillion 
between ‘98 and 2000, prompting cuts 
in- jobs, pay and social spending 
worldwide. Shrinking World demand has 
hit oil exporters; Angola and Kuwait 
could face a GDP decline of 14-18 per 
cent. Markets, says the HDR. can 
saqeeze the non-market activities so 
critical for devslppment. Markets give no 
rewards for care or caring labour-men 
and women’s unpaid work, private 
market services and public 
services. And "competitve rparkets m% 
be the best guarantee of efficient 
production but not of human 
development'. 

In sum, according to HDR ‘99. 
narrowing the gaps between rich and 
poor in between' countries should 
become explicit global goals. TNCs 
need to be brought in the frame of global 
governance, not just the patch-work of 
national laws. And globtal governance 
itself needs to be out of the strangle 
hold of “the largest economies, usally 
' the G-7. sometimes just the G-l" 

The HDR has not included political 
freedom also as an indicator of 
comploto'humen development, not only 
the freedom to enlarge economic 
choices. Initially, the HDR team 
compiled a list of 30 freedoms. But most 
governments disagreed, independence 
and democracy were enough. 

HDI index and Indian

Nobel laureate Amartya Sen describes 
the Human Development Index (HDI) 
which he helped deivse, as a “crude' 
index. He admits that initilly he did not 
see much merit in the HDI,.which is the 
brain dhild of former Pakistani Finance 
rininister and development economist, 
the late Mohbub-u!-Haq.

Growth does deliver-the latest HDR 
vindicates that economic theory. But our 
huge population and its high growth rate 
deflates even our considerable progress. 
This year, for instance, India has gone 
up six ranks to the .132nd posttjon and 
Pakistan slipped by one rank to 138- 
mainly because of chages in percapita 
income (higher growth rate for India arid 
lower for Pakistan). Higher life 
eff^ectancy has also played a big role, 
bringing India for the first time into the 
medium human development categoy. 
But experts are still unhappy on two 
counts. 

For one, the latest National Sample 
Survey (NSS) sUggestes a much higher 
literacy figure of 62 per cent, compared 
to the 52.5 per cent used by HOR. 
Incorporataing the latest figures, it's 
argued, world push India quite a bit; 
relative,to ifs small coitriterparts- 
Sudarshan contests the NSS claim 
which he says is a derived figure as the 
survey was actuatiy aimed at household 
enterprises and got literacy data as a 
^product. And even after taldng .inio 
al^ount the new figures, indie woiiid go 
up oni]^ two notobes. Still faf telow;. 
countries with high HDI wtiich en|i^ 
around^5 percent literacy. ’. .; ... 


peculation denominjater. An argument 
a^iclir has sadly been decimated by 
.China,'which not only ha$ a higher; 
population than India, but also better 
education and Ifteracy levels. The best 
way to lifnit population growth is to 
educate people, especiany women, and 
ensure that infant mortality is brought 
down test. These two causal factors are 
captured in the first two components of 
HDI. 

. Exparts have also questioned the HDI 
data for poverty which pegs poverty at 
52 per cent, white the latest data put 
poverty ratio at 36 per cent. However, in 
terms of gender development or 
empowerment, India records negligible 
progress-remaining close to Pakistan, 
which has more. feudal and religious 
pressures on women. 

The best impact of the HDR is that it 
has ecouraged India (HDR ‘94) and its 
states into. incorporating human 
development into their administrative 
agenda. So much so tlhat Madhya 
Pradesh has already published in HDR 
in ‘95 with a sequel last year. Gujarat, 
Karnataka and Rajasthan are about to 
come out with their versions. In MP, over 
42 per cent of plan budgstons now goes 
to social service spending.

Bhupathi, despite his groin 
injury flung himseif into the frag with 
equal fervour. In the end it was a decisive 
victory and the chest butt in the tie¬ 
breaker, after a breathtaking exchange 
akin to machine gun fife culmindtiny in 
a winning volley by Paos. said if all. The 
boys were at their peak and the 
Wimbledon title was firmly in their grasp. 

Paes is potentially one of the greatest 
mixed doubles players in the world, and 
at Wimbledori'99 he proved it. In ttie final 
Paes and Lisa Raymond put it across 
Jonas Bjorkamn and Kournikova. Both 
tiis opponents are top level singles 
players known for their doubles 
expertise. With tour years of rlbdicatod 
training he.has attained a Illness level 
that allowed him to win two Grand Ularn 
titles.

Tn the last issue we discussed the causes oi the groat upsurge which spread 
among the Indian people whether civilian or army, Muslims or Hindus. 
Undoubtedly it was the result of the misrule and oppression of the East India 
Company over a span of hundred years. The Britishers who came to trade in 
India, had followed the policy of territorial aggrandisemenfein order to capture 
every bit of Indian land. Further, the primary motive of the political domination of 
India by them was economic exploitation and therefore, British economic policies 
in India worked again';! tho inteiest of Indian trade and industry. The huge drain 
of wealth from Bengal and the destruction of Indian industries impoverished one 
of the richest countries in the world. The British regarded the Indians as belonging 
to an inferior race. They followed a policy of contempt towards tho Indians. In 
addition to these (actors, the grievances of military were also responsible for the 
mighty revolt of 1857. 

The plan outlines of lite great upsurge were perhaps formulated at London by 
Azimulla Khan and Ranyo Bapuji, two envoys of Nana Saheb and Raja of Satara. 
The red lotus flower and cJiapati were the emblems o1 the revolutionaries, 
propaganda. The D-Day (Dale of Deliverance from the yoke of British rule) was 
fixed for 31st May. 1857. 

Now we ate going to discuss the beginning and spread of the rbvolt in the 
various pans of tho country.

THE BEGINNING AND 
SPREAD OF THE 
REVOLT 

In January 1857. a Brnhnim sopoy of 
the British regiment at Diini Dum, to IKo 
north of Calcutta when leUised to give 
water Irom his foM ( a smEill iik'I.jIIic 
water pot) to a low casto k/w/us/, who 
was working in the ordt^ance factory at 
Dum Dum, on the ground that tvs lola 
would bo defilcdf, the Kl’.al asi telt iriilalod 
and humiliatod, and said that the 
Englishmen would liofilu Ihc casic of 
everyone by forcing ail scjidiors to bite 
the cartiidyes soaked in cow and pig lat. 
This news spread’^fTiOon tg the 
cantonment at Bariackpore and other 
cantonmerrts. In February, 1857 the 
soldiers of the 19th Native Infantry 
regiment, therefore, refused to use the 
greased cartridges. But later on. they 
submitted. The leadois of the mutiny 
were punished and the regiment was 


disbanded. Subsequgnlly, a Brahmin 
sopoy. Mangal Pandey of 341h Native 
Infantry regiment (Barrackdpore) raised 
the banner of rebellion and fired at his 
adjutant, Major Hudson on March 
29,1957, and asked his comrades to 
levolt against the British in defence of 
their caste and religion. But none 
responded. This enabled General 
Hearsoy to control the. situation and 
Manga) Pandey and one of liis active 
comrades were captured, tried and 
executed on April 8, 1857. The 34th N1 
regiment was then disbanded. The 
nows of Mangal Pandey's heroic action 
a.nd his execution soon spread like 
wildfire ail over the country. Such 
individual protests were made by the 
sepoys in Ambala and Lucknow also. 

The soldiers, so far, were in no mood 
to revolt en masse. They were simply 
protesting against tho use of the 
greased cartri^cs. But the Government 
neglected their protests, insisted on the 
use of greased cartridges and punished 
those Vi/ho refused to do so. 


in April-May 1^57, the new cartridges 
were issued to 90 sotdiers of the 3rd Native 
Cavalry regiment at Meerut, SS^nriles from 
Delhi, 85 of them declined to it. They 
wore court martialled fordisobedikice and 
punished with ten years rigorous 
imprisonment. Sucih ■ an act 'of 
insubordination or indiscipline >,was hot 
aoc^table to the British Government and^: 
they wanted to make this very clear to the" 
soldiers. Consequently they called for 
general parade of both Indian and British 
soldiors on the morning of May 9. 1867. 
in the presence of entire garrison the 
convicted sepoys were publidy stripped of 
their uniforms, hand ouffed and taken to 
the prison. The effect of sudi a drarAatic 
scene was just the reverse of what was 
Intended. The same evening when the 
Indian troops vrare strolling in the streets 
of Meerut on their way to market, the 
women in the balconies hooted and jeered 
at them for cowardice: “Fie on you ! Your 
comrades are languishing in the jail. And 
you are here to make the purchases". 
Some women even offered bangles and 
feminine apparels to them. The feminine 
taunts and remarks were very penetrating. 

It was difficult for them to withstand such 
humiliaticn.The soldiers became impatient 
and they could not wait till 31 st May 1857. 
Meetings were held at night and plans 
finalised. The spark was struck and the 
revolution was on its way. The dawn of the 
10 May was filled with the shouts ol “Din 
Din. Har Hat Mahadov" and “Maro 
Firangee Ko“'The soldiers released the 
prisoners alter ransacking the jails, killed 
many English officers and civilians and 
burnt Government bungalows. At the same 
night, the sepoys started on their freedom 
march to Delhi with shouting slogan Villi 
. Chaio”. 

The hastiness of Indian troops in Meerut 
in fact save the British Raj from its 
impending ruin, as planned by Nana 
Saheb and his' associates. Maileson, 
White and Wilson agree to tfie fact that 
such a premature uprising proved 
fortunate for the British and fatal for the 
chief architects of the Revolt Had it started 
simultaneously throughout the country on 
a fixed day, the results would have been 
different from what they were. Not a single 
Englishman would have escaped alive.. 

The Meerut soldiers entered Oelhi on 
the morning of 11th May, 1857. They 
were shouting slogans “down with the 
British Raj“ and “Victory for Bahadur 
Shah, the Mughal Emperor*. Colonel 
Ripley tried to thwart the advancing 
rebels with the support of Indian troops 
under his commands as there was not a 
■ single contingent of the British soldiers 
at Delhi at that time. When the two 
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contingents, .faced bach other,. they^ 
exchanged greetings and the Indian 
li'oopS walked over to the side of 
revoiters shotting “Maro Firangee Ko“. 
Xhe combined forces prowled upon 
Colonel Ripley and o{her Britishers; then 
they entered the city through the 
Kashmir Gate, killing all Europeans and 
fning British establishments. Sir John 
tcalfe fled away for his personal! 
safety. The rebels besieged the big 
magazine where huge stocks of 
ammunition were stored. Lieutenant' 
Willoughby, the officer-in-charge of the 
magazine at Delhi, defended bravely 
with only nine persons and finally‘he 
blew it over destroying both himself and 
his men as W'eli as ammunition so that 
these did ndt fall into the hands of the 
rebels. Within a couple of days Delhi was. 
seized by the revoiters, and they : 
proclaimed the aged and powerless 
Bahadur Shah the Emperor of India. 
Delhi was soon to become the centre of 
the Great Revolt and Bahadur Shah its 
j|^?at symbol. This spontaneous raising 
7the last Mughal king to the leadership 
of the country was recognition of the fact 
that the long reign of the Mughal dynasty 
had made it the traditional symbol of 
India's political unity. With this single act, 
Itie sepoys had transformed a mutiny of 
soldiers into a revolutionary war. This is 
why rebellious sepoys from all over the 
country automatically turned their steps 
towards Dellii and ail Indian chiefs who 
look part in the Revolt hastened to 
proclaim their loyalty to the Mughal 
Lmperor. Bahadur Shah, in turn, under 
the instigation and perhaps the pressure 
of the sepoys, soon wrote letters to all 
9 chiefs and rufers of India urging them 
10 organise a confederacy of Indian states 
to figlit and replace the British regime. 

When the revoiters entered the Red 
Fort, they fired a salute of 21 guns for 
the Emperor and whpn Bahadur Shah 
accepted the prayers of sepoys to take 
the stewardship of the revolution the 
gold and green flag of the Mughal 
Emperor was hoisted on the Red Fort. 
Thus, the great uprising was clothed with 
the robes of legitimacy. The new 
Government was soon able to restore 
order and win confidence of the people. 
There was complete peace in the city 
by May 16, 1857. The Emperor 
appointed Mirza Mughal as the 
Commander-in-Chief of the army and 
the youthful Prince. Jiwen Bakhi was 
appointed Waz/r, the Prime Minister, 
'fficers were also appointed to collect 
the revenue in fhe districts and 
functioned like ' the deputy 
commissioners to the extent the 
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circumstances' pbfmifted them to do so. 
Courts functioned as hitherto, though tite 
theoreticai supremacy of the Muslim lav/ 
was recognised with the appointment of 
a sadr-vs-sudur. The main fhaist of the 
new government was, however, on the 
two points; the Hindu-Muslim unity and 
achievement of fuU independence of the 
country. The Emperor, in good gesture, 
forbade cow-slaughter and issued a 
series of regulations to enforce this ban. 
The Emperor frequently went round the 
city on an elephant and personally 
congratulated and encouraged both the 
sepoys and the people for their hard 
work, devotion and determination to end 
the British Raj. The sepoys responded 
to him by doing their utmost at the battle 
field and the people by maintaining 
peace and producing large quantities of 
arms and'ammunition, in arsenal alone 
at Chooriwaian, the daily production of 
gunpowder was 700 maunds. The 
Government was also keen to look upon 
the welfare of the people. On June 23, 
1857, the rebels celebrated the first 
centenary day of the Battle of Ptassey 
with great enthusiasm and resolved to 
end the foreign rule. 

The news of the fail of Delhi into the 
hands of revolutionaries spread like wild 
fire all over the country. Revolts took place 
at many military centres one after the 
other on the same pattern. The sepoys 
raised the banner of revolt at Aligarh on 
the 20th May. Mainpuri on 22nd May, 
Etawah on the 23rd May, Nasirabad on 
28th May. Lucknow on 30th May, Bareilly, 
Shahjahanpur and Moradabad all 
simultaneously on 3l8t May 1657. In 
June 1857, the rebels declared 
themselves free and hoisted the green 
flag of revolution at Badaun on the 1st 
June, at Sitapur and Azamgarh on the 
3rd June, at Jhansi and Kanpur on the 
4th June, at Faizabad cn the Oth June 
and at Gwalior on June 14,1857. 

At Bareilly, a gun was fired on May 31, 
1857 exactly at 11 am to mark the 
beginning of the revolt. The sepoys of 
the 68th Nl regiment started killing the 
Europeans and burning their homes. A 
large number of officers were killed. 
Subedar Bakht Khan took the supremo 
command of the rebellious sepoys. 
People acclaimed Khan Bahadur Khan 
as the Governor of Rohilkhand and they 
sent an intimation to the Emperor that 
Rohilkhand had been liberated and was 
a province of independent India. The 
revolutionary regime of Khan Bahadur 
Khan issued a proclamation addressed 
to the people of India urging to exploit 
the situation in their favour and forced 
out British from India with concerted 


efforts while niamtaihing unity. Subedar 
Bakht Khan later led the revolutionary 
forces lo Delhi along wifh the enormous 
arms and ammunition as well as the 
money seized from the British treasury. 

The stimulating news of the revolt 
soon spread to Kanpur, Lucknow. Bihar. 
Bengal and Central Provinces. The 
entire Bengal army soon rose in revolt 
which spread quickly Avadh. the Doab. 
the Bundolkhand, Central India, large 
parts of Bihar and the East Punjab all 
shook off British authority In many of 
the Princely States, rulers remained 
loyal to their British overlord but the 
soldiers revolted or remained on the 
brink of revolt. Many of the Indore's 
troops rebelled and joined the 
revolutionary sepoys. Similarly over 
20,000 of Gwalior's troops went over to 
Tantia Tope and Rani of Jhansi. Many 
small chiefs of Rajasthan and 
Maharashtra revolted with the support 
of the people who wore quite hostile to 
the British. Local rebellions also 
occurred 1n Hyderabad and Bengal. 

Everywhere in Northern •and Central 
India, the mutiny ot the sepoys was 
followed by popular revolts of the civilian 
population. After the 'British has 
destroyed the British authority, the 
common people rose up in arms often 
fighting with spears and axes, bows and 
arrows, /af/ns and scythes and crude 
muskets. In many places, however, the 
people revolted even before the sepoys 
did oi even when no sepoy regiments 
were present. It is the wide participation 
in the revolt by the peasantry and the 
artisans which gave it real strength as 
well as the character ot a popular revolt, 
especially in the areas at present 
included in Uttar Pradesh and Bihar. 
Here the peasants and zamindars gave 
free expression to their grievances by 
attacking the money lenders and now 
zamindars who had displaced them from 
the land. They look advantage of the 
revolt lo desiroy the money lender’s 
account books and record of debts. They 
also attacked tho British established law 
courts, revenue officer, (tehsilsj and 
revenue records and even police stations. 
Even where people did not rise up in 
revolt, they showed strong sympathy for 
tho rebels. They rejoiced in the 
successes nf tlic rebels and organised 
social boycott of those sepoys who 
remained loyal to tho British. They 
showed active liostility to British forces, 
refused to-give them help or information, 
and even misled them with wrong 
informatipn. 

To be concluded. 
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Once again a small part of India Is 
going to witness nature’s best celestiaL 
show : a total solar eclipse on tl 
August, 1999 within just 4 years of the 
last one on 24 October, t995 which 
swept over Calcutta city. The track of.11 
August eclipse will pass close to Ah- 
medabad. The next total solar eclipse . 
will be visible from India ten years later, 
on 24th July 2009, when a small part of 
central and north-east India will get to 
see the totality. But the citizens of Delhi 
will have to wait much longer till 9 June, 
2309 to watch a total solar eclipse from 
their roof tops. 

Vadodara Is poised to witne.ss a total 
solar eclipse on 11 August, 1999. The 
residents of the city carr witness the 
spectacle as it falls on the totality path' 
Of the eclipse, which will iTegln at 5.57 
pm and last one minute arid three, 
seconds in the city. The eclipse will be 
visible for one minute and eight 
seconds from Bhrandhrla also. 

The eclipse on 11 August will begin 
when the umbral shadow of the Moon 
■will first touch the Earth at 09 03 : 57 
UT (15: 00 571ST) in the North Atlantic, 

' about 300 km south of Nova Scotia. 
Here, along a 49-km wide central path 
the totality will be for only 47 seconds. 
Moving east the shadow cone will touch 
England at 10:10 UT (15:401ST). The 
centre tine is 103 km wide here with 
duration of totality of 120 seconds. Lon¬ 
don misses the totality mat;ginaity. After 
ctossirjQ France, Germany, Austria and 
Hungary, the shadow cone enters 
Romania. Totality of the longest dura¬ 
tion of 143 seconds or “Greatest 
Eclipse" will occur at 11; 03:04. UT (16 
.,33.041ST). Here the width of the path 
of totality will be 112 kilometres. 
Bucharest will fall in the centre line near 
the point of greatest eciibse It will enjoy 
a totaiitv lasting 142 seconds. The 
umbra will reach Turkey at 11.21 UT 
(16:51 iST}j>.Fkom there the centre line 
will begin tjo hariow. At 12:22 UT (17;52 
1ST) the shadow will enter Pakistan, Due 
to being on ’. "te centre line,'Karachi will 


witness totality for 73 seconds. The 
width of the path of totality wotM have I 
by now shrunk to 85 kilomefres. From I 
there, racing at a speed of 2 km per 
second, the shadow cone will enter 
India, the last country in the path, at 
12:28 UT (17;58:iST) where the velocity 
will increase rapidity and the width of the 
shadow path will shorten sfgnificantty. 
Calcutta will witness 87.9 per cent 
totality Where the attitude of Sun will be 
just 2 degrees above the western 
horizon. The shadow will touch Vishak- 
hapainam at 12:36 UT (18:06 ISt) and 
after 0.36 seconds it will leave Earth 
over the Bay of Bengal. 

The unusual spectacle of the Sun 
being blacked out of the mid day sky 
has always intrigued mankirid since 
time immemorial. Early man con¬ 
sidered the awesome event asa portent 
. of an imminent catastrophe and or- 
,ganised religious rituals to ward off the 
evil. The earliest recorded solar eclipse 
occurred on October 22, 2137 BC as 
mentioned in the Chinese chronicle 
Shu Ching. In 500 BC, the Greek 
philosopher Anaxagorus was tried for 
his heretical assertion that the Moon is 
eclipsed through the interposition of the 
Earth and the Sun is eclipsed through 
the interposition of the Moon. In M$hab- 
harata there is a refeience to the Sun being 
covered in the aftemrxin on thefOurt^nth 
day Of the Battle of Kurukshetra A fSw 
instances of similar phenomena are also 
recorded in the Bible. 

The Australian a^ronomer T.Oppol- 
zer published'in 1887 his celebrated 


woric CMnon der FlnctdTnicm kr 
which he described8000 solar eclipses 
and 52000 lunar eclipses occurring be¬ 
tween 1207 BC and 2161 AD. Me efeo 
gave 160 charts showing the ap¬ 
proximate tracks of die solir eclipses 

Perhaps the most significant anciera 
solar ^{pse Occurred around 600 BC 
when Lydians and Modes wereTocked 
In a battle and suddenly the battlefield 
was enveloped In darkness at noon. 
The two armies, thinking this celestial 
phenomenon as a divine inteiyention, 
abandoned the field and fled, never to 
fight again for fear of retribution from tb^ 
Gods. 

The obscuration of the light of the 
Sun when the Moon, F>assing between 
Earth and Sun, casts her shadow on the 
Earth is referred to as Solar Eclipse. An 
eclipse of the Sun occurs only at the 
new Moon, when it remains in conjunc¬ 
tion, but solar ecllpsedoes not occur at 
every new Moon because of the inclina¬ 
tion of the Moon's orbit at an angle ut 5 
degree 8 minutes to the plane of the 
orbit of the Earth (i.e. Ecliptic). Basical¬ 
ly solar eclipses can be divided intc 
three types; 

(i) Partial : The Sun is obscured^ 
partiaily- : 

(11) Annular ; The lunar disc covers 
only the central poilion of the Sun. 
Therefore, the observer gets a view of a 
bright ring. 

(ill) Idtal ; The Sun is completely 
obscured by the Moon. The "Oiair{onci 
Ring" caii be seen only during a total 
solar eclipse. , 
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Solar edipses are quite frequent as 
compared tb lunar eclipses, but the/ 
can. be seen orriy over a very limited 
area ; the cone of the Moon's shadow 
Dscomes so riarrowed aqross the 
space between Moon and Earth that a' 
torateclipse is observed along a narrow 
Mack of the Earth. .The averagediameter 
cf the shadow,.6f a total eclipse is 145 
km. Unlike the lunar eclipse, however, 
its Penumbra is visible and a partial 
sclipse is seen over a much wider area. 

A total eclipse of the Sun occurs 
«hen the^disc of the Moon completely 
sonceale'the visible bright disc of the 
Sun. An annular eclipse is an eclipse of 
:he Sun in which the Moon does not 
cover the entire disc of the Sun, so that 
a ring of light surrounds the darkened 
Moon. On such occasions the sunlight 
shines through the valleys of the Moon 
causing the well - known phenomenon 
of .Bailey’s Beads. 

*' The annular eclipse has some de- 
qrec of.utility in as much as it is useful for 
conducting certain experiments relating 
;o ihe uppermost layers of the Sun Whan 
ihe Sun is obscured by the Moon incom 
nloinly it is refer red to as a partial eclipse: 

Although a total solar eclipse hap¬ 
pens at some part of the Earth almost 
every year, it is difficult to find a person 
who has witnessed this spectacular 
event. This paradoxical situation is due 
:o the'fact that total solar eclipse can be 
viewed only over narrow tracks never 
more than 262 km on the surface of the 
anh. Moist of these tracks fall over the 
oceans and some over inhospitable ter¬ 
ritories. An order of magnitude calcula¬ 
tion shows that the chanCe of a 
particular place experiencing a total 
sojar eclipse is once in 260 years ! 

By a fortunate cosmic coincidence 
the average sizes of the Sun (13,92,000 
km in diameter) and the Moon (3,476 
krn) as viewed from the Earth are almost 
equal ( due to difference in the distan¬ 
ces from the Earth). Or, else we could 
never have^bserved the sublime spec¬ 
tacle of a total solar eclipse from the 
Earth's surface. The maximum possible. 
duration of a total.solar eclipse is seven 
and a hatf<'minutes which Is possible 
when observed at a station near the 
Equator and when the Moon is at Hs 
leasts distance atid the Sun at Its 
greate’st distance.from the Earth. Such-’'^ 


lan ecirpse will be observable in India on 
Ju^ 5,2108 when the Sun will be blotted 
out for seven end a half minutes4he 
longest eclipse in human history. 

The total and annular eclipses of the 
Sun. occur because the orbits of Earth 
around the Sun and of the Moon around 
the Earth are not mactly circular but 
slightly eiliptica! So the distance of the 
Surt and the Moon from the Earth do not 
remain same always. As a result, with 
the change of these distances the an- 
gufar size of the Sun and the Moon as 
seen from Earth also vary making the 
Sun sometimes appear slightly biggs; 
and sometimes slightly smaller than the 
Moon. When the Sun appears bigger, 
the.. Moon is not able to cover it corri- 
pletely and the result -is an annular 
.eclipse. When the Moon appears big¬ 
ger, it is a total eclipse. The duration of 
totality depends upon the difference in 
the angular size of the Sun and the 
Moon. If the difference is large, the dura¬ 
tion of totality is long; if the difference is 
small, the duration of totality is short. 

The Moon comes between the Sun 
■ and the Earth on atl the new moons but 
it does not cast shadow ori the Earth on 
all the new moons. Therefore, an 
eclipse of the Sun is seen only when the 
shadow of ihe Moon falls on the Earth, 
the reason for this is that the plane of 
the lunar orbit is Inclined to the Earth’s 
orbit at an angle of 5 degrees B minutes. 
During half of its journey while moving 
around the Earth in its own orbit, the 
Moon stays in the northern sipe of the 
Earth's orbital plane (ecliptic plane). 
During the remaining half of its journey 
the Moon stays in the southern side of 
the ecliptic plane. Then once again 
comes to the northern side. So there are 
two Interecting points. Ttie point on the 
ecliptic plane where the Moon passes 
through it to go to south from north is 
known as the Descending Node and 
the other point of intersection is called 
the Ascending Node. These nodes are 
not stationary but rotate around the 
Earth tn respect of the fixed stars, from 
west to east once in a 18 year period. 

As the Moon crosses the ecliptic 
plane at the two nodes, a solar eclipse 
can occur only when a new moon oc¬ 
curs very close to the nodes. A solar 
eclipse always occurs if the Sun is 
within 15 degrees 21 minutes of a node 
at the tithe of a new moon. An eclipse 


may sometlrnes occur with the Sun 
anywhere upto 18 degrees 30 minutes 
of a node. These are called minor and 
major ecliptic limits for a solar eclipse. 

The Chaldean astronomers dis¬ 
covered about 2500 years ago that eclip¬ 
ses occur at regular intervals of around 18 
years (6585.5 days^: this feature was 
named Saroe Cycle by Edmund Hailey. 
The chain of a number of Saros C^cie is 
'known as Saros Series. Eaclt Saros 
Series may last (lom 1^ to 1500 years 
and can have on an average 75 eclipses 
although the number may be as low as 68 
or as high as 88. The circumstances of 
any two successive eclipses bear a close 
resemblcmce. However, there is a 
westward shift in the area of visibility 
everytirhe by about 116“ in longitude. The 
first eclipse of a series is always very small 
appearing near the north of South Polo. 
At successive repetitions, the partial 
eclipses tend to get fuller, finally becom-' 
ing total or annular for sometime. They 
again become partial and leave the Earth 
by way of the opposite pole. 

Several Saros Series ipn stmid- 
taneously and each Is given a speciTic 
number. Eclipses of an odd numbered 
series occur when the Moon is at the 
Ascending Node and start active phase 
from the North Polar Region whereas 
those of the even numbered series occur 
when the Moon is at the Descending Node 
and begin from the South Polar Region. 

' The total solar eclipse of 11 August 
1999 is the 21 st one of the Saros Series. 
Number 145, which started on 4 th 
January, 1639. The Series began with 
14. partial eclipses. Then on 6th June 
1891 the first central eclipse of the 
Saros Series tooK place. It was an an ¬ 
nular one with a duration of 6 seconds. 
The first total solar eclipse of the series 
occurred on I7th June 1909, ar d was 
seen in .the Arctic Ocean. The totality 
lasted for 24 seconds The total solar 
eclipse with longest duration of totalrty 
of this Saros Series will take place on 
25th June 2522. The duration of totality 
in this eclipse will be for 7 minutes and 
12 seconds. In next three and a halt 
centuries, 20 partial eclipses in this 
Saros Series will take place. Finally on 
the 17th April, 3009, the last partial 
eclipse of this Saros Series will be seen 
frori] the extreme South Polar Region 

• •• 
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Article 168 lays down that thefe shaM 
be a Legislature for avery Stale whkih 
shall consist of the Qovemor and two 
Houses in case of the States oi Bihar, 
Madhya Pradesh, Maharashtra, 
Karnataka and Uttar f^desh and one 
House in case of the other States. The 
Legislature is bicameral in five states of 
the Union, namely, Bihar, Ms^arashtra, 
Karnataka, and Uttar Pradesh and 
Jammu and Kashrr^r (by virtue of its own 
Constitution), In other States, the 
Legislature is unicameral. At the time 
of the Constitution making the Provincial 
^ Constitution Committee decided that the 
question of a Second chamber in the 
Provinces should be left to the decision 
of each Province. 

It any particular Province decided to 
have a second chamber, it should bS' 
allowed to set up the second chamber, 
but if any particular province did 'not 
want a second chamber it should not 
be upon it. . 

* The Supporters of a second charnber 
put forward the following advantanages. 

(1) A second chamber prevents hasty 
legislation, as a single chamber is in 
danger of being rash and one sided and 
swayed by motion or passion. If there 
are two chambers,, the measures 
passed by one will be scrutinise by the 
other, with the result that the laws 
passed finally will be more carefully 
analysed and adjusted. "Of all forms of 
Government which are possible among 
mankind” writes Lasky. ‘I do not know 
of any which, is likely to be worse than 
the Government of a single orhnipotent 
democratic chambdr”. In his view a 
second chamber .provides not a rival 
infallibility but an ddditional security. 

(2) It provides an instrument to give 
adequate presentation to minorities, 
professionals and other economic 
groups. Distinguished and expereinced 
persons who do not care to fight election 
can be nominated to the second 
charpber. 

(3) Historical evidence and tradition 
support the creation of a second 
chamber. Nearly all the important states 
of the modern world have a second 
chamberv 

Those who are against a second 
chamber enumerate the following 


.disadvantage of the system; 

(1) It is undemocratic. The existence 
of second chambers has resulted in an 
appeal from democratic and progressiva 
forces to the forces of oonservatism. 

(2) If tfwre are two chambers, time wHI 
be uselessly wasted in unnecessary 
debates, the same arguments will be 
repeated at the coslpf the tax payers. 

(3) The arguments that a second 
chamber will act as a brake upon the 
rashness pf the Lower House is not 
convincing. Every important measure, 
before being passed by the Legislature 
is thoroughly discussed for a sufficiently 
long time on the platform and in there 
press. Accordingly, there is little chance 
of legislation being passed in haste. 

Article 169 concedes (1) to the States 
having a second cljiamber the right to 
abolish the same, and (ii) to the States 
having no second chamber at the 
commencement Of the Constitution the 
right to create one. The procedure is that 
the Legislative Assembly of the State 
should pass a resolution for the abolition 
of the Legislative Council or the creation 
of such a Council, as the case may be, 
by a majority of the total membership of 
the assembly and by a majority of not 
less than t\^-thirds of the* members 
present and voting where such a 
resolution has been passed. Parliament 
wilt give effect to it by making provision 
for the abolition of the Legislative Council 
of the State or the creation of sucb a 
Council, as the case may be. Clause (3) 
of the Article 169 lays down that a law 
for the creation or abolitioh or the 
Legislative Council shall not be deemed 
to be an amendment of the Constitution 
and therefore, the procedure laid down 
in Article 366 for the amendment of the 
Constitution is inapplicable to such a law. 

Of the two Houses, one shall be known 
as the Legislative Council and the other 
as the Legislative Assembly. Article 170 
descril'es the composition of the 
^.egislative Assembly or the Lower 
House. The Legislative Assembly shall 
be, composed of members chosen by 
direct election. But seats will be reserved 
for the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
'TVibeSi.The Governor may, if he is of 
opinion that the Anglo-Indian community 
needs representation in the Legislature 


bf the State and ta dot <adeq(iafley 
represented, ntHninate one ntemberof 
that community to the Assenribly. 
Territorial constltuancies shall be 
formed in such a marfoer as to ensure, 
as for as possible, that the fatio between 
population and the number of seats 
allotted is the same throughout the 
State. The actual work of delimiting the"’ 
constituencies is left to Parliament Itself 
and unless Parliament passes a law 
delimiting the various constituencies for 
the Legislative Assembly, it will not be 
possible to constitute the House. 
Readjustment would not effect the 
position of an existing Legislative 
Assembly unless it is dissolved. The 
normal duration of the Legislative 
Assembly is five years but it may be 
dissolved sooner by the Governor. 

Article 171 describes the composition 
of foe Legislative Councils. The total 
number of members in the Legislative 
Council of a State shall not exceed one- 
third of the Jptal number of members in' 
the Legislative Assembly of the state. 
But the total number of members shall 
in no case be less than 40. The 
maximum and minimum limits of the 
total number of the members fixed by 
clause (1) constitutes a permanent part 
of foe law in the sense that unless (he 
Constitution itself is amended the two 
limits cannot be varied. The 
composition of the Legislative Council 
is described in clause (3) which can be 
varied by a law of Parliament. Under 
clause (3) the membership of the 
Legislative Council is not from territorial 
constituencies as in the case of the 
Assembly, it is by nomination, indirect 
election or by election from teachers 
and graduates constituencies of the 
total number of members of the 
Legislative Council of a State, one- third 
are to be elected by electorates 
consisting of members of municipalities, 
district boards, and other local 
authorities in the State, one-twelfth are 
to be elected by electorates consisting 
of persons residing in foe State who 
have been for at least three years 
graduates of any university in India, or 
possess equivalent qualifications are 
.one -twelfth are to elected by 
Electorates consisting of persons who 
have been engaged, in teaching in 
isducatipnal institutions within the State, 
one-third dre to be elected by the 
thembers of.the Legislative Assembly 
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from amongsi: peiaons who 
are ncft members of fha A^embty and 
:he re^ait^der are to be nominated by 
ihe Qbvernor in accordance whh the 
jrovisions of clause (5) e.g. consisting 
'M persons having special knowledge or 
aractigal-experience in respect of 
iterafure, science, art.' cooperative 
inovement and social service. 

Article 172, the normal duration of ihe 
.egislative-Assembly is five years but it 
:an be dissolved sooner by the 
Soverrior on -a request of the Chief 
Vlinister. Durit\g the period a 
jroclamation of emergency is in 
operation the life of the Assembly can 
je extended by Parliamenffor a period 
lot exceeding one year at a time and 
mt exceeding in any case beyond a 
leriod of six months after the 
jroclamation of emergency has ended, 
n no other case may the life of the 
Assembly be extended The Legislative 
Council shall be permanent body, not 
Subject to dissolution, but one^third of 
ts members shalt retire on the expiration 

every second year. 

The purpose of Article 173 (a) is to 
snsure that any person who wants to 
je a member of a Legislative Assembly 
jf a State, must boar truo faith arrd 
sllegiancc to the Constitution as by law 
?stnblished and undertake to hold the 
sovereignly and interyrity of India; and 
a ensure this, he must make an oath or 
)r affirmation. A person to be qualified 
0 bo chosen as a member in the State 
.egislature must not be less than 25 
rears of age in the case of the 
.egislative Assembly and notless than 
30 years in case of the Legislative 
iiouncil. 

A person is disqualified for being 
:hosen as a member of the Legislature 
jf a State: ' 

1> If he holds any office of profit under 
he Centrai or State Government of 

2. Jf he is of urisound mind 

3. If he is .an undischarged insolvent 

4. If hf is not. a citizen erf India or has' i 
/olupatrily acquired Ihe citizenship of a 
oreign State or is under any 
acknowledgement of allegiance or 
adherence of a foreign State. 

5. If he is so disqualified by or under 
any law of Parliament. 

Article' 190 deals with the 
tJisqualifications incurred by a merriber 
after he has been eiected as member. It 
says that ‘no oiae can be a member of 
3oth the Houses of the Legislature of 
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two oir fhore States et the same time", if 
a person is chbsert a member pf the 
Legislature of two or more States then 
at the expiry of the specified period 
Under rules made by President his seat 
in the Legislature shall fall vacant unless 
he resigns his seat in dlt but one of the 
States. If a member of.State Legislature 
absents himself without the permission 
of the House from ail meetings for a 
period of sixty days (excluding the period 
for which the House is prorogued or is 
adjourned for more than. four 
c'onsecutive days) the House may 
declare his'seat vacant. 

For disqualification on ground of 
defection we have already discussed the 
provision in previous article. “The 
Parliament". ^ ' • 

According to Article 192 if any 
question arises as to whether a member 
of a House of the Legislature of a State 
has become subject to any of the 
qualifications mentioned in Article 191 
(1) the question shall be referred to the 
Governor and his decision shall be final. 
The Governor is required to obtain the 
opinion of the Election Commission 
before giving his decision on such 
question. If he resigns and his 
resignation is accepted his seat shall 
become vacant. Article 190 was 
amended 1974 by.the Constitution 33rd 
Amendment Act. The amended article 
now directs the Speaker or Chairman 
not to accept resignations of (j^e 
members automatically but to inquire 
about its genuineness and only then 
accept it. If he finds that the resignation 
is not voluntary*he shall not accept it. 
This amendment was an outcome of the 
students movement in the State of 
Gujarat when the MLA’s were compelled 
to tender their resignations under threat 
and coercion. 

Before taking in the House, every 
member of State Legislature has to take 
oath qf affirmation before the Governor 
or some appointed by him for that 
purpose in the prescribed form. 
Members of a State Legislatuie shall be 
entitled to receive>.such salaries and 
allowances as may from time to time be 
determiried by. the tegislature of the 
State by law. 

According to Artide 1744he Governor 
shall from time to lime summon a House 
of the Le^lature to meet at such time 
and place as he thinks fit. But six months 
should not intervene between its last 
sitting in one session and the date 


appointeef-'for its sitting iVi the next 
session. This rneans that the Assembly 
must meet at least twice a year and not 
more than six months rnust elapse 
between two sessions. Article 174 (2)' 
which enables the Governor to prorogue 
the Legislature does not indicate any 
restriction on this power. This article also 
does not indicate any restriction on this 
power. This article also does not indicate 
the manner in which the Governor is to 
make known his orders. He can follow 
the woil-estbalished practice that such 
orders are ordinarily made known by a 
public notification wfiich mgans no more 
than that they are notified in the official 
Gazette of the State. The Governor may' 
dissolve the Legislative Assembly of a 
State. In case of dissojution and 
prorogation the Govenror can exerciie 
his discretion to some extent. His 
discretion is non-justiciable and cannot 
be challenged even on ground of 
matafide. 

.Under Article 175, the Governor has 
right to address either House of the 
Legislature of a State or both Houses 
assembled together. He may send 
message to the Hduses or House of the 
Legislature in respect of a Bill pending 
in the Legislature or otherwise. When a 
message is so sent, it is the duty of the 
House to consider any matter required 
by the message to be taken into 
consideration. . 

At ihe commencement of the first 
session after each; general election of 
the Legislative Assembly and also at the 
commencement of the first session of 
each year the Governor shall address 
the Legislative Assembly or both Houses 
- assembled togother if a State has two 
Houses and inform the Legislature of the 
causes of its' ^ummons. 

Article 178, ffates that the Legislative 
Assembly is presided over by the 
Speedier vi^o-is elected by the members 
of.the Assembly from their own number 
at the beginning of each new State 
Legislature. The Speaker vocates bis 
office If he ceases to be a member of 
the House. Ho may at any time resign 
or may be removed on a resolution 
passed Py a majority of all the then 
members of the Assembly fourteen 
Day's notice for moving such a 
resolution is required to bo given. The 
Speaker does not vacate his office on 
the dissolution of the Legislative 
Assembly, he continues in offlee until a

ndw Speaker is clecied when the.ni^ 
House meets. The ponstitiition a^o 
ptovidbs tor the offices of the Dep^ 
Speaker and he perforins the duties of 
the Speaker when the later is absent or 
while the office of the Speaker is vacatit; 
The importance of the office of the 
Speaker can be scon from the functions 
he performs and the powers he'wiokte. 
He presides over the meetings of the 
House. Without him or his deputy in the 
Chair, the House cannot be constituted. 
In hfs capacity as presiding, officer, he 
regulates the piocnedings of the House 
and is equipped with the disciplinaiy 
powers comparabio with ttiose of the 
Speaker of the House of Commons It is 
the function of Jhe Speaker to maintain 
order during debate and to enfoice tiie 
rules which govern its conduct. He, 
interprets the standing orders, deals with 
)x>ints of order when they are raised and 
gives ruling when called upon to rio so. 
Thus, his principal tunclion is to regulate 
the business of the .House and ensure 
the undisturbed conduct of its 
proceedings He is not expected to give 
reasons for his decisions and they 
cannot be challenged by any member 
of the House. WHh respect to the 
discharge of his powers and functions, 
the Speaker is not amendable to anyone 
accept the Heuse. No court of law can 
go into tho merits of a ruling given by 
the Speaker. Article 189 (1) pi ovides that 
while questions are decided in the 
House, the Speaker ir. net entitled to 
vote in the first instance, but tie shall 
exercise a casting vote in case of a tie. 
Article 189 (1) requires the Speakeno 
adjourn the House or suspend its 
meeting if there, is r.o quonmi which is 
fixed at one-tentti of the tota! numbers 
of members of ttie House. Article 199 
dehnes a Money Bill and provides tiiat 
should a question arise a.s to whctli(..T a 
pill is a Money Bill or not 'the decision 
of the Speaker of the Legislative 

Assembly.thereon shall be fiiTal.The 

Speaker is required to endorse or certify 
every Money Bill before it is transmitted 
to the Council of States or presented to 
the Governor for his assent. Article 210 
(1) empowers him in his discretion, to 
peernit any member of tho House who 
is unpble to express himself in Hind: or 
in English to 'address the House in his 
own mother tongue. The position of the 
Spekaer is sought to be made impartial 
and independent by the following 
provisions of the Constitution. 


(fi) His salary arid allovieinces ara 
charged oil the Consolidated Fund of 
the State. 

(b) He has no vote except in case of a 

tie. . ' 

(c) he can be refnoved only by a 
resolution passed by a special msyority 
in the House. 

The election of the Speaker or the 
deputy Speaker does not require the 
approval of the Governor. They are not 
officers subordinate to the Governor. 

According to Article, the Legislative 
Council of each State elects its 
Chairman and deputy Chairman from 
among its own members like the vice 
President in the Rajya Sabha, the 
Governor is not the ex-official Chairman 
of the Legislative Council. Like the 
Speaker and Deputy Speaker, the 
Chairman and deputy Chairman may 
resign their office, vocate their office 
when they cease to be member'of' the 
Ccuncjl and may be removed from their 
offices. 

Legislative Procedure : The 
procedure of Legislation in a State 
legislature is broadly similar to that in 
the Parliament under Article 107. AH BIIIs 
except a Money Bill or a Financial Bill, 
may originate in either House of the 
State Legislature. If a Bill has been 
passed by the Legislative Assembly 
and transmitted to the Legislative 
Council (a) is rejected by the Council, 
(b) more than three months passed 
from the date on which thp Bill is laid 
before the Council, without the Bill 
being passed by it, (c) the bili is passed 
by the Council with amendments to 
which the Legislative Assembly does 
not agree, the Assembly passes the 


Bill , again in the same or in ^ 
subsequent session, with, or without 
amendments suggested, by the 
Council. If after a Biit has so passed 
for the second time by the Legislative 
Assembly and transmitted to the 
Legistative Council .which (a) rejects 
the Bill, (b) does not pass it within one 
month from the date on which it is lai(; 
before.the Council, or (cjpassedihe Bill 
amendment ^ which the Legislative 
Assembly does not agree, the Bili with 
be deemed to have been passed by both 
Houses in the form in Which it was 
passed by the Assernbly for the second 
time. Thus the decision of the Lower 
House prevails in regard to any Bill and 
the Upper House has only a suspensive 
vote for some time. 

A Bill pending in the Legislature of a 
State does not a lapse by tho reason of 
the prorogation of the House or Houses. 
A Bill pending in the Legislative Councii 
of a State which has not been passed, 
does not lapse on the dissolution of the 
Assembly. 

When a Bill has been passed by botfi 
the House the Bill is sent to Governor 
for his assent. He may declare either that 
(a) he assents to the 811!, (b) he 
withholds his assents (c) he reserved 
the Bill (or the consideration ot the 
President (d) he may return the Bill to 
the Houses tor reconsideration. In the 
last case when a Bill, returned by the 
Governor for the reconsideration of the 
Houses ,is passed agaii i by the Houses 
with or without amendments and 
presented to the Governor for assent, 
the Governor shall not withhold assent 
second time.

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INTELLIGENT TERMINALS 

Terminals are exclusively being used 
today as on-line remote data entry 
devices. Depending on their local 
processing capability, there terminals 
are classified as dumb, smart, and 
intelligent. 

A simple, low-cost teleprinter or 
alphanumeric display device iS' 
generally classified as dump terminal. 
These units have a keybaord for input, 
a means of communicating with the 
CPU of the central site computer, and a 
printer or screen to receive output. 
Dumb terminals need not appear dump 
to the user. Because of the rapidity with 
which the central-site computer can 
communicate back to the data entry 
station, many applications are not 
affected if no actual processing is done 
locally. However, dump terminals 
transmit all data directly to the control 
site computer. This type of data is called 
"dirty” data because errors are 
transmitted along with good Clata..The 
errors are then identified by the CPU of 
the control-site computer and 
processing could be delayed until'clean' 
data are obtained from remote users. 
Thus type of .delay, accompained by the 
need to process the data over again, 
can be expensive. 

Smart terminlas have additional 
features. They usually have a 
microprocessor a (CPU) and some 
internal storage in addition to I/O 
capabilites. They have local data editing 
capability and QUIity to consolidate input 
data prior to sending them to the CPU | 
of th^ main computer-site. This means 
that prelimirAry procs^ing of irqiut data 
can take place tbcally and that the data 
can be cleaned up before it is 


transmitted to the control-site computer. 
However, smart terminals cannot be 
programmed by users. 

An intelligent- terminal is a small 
computer i]^ itself, it consists of a built-in 
micro computer that can be programmed 
by users. These programmable terminals 
have extensive local data processing 
power. Large working files can be 
maintained locally and small data 
processing jobs can be handled fai^lhe 
terminal itself without the need to interact 
with the CPU of the main computer 
system.On-line secordary floppy disk 
storage devices are often used during 
the processing of these small jobes. 
Programmed, error-detention tests can 
also be stored in the terminal for the 
validation of input data to the main 
computer system for further processing. 

SCANNERS 

Scanners are basically input devices 
that are capable of recognising marks or 
characters. Thus they are used for direct 
data entry into computer system. The 
following are the characteristics of 
scanners. 

1. They eliminate some of the 
duplication of human effort required to 
get data into the computer. Human 
beings do not have Ihe key to the data. 

2. The reduction in human intervention 
improves data accuracy and can 
increase the timeliness of the information 
processed. 

3. Since Scanners are direct data entry 
dewce they demand high quality of 
input documents. Documents that are. 
poorly typed or have strike over or j 
erasures are normally rejected. 

' With these devices, from.design and | 
in specITication may become more critical i 
that in Ihe case when people key the data 


from the forms. 

5. Most, of these devices are not 
economically feasible unless the daily 
volume of transaction is relatively high. 

Though not ve.'y popular in India, 
Scanners are extensively used in 
advanced countries like U.S.A..The two 
major type of scanneis are optical 
scanners and nriagnetic-ink character 
recogni tion de^/ices. 

9PTICAL SCANNERS 

As the name implies, the techniques 
used in these devices for the recognition 
of markstcharacters involves a light 
source and right sensors. These devices 
are capable of interpreting hand-made: 
marks and characters, machine-printed 
characters and special bar code. Thus 
the common optical scanner devices 
are optional mark-readers jOMR], 
optical character reader (OCR] and bar¬ 
code readers. 

Optical Mark Readers : these 
scanners are capable of recognising a 
prespecified type of mark made by 
pencil or pen. For example, many 
students might nave appeared in 
objective tests where they fiadto mack 
type their answers to questions on a 
special test-seoring sheet by darkening 
a square*or circle space by a pencil to 
indicate their correct choice out of,the 
various alternatives; These answer 
sheets are directly fed to a computer 
for grading with the use of on optical 
mark reader. The use of OMR Is not 
limited to the grading of objecti'ira type 
test. Infact, any input data that is of a 
choice or selection nature can be 
recorded for OMR input. 

The actual technique used by an OMR 
device for recognition of marks involves 
focussing a light on the page being 
scanned and detecting the reflected 
light bottom from the marks. Pencil 
marks made with a soft lead pencil (high 
graphite content) v/ill reflect the tight. 

Optical Character Readers: These 
scannei device are capable of detecting 
alphabetic and numeric characters 
printed on paper. Those characters may 
be either typewritten or handwritten. In 
case of hand written characters, special 
care has to be taken to ensure foat the 
characters are of standard size, lines 
making up the characters are 
connected, and no stylish loops etc. are 
used. On the otherhand, if. the 
characters are typewritten they must be 
typed using a special type font called 
on OCR font. A wide range of fonts,, 
using ordinary inks, can now be 
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. accepted by OCR devices. The sUmdaii^ 
•; fph'ts used are ORC-A lAmericaflt 
y standard] and ORC-B [European’ 
standard]. Mnst brands of typewrilera 
: are available with an OCR'character set^ 
Some OCR devices can also accept 
computer print-out and complete pages 
of typed text. 

Bar-Code Readers ; Data coded in 
the form of light and dark lines or bars 
are known as bar codes. Bar-codes are 
used particularly by the retail trade for 
labelling goods and by supermarkets for 
labelling shelves and stock control. They 
are also used for numbering books in 
public libraries so. that wrtien a book is 
borrowed or returned, it can be recorded 
using a computer. 

Bar-Code reader is a device used for 
reading [decoding] bar-coded data. Bar¬ 
code reading is performed by a laser- 
beam scanner which is'linked to a 
computer. The laser-beam is stroked 
across the pattern of bits that is recorded 
as the input data. 

■ The most widely-used known bar is the 
universal product code [UPC] which 
now appears on almost all retails 
packages in U.S.A.. These bars are 
decoded as 10 digits. The first five of 
these digits identify the manufacturer or 
suppliers of the product and the second 
five digits identify a specific product of 
the manufacturer. 

Tite UPC is designed to simplify 
customer check out and retail store 
inventory management. For example, 
when bar-coded items are received at a 
merchants’s automated check-out start, 
they are decoded by a bar-code reader 
' and the data is transmitted to a computer 
that looks up the price possibly updates 
■ inventory and sales records, and forward 
price and description information back 
. to the check stand for output on the sale 
receipt. _ 

MAGNETIC-INK 
CHARACTER RECOGNITION 

Magnetic-ink character recognition 
[MlCR] devices were developed to assist 
• the banking industry in processing the 
tremendous volume of checks being 
written every day. A special type of 
chegues is used in banks tfiat employ 
MlCR*devices. The banks identification 
code and the cu.stomer's account 
number is pre-pnnted orr all these 
cheques with a special ink that contains 
magnctizeable particles of iron oxide, 
when a filled up cheque is presented at 
the bank employee incodes the amount 
in the lower right corner. This cheque is

The; following are s.ofhe of the 
advantage and limitations of .MlCR 
system. 

1. Even roughly handled, folded, 
smeared, and over stamped cheques 
can still be read with a high degree of 
accuracy. 

2. MlCR devibes speed up data input 
for the barvking industry becapsa 
cheques can be directly fed into the iriput 
device. 

3. The characters coded on the 
cheques using rhagnetic ink can also be 
easily read by people. 

4. The main limitation of MlCR is that 
only the 10 digits and 4 special 
characters needed for bank processing 
are used. No alphabetic characters are 
available. 

5. Special type of magnetic ink is 
required for encoding the characters to 
be read by the machine. 

Flow of Information 

DATA- INPUT - PROCESSOR - 
OUTPUT 

The data is inputted to the system as 
it is, the processor processes the data 
as per the instructions given to give us 
the final output as per the user 
specifications. 

The primary storage unit 

The primary storage unit is the 
computer’s nnemory, where information 
is stored both permanently and 
temporarily. There are two distirct.types 
of memory. 

1. Read Only Mei-nory [ROM] 

2. Random Access Memory [RAM] 

Read only memory [ROM]: contains 

till the information and and instructions 
necessary to make the computer 
dperater when it is switched on. 

This, information is ROM resident and 
put in during the manufacturing and 
remains there stored on chip 
permanently. The memory is capable of 
being read from only but not of being 
written to , and hence known as Read 
Only Memory. 

There are various types of ROM 
chips to meet user specifi'eadons ; 

1. PROM: The programmable Read 
only Memory chips can be programmed 
by a user to perform specific functions. 
However, once a PROM has been 
programmed, its final physical state is 
fixed and it cannot be reprogrammed. 

2. EPROM: The Erasable 
Programmable Read only memory chips 
are PROMS that can be reprograrnmed. 


They contain a quartz window, though 
which light can be shone, so that 
ultifoviolet light .can thus erase the 
memory of the chip, and can thus be 
reprogrammed. 

3. EEPROM: The olegtricaUy Erasable 
Read only Memory ehipts can be 
washed off the memory wi^ the holp of 
the etectricat signals. These are the most. 
expensive of the lot and are used in 
specific applications. 

Random Aceass Mem<Hry .[B/dM} : 
The part of the primary storage unit 
ussed to store temporary information in 
the form of data and instructions is the 
RAM. RAM can be written into as will as 
read from. Information is held on special 
RAM chips and requires an electrical 
current to manitain the information If 
stores. Its contents are, therefore, its 
whenever the system is switched off and 
is, therefore, called the volatile memory. 

Floyv of Information : A computer’s 
primary storage, consists of collection 
of two-state devices. These devices are 
electronic cells that can be either 
charged or uncharged. We represent the 
state of an uncharged coll by a 0 and a 
charged cell by a 1 All the information 
within the computer is stored in the form 
of 1’s and O’s. 

Bit: Each Electronic cell contains 
either of the binary digits 0 or 1. This 
information represented by 0 or 1 is 
referred to as a bit. The bit is the 
fundomental unit of information stored 
in a computer, memory. 

Byte, Word and Nibble: 8-bits 
together are referred tp as a byte. An 8- 
bit memory location can contain any one 
of 256 different binary numbers ranging 
from: 

00000000 - 11111111 

[0 in decimal] [225 in decimal] 

A byte or an 8-bit memory locations is 
the most commonly- used unit of 
niemory. Half a byte is called a nibble, 
i.e , four biriary bite. 

Memory size: The computer's 
memory is measured by the number of 
memory Focations it contains, but this 
would give arc unreliable measure 
because of the differente sizes of 
different memory locations. The size of 
the computer's memory is therefore 
measured by the number of characters 
it can stqre. A character occupies 8 bits- 
a byte. Consequently, computer's 
me'mory size is measured .in byte or 
move commonly in kilobytes.

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Interwiew & Your 
Personality 

personality does matter. In every walk 
of life we need to possess a powerful 
personality to do good and excel. This 
fact is established like an utiiversal truth. 
Though personality encompasses 
almost all arena of our life concerning 
its use. we have been focussed on the 
single aspect-how to cultivate the 
personality which could help our 
enthusiastic readers while they are 
facing an ■ interwiew. This is the third 
article on this topic. We had tried to 
made candidates understand the use 
and the benefits of a good and powerful 
personalilty while they are lacing 
interviews i.e.personality test. For the 
best result candidates are advised to 
lead the ' face To Face’ column, too 
which IS Ihe complimentary part of this 
column. 

Pressure Technique 

There aie diflerent • types of 
intorviow'i One of them is the interview 
under pressure In such typo of 
personality tests, interviewers usually 
create pressure on the candidate, when 
the hoard is convinced that the pressure 
has been built up they start asking 
.simple and noimal question to the 
candidate. Now Itic psychologist (sitting 
in the interview board ) is at work and 
lie i.s .screening the candidate like a x- 
ray machine. It is very difficult to come 
out nt the pressure and answer those 
question in normal ways and at ease. 
Many of the aspirants become so 
p!;vched that they ruin their personality 
test with absured and abnormal 
answers. We will take some examples 
(livo-t'xperiencds) Irom interviews. 

(1) In the year 1998 a candidate was 
to be interviewed tor civil services 
exnmin.'iiin which is conducted by the 
Union Public Service Commission. A 
lady .was the Chairperson of the Board. 
The candidate was called on time and 
the normal greetings were exchanged. 
The first question was asked by the 
chairperson, as ususal, but the question 
was a series of statements and'they 
went like a monologue. The candidate 
was totally surprised as he had never 
thought that .such things might be asked 


to him. Just listen the case. As the 
candidate sat after ususal exchange of 
greetings, the lady (Chairman) asked 
about how many brothers and sisters the 
candidate had. He informed two sisters 
and one'brother all younger to him .The 
lady asked Ihe candidate that since he 
had younger brother and sisters he 
should have gone -for some other 
competitive exarninatins and join as 
quickly as possible as it could have 
supported the family to educate them. 
She further added that the candidate 
should 'not have gone for such a time¬ 
taking and dicey competitve 
examination like civil services which 
could mar the career prospects of his 
bfpther and sisters. She went on passing 
such statements for a while to which the 
candidate was replying nothing as she 
did not wail for his answers. After this, 
the lady asked about his hobby. The 
candidate replied that it was cooking. 
She tookekd at him, folded the bio-data 
file of the candidate and left the board 
and went outside. The candidtate was 
surprised to her action. He was more 
surprised when more of the other 
members turned to his bobby part and 
went on asking various questions. The 
whole interview passed in the absence 
of the Chairperson (lady) which lasted 
for another 35 minutes. As he 
(candidate) was finishing tiis last answer 
the lady epiored the interview hall. She 
took her seat and told the candidate 
thank you' The interview was over. Now 
one oan imagine the situation the 
situation, of the candidate who had not 
replied any questin m front of the 
chairperson who is actually designated 
to give marks to the candidate. He came 
out a frustrated man. The results wore 
published and he was an IPS. Anybody 
will be suprised to know that he had 
fetched 190 marks out of 300. This was 
an interview which ran in pressure 
throughout. The candidate could never 
reason out as why tfie chairperson left 
the hall when he told that his hobby was 
cooking ? Why did none of the other 
members ask any question on his hobby ? 
Why did Charperson keep off thdSvhole 
interview cession '> How cliiJ he get such 
a good marks when the chairperson had 
not heard his single reply ? Such is the 


case of an interview which runs under¬ 
pressure. 

(2) In the year 1998 an IPS (girt) was 
taking bar last interview as improvment 
chance. As she entered into the 
interview hali she was greeted by the 
Chairman with the several words of 
appreciation concerning her hair, figure 
and beauity. The candidate was taking 
the praise by saying thanks with humility. 
But a very simple question came from 
the Chairman which remained the soul 
of the whole interview for the coming 15 
minutes and the interview ended. 

Basically, after praising the candidate 
the Chariman asked her that why she 
did not go for Miss Universe and Miss 
World via Miss India contest as she was 
a beautiful lady. Shp told that she was 
not interested any more because she 
had an important decision made already 
through which she could serve the 
people and the nation. Here stie was on 
wrong footing, the Chairman asked that 
why she did not think of going for the 
contests as she had beautiful eyes, hair, 
height, complexion and figure ? Did not 
she hear Miss Sushmita Sen saying 
after becoming Miss Universe that now 
she will be serving the whole world as a 
cultural ambassador ? Is serving the 
world less important than serving a 
nation, a district, etc. ? Or she didn't 
possess the confidence ? Did she take 
these beauty contests not in good spirit ? 

The candidate was always defending 
her point as why she did not go for ttiose 
beauty contests to which the Chairman 
was no more convinced. At the end of 
15 minutes she accepted that those 
beauty contests are really more' 
challenging and serve better purposes 
it it comes, to serve people, nation and 
the world.The interview ended here and 
she got 60 marks out of a total 300 
marks. 

Analysis 

After going through these two above¬ 
given case studies, one must be 
convinced with the pressuie-technique 
in interview. Basically, sometimes 
interview board gives shocks. 
Sometimes the board criticises a 
candidate s understanmg of n very 
simple fact. Many limes a candidate is 
considered to think of a particular 
situation and then he is supposeo to 
'answer tfie questions Unprecedented 
and surprising quesnoris .in* out by

In my 
opinion we have developed but 
somewhere we had lost the track to be 
blamed of costing the sbeiai cause in 
this process. 

Candidate D : l would liko to 
starting discussion from the point where 
my friend ‘C’ left it.

The famous line which generated exces¬ 
sive interest among the contemporary 
thinkers, was presented by the 17th cen¬ 
tury British Philosopher Thomas Hobbes 
in his famous book ‘Leviathan’. In one way 
the philosopher comes with a purchline 
theory around which many to come said 
that the peace and social order rested. 
Many philosophical carrers originated with 
a criticism of Hobbes theory and many of 
them saw their doom in il, too. 

Here. Hobbes concludes that man is 
always is a condition of war against ev¬ 
erybody. permanently. Hobbes reaches 
this conclussion after a systematic study 
and with a logical interpretation of hu¬ 
man life through history, in his opinion 
men are slaves of their instinct and de¬ 
sire which control their inner desires. In 
the process of this satiation man applies 
or he is inclined to apply every means 
at his disposal.

Since things are scarce and their de¬ 
mands unlimited, men start fighting for 
thesg scarce resources around.

But just v^en we 
thought we had seen It all comes along 
‘ a person like KarnatiUra chief minister 
J.H. Patel, establishing that there is far 
more to politicai histrionics than we ever" 
suspected.

When they laid a siege to the 
Janata Dal (JO) office in Bangalore, 
Gowda and Co. had assumed that they 
had beaten their wily rival to the owner¬ 
ship of JD property and symbol. The 
next step bn the agenda would have 
been a format clearance from the 
' governorfor Mr. Patel to undergo afloor 
test in the assembly and the imposition, 
of president's rule. Unbek-nown to this 
lot, however. Mr. Patel was already with 
the governor - securing his nod both 
for seeking half the cabinet and the 
dissolution of the state Essembly. 
Caught unawares, Mr. Gowda and his 
flock are screaming foul, but to no avail. 
For, thanks to governor Khurshid Alam 
Khan's swift intervention, Mr. Patel will 
be In the saddle when karnataka goes 
to the polls. Mr. Patel is unfazed by the 
barrage of criticism. He has committed 
no wrong, he says, and technically he 
is right. Our constitution allows an as¬ 
sembly to be dissolved ahead of time, 
it also lays down that a council of mini¬ 
sters will aid and advise the governor. 
Mr. Patel simply' married the two 
provisions and got the House dis¬ 
solved. 

So far so good, except that it was an 
abruptly reduced council of ministers 
that preffered the dissolution advice. 
Our founding fathers evidently didnot 
envisage a circumstance where a chief 
minister would get rid of ministers who 
would oppose a decision and then ap¬ 
proach t;ie governor with the same 
decision. Stretching the argurpent. we 
could have a chief minister who gives 
the boot to most of his cabinet and then 
does precisely what he wants. Doesthis 
mean that the sltuaUon. is without 
rerhedy? No. The constitution gives the 
gbvemor Mair amount of diacretion, 
In other words, Mr. Khan could have 
returned for reconsideration the Pffiel 


cabinet's , advice. H«} this happenad, 
Mr. Patei would not have been able to 
present his opponents with a fait ac¬ 
compli. The chief mincer would have 
also faced questions regarding the 
propriety of tendering advice to the 
governor when his majority wba m 
doubt. Surety, a floor test was in order 
to find out if, In fact, Mr. Patel enjoyed a 
majority, and if he didn’t, for alternatives 
to be ^plored. But then. It was precise- 
lytoMcapethlspossibilitythatMr. Patel 
had the House dissolved. Unfortunately 
for the chief minister, he may have been 
too clever by half. Incumbency is more 
a disadvantage and . this has been 
proved over and over in recent elec¬ 
tions. Mr. Patei might have scraped 
through had he been ousted from offlce 
by his opponents. Instead he suffers by 
going to the polls as an unpopular chief 
minister and the National Democratic 
Alliance suffers by association.

My main purpose in writlngthia book 
has been given to an intelligible ac> 
count bt India and its contemporary 
economic problems. My knowledge 
about India and its culture was almost 
nil until'l referred the works of Or. Rad- 
hakrishnan and others for my thesis on 
a topic related to Greek and Islamic art 
and culture. My first introduction to 
India and its people was through this 
literature only. The Hindu view of life’, 
by Dr. Ftadhakrishnan, influenced me a 
lot. Later on in 1950, I wrote certain 
letters also to Or. Radhakrishnan in 
which I sought clarifications on some of 
my doubts. But this is an old story of 
some thirty years back. I found the In¬ 
dian culture very rich and full of 
originality.

Monuments to be Laser 
Cleaned 

Historic buildings have been always 
under threat of stains and encrustations 
due to atmospheric pollution or acid ram. 
Technology is increasingly coming td the 
aid of organisations responsible for 
protecting our heritage from such 
damages. Linked with unfavourable 
weather conditions certain encrustations 
or ‘black crusts' consisting of soot, 
mineral particles and airborne ash 
cemented together by gypsum, can 
penetrate the stone, causing it to crumble 
and erode the more delicate mineral 
layers. There are serveral ways of 
cleaning old building including water 
cleaning, powder spraying and the use 
of chemical reagents. These techniques 
have different types of disadvantages. 

Cleaning by LASER, which was 
introduced in Italy in the 1970 s, has until 
now been as expensive method with a 
generally limited performance, mainly 
consisting of laboratory equipment 
transported to the site. With the. 
development of Lama (portable laser for 
cleaning of facades and historical 
building), however, a decisive step has 
been taken that could see widespread 
adoption of laser cleaning The main 
advantage of Lama is its use of four 
optical fibres, protected by a flexible 
sheath, for deliveing the light beams to 
the work area. Having a beam 11 m. long 
(which can be increased upto 60 m) 
provides much better manoeuvrability 
than with laboratory lasers equipped with 
an articulated arfn. Lama is seven to nine 
timfes more efficient and severT to eight 
times cheaper compared to the older 
versions of the laser cleansing rnodels. 


First to Dwell on Earth 

According to British scientists, a 
small lizard tikesnirhal whose rentains 
were found in an ancient Scotish lake- 
bed may have been one of the first 
creatures to live on dry land. The IS 
cm specimen-Casineria KiddI- dates 
from almost 340 million years ago. Ail 
life on earth can ultimately be traced 
back to sea. Creatures with limbs and 
digits rather than fins had evloved from 
.fishes by the end of the Devonian period 
about 365 million years ago. But there 
is a yawning gap between this point in 
time and appearance of fully terrestrial 
animals in the late carboniferons period, 
about 335 million years ago. which 
remains largely a mystery. The new 
fossil provides a clue to what was 
happening during these 30 million 
years. The creature'^s remains consist 
of a number of fossilised skeletal 
fragments but the skull is missing. Its 
most important feature is a five-digit 
limb, the earliest known in the fossil 
record. ___ 

Bind! May Cause Skin 
Disorder 

Medical experts have warned 
against the use of stidk-on bindi, 
prologned use of which may result in 
various skin disorders. Recent studies 
conducted by two research institutions 
in Lucknow have found a link between 
synthetic adhesive used in bindi and 
skin infections in the forehead. While 
plant-based glue, obtained from areca 
tree was traditionally used as an 
adhesive a switch- over to synthetic 
adhesive lared with chemicals has 
become a health hazard, according to 
experts. 

A study carried out by B.N.Gupta, 
who heads the dermal toxicology 
laboratory at Industrial Toxicology 
Research Centre (ITRC). found^dding 
chemicals like para-tertiary butyl 
phenol, mercury-rich compounds and 
resinous material caused leucoderma 
(white patches) in a number of Indian 
and South Asian women. The other

Largest Bacteria 

The largest bacteria known-with 
cells bigger than the head of a fruit fly- 
have been found in the South Atlantic 
seabed. The largest specimen were 
three-quaters of millimetre across and 
arc called Thiomargarita 
Namibfensis. 

The bacteria live in sulphide-rich 
sediments where the water contains very 
little oxygen. They get energy by using 
nitrate from the water above to oxidise 
sulphide. Thiomargarita harvests the 
niterate from the water whenever the 
sediment is stirred up by current. Most 
of its cell is occupied by .a vacoule that 
acts as a storage tank for nitrate. The 
researchers estimate that the bacteria 
only need to fill these tanks with nitrate 
6-10 times per year. 

This allows them to survive, in 
undistrubed sediment for long. 

Indigenous Drug for 
Hepatitis-B 

A great medical breakthrough has 
been achieved by discovering a drug for 
treating the virulent Hepatitis-B infection. 
The discovery by Mr.A.L.Thyagrajan, 
head of the Department of Micro biology 
at the Dr. A.L.Mudaiiar Post Graduate 
Ihsititute of Basic Medical Sciences of 
tfie University of Madras, comes after 
nearly 20 years of research. With this 
the 400 million suffering from the disease 
around the world, with 42 million in India 
alone, have a chance to get cured of the 
infection. Hepatitis-B kilts more people 
in the world that AIDS does in one year. 
The discovery therefore be hailed as one 
of the grea- 3st Indian contribution to the 
medical world In the 20th century. 

The drug has been developed 
based on a locally available kizhanelli 
(phyllanthus amarus) Plant. Kizhanelli 
has been tratlitionaliy known to cure 
laundice (Hepatitis A and Hepatitis -E). 
The discovery has been able to point out 
the "olficacy of phyllanthus amarus to 


cure Hepatitis-B prowded the' tyjM of soil 
to be used, preparation the soil for 
cultivatloni blotting (the biological tests 
to find oiA the various active properties 
of the plant to treat Hepatitis-B and liver 
damage ) and finally chemotyping (to 
.check the corresponding chemical 
constituents responsible, for this 
biological properiles) are taken care of. 
The idea to use kizhanelli to treat 
Hepatitis-B was first tried out by 
Mr.Thyagrajan.in 1972. It was found to 
reduce the bilirubin level from 28 ml to 
12 ml per CC in two weeks of treatment 
and completely clear it in four weeks 
time. Bilirubin is released by dead liver 
cells infected by Hepatitis-B and is used 
as a direct measure to evaluate the 
State of liver infection. ■ _ 

Diamonds Aren’t 
Forever 

A laser built for nuclear weapons 
research lias turned diamond into a 
metal. Normally, a diamond is nothing 
like a metal, as its electrons cannot flow 
freely. However, scientists suspected 
that if you compress a diamond enough, 
it becomes metallised diamond before. 
Now Mr.Giibent Collins of the Lawrence 
Livermore National Laboratory in 
California and his colleagues have 
achieved the feat using the world's most 
powerful laser. 

The team focused several blue light 
beams from the Nova laser onto an 
aluminium target attached to small 
diamond. The light's energy set up a 
shock wave that rippled through the 
metal and the diamond, which it 
compassed with a pressure, of millions 
of atmosphere. The diamond's surface 
began reflecting light, )ust like a metal 
would. The shock waves compress the 
material into what we think is a metallic 
state, says Collins. The transition 
probably occurred when the diamond 
melted, loosening electrons so they 
could roam freely. 

The highly pressurised carbon 
(diamond) might be similar to the matter 
at the centres of dense stars such as 
white dwarfs which form when sun-like 
stars run out of fuel. By analysing the 
properties of melted diamond, these 
experiments might tell astronomers 
more about the conditions inside these 
dying stars.

Ans. Arguments In favour: 

A well-known bookie of the capital 
insists that there haS not been any 
heavy betting on cricket matches 
between India and Pakistan since our 
neighbours are not interested in “fixing" 
them. They apparently believe they can 
beat the Indians anyway. Go to the 
Indians, the Pakistanis are likely to say. 
Now they (the Indians) might-agree to 
mess up the odd chance of beating 
Pakistan.and make some money ! 
Weird logic, but sounds plausible. 

Betting has cast a shadow on some of 
the greatest names in the game. A great 
batsman once pushed the ball into the 
mid-off fielder's hands as though to make 
absolutely'-sure that the fielder did not 
floor the catch. The national selectors 
took up the matter with the cridret board. 
They suspected his motives. Where 
morality is involved, what's the point of 
talking about legalising betting ? 

If cricket is to preserve the clean 
' image, it has acquired over the years, it 
needs conscientious sportsmen and 
rion get-rich -quick millionaires for 
whom the means are not as important 
as the ends. Today's players seem to 
think that money is money - like a 
hundred is a hundred. It is immaterial if 
the money is tax-paid or tainted. 

Belling per se cannot bo 
condemned outright so long as it 
conforms to certain norms. But to hope 
that legalised betting would wash off all 
the sins of Indian cricket would be like 
expecting the voluntary disclosure 
scheme to flush out all black money. 
You can only legalise betting if it is a 
straightforward wager on a win, loss or 
drsM. The odds listed by the London 
bookmakers Ladbrokes or William Hill 
will only conform to these broad 
parameters and not whether a particular 
batsmen will get a hundred or a duck. 
Or whether a particular bowler will bag 
a certain number of wickets. 

Not that people don’t bet on 
individual performances, as in tennis. A 
reigning Wimbledon champion was 
once rumoured to have lost a final after 
winning the first two sets because he 
was offered four times the amount he 
would have go^for winning the match I 

Without proper parameters betting 
cannot be legalised. In a team game it 
is even mote difficult. In cricket, play 


goes on ail through the day betting 

is done through eye contact or signs 
that will convey everything to a bookie. 
No legalised network can operate in a 
rapidly changing situation. 

Betting! is perfectly legal at the race 
course because a punter can only bet 
on a horse winning, on placing or pick 
a combination ticket. The scope in 
cricket is unending and cdn go to 
ridiculous lengths. 

Then again, you cani nail a player 
indulging in betting once it is legalised. He 
is perfectly justified in making his wagers. 
The only way the players can be 
disciplined is to have an effective code of 
conduct and by throwing them out at the 
mere suspicion - the same way the board 
once disciplined a player by dropping him 
from the team for hobnobbing with the 
packer men and deploring the possibility 
of joining the circus Down Under. 

Betting need not be legalised if the 
players are brought to heel and a watch 
is kept on their activities outside the field 
such as offering their tickets to those who 
matter, for a consideration. Fear is the key 

Arguments against the statement; 

Betting in cricket has come to stay. It 
cannot be washM away, nor will it 
disappear. The best course would he to 
bring it in the open, take the lid off. legalise 
it. This will result in transparency, more 
regulation, checking of records, scrutiny 
of receipts. And with hefty taxation, the 
State stands to gain substaritial revenue. 

Reacting to allegations of betting 
and the consequent match fixing, a 
senior Indian cricket team member said 
the whole thing was pure rubbish 
Match fixing meant deliberate losing 
and had to Involve a large number of 
players, which implied thaj a m^ority in 
the team must agree to cooperate. 
However, this is Impossible because 
Indian players do not agree on 
anything. They do not see eye to eye on 
simple issues like field placing and 
batting order. Unlikely, then that they 
should scuttle a game unanimously. 

Moreover, he pointed out why would 
any sensible person pay the Irtdian 
players to lose ? The team loses 
anyway. All jlhe time. 

Betting is all pervasive. It is almost a 
part of our cricket tradition. Earlier hushed 
whispers hinted darkly about the loss 
decided in advance in hotel rooms, 
sudden declaration^, wild shots from 
settled batsmen. Often such acts, without

Soon this changed and the betting 
boom began. With Bharjah the arrivai of 
mobile phones and live TV coverage, 
discussion on cricket centred as much on 
petis of nlcney as pitches and 
performance. Betting is now convenient 
and fashionable, it does not matter who 
played where. The addicted juari staked 
huge amounts even when Pakistan and 
South Africa battled at the Wanderers. 

While cricket betting took some lime to 
grow (though flimly established at the 
Mahalaxmi Race . v. Bombay), in 
England '# was rartine. There, odds are 
openly quoted in newspapers like the 
weather report or stock prices and money is 
accepted in aperfectiy legal, normal manner. 

in India, the arrangement is more 
complicated, underhand and shrouded 
in mystery. Yet cricket betting is 
widespread. The turnover from each 
game amounts to a<staggering figure. 
,With so much at stake people naturally 
cross the threshold to access persons 
in the inner ring - umpires anJ players - 
capable of influencing the outcome. 

Herein lies the problem. Match 
fixing, whiefi follows, is cheating. It 
destroys the basic purpose of sport. If 
competition is eliminated from the 
proceedings, one side surrendering in 
advance, where is the pleasure and 
excitement of watching rivals, testing 
their skills to decide the winner ? 

Rumour, innuendo and mischief 
have tarnished Indian cricket and 
caused a permanent scare among 
players. As one player pointed out, 
every bad shot Is now attributed to 
bookies. Each time someone gets out 
to a poor shot, he Is suspected of doing 
so deliberately, following instructions. 

Hints of players' involvement will 
obviously persist and on occasions 
cricket may even witness scandals. But 
the answer is to prohibit players from 
getting entangled by drawing out a.strict 
code of behaviour. Surely, Indian 
cricketers who are self- respecting 
professionals playirig for pride and 
national prestige, won’t do anything 
silly for a few bits of silver ^ •••

3 : India should go for 
labour - Intensive industrialisation in 
place of capital-intensive 
industrialisation. Present' logicsl 
arguments in three points. 

Ans. After the industrial revolution in 
the Europe, a new parameter of growth 
got its general acceptance all over the 
world. There came a time when each and 
every country opted for speepy industrial 
development and the process of 
industitalisatton took its birth. It came to 
be accepted as one of the main 
determinants of economiv~ growth. India, 
too, opted for industrialisation starting 
with the setting up of heavy industries to 
fulfil the emergent need of infrastructural 
support to give a broader base (or further 
industrialisation. According to 
economists and financial analysts. India 
should go for labour- intensive industrips. 
We can understand the logic behind it in 
the following points - 

1. Indio is one of the most popuiateo 
ciountry of the world It s population will 
be crossing tOO nore mark by 2000 
A.D. In due course of our economic and 
industrial growth we felt thtil our 
economy could not sustain the high 
rate of population growtti. Thus, a large 
number of non-working population 
came to be dependent 'upon a 
comparatively less number of working 
population This led irj the siphoning of 
our eameo money. At the same time the 
nurriber of unemployed rose year after 
year. Again, since economy could not 
provide works to oui people, the people 
living under the so-called poverty line 
kept rising One of ttie main reasons for 
this unemployment rise can be 
attributed to the selection of wrong 
pror;ess of industrialisation i.e capital- 
intensive industries Where these 
industries consumed heavy capitals, 
they could not provide jobs to very large 
number of our population 

2. Since, lr>dia has abundance of 
workforce always available it should go 
tor labour-intensive industries. Labour- 
intensive industries are generally less 
expensive and are based on 
comparatively lesser capital amount. At 
W same time ft (uifiis the important 
requirement of providing works to 
maximum number of people. It is well 
known economic theory ttiat if we have 


to eradicate poverty, the first and 
foremost thing which should be done is 
to provide jobs to the population in the 
focus. By doing so people living under 
the poverty line automatically improve 
their standard of living, by themselves. 
At the same time the industrial and 
commercial growth of the economy is 
also speeded up and felt in a big way.

In more than one way all 
the religions preach same thing. But the 
people holding the power to define and 
redefine the religious sayings always try 
to grove their religions special and 
different from that of other religions, in 
the process, what we get, is a total 
mesh. People hata people. People even 
kill people. And ultimately this makes 
one religion in juxtaposition to Some 
other religions. The religion which Is 
always a way of life thus gets Its name 
for the destruction of its followers in 
more than one way. At the same time, 
this manifestation of religious (ever is 
never healthy for a working democracy 
Ilka Ipdia. 

3. The use of religion for political 
purposes has not been a new 
phenomenon in India. A particular 
candidate of a particular community 
has been provided tickets in elections 
from a constftuency dominated by a 
particular community, since wo- got 
independence. Thus, it has become a 
convention, if not written law. And these 
candidates have to use the religious 
sentiments of the-aroa in favour of their 
vote swing.

The process of economic develop- 
merrt of underdeveloped countries dlt- 
tars from that of developing countries 
and also^ developed countries. 
Developing countries, though not all, 
but most of them expect their domestic 
industries to be the basis for their 
programme of economic deveiopmery. 
They generally earmark the local 
market for the new local industry by 
simply prohibiting imports that might 
compete Although it may not be very 
efficient method, local industry can be 
guaranteed a profit because con¬ 
sumers within the natibn are directly or 
indirectly forced to purchese the 
domestic product because of prohibi¬ 
tion of imp^ or high tariffs on imports. 

Developing countries have a tot of 


natural resources and alsoMiey have, 
labour available In abundance. LocaL 
market Industries may idilise both these 
very Importarn assets. Foreign ex¬ 
change credit of these countrira can be 
conserved, even if the production 
materials or parts must be bougfn from 
other countries, because these Ifnports 
will usually cost less than if the finished 
products wele imported. 

There are certain disadvarttages in 
relying on local market industries as the 
basis for Industrial development. With 
unlimited protection, these industries 
will never have reason to be efficient in 
their operation. With tiitte or no competi¬ 
tion from the world's large manufac¬ 
turers, the quality of th^r products will 
probably be inferior. Yet, the country's 
consurrrers, unable to buy the same 
item from foreign producers, must pyr- 
chose from the local industry in effect 
helping to subsidise Its existence. 

Reel competition. In most develop¬ 
ing countries, is unlikely to exlai be¬ 
cause of an Inadequate market and a 
limited ability of the people to purchase, 
Companies may flourish because the 
power of the state has been used to 
force thd consumers to support them. 
This may mean that to provide emptoy- 
mont .tor a hundred workers in the new 
factoiy and profit of the owner, 
thousands of people must pay extra for 
every soap or tooth-paste they buy.

Whatever be. the nature, mode of 
func tioning or purpose of the Parliament of India, its relevance 
cannot be overlooked. Parliament has a great purpose to serve 
and so election is indispensable These days, the Lok ^cihha to 
come, has in hand a number of policy decisions: Revenue 
sharing formula in telecommunications, Draft Nuclear Policy 
and lot more. That Parliament is efficient which takes speedy 
and timely decisions and has a permanent tenure. But in case 
of India, the reverse was true so far Parliament delays 
decision-making and falls speedily This time we the people 
hope that the unlucky thirteen will bring good lurk to Indians. 
Elections will not be held early and not become an yearly affair 

These days, India seems to be a <. ountry of politics, movies, 
corruption and cricket. Though politicians and l rickete.rs have 
lost their earlier fame, hut politics as « game retains its 
importance as usual. Movies a’^e a! the ''‘nire of attraction 
and criticism: and movie stais like .Amitabh Hachchan are at 
the helm of affairs and headlines of newspapers Corruption 
is a matter of concern for all It seems thoi it will not be. 
e.ndcd .shortly Whntevei' /'i.rv be the is'.u.'y and events, lives 
of common people are flowing and a systemic stability is 
emerging; this eme.rgencr of systemic stability specially in 
politics is the only hope, which we can expect reasonably 
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Whatever one can do spontaneously and 
enthusiastically, is sure to be rewarded with 
success. Behind every success story, you will find, a 
underlying saga of enthusiasm and persistent 
strive. When a person is satisfied with his effort, 
nature of work and perform his duty just to enjoy 
the Job itself he is ultimately satisfied with an 
expected result. 

Generally what we find in reality is something 
different. Generally youngmen are a frustrated lot. 
Initially they cannot make up their mind to compete. 
In the name of corruption in the selection process 
or visualising a sure-defeat situation they fight shy 
competition. Number of competitors is another 
negative point which is counted to favour and plea 
for their negativism. If we assume that at the root 
of it is the lack of self confidence, to some extent 
we are close to reality. But the solution to the 
problem lies elsewhere. Think otherwise. The 
complexities which frustrate you arise from your 
over emphasis on the end. When you ask yourself 
the question "Is it possible for me to be succeeded 
when the situation is like this ?" The answer, except 
certain exceptions, is bound to be in the negative. 
So many competitors ! So tough questions ! These 
questions will haunt you. Ultimate result is lack of 
enthusiasm or halfhearted efforts. But when you 
don't think about the result and enjoy your 
preparation up to the brim you will be in a much 
easier condition. Calous attitude towards result and 
emphasis on duty is the clue to success. That does 
not mean that you are to l 3 fi.iaimless. Do whatever 
is needed. Guided study is also a necessity. 

Another lacunae which we follow among 
common candidates is that they attach much less 
importance to competitive exams in comparison 
to academic studies. After taking graduation or 
completing academic studies some of them feel 
relaxed. They appeard competitive exams to satisfy 
their parents or do the same to remain engaged in 
something and pass time. Most of the candidates 
of competitive exams do not do anything 
purposeful, seriously or satisfying themselves. Such 
candidates are bound to meet failure and can do 
little which is satisfactory. 

Remember, competitive exams are much 
harder and deserve much more importance than 
academic studies That does not imply that you 
should not appear at all. Rather, you should be 
serious enough to be a competitor par excellence. 
Only then you can meet success, of course, if you 
don't aspire for that.

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West Asia Peace Deal 

The question of whether the 
Palestinian and the Israeli will be able 
to strike an agreement on the ways to 
implement the Wye memorandum still 
hangs in the balance. What is however, 
is clear that the Israeli Prime Minister, 
Mr. Ehud Barak, will ensure that 
bilateralism remains the leitmotitf of the 
Israeli-Palestinian interaction whatever 
else may happen. Mr.Barak has 
imposed a deadline on the on-going 
talks ensure that the U.S.Sccretary of 
State, Mr. Madeline Albright, does not 
have the decisive input when she arrives 
in the region on September 2. 

Israeli and Palestinian negotiations 
are, according to reports, still divided on 
two aspects of the Wye Memorandum 
though the gap is said to be narrowing. 
They have yet to reach accord on the 
time-table for the implementation of the 
last phase of the three phase troop re¬ 
deployment envisaged in the 
memorandum. Israel, under the former 
Primer Minster. Mr.Bonjamin 
Netanyahu, had carried out the first of 
these phases and it would appear that 
the two sides have more or less clinched 
agreement on the second phase. They 
have also come to an agreement on 
principle in respect of the third phase, 
but now the Israelis complain that the 
Palestinians have yet to commit. The 
second aspect on which two sides are 
stuck are about the release of 
Palestinians in Israel’s custody. Under 
the Wye accord, Israel was to have 
released up to 650 prisoners and the 
Palestinians had thought that political 
prisoners (or security detenus" as they 
are called) would make up most of those 
released. _ 

SC Directs Closure of 53 
Foundries Near Taj 

The Supreme Court, in tho Taj 
Trapezium Zone (TTZ)-area-prevention 
of pollution matter', has directed that 53 
specified iron foundries out of 168 in 
(Zone I), which havi. not agreed in turn 
into gas-based industries have to be 
closed forthwith", if not already closed 
as per orders of this Court dated 
December 30, 1996, unless they have 
shifted, the District Magistrate (DM) and 
Superitendent of Police (SP).

"Shanghai Five" Call for -Multi¬ 
polar world 

Russia, China and three Central Asian 
Slates have pledged to join hands in 
tiuiliding a multi-polar world and fighting 
security threats to the region. The 
President of the five countries meeting 
in Bishkek, capital of Kyrgystan, signed 
a declaration saying that "creation of a 
multi-polar v/orld in the common path for 
development and ensure long-term 
stability". 

The two-day summit was held in the 
format of the so-called Shanghai Five, 
that groups China and four former Soviet 
Rcpublics-Russia. Kazakhstan, 
Krygyzstan and Tajikistan-which share 
a 4.000-mile border with China. Under 
agreement reached in Shanghai in 1996 
and in Moscow in 1997. the five nations 
have reduced troop levels and limited 
military acitivities along the frontier. 

At the meeting in Kazakstan last year, 
Ihc five nations also agreed to work 
logolher against any threats to regional 
sliibilily, including ethnic or religious 
separatism. But it is for the first time that 
Ihc Shanghai Five placed the issue of a 
multi-polar world on top of their agenda. 

Tho Russian leader. Mr.Boris Yeltsin, 
made it clear that the multi-polar world 
concept was ..esigned to counter¬ 
balance the U.S.influence in global 
affairs. The declaration also voiced 
support for "efforts by Central Asian 
countries to set up nuclear free zone and 
promote Kazakhstan's initiative on ( 
calling a conference on cooperation and 
confidence-building measures in Asia.

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Conditional Nod for 
Telecom Package 


The Delhi High Court on August 10. 
asked private phone companies to give 
individual undertakings that the migration 
to the new telecom policy will be subject 
to approval of the new Council of 
Ministers and the Lok Sabha to be 
constituted after the elections. It also left 
it open for the Election Commission to 
^tervene in the telecom bailout package 
if it so desired. 

While refraining from going into the 
merits of the case, a Division Bench 
comprising the Chief Justice. Mr. Justice 
S.N.Variaya and Mr.S.K.Mahajan. said. 
"The interim order will not preclude the 
Election Commission from passing such 
orders as the Commission considers 
necessary to be passed." 

The Bench directed each operator to 
file a separate undertaking on oath to the 
court accepting that the implementation 
of the New Telecom Policy' 99 would be 
subject to approval by the Council of 
Ministers and the Lok Sabha to be 
^constituted after the elections. 

The undertaking would be valid till 
December 31, 1999. and in the event ol 
disapproval of the new package, the 
operators would lose the rights and 
equity under the new regime and would 
revert back to legal remedies under the 
old licensing regime, the order said. 
Further the licences would be issued only 
after each and every operator filed the 
undertaking in the Court. 

Taking strong exception to a release 
reportedly issued by the Prime Minister 
Office (PMO) on August 3. where it was 
claimed that the High Court had 
vindicated the Government's stand on 
the desirabilily of this policy being 
^implemented without delay, the Bench 
said that it had neither approved nor 
disapproved nor vindicated the New 
lelecom Policy. The Court admitted the 


submission by councol for ihe 
petitioner, the Delhi Science Forum, 
that while passing tho interim order the 
petition not be disposed ol and 
adjounred the matter to December ti. 
Ms.Jai Singh submitted that the petition 
not over; it be admitod, hoard and ;i 
judicial opinion passed as she had 
prayed for the same in the petition 
Earlier, the Cellular Operators 
Association of India and the Association 
of Basic Telecom Operators told the 
Court that they had agreed to acccpl 
tho suggestion by the Court to tile an 
undertaking to the effect that the 
implementation of the now lolecomo 
Package would bo subject to tho 
approval of the 13th Lok Sabha. 

The court had during the last hearing 
on August 3. mootled this suggestion 
to the two Associations and they had 
in turn promised to give their opinion 
on August 10 

Five-Point Plan for 
LoC Defence 

Jolted by tho Pakistani intrusion in 
Kargil, India is considering a new five? 
point plan to stabilise the line o( control 
The plan envisages multi-laycrorj 
defences along the I oC, backed by .i 
revamped surveillance network. But. 
care is also being taken that the new 
set up does not led to ttic fresi i tensions. 
The two Armies arc reportedly not 
planning to construct new defences in 
a one-km belt on either side of *he LoC. 
However, the "old defences" aie 
expected to be retained. 

Inter-service deliberations are voei ing 
around to the view that the LoC defence 
demands fresh deployments for 
“domination" of tho area. Domination 
can be assured first through the 
occupation of key heights. Deploymentfi 
at the heights will have two bcnefils- 
survoillanace depth and the ability to 


nip incursions in the bud. For instance, 
occupation of Tigor Hill and point 4875 
provide an excellent view of the LoC in 
Dias and Mushkok Valley. A new 
dolence line running across such 
heights, will make this area's defences 
impregnable. 

1 ho new plan also has a core counter¬ 
insurgency dimension in tune with the

Karnataka House 
Dissolved 

In a preemptive step to deny the Deve 
C-iowda faction of the .Janata Dal any 
advantage out of the political situation, 
the Karanafka Chief Minister, 
Mr.J.H.Patel recommended the 
dissolution of the Assembly which was 
accepted by the Governor 
Mi.Khursheed Alam Khan, on July 21. 

Farlier in the day, Mr. Patel decided to 
drop eight ministers including the 
4('(.'puty Chief Minister, Mr, 
Siddaramaiah. The Governer also 
accepted Mr. Patel’s recommendation to 
drop these four Cabinet Ministers and 
lour Ministers of State. 

I'or tfie star-crossed Janata Dal, the 
process of fragmentation and internal 
squabbling were endemic from its 
iiu:eption, The political uncertaitly wan 
given a quietus, following the split in the 
party. Mr.Patel's move to join the B.JP- 
led National Democratic Alliance (NDA) 
was instrumental in the party splitting 
vertically. The political ramifications in 
Karnataka, where it is the ruling party, 
are far-reaching. 

With the first round of the Lok Sabha 
Tind Assembly elections in the State 
scheduled for September 4, both 
factions are fiard-pressed for time to get 


their acts together. The restructuring of 
their organisational wings can’only be 
on adhoc basis as they will be engaged 
in the arduous preparation to face the 
polls. 

EC Norms on Use of 
Para-military Forces. 

The Election Commission (EC) has 
given a series of instructions to the 
Slates and Union Territories on 
deployment of central para-military 
forces and National Cadet Corps (NCC) 
for election purposes. 

It is for the first time the EC is utilising 
the services of NCC and it is being done 
in view of the situation in Jammu and 
Kashmir and the consequent diversion 
of large number of central para-milifnry 
forces. 

In a letter addressed to all the States 
and Union Territories the EC has said it 
deemed it necessary to send detailed 
instructions on utilisation of para-military 
forces for election purposes in view of 
the tendency on the pari of some Slates 
to keep them on “reserve duty”. 

T he letter made it cloai that tfio Central 
para-rnilitary forces coming into the 
State are to bo deployed for active duty 
in elections and if for unavoidable 
teason-s a portion of the forces is placed 
on reserve duty, then the Chief Electoral 
Officer (CEO) of tfie Stale sfiould bo first 
consulted. 

"11 has been observed that in several 
States there is suboptimal usage ol 
Gontial para-military forces causing a 
drag in the benefits that this entire 
complex and difficult exercise should 
accrue. By way of example, the Central 
para military torce is often kept un 
resorvo duty in some areas in liie 
country. In ccrt.ain otfior instances, the 
forces arrive too late to ho deployed 
effectively." tfie letter said. The EC has 
said the CEO of the State should lie 
actively associated in drawing up the 
CEO recommendation should rnenl 
serious consideration in drawing ut) II kj 
plan. Similarly, the district deploymoni 
plan should be formulated and finalised 
under ine chairmanship of the district 
magistraio/district election officer. The 
deployment plan must spell oui when 
and whore the Central para-military 
forces are reaching the Stale. 

The guidelines of the t.(' on 


deployment of NCC state that they only 
senior division NCC boy cadets will be 
deployed. “This will be purely on 
volunatary basis and would also require 
parrmfs consent. A suitable form to be 
used for titis purpose has been devised 
and enclosed." the letter said. _ 

SC Ruling on 
Admission Quota for 
Higher Studies 

The Supreme Court has placed the 
national interest above social and other 
intoiests in ruling that special provisions 
like loservation for Scfiedulod Castes 
(SCs). Scheduled Tribes (STs) or other 
backward classes (OBCs) were not 
pormissible in admisssions to super 
.speciality courses in medicine and 
ongiiieering. 

"Al tl le level of admission to the super 
s|)f;cialify courses, no special provision 
IS (KMinissibie, they being contrary to 
national interest. Merit alone can be the 
meiit of selection," a Ifve-judge 
(a)n5titulion Bench said. Tfie verdict 
would f)e effective prospectively. 

By a 4.1 majority, the Court held there 
i-.an not be a wide disparity between the 
n ill limum qualifying marks prescribed for 
the qiMieral and reserved categories 
even lor admission to ftio post-graduate 
level 111 medicine. 1 he court said 
' Admissions to the highest available 
medical courses in the country at the 
siijiet sjieciality levels, where facilities 
lor liaining are limited must bo given only 
on the basis of competitive merit. There 
c.an he no relaxation at tills level. 

flic Court directed the Medical Council 
ol India (MCI) to examine whether 
minimiiiM qualifying marks of reserved 
calecjoiy candidates could bo prescribed 
loi postgraduate modical courses. 

IIh! Boncfi comprising Ctiief Justice

riiu Court struck down the Uttar 
Piadi.'sli Post-Graduate Mfjdical 
I diiciilion (Rtiservalion lor Scheduled 
C.isler;, Scheduled Tritios and Other 
Hiii.kward Classes). Act. 1997 wfiich 
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reduced the minimum qualifiying marks 
from 35 per cent to 20 per cent for 
reserved category candidates for 
admission to postgraduate medical 
courses. 

It also struck down the Madhya 
Pradesh Government order of June 7, 
1997, prescribing minimum qualifying 
marks for the reserved categories- SCs 
(20 per cent). STs (15 per cent) and 
OBCs (40 per cent). The Court even 
disapproved of the disparity in qualifying 
marks for the general and reserved 
categories. If said. “The percentages of 
20 for the reserved category and 45 for 
the general category are not permissible 
under Article 15(4), the same being 
unreasonable at the post-graduate level 
and contrary to national interest." 

"The marks cannot be lowered further 
(or admission to post-graduate medical 
courses, especially when at the super 
speciality level it is the unanimous view 
of ail the ludgments of this court that 
there should be no reservations,” the 
Court added. 

The Court, however, said pending 
consideration of the question of 
qualifying marks for admission to post¬ 
graduate medical courses by the MCI, 
UP and MP governments may follow the 
norms laid down by the MCI for lowering 
of maiks for admission to undergraduate 
MBBS courses as a temporary measure. 

The purpose of reservation was to 
ensure that reserved category 
candidates with the requisite training 
and calibre to benefit from post-graduate 
medicnl courses and rise to the 
expected standards vjbtv not denied this 
oppoitunity by m,'iking them compete 
with general raterjory candidates, the 
Court cxplaini'd "the general category 
candidates do not hnvn any social 
opportunities which are provided by 
reservation cannot, however, be made 
available to those who are substanitially 
below the levels prescribed for general 
category candidates, "it said. 

New Protocol on Use 
of Mines 

The Union Cabinet on July 20, ratified 
the now protocol to limit use of mines 
and other similar devices and to prohibit 
^he transfer and use of blinding laser 
weapons. 

The Cabinet approved the ratification 


of amended protocol II and the 
additionr.i protocol IV of the Inhumane 
weapons convention. While the 
amended protocol II relates to 
prohibition or restrictions on the use of 
mines, booby traps, and other similar 
devices the additional protocol IV relates 
to blinding laser weapons. 

Under the amended protocol II, the 
use of landmines, booby traps and other 
similar devices are prohibited from being 
used against civilians. Indiscriminate 
use of these weapons and use to cause 
unnecessary sufferings are also 
prohibited. 

The amended protocol it makes it 
necessary to give advance warning to 
civilians about landmine use. Besides, 
all anti-personnel mines must be 
defactabie by commonly available mines 
detective equipment. The safeguards 
provided under it also includes ban on 
transfer of prohibited mines. 

The protocol II. in its original form, had 
restricted the use of anti-personnel and 
anti-tank mines, booby traps and 
remote-controlled or delayod-explosive 
devices. It was reviewed and amended 
following requests from various quarters 
including the UN General - Assembly in 
the wake of indiscriminate use of land 
mines, particularly during the last few 
years. These are estimted to be 110 
million mines spread over by countries. 

Under the additional protocol IV. on the 
other hand, it is obligatory on all 
signatories to take every feasible 
precautions to avoid the incidence of 
permanent blindness by employment of 
laser systems. 

Announcing the Cabinet decision, the 
Information and Broadcasting Minister. 
Mr.Pramod Mahajan, said the ratification 
was in keeping with India's commitment 
to strengthen international norms 
against the indiscriminate use of anti¬ 
personnel landmines. 

Lok Shakti, JD Faction,

The decision was taken at a specially 
convened meeting otthe Union Cabinet, 
following opposition demand lor a 
thorough probe into the Pakistani 
intrusion alleging there had been 
Intelligence failure. The decision was 
taken after the Defence Minister, Mr 
George Fernandes, disclosed that the 
Army had ordered an internal inquiry 
into what went ‘wrong’ which led to the 
incursions. Announcing the institution of 
the Committee, the Information and 
Broadcasting Minister, Mr.Pramod 
Mahajan. had then said that the terms 
of reference of the committee were wide 
enough and it was free to go into any 
thing and everything that may bn a 
political, administrative or militaiy 
failure.”

UAE Freezes Unskilled 
Labour 

The Government of the liriiled Arab 
Eiiiiratos (UAE) is reported to have 
confirmed that it h.as imposed a 
temporary freeze an tho hiiinrj of 
unskilled labour from India and Pakistan 
I bis froeze applies only m respect of 
fresti hiring and does not affect the 
status of unskilled South Asian laboui 
niroady present and working in tho UAE, 
a senior official of the UAE Ministry of 
L abour and Social Alfaits is reported to 
have told the ‘Gulf News' on August 15. 


Talk about some form of action by tfie 
UAE Government has been in the air for 
the past few weeks though without much 
clarity on the subject. The logic behind 
this bar was put forward-this would 
benefit the unskilled South Asian 
labours already present in the UAE. On 
the face of it this would appear to be 
right. 

There had been an increase in the 
number of jobless unskilled workers 
from India and Pakistan. Among llie 
jobless, unskilled labour in the UAE the 
proportion of Indians and Pakistanis is 
very high. Currently there is a huge 
surplus of labour over demand. 
Meanwhile the whole question ..if 
sending unskilled manual labour lo the 
gulf has lo be seriously re-examined in 
the light of the developments that have 
taken place over the last decade. 
Returns for employment in the Gulf am 
not what they were in the 1970s and 80s. 
Wages for unskilled labour h.Tve 
increased but marginally over this period 
while cost have gone up on almost every 
single front. Air fare, the fees for visas, 
including tho commissions on them, and 
cost of daily living have all gone up. 
Today, an unskilled labour is able to save 
Rs.30.000 in two years contract period 
which looks an .attractive amount. The 
Commission of air faro have been 
already computed in this calculation 
Children growing up in absence of their 
parents and the mental strain are cosh: 
which have not been computed. Thus, 
the charm for a job in the Gulf has 
already gone for unskilled labourer. 

Putin is the New 
Russian PM 

The Russian President, Mr.Qoris 
Yeltsin triggered off a new political crisis 
in the country by sacking the fourth 
Government in IB months in wh.nt 
appears a desperate attempt to reassert 
his faltering hold on power ahead of 
parliamentary and presidential 
elections. 


In a bombsheU decision Mr. Ysltoin fired 
llio three month old Government of 
Mr.Sorgei Stepashin and appointed the 
Russian security Chief Mr. Vtadimir Putin 
as acting Premier. The Russian leader 
gave no reason for- sacking 
Mr.Stopashin, Mr.'Vbltsin who is to step 
down next year also named Mr.Putin as 
his choice for the next President. 

He has proved his absolute loyalty 
Mr.Yoltsin in his previous jobs of head' 
of the Federal Security service, 
successor to the Soviet era KGB. and 
Secretary of the Security-Council. 

The Cabinet sacking touches off 
tinothor political crisis as Russia 
prepares for the parliamentary election 
in December, Mr. Yeltsin signed a decree 
soling the date for elections to the Lower 

I louse, the State Duma on December 
10. The parliamentary elections will set 
tho stage of the more important 
(irosidontial election due in mid-2000. 
I'olilical leaders have condemned the 
latest Government shakeup.

Mr.Ramakrishna Hegde, said that the G- 
15 Ministers meeting had loiterafed its 
rejection of linking international trade 
with labour and environmental issues 
and termed any sucti move a ‘vehicle for 
protectionism' by the developed 
countries. Briefing presspersons after 
tlie conclusion of the meeting.

However, it was commonly agreed that 
there should he no add-ons' there. The 
suggestions were for amanageabic and 
not comprehensive agenda, he said. 

T he Chairman s summary ot the G-15 
meeting staled that the delegates were 
worried over the difficulties faced by 
IhcP! in effectively implementing their 
commitments because of resource and 
in.slifutional constraints and lack of 
adequate technical assistance. They 
pointed out the neglecting ot transfer ol 
technology provisions, lack ot benefit

UK-Agrentina Plan Para 
Military Eixercise 

In a major stop towards normalising 
relations, Britain and Argentina 
announced that they arc to conduct joint 
military exercise 1'/ years after they 
toiight a war over the disputed Falkland 
Islands. 

A spokesman for the British Ministry 
ot Defence said that troops from both 
countries would holrl joint search and 
rescue training exerci.sos in the Atlantic 
Ocean. Argentina claims the British 
ruled Falkland islands in the Sotilh 
Atlantic, which it cars the Malvinas In 
1982, Argentine forces invaded the 
islands, but wore evicted by British 
troops after a brief war. The islands are 
populated by people of British origin, 
who strongly resist any attempt to hand 
them over to Argentina. 

Only in the last decade both countries 
made gradual steps towards rebuilding 
then relations. Visits earlier this year by 
Prince Charles to Argentina, and by the 
Aigontin Prosidonl. Mr.Carlos Menem, 
lo Britain laid the ground work for a Njtfer 
imderslanding between the two 
countries. 

Argentina has not given up ils claim 
to Ihe islands, but has decided to put 
the issue aside lor the present and work 
for belter relalirms with Britain, talks 
between the two countries aio carried 
out under, the so-called “sovereignty 
umbrella", by which they lo.nvos aside 
the issue of .sovereignty and decided to 
cooperate m other areas. 

In July, both countries reached 
agreement to restore airlinks between 
Ihe Argentine rnainl.ind and Ihi; 
Falklands, and allow oidiii.iry 
Argentines to visit tlui islands. 

The British Foreign Fiocrotary. 
Mr Robin Cook, and his Argentine 
counterpart, Mr.Guido di Telia, also 
agreed that a monurriont could bo built 
in the Falklands o Ihe 600-odd 
Aigentinc soldiers who died there during 
the war. Ttie idea of joirit military 
exercises came afto an incident last 
year, when British and Argentine naval 
vessels went to the aid ot an Argentine 
ship in distress in Ihe South Atlantic 

Ihe British Detencr Ministry said the 
f xeiciscs to be held ir Novembei would 
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be "another important step in our 
defence relations with Argentina". He 
added it would "promote trust and 
understanding and have particular 
benefits in helping to deal more 
effectively with any further search and 
rescue incidents in the South Atlantic. 

India to Continue Pak's 
MFN Status 

India will not withdmw the most

Dipfomaey For The Next Century : 
India has had more than its fair share of 
diplomatic crises even since it become 
independent. But while studies on 
particular issue proliferate there is not 
one worth the name either on the 
diplomatic process or, more important 
on the enduring varieties of the global 
order. During the Kargil crisis.one heard 
comments on secret diplomacy and on 
the back channel. Which suggest their 
authors lived in a world of their own, 
separated by the current's and sweep 
the rest of the world. 

Educated at Cambridge, the author 
Abba Eban served as Israel's permanent 
representative to the United Nations 
[1948-59] and simultaneously as its 
Ambassador to the United States [ 1950- 
59). He rose to become Foreign Minister 
[1966-74]. Few have been statesmen of 
rank who can write with comparable 
felicity of expression. A donnish wit is 
combined with erudition, ever carried 
lightly and mastery of English which 
drew this comment from Hennery 
Kissinger, himself a writer of elegant, il 
strained prose. “No American of Brilisli 
personality ever remained me so acutely 
that English was for me, after all nn 
acquired language. 

Years of Renewal ; If his early years, 
the author Henry Kissinger’s intellectual 
achievements concealed his burning 
ambition, his record in Government has 
diminished, unfairly, popular esteem lor 
one of the most original and penetrating 
intellects the world has seen in the realm 
of foreign affairs. One should not judge 
him by the bandafities which he dishos 
out in India, deservedly to those who 
fawn on him so ostentatiously. But his 
column “Newsweek” is unequalled for its 
incisive analyses and insights, however 
much one disagrees with him. 

Although not a Profound as Prof. Hans 
J.Morgenthau, Kissinger is better 
equipped to develop policy options His 
doctoral thesis “A World Restored';' is 
history with a purpose.

Finance Minister Forecasts 
7% Growth in Economy 

Finance Minister Yashwant Sinha has 
forecasted a strong growth of seven per 
cent for the Indian economy this year 
against six per cent last year, but did not 
rule out imposition of Kargil tax after 
elections saying that additional revenue 
mop-up can be considered after mid¬ 
term review of Government's revenue 
and expenditure trends in October. 

The Finance Minister maintained that 
India is not perturbed by the prospects 
of the US. multi-lateral financial 
institutions and G-8 countries continuing 
sanctions against India in the wake of 
Now Delhi releasing a draft of its nuclear 
doctrine. India was strong enough to tide 
over sanctions. It had successfully 
overcome sanctions imposed after the 
nuclear tests in May 1998 and it can do 
so now. 

"The next Government will inherit an 
economy that is growing strongly with 
low inflation and a small current account 
deficit", Mr.Sinha claimed quoting latest 
indicators and a report on India by the 
Institute of International Finance, a body 
of global bankers. 

The economy has come out of the slow 
down phase with inflation touching an 
all-time low, stock markets booming, 
bumber crops and food stocks, stable 
foreign exchange market and the low 
current account deficit. The current 
economic upturn has overturned the 
Congress prophecy of gloom and doom, 
Ttio economy is growing strongly. More 
importantly, they feel good factor has 
come back. 

The Vajpayee Government faced a 
"basket ful' of challengers including 
sanctions and Kargil m the last 17 
months but managed to restore 
confidence in the economy. Everybody 
1 $ now bullish on the economy. 

Asserting that all sectors of the 
economy including cement, steel and 
commercial vehicles had started looking 
up. since what the Vajpayee 
Government had inherited was an 
economy on the downward course. The 
economic recovery is certainly not an 
accident but is due to skilful 


management of the economy and the 
pursuit of the right policy. 

The Finance Minister reiterated that 
the impact of the Kargil is well within the 
Government’s “management capacity" 
and made it clear that currently there is 
no proposal to levy a Kargil tax. He. 
however, did not rule it out aftor 
elections. The Government would make 
all efforts to rein in expenditure in other 
areas so as to meet the cost incurred in 
the Kargil operations. 

Taking Care of the Teeming 
Millions 

On 15th August the news came that 
India's population crossed the one billion 
mark! The net two decades, the first of 
the new millennium, will see a dramatic 
increase of numbers in the 15 to 59 age 
group from 519 to 800 million. This 
phase of the demographic transition will 
represent a low dependency ratio, high 
working age group population: it is <i 
challenge but also an opportunity. 

Other major millennial challenges lit; 
in health, nutrition, skill development and 
education. 

The high proportion of people in Iht; 

15 to 59 age group (the result of high 
birth rates of the three previous 
decades) could give given a fillip to 
migration into cities. That will turthrjr 
strain limited infrastructure resources, 
but there is a way out. 

To capitalise on it, India must invest in 
human resource development (HRD), 
create productive and non inflationary 
employment opportunities. That will 
open up revenues for grealei 
productivity and higher incomes, 
followed by a higher savings investmcnl 
proflie and rising per capita incomes. 
Rising literacy and falling birth rates will 
also lead more women to seek paid, 
productive work. Intially the challenge 
will be to get them labour intensive job 
opportunities. Agro-processing and 
horticulture harbour high potential foi 
such a work force. 

But the other side of the demographic 
transition, as the death rate falls, will be 
a sizeable increase in the number of 
aged. The number of the elderly (those 
above 60 years) will jump from 62..3' 


million (1996) to 112.9 million (2016). 
They will have to be actively engaged, 
ones over seventy years of age will nee|» 
health assistance beyond even wha” 
Ihoir families would provide. Another 
case where more state help will be 
needed would be for children below 15.

“The marks cannot bo lowered further 
for admission to post-graduate modical 
courscs.espocially when at the super 
speciality level it is Ihe unanimous view 
of all the judgements of this e.ourt ttial 
there should be no reservations".

The court however said ponding 
consideration of Ihe queslion of 
qualifying marks for admission to post 
graduate medical courses by the MCI. 
Uf^ and MP governmenis may follow the 
norms laid down by Iho MCI for lowering 
of marks for admission to undergraduate 
MBBs courses as a temporary measure. 

The purpose of reservation was to 
ensure that the reserved category 
candidates with requisite training and 
calibre to benefit from post-graduate 
medical courses and rise to exfioctod 
standards wore not denied this 
oppriunily by making thorn compote with 
general category candidates, the Court 
explained. “The general category 
candidates do not have any social 
disabilities which prevent them form 
giving their best. The special 
opportunities which are provided by 
reservation cannot however be made 
available to thoso who arc substr itially 
below the levels prescriberf for general 
category candidates," it said. 

It would not be possible for such 
candidates to fully benefit from the very 
limited and specialised post-graduate 
training opportunities which arc 
designed to produce high calibre well- 
trained professionals tor the benefit of 
the public, the judges said

Would this summer be hottest in 
history? Would tho rainfall pattern be 
affncted by El Nino? Would there be more 
of natural calamities? There is increasing 
scientific evidence that earth's mean 
surface temperature has been rising at a 
much faster rate in recent years. 
According to the Inter-Governmental 
panel on climate change jointly 
established by World Meteorological 
Organisation and the UN Enviromment 
Programme in 1988. The climate models 
project an increase of about 1-3.5’ 
Ccicius by 2100 and an increase in mean 
sea level by 15-95 cm. The average rate 
jL warming would probably be greater 
loan any seen in the last 10,000 years. 

Unless preventive action is taken now, 
it thay be too late and immense damage 
may be cause to OLir economy. One 
example in this regard would suffice. 
Government has notified coastal zone 
regulations to control various activifes 
III the coastal regions witfnn a certain 
distance from high tide line. Assuming 
that Global warming takes place witii 
consequent rise in sea levels and 
greater intensity of storm surges, the 
infrastructure which is coming up in the 
coastal regions in some cases even in 
violation of coastal zone regulations) 
¥ ly be greatly threatened. The 
population living in the coastal areas and 
their habitations would also suffer great 
damage. It therefore becomes 
imperative that our plans take due 
account of the scenario and mitigation 
and adaptation measured are 
iinrJertaken in various spheres 

1 he most important issue is the level 
of awareness (or ignorance) about the 
problem. There are inportant sections of 
pojicy makers who are either not aware 
or are sceptical about the problems. 
General masses are also either ill- 
informed or not informed at all. The first 
task is not only to sensitise the policy 
makers and the people about this 
..^oblem but also to bring about greater 
responsibility on their part to take 
various measures for controlling the 
growth of Green House GaSes (GHGs) 


which are the major cause for Global 
warming. The uncertainties associated 
with the climate change predictions pose 
serious problems before the planners. 
One thing, however, is very clear even 
in the midst of these uncertainties and 
that is that climate ctiange as a result of 
anthropogaenic activites is an additional 
stress in the system which has to bo 
taken care of. 

We will have face the consequences 
of activities taking place globally. It is the 
total concentration of Green House 
Gases (GHGs) in the atmosphere which 
will determine the nature of global 
warming and consequent sea level rise. 
Global action Is, therefore, required tn 
tackle this problem. One has to take note 
of the UN Framework Convention on 
climate change in this context signed in 
Hio in 1992. and the subsequent 
conference of parties, the last of which 
was at Buenos Aires in November, 1998, 
While the Framework convention did not 
envisage binding commitments 
icgaiding reduction in the emissions of 
the GHGs on the past of developing 
countries, the subsequent discussions 
have shown that developed countnes 
arc trying to build up pressure on 
developing countries to agree to binding 
commitments for reduction of GHGs. Bui 
soon there mighi be a situation where 
we have to perforce accept limits lor 
GHG emissions. Any commitments to 
reduce and control GHG emissions 
would have wido.spread and far-reaching 
implications for our country. Strategic 
planning is required to deal with such 
contingency. India's nuclear doctrine

Pentagon spokesman Kenneth Bacon 
was even more categorical; "We feel this 
IS an area whore a nuclear war is 
jinssible if people don’f show restraint 
and Its an area where the damage would 
he ei^traordinary because of the large 
jiojHilations in the two countries.” He 
argued that tensions ought to be 
"lodiicod'', not “increased" 

Slate dofiarlment spokesman James 
lliihin said the administration had not 
yet studied the “nuclear doctrine 
(l( iciimont" and Washingtan hoped there 
would l)u a prompt resumption of talks 
with New Deltii. The first such 
u|)|iortunity will come up when external 
aflairs minister JsswanI Singh will visit 
Now York to attend the UN General- 
Assembly session.

40,000 Feared Dead in 
Turkey Quake 

The toll in the earthquake that struck 
Turkey on August 18, reached to 10,059 
killed and 45,017 wounded two days 
later. But according to Sergio Piazzi, UN 
official (or humanitarian afiairs, the death 
toll could go as high as 40,000. It is a 
possibility. “Piazzi said” 

Meanwhile, an earthquake rocked 
Costarica, three days later measuring 
5.3 on the Richter scale and caused no 
casualty or damage. 

tn Turkey's hardest-hit province of Izmit 
alone. 3,264 people died and some 
11.750 were injured, while in 
neighbouring Sakarya 2.794 died and 
4000 were hurt. 

In Valova, on the sea of Marmara, 
some 1.300 were killed and close to 
4,921 sustained injuries, in Turkey's 
economic capital Istanbul, the toll 
reached 984 dead and more than 9.500 
injured. The magnitude of tragedy is 
beyond any one's imagination because 
such powerful earthquakes come once 
in a 200-300 year span. The quake jolted 
six provinces in Turkey's densely- 
populatnd and industrial north west with 
many urban centres. 

Thousand of Turkish and foreipn reserves 
had been desperately trying to pull 
survivors out of the debris of multi-storey 
braidings even as bodies began decaying. 

Immediately after the quake a fierce 
blaze engulfed Turkey's largest state- 
owned oil refinery in Izmit, but after 
hours of hard work fire fighters managed 
to bring the flames under control. 

ONGC Makes India’s First 
Deep Water oil-discovery 

Prospects of deep water oil exploration 
in India have brightened with the Oil and 
Natural Gas Corporation (ONGC) 
striking oil in a well in the Krishna- 
Godavari off shore area “This the first 
deep-water find in the country. The initial 
results are very positive,” said BC Bora, 
chairman of ONGC, which has so fax 
invested about Rs 100 crore on 
collection of seismic data and other 
deep-Vrater exploration activities. 

He said the discovery is also likely to 
improve the prospects of investments by 
global majors under the New Exploration 
Licensing Policy (NELP), for which the 
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last date of bidding was August 18. 

Oil exploration b^nd a depth of 200 
metres falls in the deep-water category. 
Indian deep waters are estimated to 
have huge oil reserves — eight biiiion 
tonnes. Of this, the Krishna-Godavari 
offshore alone is estimated to have three 
billion tonnes. 

At present, India's own crude oil 
production can take care of only about 
one-third of the country's needs. The 
country spends Rs 25,000 crore to Rs 
30,000 crore, or about one-sixth of its 
import bill, on oil imports every year. This 
has been the largest single component 
of the country's import bill. Experts have 
said that the only hope of improving the 
country's oil sufficiency lies in deep¬ 
water discoveries. 

Under the NELP, the Government has 
invited global bids for exploration of oil 
and gas in 48 blocks of which 12 are in 
deep waters. According to Mr Bora, if 
his company wins blocks under these 
bids, it plans to invest up to Rs 3900 
crore in deep-water exploration. 

An added incentive for deep-water 
exploration under the new policy is that 
companies will have to pay only half the 
royalty in the initial seven years from the 
commencement of production. Apart 
from ONGC, other public sector 
companies, such as Oil India Ltd. Indian 
Oil Corporation and Gas Authority of India 
Ltd. are also likely to bid for these blocks. 

ONGC's success in the Krishna- 
Godavari offshore area comes after two 
unsuccessful exploration attempts — 
one in the Cauvery area and the other 
in the Krishna-Godavari area. 

The well where oil has been struck is 
located 24 km north-east of the 
Amalapuram coast of Andhra Pradesh. 
The well was spudded on April 14, at a 
depth of around 300 metres, using 
ONGC-owned drillship Sagar Vijay. 

The latest depth of about 1,000 metres 
was reached on July 22. ONGC plans 
to go as deep as 2,000 metros. Initial 
testing has indicated oil flow at the rate 
of 3,600 barrels a day and gas flow at 
the rate of 41,000 cubic metres a day. 
Further testing is in progress. 

Destructive Po'wer of 15 Kt 
N-bomb 

“I have become death, the destroyer 
of worlds"- 

Lord Krishna in the Bhagnat Gita. 

This couplet was quoted by the father 
of the nuclear bomb, Robert 
Openhimmer, when the first nuclear 
bomb was tested. 

And if the findings of a comprehensive 
report are to be believed the quote was 
the most appropriate. Authored by 
Dr.M.V.Ramana, a physicist at Princeton 


University, it .was made availabto by the 
Movement in India for Nuclear 
Disarmament (MIND). 

A nuclear weapon exploding over an 
Indian city would cause deatte through 
a triad of causes. First, from thermal 
radiation, rosulting in a large scale Are 
storm. Second, from the accompanying 
shock waves with high speed winds. Third 
from (ho radiation and radioactive (all ouy 

Dr.Ramana paints a picture oir 
apocalyptic doom in the case of a 15 
kiloton weapon similar to the one 
dropped on Hiroshima. This is an event 
which can kill between 150,000 to 
866,000 people in a very short time, 
where Ihe centre of explosion is hotter 
than Ihe surface of the Sun at 10 million 
to 100 million kelvin. The rising heat 
rclcasos a shock wave of 15 pulses per 
square inch forcing structures to 
collapse.Lligh speed winds upto 70 
miles an hour suck in even those trying 
to escape. Nuclear radiation upto 400 
rads ( i.'idintion in a chest x-ray stands 
at 0.5 ind) is released with, leukamia 
becoming ns common as cold. Sanej) 
splultcrs like pop corn and lung^'' 
collapse. Tfio day after is desolate with 
death on the ground. Death in the air 
and death every where Dr.Ramana 
opined that the impact in South Asia 
woiiid he far greater than Hiroshima 
given the density of population, few 
bomb shelters and inadequate 
infiastiiicliire. He also pointed to the 
possibility ol leaks such as ttie one at 
union caibidc plant in Bhopal since 
South Asia has cities in close proximity 
of industrial infrastructure.

World Bank (WB) lending pledged a 
record $ 29 billion in loans in fiscal 1999. 
with total disbursement coming to $ 24 
billion, the Bank announced on July 
29,1999. The Bank released figures for 
the 1999 fiscal which ended on June 30. 
These figures include loans made at 
market rates by the International Bank 
for Reconstruction and Development 
(IBRD) as well as interest-free loan by 
the International Development 
Association (IDA). Both IBRD and IDA 
are World Bank units. Important figures

• Total lending by two units came to $ 


28.6 billion in fiscal 1998 and $ 19.1 
billion in 1997.

FIIA To Be Set Up 

The Government on July 27. decided 
to set up a Foreign Investment 
Implementation Authority (FIIA), a proposal 
originally mooted by the Finance Minister 
in his budget this year. This agency will act 
as a single point interface between the 
foreign investor and the Government 
agencies including Central and State level 
authorities, the pollution control agencies, 
regulatory authorities, etc 

The proposed FIIA will operate at the 
level of Secretaries and would be headed 
by the Secretary, Department of Industrial 
Policy and would include other secretaries 
to the Central Govenment and Chief 
Secretaries of the State Governments. 
More members would be coopted, if 
necessary, which could include experts. 

While making the proposal of such 
an agency in his Budget, the Union 
Finance Minister referred to the fact that 
a large number of foreign direct 
investment (FDI) approvals had been 
accorded by the Government, but the 
actual implementation on the ground 
was quite dismal on a comparative basis. 
While the total investment proposal 
approved since 1991 stand at S 56.63 
billion, actual inflow so far has been 
around $ 16.62 billion only. The foreign 
inverstors were also promised that the 
bureaucratic hurdlcss they were facing, 
both at the Central and the Slate levels, 
is getting their projects off the ground 
would be cleared and proposed by the 
FIIA as a facilitator for the same. 

In deciding to set up the FIIA. the 
Government considered the point that 
investors at present had to deal with 
multiple agencies for obtaining 
approvals and clearances. Second, the 
FIPB (Foreign Investment Promotion 
Board) is basically an approving agency 
for Investment proposals and has no 
significant role beyond that point. Also, 
the FIPB only deals with cases which 
are not covered under the automatic 
approval route and those proposals 
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have to seek a number of clearances 
on their own. 

The FIIA now address the concerns 
of the investors as well as the authorities 
and help in clearing bottlenecks and 
expedite approvals and permissiom 
required from various agencies. The FIIA 
will also set up a fast-track committee 
(FIC) to review and monitor mega 
projects. 
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Issue Price of Palmolein 
Reduced 

The Cabinet Committee on Prices on 
July 27, decided to reduce the Central 
Issue Price (CID) of Palmolein. The issue 
price of Palmolein sold In bulk has been 
reduced from Rs.33.000 per tonne to 
Rs.22,000 per tonne, that of tlic 
Palmolein sold in 15 kg fins from 
Ffs.33.000 per tonne to Rs.22.000 pei 
tonne. The reduction was willi 
immediate effect. 

Explaining the rationale for tlie 
decisions, disposal of older stocks 
through reduced CIP or open tender hart 
become necessary as there has been 
a sl'^ep tall in the lifting of the stocks in 
recent months In vlnne less that 500 
tonnes of Palmolein were lifted, as 
compared to over 10,000 tonnes as on 
July 7, the STC had a stock of 50,000 
tonnes of the oil.

According to the CISH, 1999 was an 
uriiiriiiiilly good year tor mango 
production in the country because of the 
combination of favourable weather 
conditions and the ‘one-year- 
phononiunon '. The principal commercial 
mango varieties in Ihe country bore 
fruits only once in two years. The CISH 
scientists had come out with a chemical 
treatment for mango trees to overcome 
this sluggish output phenomenon. This 
tieatment is done to make mangoes 
bear Iruil every year. 

- Fresfi mango export is affected by 
comparatively low shelf life ot Indian 
mangoes and the strict physosantary 
conditions insisted by buyer countries. 
Incidence of occasional fruit fly 
infestation in Indian mangoes has led 
to importing counties such as Japan and 


the United States insisting on costly heat 
treatment of consignments from India. 
However, the export of processed 
mango pulp was free from such 
stipulations and its annual sale stood at 
around 4.35 lakh tonnes worth Rs.125 
crores. The liberalisation policies had 
resulted in boosting the production and 
export of mangoes. 

Though Uttar Pradesh accounted for 
the largest acreage under mango, the 
state's annual output (2.92 million tonnes 
in 1997 98) was only second to that ol 
Andhra Pradesh (3.07 million tonnes).

year. Though tax collections present an 
overall encouraging picture during the 
current fiscal year. _ 

Appreciating Rise in 
Cement Production 

Cement production by large 
manufacturers has recorded an 
impressive 22.24% growth in the first 
four months of the current year, 
according to the data released by the 
Cement Manufacturers Association 
(CMA) on August 5, 1999. Cement 
production reached to 31.82 million 
tonnes duiing these four months. This 
trend confirm the upturn in the 
infrastructure sector. 

The despatches also grow by 21.29% 
during the same period to 31.62 million 
tonnes from 26 07 million tonnes 
bliipped in the same period last year. 

The production in July increased by 
20 8%, to 7.37 million tonnes from 6.10 
million tonnes a year ago Keeping with 
the growth in production, despatches in 
July were also up by 18% to touch 7.28 
million tonnes. 

Moody's Blames Slow 
Reforms 

The global credit rating firm Moody's 
tins projected a bleak outlook for the 
Indian banking sector as it continued to 
bo plauged by high level of non- 
porforming assets (NPAs) and 
incomplete reforms. Maintanig its 
“negative credit outlook" on the 'Indian 
hanking sector, the rating agency said 
jrast directed lending practices have 
resulted in a high level of non-performing 
loans, which continue to grow despite 
recent forms on asset quality." 
“Iiicomp'ete reform ■ process has 
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prevented public sector banks from 
modernising their management 
practices. Automation is still at a low 
level, and although improving credit 
skills are poor", Moody's said in its latest 
report on 'Banking System Outlook' 

Moody's said that despite the banking 
sector reform initiated in 1991, the 
“social" character of public sector has 
not changed in any fundamental way. 
"They are still being used to extend 
finance to specific sectors of the 
economy (through lending to priority 
sector), despite recognition that markol 
foces are perhaps more efficient means 
of allocation of banking assets”, report 
said. 

The report further added that 
although public sector banks were still 
controlled by the Government, fiscal 
pressures might speed up the process 
of banking sector liberalisation, leading 
perhaps to full privatisation, it said that 
recent market conditions and investor 
recognition of the banks, weak financial 
situation have made raising capital in tho 
domestic equity market difficult. The 
report said that unless banks are seen 
to improve their profitability and unless 
investors, concern about their asset 
quality subside, capital raising will 
continue to bo difficult or at least lan 
expensive exercise. 

Performance of 
Infrastructure Industries 

The first three months of the current 
financial year have shown a mixed 
picture of the six infrastructure industiros 


in tlic country. The Union ministry of 
industry has released the current data 
concerning their growth rates.

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History And Economics of Inflation 


Introduction 

Word economies have been foliowinq 
some cardinal principles of economics 
in the modern times. Be it the era of the 
great Adam Smith or in many senses the 
greater John Meynard Keynes, the 
relationship between the commodities 
and the money available in the economy 
have been the most important things of 
every economies. Even if it had been the 
case of state-controlled economies 
(socialist & Communist) the relationship 
between commodity and curjency had 
been playing a greater rold, be it totally 
on the part of the Stataitself. Economies 
in the medieval period of the wortisl 
history had been ruptured many times 
once there had been some laxity on the 
part of the currency minting. But in the 
modern world, npne of the economies 
have ever thought of going for higher 
levels of growth without a strict rules and 
regulations of money supply and the 
supply ftf commodities. 

A time came when (h« concept 
‘political econofhy' got currency. Bat even 
then the equilibirium between money 
and commodities did not lose its value 
and importance. The whole development 
of history has been the history of price 
determination. And every country in the 
' '<)odern<era has corssed through certain 
fixed pattern of inflation. India, too, had 
its quota. But the Indian economy of 
today is at a crucial juncture which needs 
logical and judicious analysis so that we 
can understand the nature and the 
repercussions of general price levels in 
its market. 

The Theoretical Aspect 

Inflation has been defined as 
‘consistent rise in the price levels'. Why 
does price rise ? There is a very simple 
explanation of price rise. There are 
certain amount of commodities in any 
economy, so goes correct about the 
currency in the economy. If both currency 
^und commodities are in a symmetric 
state there won’t be any price rise i.o 
inflation. It means that inflation is affected 
by the degree of availability of 


commodities and the currency. If the 
level of money supply is constant, 
inflation is guided by the demand and 
supply of commodities irrespective of 
the reasons behind the market forces. 
A comparitively higher demand and 
lower supply will result in inflationary 
trend in the economy. Again a lower 
demand and higher supply will result in 
faUinq inflation whicn might be called the 
state of disinflation or deflation. 
Opposite re this if we consider the 
commodity supply in a constant state 
then the money supply level plays the 
v-ieme game. Whereever there is the 
state ot market economy inflation is 
there playing its hide and seek game, 
continuously. 

But what level of inflation is good for 
ry^nomies ? Naturally enough, the level 
of mflation is not fixed for every 
economy. Every economy has its own 
healthy and required level of inflation so 
that the economy could run or develop. 
In the case of India, it has been 
accepted by the Government itself that 
the healthy range of inflation for our 
economy is 4-5 per cent. It means that 
an inflation lower ttian 4 per cent and 
higher than 5 per cent is not healthy for 
the Indian economy. But what does il 
mean ? What happens when the 
inflation is not between the prescribed 
healthy limits ? We may understand it 
in the following terms ; 

(i) The level of inllation is directly 
connected with the level of .spendinrj 
and investment. Due to failing inflation 
the general consumer stops purchasing 
of today and pushes it for tommorrow 
in the premotition of more cheaper 
prices. This affects the daily demand of 
commodities and if such conditions 
continue for long, producers might bo 
going for cutting the production level and 
doing away with the labourers, if the 
below than the lower limit ot inflation 
even continues, production units miglit 
bextosed down. Above situation is 
reversed in the opposite case and it 
inflation is just above the upper limit ol 
it (i.e.from 5 to 6 per cent in the case ot 
India) purchasing and investment both 


go on higher scales. 

(li) In a developing ecofiomy like India 
there are ample avenues of investment 
In mis situation there is always a scarcity 
of capital. Money for the investment is 
supplied by the banking system of the 
cuuntry which follows a principle of price 
lending rate (PLR) below which none of 
the sectors of the economy will be 
suppliod-the money. And any borrower 
opts lor lower interest rates. But the real 
interest ratejs not decidod by the PLR 
only. It is decided by the rate of inflation 
at that time. The real interest rate is 
calculated by subtracting inflation from 
Iho PLR. II means that higher the 
inflation, lower the real rate of interest 
and the vice versa. But to what extent 
the process of minimising real interst rats 
is healthy ? This level is supposed to be 
somewhere between 5-6 per cent of 
inflation in India's case. 

(iii) Suppose, inflation has been above 
6 pel cent. In that case, though the 
producers will be eager for investment 
tint llioy won't go in hurry for them. That 
too tor two reasons. Firstly, producers 
will think that the general consumer is 
boing hit hard by the price rise so there 
rnigfit be a dislocation in purchasing, 
f-iocondly. since the general consumer 
IS not loeiing well due to higher prices 
their (consumers) saving must have fell- 
culminating in lower money supply (M,) 
111 Ihe oconomy-which leaves the 
bunking sector with lesser lendable 
money And this stale even if our 
prudiicors are willing to invest, the 
lianking industry is not in a position of 
tc’iidiiirj due to paucity of funds. 

(iv) In Iho case ol lower than the lower 
limit ot inflation ibelow 4% and 
downwards), people go for saving. The 
level of saving increases more if people 
don't licive ample scope of retail 
invr.'ulmeMt in the slock market. It means 
that money supply (M,) level reaches 
SI icl I a higher scale that banking industry 
remain huignig with the lenriable money. 
Due to the highet real rate ol interst and 
lower demands in the market, producers 
aie discouraged to investment and

higher levels of production. Thus, there 
IS an - all round fall in the level of 
economic activities. 

All llic above-given theories depend 
.on many other things such as which 
commodities are responsible for the 
price rise or the price fail, for how much 
period the imbalance has been there, 
how llip Government of the day is 
countering the situation, etc. For the last 
three financial years India have been 
witnes.sing stages of abnormally lower 
levels of inflation. And at one time it was 
going for abnormally higher levels. We 
will try to analyse these cases. 


History of Inflation 

India has never got respite from 
inflation since 1956-57. except for short 
periods. The period between 1956-57 to 
1963.64 was a period of 5.1 per cent 
inflation - a rather tolerable siluation.The 
next phase of 17 years was the phase 
of high price rise when inflation remained 
at 9.1 per cent per annum ( 1963- 
64 to 1975-76). From l97t-77 to 
1974-75 the country witnessed an 
extremely high rate of inflation. The 
price declined in 1975-76. But this 
was a short-lived phenomenon and 
from 1979-80 to 1981-82 the 
inflation was as high as 14.8 per cent 
per annum. From 1981-82 to 1991-92, 
for a decade, the annual rate of inflation 
remained at non-tolerable level of 8.1 per 
cent. In 1992-93, inflation went up to 
make it double-digit and stood at 13.6 
per cent, though by March 1993 it was 
at 7 per cent - the Government of the 
day tried to combat the price rise very 
strongly. But in 1993-94 and 1994-95 
large fiscal defict pushed inflation up to 
11.3 per cent per annum. Over the past 
three years, the inflationary situation has 
been under control, except a sudden rise 
in it during the second half of 1998-99 
when it peaked to 8.0 per cent due to 
the short supply and scarcity of onion 
and potato. In March 1999 the rate of 
inflation stood at 5.2 per cent. But the 
last two months of the current financial 
year is special due to an abnormally 
lower level of inflation. At the end of July 
1999 inflation stood at 1.19 per cent. 
Here from we start to see and analyse 
things to understand the factors tor the 
lower inflation and the possible results. 

Current Scenario 

July 1999 saw the lowest annual 
inflation in the past two decades. Why it 
was so? If wo believe the Government 
version, it was due to the supply-side 
mechanism as due to a bumper crop 
year. General consumer has go' respite 
from the price rise in the foodgrains. But 
there is more to see in this supply-side 
mechanism. If we remember tho last 
financial year, the month of September 
saw the 8.8 per cent of inflation which 
had peaked through a consistent rise in 
the prices for the last four to five months. 
The reason being-price rise in onion, 
potato and green vegetables. 
Government did apply all those short¬ 
term methods to check the price rise but 


it only subsided when the new arrivals 
of lliosc crops came into the market-the 
Government of the time has already 
forcenstod this thing. Thus, from October 
1998 wo moved towards the hefltthy 
level of inflation and by March 1999 we 
had tho 5.2 per cent of inflation rate. But 
in-between these four to five months 
time ol tiigh price level, the Government 
at tlio Centre had hard jolts when tho 
BJP lost hold on many States in the 
Assomt)ly olections. This left a vory bitter 
taste in its mouth. The Government 
slartod taking stocks of the price 
sccnaiio ot essential commodities. The 
laigotnd l^ublic Distribution System 
(TDPS) wns lightened and the FCI told 
to Ire ready for emergency supplies, 
rvotyliinc there was a tendency of price 
rise in the foedgrains. the FCI was 
ordeiod to supply some more foodgains 
into It 10 open market. With the grace ol 
God the year resulted in the record 
agiictillure yoai and tho total foodgrain 
pioduclinn roach 203 million tonnes. So 
wns tho case with green vegetables. To 
control tho price rise of edible oils, the 
GuverirmonI announced a decrease in 
tl*o Issiio Price of Palmolein. The sale 
ot whont In open market has been 
libcrnlisnd and now any retail consumer 
purchasf* it directly frqm the FCI 
(minirmim 10 tonnes). Why the 
Government is so serious about 
conliolliny (rrices ? Firstly, prices should 
be cnntrollod so that people below 
povoity lino feel good, Secondly, and 
more importantly the care-taken 
Goveinmont is not in a mood to take 
any chance on market mechanism to 
control iho price rise due to the year 
being an election year. Thus, high 
snhsiilins on foodgrain, palmolein, 
lutrhi’r iinil many things aie provided so 
that pnens lomain in cor'.trol 

Conclusion 

Tho abnoirnally lower levels of 
inflation has allecicd the investment as 
well a.s the dermand of goods in the 
inarkol Alter ti c mid-term poll, the next 
Govi.'i iimont will have to go for heavy 
biiideri.s on its exchequer due to the 
prosont mechanism of price control. 
Again .illoi the electious are hrrid. the 
prices aiilomalically rise due to tar rise. 
In niilslioll. the fiscals ahead are lesser 
ch.'inci.'s of having healthy inflation. 
Inflation has to cross the upper healthy 
limit of !j pcir cent and it might peak up 
to cross tiro dr^iihlfj-digit mark.

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ECONOMY IN A NUTSHELL 


ECONOMIC SYSTEMS 

An economy refers to the 
organisation of the economic activities 
of a country and, therefore, relates 
to the modes of production of goods 
and services and distribution of income 
between people. At one extreme there 
are countries where the Government 
controls and directs all aspects of 
oconomic activity. Between these two 
extremes, there are countries which 
openely prefer an economic order, new 
commonly - called the mixed system. 
Many West European countries and 
also the United States of America are 
predominantely capitalist economies. 
The U.S.S.R., China and East European 
countris are socialist economies. India 
has chosen the middle path, and it is 
known as mixed economy. It would be 
useful to have a clear idea about these 
economic systems, the way they 
function, their merits and demerits. 

1.THE CAPITALIST 
ECONOMY 

Features of a Capitalist Economy 

The capitalist system is an economic 
order in which all means of production/ 
land, labour, capital and organisation, 
are privately owned and managed arid 
in which production takes place for 
private profit. The profit motive is tho 
driving force behind all economic activity 
in the capitalist system. As the economy 
is based on free enterprise and the 
Government does not interfere in the 
working of the economy, the system 
has come to be known as "free 
enterprise economy" or ‘laisse faire" 
economy. The basic features of a 
capitalist economy are as fellows; 

1 .The System of Private Property: 
In a capitalist economy all means of 
production are privately owned i.e.. 
Itiey belong to private individuals, 
institutions and companies. The system 
ul privaje property Implies that the 
owner of property can use it in any 
way he likes, subject of course to the 
rules and laws of the State. A farmer 
can leave his land uncultivated if he 
so likes oi can use it for Cotton cultivation 


or tor the grazing of sheep. He may 
use the land himself or he may hire it 
out to some one else. The Slate, of 
course, can place certain restrictions 
on the rights and powers of the owner 
of property. For instance, owners of 
business units may be asked to follow 
the minimum safety provisions prescribed 
by law to protect the lives of workers 
under them. A company may be prevented 
from producing obscene books or from 
manufacturing harmful drugs, and so on. 
But subject to the general restrictions 
and regulations imposed by the State, 
the owners of property are free to utilise 
them in any way they deem fit. The ctiiof 
merits of private property are the pride 
and pleasure of ownership and 
consequently personal interst and initiative 
to put it to the best use. It is correctly 
said, “the magic of property turns even 
sand into gold". 

2. Economic Freedoms : Tlu.- 
capitalist system is based on numbor 
of economic freedoms. Individuals and 
business units are free to consume 
whatever they like. Free choice ot 
consumption determines the nature and 
volume ot goods and services which 
should be produced. It is possible that 
consumers’ choice may not be properly 
exercised. Most of the common people 
are easily led by advertisements. Too 
much income may be spent on liquor 
and drugs and cinemas and too little on 
food. Even then consumer’s freedom to 
choose and substitute is basic freedom 
ot pioduction too. The economy produco.s 
g-'iods and services to satisfy the wishes 
md preferences of the consumers. 

There is freedom of enterprise in n 
capitalist system.The individual is froo 
to choose one job he likes, subjects, 
of course, is to his own ablity, education 
and experiences. He is also freo In 
choose one job in preference to anolhoi 
move from one industry to another nr 
one region to another. He has the 
freedom to join a trade union and 
demand and ootain higher wages, 
shorter hours of work; and so on. 
Freedom of enterprise also implies that 
a person is free to invest his savings 
in the whatever industry he choose or 


in whatever from he wants to keep it. 
Subject to the limitations of his own 
ability and capital and any restriction 
placed by the State, any individual is 
lice to start any business he likes or 
liKjiloil any new invention or process 
ho can secure. Freedom of enterprise 
IS rclaled to freedom of private property 
()l which we have already spoken. It 
IS Iroudom oi enterprise Which leads 
In tho .'ipparent unplanned character 
ot Iho capitalist economy. 

3. Perfect Competition: Competition 
is liio act of striving for something that 
is; sought by another at the same time", 
il is the basis of the free market 
iiioclinnism-when there is freedom in 
clion.sing an economic activity, there 
is intense competition in tho preference 
ol I he same or alternative activity. 
Wnrkeis compete with one ginother and 
hi'iico only the best cjcl the jobs 
I’lDiIncurs compete in obtaining factors 
of production and only (hose who can 
p,iy more will get possession ol the* 
taclois; this also implies ttvat the tactor 
iinils will got maximum prices for their 
services Sellers compr^lo in selling 
ihuii products and their competition 
will lower, tho pnoos 'onsumers 
comjioic in buying goods and thus help 
lo raise llie prices. 

Competition plays a special role in 
capilniist economy. The keener the 
competition, the lower profits for firm. 
In fact, under perfect competitive 
conditions, all excess profits will be 
cornpotod away and only normal profits 
which are only compensation for 
managerial labour, exist. From the point 
ol view of public welfare competition 
solves as a regulator and reducer of 
jjiicen. as nn incenlivc to improved 
jiiorliiclivo efficiency, as a guarantee 
that wc shall get what wc want and 
as a jiiotector of the freedom of 
jiiodiiclion. However, there is a 
conliniious tendency in the capitalist 
economy lo eliminate competition so 
that piolils may be earned. Monopolistic 
tundoncics are, therefore, inherent, in 
a competitive economy. - 

4. Individual Initiative and Profit 
Motive : The capitalist economy is 




basM on profit motivo and individual 
initiative. Pnxfcwers are not concerned 
about the weihire of the community 
or of the interests of any particular 
group. They take into account only their 
costs of production and the anticipated 
prices for their products. They will get 
a profit if their calculations are correct; 
if not, they will incur tosses. The profit 
motive encourages productive activity, 
enterprise area nsk taking. It determines 
the characater of business and 
economic activity, for resources will 
continuously shift from less profitable 
to more profitable uses. It is responsible 
for efficiency in production. 

The profit motive is based on, and 
is related to, the assumption of risk. 
There are all kinds of risks which have 
to be borne out by a modern business 
firm. Changes in market conditions and 
consumer preferences, strikes and 
lockouts, cycled fluctuations, 
technological changes, new processes 
and products etc- all these may drive 
an organiser from the market. At the 
sametime, new taxes may deprive has 
of all his anticipated profits. Such risks 
are the price of industrial progress. 
The greater the risk, the greater is the 
possibility of profit. The busine.ssman 
who risks the money must also control 
the business “He who bears the risk 
shall excercise the contror'is regarded 
as the golden rule of capitalism. 

Related to profit motive is the 
characteristic of individual initiative. In 
fact, the profit motive has no meaning 
and private property is useless unless 
the individual has the freedom to his 
property in any way he likes, that is. the 
way he thinks will be the most profitable. 
Individual initiative and economic freedom 
are, however restricted by the Government 
in the interest of public health, social 
justice, etc. 

5. The Role of Price Mechanism : 

There in no conscious regulation or control 
direction of economic activity; everything 
seems automatic. The capitalist econortiy 
is unplanned and uncoordianted and rests 
on the independent but interdependent 
individual decisions and actions of crores 
of persons. Production is conducted as 
a result of the decisions of numerous 
isolated intrepreneurs. But production 
is influenced by millions of individual 
consumers who make their decisions 
without consulting one another. 

The capitalist system may appear 
to be an unplanned economy but, in 
fact, there Is planning and coordination 


through the pricing process. The price 
mechanism guides the consumers and 
indicates to them what goods and 
services they should demand and in 
what quantities, ft helps producers to 
decide what goods they should produce, 
in what quantities. It helps producers 
to decide what goods they should 
produce, in what quantites and how 
they should produce them. It solves 
the problem of who will consume the 
goods and services produced by the 
economy. Thus, the capitalist economy, 
apparently unplanned, uncoordinated 
and unregulated, is perfectly 
coordinated by the price mechanism. 

6. The Role of the Government; 
In the classical analysis, the 
Government was not expected to 
interfere with the working of market 
mechanism. Apart from defences and 
maintenance of law and order, the 
Government was to perform only three 
economic functions. 

(a) Establish a uniform economic 
framework within which the individual 
could function efficiently, and effectively 
e.g; coinage, weights and measures, 
uniformity in standards of quality etc. 

(b) Provide certain facilites which 
private enterprise by itself will not 
provide or will provide only inadequately 
e.g; educational facilites, public health, 
etc. and 

(c) Resolve conflicts among 
individuals and protect the weak from 
the exploitation of ffie rich. 

However, in the 20th century, the 
Government has to play a more 
important role in economic activities 
mainly due to (a) the growing belief 
that Government should promote and 
assist economic advancement (b) the 
technological charges which revealed 
the unreality of laiaamz-fafrm 
assumptions and which had necessited 
the expansion of Government 
regulations, and (c) the failure of the 
/afssez-fe/nt economic system. Since 
the capitalist economy has not 
maximised welfare and has also been 
responsible for such difficulties as 
unemployment monopoly and inequality 
of incomes, the Government had to 
help the economy to function correctly 
and smoothly. At present. Government 
control and regulation are extremely 
common and have taken many forms, 
public utilities, credit controls, laws to 
regulate trade and commerce etc. The 
capitalist economy of modern days is 
not an absolutely free or laiaafz-faire 


capHaiism but a rnixed system of private. 
initiative and a public control. 

Resource Allocation:^ 
In a Capitalist 
Economy 

As has been explained in detail aarfibf': 
in the previous chapter, every economy'; 
has to allocate or distribute efficiently 
its limited resources of land, labour 
and capital equipment in the production ' 
of goods and services. There is no.- 
central authority in the capitalist system.^ 
lo diroct and guide the economy in. 
the choice of goods and the flow of., 
resources. Instead, production is irf, 
the hands of individuals i.e. farmers, 
manufacturers, producers and other. 
All these producers produce essentially 
for the market and they are guided 
by the profit motive. It is in the produceils 
interest lo produce only these goods 
which are demanded by the consumers 
and produce them at minimum cost 
for only then can he maximise his profit. 
This implies full utilisation 

Thus the three cental problems of 
every economy of what how and for 
whom lo produce are solved in the 
capitalist economy, through the help 
of price mechanism. The capitalist 
economy is said to bring about thu 
most efficient allocation of limited 
resource because ; 

(a) only those goods and services 
and only those varieties which 
cnnsiimors want are produced ; 

(b) these goods and services are i 

produced in the most efficient manner, I 
i.e.maximum quantity is produced at i 
the minimum cost ; and j 

(c) Goods and services are I 
distributed without any discrimination, | 
to any one and everyone, who can pay. I 

It is. therefore argued that the 
capitalist system which works through 
the price mechanism brings about the 
most ideal allocation of resources. This 
claim. Iiowever, can be sustained only 
if the price mechanism is free and not 
manipulatod. In other words, for its 
proper working, the price mechanism 
requiros the existence of free demand 
and froo-supply-demand representing 
the wishes and preferences of 
consumers and supply representing 
the cost of production to producers. 
In lire ideal capitalist system, with perfect 
competition existing everywhere, it is 
possible lo have free demand and free 
supply. But in practice perfect 




«ornpetition does not exist; itisieed,' 
iinonopolistic'forces prevail in many 
induatries. These reduce supply <and > 
leave some resources unemplc^ed and/ 
pr underemployeti) and raise prices. 
At the seme time, there is inequality 
of incomes and consequently the marKst 
demand for goods and services, does 
not really reflect the general consumer's 
^erhand but only that of welMO'do 
Cphsumers. Again, the demand of 
consumers IS not free but is influenced 
by advertisement. Thus, all kinds of 
'Obstacles prevent the free working of 
htarket forces. The conclusion is obvious 
V'allocetion of resources under the 
'OSpItatist system is not as sufficient 
"hs is generally claimed. Even if we 
^assume that capitalist production is 
.afficient-for competitive forces will 
promote efficency-capital distribution 
based on. effective demand is biased 
: in favour of the rich and discriminates 
against the poor. 

Defects of 
Capitalism 

i- The cdpitatist economy has been 
.vtrongly criticised as- an unjust, 
(inefficient and wasteful .system. 
Professor A.P.Lerner, the well-known 
ipcitic of capitalism, speaks of three 
basic defects of capitalist system, viz 
inequality of incomes, existence of 
monopolies and periodic 
unemployment. We may add one qiore 
.defect, i.e.inefficient production. 

(i) Inequally of Incomes: The free 
enterprise system leads to unequal 
l^stribution of wealth and Income.The 
Inequality is the result of the free play 
of the institutions of private poverty, 
free competition, and the system of 
inheritance. These institutions will 
enable the rich to become richer and 
condemn the poor to become poorer, 
further, as a result of technological 
changes, the average unit of production 
has become so large that it would be 
impossible for the mass of people to 
get suffitient financial resources to 
obtain control over them! A rich man 
is able to pass on the benefits of his 
.wealth to his sons and daughters 
through the institution of inheritance. 

Inequality of incomes is not desirable. 
Morally there is no justification for the 
sxistence of poverty, in the midst of 
plenty. Economically, inequality is 
responsible* for lack of proper 
[Opportunities to the poor and for much 
Monomic insecurity. Socially, it has 
iiden responsible for artificially dividing 


loeople irtio two ciaaflee- the 'haves' 
and the have 'nots- and for creating 
close consciousness and class conflict 
among people. And poUUcalty it has 
led to concentration of political power 
in the hands of the rich who have used 
it to proteot their rights and their 
properties and exploit the poor. 

(il) Existence of Monopolise: Under 
the impact of improved technology and 
large-scale production, the capitalist 
economy, which is competitve and profit 
motivated, has developed a natural 
tendency towards the formation of 
monopolies. In their desire to increase 
profit competing firms attempt to eliminale 
competition (for competition tends to 
reduce to ultimately remove their profits). 
Monopolies are the outgrowth of 
competitive struggle. "Monopoly is the 
annulement of competition and at the 
same time its logical conclusion”. It is 
the negation of all the values for which 
capitalism stands. 

The substitution of monopoly for 
competition changes the vary nature 
of capitalist economy, since it eliminates 
competition which is one.of the driving 
forces of capitalism. At the same time, 
the other major driving forces such 
as self-interest and profit motive, are 
allowed to flourish unchecked. Besides, 
individual freedom and private 
enterprise which from the basis of 
capitalist philosophy cannot co-exist 
with monopolistic concentration of 
economic power. Further-more, 
monopoly sacrifices the interests of 
the community as a whole. There is 
nothing to protect the consumer against 
the excesses of self-interest. The 
monopolist has the power to restrict 
output and increase his profit by 
artificially increasing the scarcity of 
the product. Profitability does not 
coincide with productivity. The 
existences‘of monopoly removes the 
self-generating character of private 
initiative and lack of competitive 
pressure may prevent the introduction 
of new techniques. The functioning of 
the price mechanism suffers. 
Monopolies tend to aggravate the 
inequalites ot income. 

(Ili) Unemployment : Capitalism 
cannot jnaintain full employment. 
Natural resources as well as capital 
and labour are wasted and national 
income is kept below the potential 
maximum. As Mrs.John Robinson 
states, Ihe modern economic system 
fails to provide employment continuously 
for all who desire to work. This is 


generally recognised as one cd the major 
dofects of the system.” In the unplann^ 
capitalistic system, millions of decisions 
affecting consumption, saving 
investment, elc.are taiwn independently 
by firms and individuals who are free 
to do so. The pricing system helps them 
in taking these decisions and is said 
to be responsible for making the 
decisions and is said to be resjionsible 
for making the necessary adjustment 
or the price system may not be a proper 
guide to action in alt cases particularly 
as regards investment. At the same 
lime, there can be serious 
-miscalculations, as the whole system 
depends upon the decisions of millions 
of individual units. 

(Iv) Inefficient Production: Finally, 
capitalism is said to be less productive 
than socialist-planned economies. As 
explained above, a capitalist economy 
is subject to unemployment and, 
consequently, a lower level of 
production. Even if the capitalist 
economy can bring about full 
omployment, level of productivity is 
expected to be lower than what a 
socialist economy can achieve. Frank 
Opponheimer, a better critic of 
capitalism states; ”ln the capitalist 
economy, production is carried on not 
for the purpose of increasing commodity 
supply but for the purpose of increasing 
entrepreneurial wealth. Not the highest 
product for social economy is the final 
aim of production". 

Monopolies create artificial scarcity 
of goods so as to raise prices and profit 
margins. Natural resources are mploited 
for the short-run profits of firms without 
consideration of long-run effects of the 
economy (e.g.soii erosion occurs when 
wliote forests of timber are cut-down). 
Again, under capitalism competition may 
bo excessive. Too much competition 
nuiy not promote productivity in a country. 
Instead, if not lifted from the market in 
lime, will end in a business depression 
and unemployment of men and materials. 

Thus capitalism is attacked as not 
being productive enough, even though 
its supporters maintain that private 
initiative and profit motive will maximise 
production in a capitalist economy. The 
general assessment of capitalism, 
howcver,is that ensures productive 
efficiency but sacrifices distributive justice. 

2. THE SOCIALIST 
ECONOMY 

. Tlin socialist economy atternpts to 
replace capitalism which, according 
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to its critics, "is fundamentaily blind, 
purposeless, irrational and incapable of 
satisfying many of the most urgent human 
needs. But there is much confusion over 
the definition of socialism, since there 
is no universally accepted meaning of 
that word. However, the definition of 
socialism given by H.D.Dickinson in his 
study “Economics of Socialism” is 
comprehensive and can be taken as one 
• of the best. According to him, “Socialism 
IS an economic organisation of society 
in which the material means of production 
are owned by the whole community 
according to a general economic plan, 
all members being entitled to benefit from 
the results of such socialised planned 
production on the basis of equal right*. 
The important features of a socialist 
economy are as follows: 

(i) Collective Ownership: The social 
or collective ownership of all the means 
of production is one of the essential 
characteristics of socialism. All property 
belongs to the society as a whole. Social 
ownership of the means of production 
has important implications. First and 
fore- most, the profit motive and self- 
interest will no more be the driving 
forces of economic activity. Instead, 
the resources will be utilised towards 
securing certain social and economic 
objective. Secondly, the Government 
must furiher design a suitable form 
of management to utilise the resources. 
Resources are either managed directly 
through Government departments or 
through specially appointed 
corporations or companies. 

It must be emphasised that oven 
in a socialist economy, a private sector 
will exist. It will consist of small units- 
in the form of small business units and 
it will play a comparatively insignificant 
role. The Government owns and 
manages all industires, distributing 
agencies, transport and communication 
systems and financial institutions. The 
private sector industries will necessarily 
depend upon the public sector industries 
and institutions. 

(ii) Clear Social and Economic 
Objectives : A socialist economy is 
not a blind, purposeless and irrational 
system but has clear objectives and 
attains them through conscious efforts. 
These goals are clearly and carefully 
defined by the community and realised 
according to plans. The socio-economic 
goals may be the rapid industrialisation 
of the country, emphasis on heavy 
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Industris, helping the minority 
community, and so on. 

(Ill) Central Economic Flennlng: 
A socialist economy must be a cantmlly' 
planned economy. In such an economy, 
profit motive and the automatic pricing 
process are eliminated. It rests on the 
controlling authotfly, therefore to allocate 
alt material and human resources 
according to a definite plan and 
according to all socio-economic ends. 
According to Dickinson ; Economic 
planning is the making of major 
economic decisions-what and how much 
is to be produced, when it is to be 
allocated-by the conscious decision 
of a determined authority, on the basis 
of a comprehensive survey of the 
economic as a whole". In his slim but 
famous work Socialism Vs Capitalism, 
Pigou showed that it would be 
impossible to imagine socialism as 
anything other than centrally planned. 
To the extent the material resources 
of production are owned by the 
Government, it would be obvious that 
they should be allocated according to 
a pre-conceived, pre-determlned and 
definite plan. 

(iv) Economic Freedoms : 
According to socialist thinkers, a 
socialist economy allows free choice 
of consumption as well as free choice 
of occupations. Free choice of 
consumption implies (a) that the goods 
produced are available to consumers 
without any restriction and (b) that 
production in general is governed by 
the choice of consumers. In other words, 
the consumer’s sovereignty broadly 
holds goods in a socialist economy 
just as in a capitalist oi>e. The concept 
of economic freedoms comes into 
conflict directly with the concept of 
central planning. 

(v) Relative Equality of Ineomes: 
Relative equality of incomes is an 
important feature of a socialist economy. 
I'here will, of course, be some difference 
in incomes between individuals, since 
absolute equality of incomes is 
impossible. But these differences will 
not be so glaring as in a capitalist 
economy, and neither does the profit 
motive. Thus, the important causes 
responsible for inequality of incomes 
are removed. Since wage differences 
are narrowed down, opportunities do 
not exist for large accumulation of 
capital. With the abolition of private 
property and ail other sources of 


urwarnad income there is equality in 
educationBi feciiitiee and equality ol 
opportunitee. A aoelalist eeonomj^’ 
consequently, attempts to achieve 
subsiantlany greater equality in income 
distribution than is possible undtj^ 
capitalism. 

(vl) The Price Mechanism : Hn "i 
sociatist economy the pricing procetii 
is only of secondary importance. Sinei 
the socialist economy is a planiis^ 
economy, production and atlocatipn 
of productive resources will be usetil 
according to a predetermined pleq. 
Besides, the means of production are 
largoly in the hands of the Governmeiif 
and they will be utilised not on thf 
basis of price or of profit but on thi 
basis of community welfare. Hence! 
even though the price system exist! 
H is not of primary importance. Besides, 
the price system itself will be influenced 
and controlled by the Government. 

(vil) Role of Government : It ia 
difficult to discuss the role of the 
Govornment in a socialist economy, 
since there are different varieties ol 
socialism. But generally the Govemmai! 
gwns ond operates all the major w 
strategic material means of production 
It can rruinage them through particulai 
departments and well-defined objectives 
and priorjIos.The Government controls 
those industries which satisfy the neec 
ol tho community particularly thos! 
relating to armaments. Thar 
Government keeps with itself not onijf 
the material means of production bqj 
also the sources of distribution an^ 
exchange. The banking and insurance 
system, transfer and communicatioti 
and onlernal as well as international 
trado and commerce are all controlte(i| 
by the Government. j 

Tho Government may allow thl 
oxistonco and operation of small buslnesi 
units, particularly in agriculture. But evf| 
Ihoso are cither directly or indirecll 
conirollod by the Government since thsj 
must make use of banks, transport am 
communication services and. othej 
production and distributing agencie 
owned by tho Government. It is necossaql 
theroforo, that the direction of thi 
Government is in all the realm of economii 
activities. The market economy may nd 
exist at all. and if it exists, it will plej 
only a minor role.

Introduction

Ijr^ident, as rare people in India would 
ke to disagree with such contentions. 
^r.Venkataraman has basically said 
yerything about the contemporary 
penario of Indian polity. Yes, the country 
ps seen seven Governments in a period 
I one decade. And we are ail prepared 
yr the 13th Lok Sabha elections-thus 
ye eleventh year will see the eighth 
jovernment, to say. This will be the third 
pk Sabha elections in tho space of just 
fur years which usually would have 
pen in fifteen years span, 

(As the country celebrated its golden 
ibilee of the Independence Day in 1997. 
Afferent agencies and scholars 
Resented their stocks of the things India 
itained and the things India pledged but 
buld not attain. Every citizen was 
sclined to think with the same tune. In 
me same way. today we are standing at 
[special cross-roads when the frequent 
lections have become a topic of the day. 
Is India goes for the formation of her 


13th Lok Sabha-the biggest ever 
democratic exercise in the human 
history-the time is right we took stock 
of the economic and political impact ol 
the forthcoming mid-term poll. 

Economic Impact 

The forthcoming mid-term poll is 
among the series of mid-term polls India 
witnessed in the last years and it cun 
not be seen in a complete isolation. 
What I mean to say is that the mid-terrn 
poll is a part of the process which 
started to result in hung-parliaments 
Thus, before going for a calculation of 
the economic impact of the present mid- 
term poll we need to assess Iho 
economic impact of the process itscit. 
Only and then only we could go for tho 
aforesaid assessment. It means wo 
need to analyse and understand Iho 
background of the economy at the helm 
of tho process of hung-parliaments ;inrl 
fast-changing Union Governments. 

Though Governments from outside 
support were not new to India, tho 
scenario after the 11fh Lok Sabha 
elections was typically afresh or bettor 
say tormenting for the wfiole nation. 
Conventions wore followed and we had 
a 12-ddy BJP Government of Llnilod 
Front and again the second United rrout 
Government was sworn in, ton 
Congress failed the second til- 
Goverrment and country cound not 
device a way out for the possible 
formation of a Government at the 
Centro. Thus, the poor nation was 
imposed the compulsion of Iho 
formation of the 1?th Lok Sabha. This 
time too the country ran under the aegis 
of a ‘more broad coalition-17 parly 
coalition- for the coming 14 months. As 
per the several forcastings the conlilion 
became prey of its own internal 
contradictions and here we are going 
to live the vagaries of a mid-term poll 
again. Sequence of above given four 
Governments are the parts of a single 
process called fractured mandate which 
resulted in more and more delicate hung 
Parliaments. The last Government will 
he surely remembered for many 


rioendcs to come foi its ridiculous 
working majority and also the story of 
its fall will be told by aged people to their 
oll sfirings in future. Anyway, here from 
wo will start taking stock of the process.

Insl.'ihility factor of the Central

sy:-terns breeds depressed economic 
aclivitios, as industry, trade and even the 
consumers slowdown their investments, 
cnlorprises and purchases in 
piomonilion of a possible fall of the 
< 'loviti nmont and the formation of a new 
Govoinmonl going foi new oconomic 
piilicicr,. Our coalition Gov(;rnmonts had 
moil' Ilian dozen coalition partners with 
llii'ii rontradictary allegiance to their 
;,luliliorn political ideologies which 
u'm.imod simmering internally, the 
(Jovoiuments went any important policy 
losolution or putting a Bill in the 
I'ailiamcnt. Thus, the whole economic 
sccloi remained always prepared for 
shocking political and economic 
(loi-.isions to he taken by the Government 
ol the clay Any decision of these 
Govornments were supposed to bo 
ciillod hack any time-thiis a total chaotic 
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situation, has been prevailing all these 
years. 

In sum, right from domestic investors 
and consumers to foreign investors 
followed a timely and precautious 
attitude of wait and watch duimg the last 
three financial years-the economic 
activities in general saw a low-due to a 
^teeble Government at the Centre. This 
was the very economic background of 
the present mid-term poll, the back 
ground which itself was a creation of the 
politics of the day in so many ways. In 
the backdrop we will have to evaluate 
the econimic impact of the present mid¬ 
term poll ;- 

(I) Lower Inflation The current 
financial year will be remembered for 
long time to come for its ur-iusuatly lower 
inflation after May 1999. This thing has 
many things to do with the last fiscal year 
and the fact of the 1999-200C fiscal of 
being an election year, if we remembei 
the last fiscal year, the inflation had 
taachcd a peak of 8.8 per cent on 
September 26, due to the short supply 
of onion, potato, vegetables in particular 
and a slight price rise in the foodgrairs 
and many commodities of day-to-day 
use. Such inflationary tendencies take 
a longrjr time to be arrested thus the 
Government of the day, though did every 
meihrxiical things as remedies, it 
basically did wait for the fresh arrivals 
of the above-said primary food articles 
in the market to see the inflation fall to a 
healthy or comfortable level. So it 
happened and at the end of the last 
fiscal, inflation was at a very healthy level 
of 5.2 per cent. But things were not very 
■ lormal for the Government as the high 
inflation has costed it a heavy political 
loll in the Assembly elections to follow 
in three States. Thus, the Government 
stai ted to watch the availablity and price 
situations of essential commodities 
(basicntly foodgrains) and ultimately 
markot intervention and regulation via 
Food (^;<irporation of India was followed. 
In tho meantime the Government was 
3rniight down to a minority but it 
'emained there as a caretaker 
laovermnent. Already the Government 
las been following a strong supply-side 
3olicy through Targeted Public 
Distrihiitinn System and the open sale 
3f foorigrains by the FCI. These things 
nado it possible to check a possible 
irir.o l ir.o in the essential commodities, 
rhifj policy is being followed by the 
Sovornment even today to assure that 


the general mass does not feel the grunt 
of the price rise. In the meantime heavy 
subsidies are accruing on the 
Government exchequer and this 
indicates a heavy internal borrowing by 
the Centre as well as a widening fiscal 
deficit and ultimately a sharp rise in the 
inflation once the elections are complete 
and the new Governments takes charge 
at the Centre. Such future economic 
situations might be given the name of a 
political interference with the health and 
precious revenues of the nation. But we 
are in it without any choice. 

(ii) Investment Prospects As we 
know, due to the last weaker coalition 
Governments, the investment scenario 
of the economy was situated at a very 
low ebb. In the meantime the 
announcement of the mid-term poll 
arrested the level of investment 
prospects if there was any possiblity left 
at the time. Political forecasting of 'a 
hung-parliament again' discouraged the 
industry and the trade sector to go in for 
any major investments. Everybody 
started to follow a policy of wait and 
watch. In the meantime there emerged 
a feeling that the situations in which the 
mid-term poll has been forced on the 
public won't to repeated again and the 
politicians will try their very best to 
assure an alternative Government 
before routing out a Government by a 
possible no-confidence motion, in future. 
This came out to bo correct as all the 
major alliances has assured the public 
of a five yoar term of the 13th Lok Sabha. 
So. this feeling boosted the confidence 
of the investors, specially the foreign 
institutional investors (Fils).The physical 
and diplomatic Indian triumph in the 
Kargil outcome again boosted the share 
market and the Bombay Sensitive Index 
(Sensex) touched new heighs, everyday. 
Now domestic investors are waiting for 
ttie new Government to take the charge 
and are assessing the future prospects 
of the economy. 

(iii) Immediate Effect :- As per the 
rough estimates of the Election 
Commission this mid-term poll is going 
to cost the exchequer with Rs.1200 
croros. We must not forget that this 
estimation is concerning only white 
money. And we know that black money 
has been playing a very deciding role in 
our getieral elections. If we include that 
money loo the election expenses (public 
plus private white and black money) 
miglit bo in. thousands of crore-as po- 


some piivnte estimation. Coming to the 
public expenditure this money will add 
up out fiscal deficit and assures a price 
rise ill the coming years. If we calculate 
tlio puce of the black money invested in 
this nloclion we would not be able to 
make an assessment. The connectiorl 
of money with the polity is all-known and 
the vested intersls of the fund-managers 
arc; to lio satiated if the leaders and 
political parties in charge are to face 
gonoral ninctions in future. And general 
eicciinns are compulsory so the use of 
nioiioy jiowcr becomes a computsfon 
too uiilusn lliore is a suitable legislation 
by till} I'arliament to assist the Election 
Commission's measures to check it. 

(iv) Time Lag :- At last, but not least 
the linin lag tactor starts playing its role 
the tiino there is a possiblity of general 
olcclion in any economy. This starts 
workiiig at its limit when the 
aiinoi inccmont of the date is made. This 
time lliore was almost a gap of six 
moiillis between the dissolution of the 
l\ii|jaiii(!i)l and the possible formation 
of tl le new (lovornment. Thus the period 
Item April to October has to be a period 
of r:omf)lelc inaction on the part of the 
invest!us, lorcign direct investors, etc. 
Wc' liavo tieen already lingering on with 
the oconoinic reform measures. This 
gap will give an another slackness to the 
ptoeof;;;, I he more late we do India will 
l.uj Ix'liind the more in the piocess of 
glohuli.>..ition in the future WTO regime.

' (i) Hiiitg Pallament According to 
political commentators and experts 
hung parliaments are have to stay in 
India for some time and almost all 
political parties have accepted this' 
reality.

To think 
of a full majority (two-third) has bocorne 
a day-dreaming for any polKical party of'

explanation. It we analyse our political 
behaviour and the behaviour ol our 
political leadership the present situation 
was very much is the womb of our past. 
And the heavily stratified social set-up 
of India was inevitably to result in such 
political discomforts. So it happened. 
This was such a stage when politics of 
thepotiticians of just yesterday failed its 
penetration and panache. 

'The 13th Lok Sabha too will be a hung- 
pariiament’, this has been the optpion of, 
political 'pundits,. This will be the third. 
hung-parliament in series within four 
years. Here we can easily say that if this. 
inirAlerm would have been a full-term ; 
election there would have been lesser - 
probabality of being it hung. Due to the 
siTort period after which people are going 
to caste their votes, the nature of the 
mandate looks less chance of changing. 
Thus, this may be counted among the 
political impacts of this mid-term. 

(ii) Opportunism At Peak :• In many 
wnys this mid-term poll has culminated 
in the height of opjsortunism. We have 
seen the rising importance of the smaller 
and the regional political parties when 
it came the matter of Government 
formation. With much trial and error 
these political parties are now convicned 
with this fact and even a single member 
(MP) political party today would join the 
‘Front’ or the ‘alliance’ whore he could 
ho assured of a ministerial berth if the 
alliance forms the Government. The 
political activities which we have 
witnessed before filing of nominations 
loaves no doubt in our mind that Indian 
polity has reached the lirriit of political 
nfi|iortunlsm.

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INDIA’S DRAFT NUCLEAR 
DOCTRINE 


India’s Draft Nuclear Doctrine, unveiled recently by the BJP Government, has 
raised a storm in the international community-and reactions at home are not 
going all gung ho either. The document, which reiterates the country's 
commitment to maintaining a minimum nuclear deterrent, has raised certain 
questions. How does one define a ‘minimum deterrent which yvould logically 
differ In relation to different countries? How does one reconcile India’s nuclear 
weapons with its long-held desire of ridding the world of the N-scourage ? 
Indeed, was there a need to produce a doctririe at all, when far older nuclear 
states have still not done so ? In the present article we will discuss the issues 
addressed by the document, and, more important what it leaves unaddressed.

Whatever may have been the 
motivation of the BJP-led Government 
in releasing its draft nuclear doctrine on 
the eve of the elections, now that the 
document has been released and 
politicised it should be debated 
vigorously by all political parties. There 
IS no reason why the country's nuclear 
policy should not be the subject of 
debate during the election just as 
nconomic liberalisation, foreign policy of 
.secularism are. This is the first general 
election to be held after India conducted 
ils Pokharan-ll tests. While successive 
Government have been struggling hard 
for nuclear disarmament on the 
international front, they had also 
sustained a nuclear weapons 
programme as an insurance policy. Now 
that the country has gone overtly 
nuclear, the people of India are entitled 
lo debate the rationale. 

Whether one agrees with the National 
Security. Advisory Board’s doctrine or 
not, several major issues brought it up 
by It need to be widely debated. These 
are no-first-use, credible minimum 
dcterrance, absolute civilian control on 
ihc weapons and the nature of 
succession, the strategic triad, linkage 
of Indian nuclear strategic policy with 
'lisarmament and arms control, and over 
and above these, the costs of 
woaponisation. Even among the parties 
which support weaponisation there is 
scope for significant differences on these 
issues. Just as there are among different 
parties which favour economic 
liberalisation. Then there is the wide 
chasm between those who favour India 
becoming a nuclear State and those who 
oppose it. 


A Debatable Nuclear 
Doctrine 

If India’s security calls for nuclear 
weapons; the need for^ nuclear 
doctrine is self-evident, The doctrine 
which has been made public is a unique 
initiative. The intention of the BJP-lod 
Government, with its caretaker status 
in announcing a doctrine during 
elections has come in for'some lair 
criticism. A more significant aspect is 
that of the Prime Minister, Mr.Atal Bohari 
Vajpayee calling the doctrinal documenl 
no mo're than a draft which can be 
amended. It almost looks as if the 
Government is not convinepd of the 
collective wisdom of its National 
Security Advisory Board. 

The doctrine as propounded on merits 
close attention as much for what it states 
as for the serious implications it has for 
India’s security. The* document has a 
preamble to establish India's need for 
nuclear weapons. The arguments arc 
well-known and make Imminent sense. 

In the next part, the objectives arc 
listed as the deterrents credibility, 
survivability, effectiveness, safety anri 
security. It gives importance lo a 
credible minimum difference which i.s 
termed a dynamic concept related lo 
strategic and technological factors. India 
will only retaliate-and, by implication, nni 
initiate-a nuclear attack. The minimum 
deterrent is expected to provide for 
punitive retaliation of a kind which would 
be unacceptable to the attacker. On the 
issue of no first-use. the doctrine will 
raise many questions. It states that Inrfin 
will not resort to the use of nuclear 


woapons against states which do not 
possess nuclear weapons or are not 
aligned with nuclear weapons powers. 
I'hc doctrine has already moved the goal 
posts on this. 

I he nuclear forces envisaged include 
aimraft. mobile, land-based missiled and 
soa-hase d. as sets. There is mention of 
a rapid sKTfting from peace time 
dnployment to fully employable status. 
The survivable and credible quality of 
India's nuclear deterrences is sought to 
ho ensured by making it large enough 
In survive the enemy's first strike. It will 
also bn ensured by a command control 
arrangment with the authority to release 
luinicar weapones in the hands of the 
Primn Minister. Spacb-based and other 
.'issols are to be created to provide early 
warning and commuiucations. 

Tho persons who prepared the 
document, have emphasised through 
rnrxtia interviews that thp document is 
only sol of principles and guidelines on 
Ihn nuclear policy. It is interesting 
llinrofore that the docuernnt coAibines 
holh nuclear doctrine and strategic 
issues. A doctrine is a set of beliefs into 
prarticos. Minimum deterrences, no first- 
tir-.o and civilian control are doctine.,A 
Irincl of nuclear delivery means satellite- 
hnsed and other surveillance 
(:nmrnunications, R $ D fur the deterrent 
aitd fho host of things listed on the 
dr)cumcnt are not doctrine. 

Ilm nuclear doctrine makes clear 
hiryond doubt what would drive the 
ininirnum nature of the deterrences. It is 
obvious that it will not be an Indian 
r'hoico but would be relative lo what 
olhnr nuclear weapon state have since 
the Indian deterrent is not country - 
specific, there woufd be no limits to its 
si/o .'ind capabilites. Tlie inclusion of 
^•ei^l)nsed nuclear assets a euphemism 
lui n'ucloar wenpons-carrying 
suhm.’irinos-which are unlikely to come 
nlioul lor another 10 years is indicative 
of Ihn strategic thinking unrelated to the 
inalitios of the existential nature and 
(|iialily of the Indian capability. The 
sntollile-based early warning. 
inlnllicfoiKe and damage assessment- 
l.icililos ate also non-existent today and 
<iin not likely to available some timeT 
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' The Indian deterrench Is thus being 
jOdsitioned b/the doctrine beydhd what is 
how on ground. The crBdK)il^ Of such a ! 
deterrence is. therefore goingib'be more 
suspect than certain. Announcements by 
nuclear scientists of neutron bomb making 
potential have also done little either to 
-make the deterrent more credible for the 
doctrine any clearer. The current Indian 
deterrent comprises some first generation 
warheads, the short-range prithvi missile, 
Agni-I which is not yet in serial production, 
and some aircrafts probably configured lor 
nuclear weapons delivery. Agni-M is 
promised to be inducted and would be well 
into the future. Most analysts believe that 
the capability to rapidly move the missiles 
by rail is at best limited and vulnerable to 
enemy action. The doctrine however, 
works on premises which are based on 
future possiblities. 

The omnibus nuclear doctrine-cum- 
strategy paper is silent on the economic 
dimensions of the deterrent. The deterrent 
which, whose outlines are deary 
delineated in the document, is not going 
to be either cheap or ready in the near- 
future. It will involve massive investments 
to create the deterrence infrastructure. 
Studies in recent times have conclusively 
. shown that the nuclear infrastructure wifi 
cost many hundred times more than the 
cost of weapons. The doctrine lays to rest 
alt the talk made in the past, even by some 
who drafted the document, that the costs 
would be marginal and that the sunk costs 
have already taken care of much of the 
expenditure. Contraray to arguments 
made in the past of nuclear weapons 
obtaining security at lower costs, the 
writers of the doctrine now recommend 
higher conventional military capabilities. 
Nuclear weapons have thus been made 
the fulcrum of national security. 

The doctrine does no address the 
economic context, at the turn of the 
century, which is going to be the major 
security determinant. This is because of 
the conceptual error of viewing nuclear 
weapons as the fundamental securilty 
instrument. The doctrine overlooks the 
cardinalissue of nuclear weapons being 
only one and at best reducing element 
in the range of national security 
instruments available. As a 
consequence, the meaning of the 
soconri Nuclear Age, which started after 
the cold war ended and which places a 
lower premium on nuclear weapons as 
a measure of rea.<;surance to itself and 
its froinris. It will, however, need to better 
undorstnnd the limited role of a nuclear 
deterrent. To the extent the nuclear 
doctrine fails to define the limits of 
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deterrence. It be df debatable value 
and doubtful merit 

it wkiuld be dhurflah to cHSciae what 
miiat be the most deaily artieufated 
national security document to come from 
the Government in SO years. .What a 
pleasure it is to read a paper that has 
the cereberal input of genuine staff 
training, as opjsosed to the waffle of the 
Mussoorie academy. It goes to show that 
when a multi-disciplinary body sits 
together, in the capital of the country, it 
can cobble together a document that 
reads coherently, even if sparks flew 
while it was being written. 

Strategic Audit 

Perhaps clear-sighted policy papers 
have been issued from the other branches 
of Government, in the realm of industry 
or telecom or commerce, but the Indian 
Nuclear Doctrine, is a milestone in the 
natinal security field. It will be a benchmark 
tor future policy documents, and will 
encourage chairmen ot fractious multi¬ 
disciplinary bodies to put down a minimum 
number of commonly-agreed upon 
objectives, even if the mental gulf between 
participating members appears 
unbridgeable. 

Having said that, there is little doubf 
that the apparent 'need' to issue it just 
now has removed from the paper the 
stamp of rigorous intellectual scrutiny. 
The price for this haste may yet turn out 
to be more than the country is willing to 
pay. A strategic audit of the 'doctrine' 
would readily indicate that there is a 
serious dysfunction between 'minimum 
deterrence’ and a tri-service arsenal. 
The two cannot go together, and is akin 
to yoking a horse and a camel together. 

It is possible that between the widely 
divergent views in the board, it was not 
possible to arrive at a naarrower 
meaning of the word minimum, as in 
deterrent. A minimum deterrent has 
more to do with attaining deterrance 
stability with ‘as few’ nuclear weapons 
as possible. The numbers constituting 
‘a minimum' is subordinate to the 
requirement of stability. Without going 
into deterrence mathematics, a 
minimum deterrent arsenal can be 
shown to consist of only second-strike 
'veapons. This alas, is not the Indian 
arsenal that is articulated in the doctine. 

Take the example of aircraft-dropped 
weapons. Threat analysis requires a 
strategist to construct the threat chairi 
and attempt to distrupt any one line, to 
break the whole chain. A simple example 
of the aircraft-dropped bomb chain runs 
thus; Nuefear weapons storage site- 


micloar wonpon in transit, air-fieid. air 
craft on Iho ground, aircraft in the air; 
The wonkc^ tink in this chain is the 
airfield. In South Asia, when combat 
rnndinoss Invels are increased and the 
Pakistan and Indian airforces move to 
npcralionnl bases, the number of air- 
fiokis arc* almut 16 and 25 on either side.

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ASEAN Regional Forum Summit 


The ASEAN Regional Fomm's (ARFs) 
latest annual meeting in Singapore 
brought certain rtew dynamics into sharp 
Incus without doing away with the 
traditional views. Different from military 
coordination, cooperative security in the 
diplomatic ‘man.tra' of this elite 
multilateral forum which (ARF) is the only 
broad based forum for discussions on the 
political-security issues of concern to the 
Asia Pacific-region. As a truly diverse 
forum the ABF- a security group of 22 
including major and emerging global 
players besides the ASEAN (Association 
of South East Asian Nations) does not 
speak of a collective 'world view' of its 
own. Nor was an attempt made at 
unvisioning such a view at the latest 
inneting only the sixth in a series. An 
aspect that dominated the meeting was 
tl tn need to ensure the ASEAN's primacy 
III the 'driver's seat'. At the same time, 
the participants were no less aware of 
till! momentum that could be provided 
or withdrawn by America's Pacific 
impulse" a substantive phrase in the 
grammar of global geopolitics of the post 
cold wai era. Summing up the “sense* 
of Ihe ARF deliberations, the Singapore 
I oroign Minister- Mr.S.Jayakumar who 
chaired the session, said the Ministers 
i.-inphasised that the ARF process will 
continue to develop at a pace that is 
comfortable to all participants” and 
reaffirmed their faith in the pricniple of 
consensus for collective decisions. 

T his is now an acknowledged fact that 
thn ARF is a tyically diversified forum and 
it would be an uphill task to evolve a 
consensus on any issue at this important 
[ilalform. The United States of America 
is over there with its superpower urges 
which the nation has tried to show to 
c:onvince the world many times after the 
RnirJ War seized to exist. Japan is there 
which is palled a 'constraint power' by 
some international strategic analyst, 
fihina is there with its concorns at 
perceived moves by the West and its 
traditional Asian allies of the post World 
War II vintage to encirete or contain 
China*tto would be superpower the 
virrge of Ciich categorlsatioh. India 19 
there with its urges of keeping nuclear 
rJoiterance to which China sees with an 
iindigestable eyes. 


Some conventioani these-the need for 
a comprehensive global disarmament 
by a non-specific future date and the 
urgency of controls over ballistic missile 
proliferation across the world-wero 
addressed in a manner that pleased 
India. India, an ARF member-country 
seen in South East Asian an “aspiring 
nuclear power” which the exclusivist 
Nuclear club has not so far welcomed 
into its fold. 

These cross-currents were in 
evidence at the ARF meeting, judging 
from the statement the major powers 
made inside and outside the forum on 
the last day of the summit and thereafter 
on the sidelines of the ASEAN's 
discussions with its dialogue partners.

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OBITUARY: NIRAD C.CHAUDHURt 


Memoirist, scholar, biographer, 
historian, critic and polemicist : Nirad 
Chaudhuri, who died on July 3 : at the 
age of 101. assumed many different 
roles in the course of his writing life. But 
he IS bast known for “The Autobiography 
1)1 An Unknown Indian", which was 
famously dedicated to the "Memory of 
the British Empire in India.’ Mr.Chaudhuri 
made his entry into the scene of scholary 
lilerature with a thick memoir of his 
cliildhood in colonial India, in which is 
now Bangladesh. It was a lively insightful 
(Inscription and commentary on Indian 
customs, family structures, caste 
relations between Hindus and Muslims 
and between Indian and the British. * 

As a barefoot boy, he read 
Shakespeare alongside Sanskrit 
(J.nssics, admiring western culture 
nc|ually with his own. Critics called him 

II le last British imperialist. Throughout 
his life, Mr.Chaudhuri gained a 
reputation for eccentricity. When he lived 

III New Delhi's old city, he strolled to work 
III cl natty western suit and bowler hat. 
Alter moving to England in 70s, 
Mr Chaudhuri preferred the wrap around 
dhoti of his native Bengal to recieye 
guests at his home. Born in the diamond 
jubilee year of Queen Victoria's reign, he 
lived through a turbulent century, 
Inmously celebrating his longevity as • 
proof that it is the “unfittest" who survive. 

1 here seemed to be a rich syrnbolism 
inherent in the prospect of his survival 
iiiio the next century. And yet 
puradoxicaily, his demise just months 
tx'fore the millennium transition is 
i!i|ualiy evocative in its symbolism. 

f-xcept in impetuous youth and even 
Ihrm only as part of a current, Chaudhuri 
liiid chosen not to be an intimate 
purticipari't in the great historical 
processes that he was witriess to. He 
hold himself aloof ..apd deployed his 
formidable poyiiers df:observation to 
chronicle the ewnts of a-fife'spent selfn 
conciou8ly.as part of history. 

Chaudhuri’S literary importance arose 
from his liiisletehrreferences to his own 
social moorings; His frequent resort to 
the autobiograpNcal narrative seemed 
to sugg6st an excessive degree of self- 
indulgence. But for anybody who is 
willing to engage with his works on their 


own term, they represented variable 
historical documents. Their relevance in 
fact arose equally from their 
documentary value as from the curosity 
they elicited by mapping the perceptions 
of an individual whose basic attitudes 
till the end remained anchored in a 
social milieu that was either long part, 
or demonstrably a creation of the 
imagination. 

As a child growing up in pastoral 



Bengal, the certitudes of the imperial order 
were a source of emotional reassuranco 
and sustenance. These comforting 
certainties vanished at one stroke” in 
Chaudhari's account, “with the coming of 
the nationalist agitation in 1905'. 

In the first half of his life, Chaudhuri 
saw the awakenings ol nationalism in 
India, the years of ripening political 
consciousness and frution of these 
yearnings in national indpendence. The 
first of his major work appeared shortly 
afterwards Autobiography of An 
Unknown Indian. In its detailed 
characterisation of the ethos of a whole 
age and its resection of the. process of 
formation of a hatlbn's identity, 
Chaudhuri’S maiden work transcend the 
genre of autobiography. What the author 
evidently failed to tr^end we^rq his own. 
social origins, his limked exposure to: 
the world and his restricted vision ol 
history as the preserve of the highborn. 

The Autobiography never made it lo 
prescribed rearing li^s jrv'totHa.'Thosc 
were days of nationalist optimism, ol 
an enlightened leadership willing a 
young nation into a sense of belief in ils 


rn.nnitcst destiny. By dedicating his 
lo Iho glories of the British empifl 
rninudhuri provocably challenged ^ 
liiisis ot this optimism. Nationalflj 
iiisnctirities were stirred up, ensuring ttli 
all his subsequent works were deernMlI 
tin uenrred by the original sin of his tirit^ 
war. only in the twilight years of his IHe dtH 
Cliaiidhuri seemed to regain the r^jfdl 
a lair and balanced assessment. r

liinpty moralism-which he predicted would 
I wadded weight in a new nation. 

|f>me remained perpetually in battle with 
l-iR conventional pieties and received 
i^dom. From very early in his life, his 
> Aiick wit and intelligence made him 
jlmilnerable to the colonial mentality of 
Aiib|ection and conformity. It also set him 
His years in Calcutta as a student 
'Wd clerk were one of severe poverty 
, ind isolation. But all through his “drab 
;'^hd mean" period he kept on quietly

:;icholarship. He read widely, and with

..,Vlt is why his personal culture, whicn 
f^s immense, was not an abstract thing;

'With England, to which he escaped in 
, ,^70 with many high expectations, he 
ll’Asto lull another kind of disenchment. 

now f.nems that he had himself fallen 
^lictim to an old type of colonial 
;^4ksunderstanding and overestimation, 
^ihaudhuri had read any number of 
jf.'poks about his beloved European 
; .ivilisation, but he had failed to accept it 
)!:s an evolving, everchanging entity. The 
!i«nple consumer society Chaudhuri saw 
' ground himself in the 1970s-London still 
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swinging in long hair and bell botoms- 
was remote from the refinements and 
graces of the Victorian / Edwardian high 
culture he had come to cherish as the 
very essence of England. Chaudhuri's 
disenchantment recalls that of the great 
exile in England, the Russian writer 
Alexander Herzen. Feeling tapped within 
their own relatively stagnant societies, 
Chauduhuri and Herzen came to Europe 
via enthusiastic readings in European 
literature and philosophy, and then found 
that Europe had moved on. 

Chaudhuri did make a life in England. 
He had several friends in Oxford where 
he lived for close to three decades. He 
found generous and loyal publishers ; 
Chatto Windus published without any 
major cuts, the second volume of his 
autobiography. Thy Hand Great Anarch, 
which was more than 1.000 pages long 
and clearly had no prospects of 
commercial success. 

He wrote many other books. These are 
of varying quality. There is no better Indian 
record of the early years of this century 
than the one found in The Autobiography. 
which is a masterpiece of descriptive and 
analytic writing. Chaudhuri's prose here 
was exact and vivid. Whether writing about 
rural Bengal or Gandhi, he displayed the 
skills of the Imaginative writer, alert to 
landscape and mood as well as to 
individual motives and impulses in great 
historical moments. 

In his scholary books, the biographies 
of Max Muller and Robert Clive, he was 
held back by his own erudition; he seemed 
unable to shake off his ambitious models 
: rigorously classical in structure and 
prose, the biographies lack the special 
Chaudhuri quirkiness which found such 
lelicitious expression the relatively short 
books he published.; The Intellectual in 
India, To live Or Not To Live, and even 
The Continent of Circe. 

In the second volume of his 
autobiography and the travel book A 
Passage to England, he continued to 
speak directly, and uninhibitedly. His 
candour became his strength. He was 
often verbose. He also generalised for 
too recklessly ; his study of Hinduism 
fo instance, attempted to prove that the 
main ideas of the Bhagavad Gita were 
derived from the Bible. But he was never 
less than stimulating and he rarely 
wavered from his own standards of 
intollectual precision and honesty. He 
despised the easy route of second-hand 
knowledge. His fastidiousness could be 
preverse ; the quotations from Latin 
literature, for instance : that he left 


unirnitsinlod in his books. When some 
clumsy nticmpts were made to present 
him ns nn advocate of Hindutva, he was 
quick nncl emphatic in his rejection ; he 
could sense the basic philistinism of the 
whole enterprise : the ignorance, 
mimicry and confusion that lay behind 
tho rheinric of cultural nationalism. 

But towards the end, the same 
imyiolrling outlook also made him 
inenbahin of accomodating the last of 
Iho many changes he had witnessed in 
his long life. Regret for the past and 
distnslo for the present had been a 
constant with Chaudhuri. He had also 
sirown much equanimity at time of stress: 
tho ck>t ision and scorn he suffered India 
had emhiltored him surprisingly in little. 
But ho now developed an extreme 
nvnision to the modern world. This had 
ils oileci lit) his writing. He began to 
sound cinnkly; he turned into a decline- 
spoiler and decade-sniffer. The last book 
Throe I lorscmen of New Apocalypse, is 
n sad record of his alienation. His style 
lost his gradual clarity as he propounded 
pseudo Spenglerian theories about the 
decline, riocadcnce and barbarism of 
various civilisations. He raged against 
short :;kitls, American. English women 
wealing .Icwellery, abortion and 
contr.icofilinn. Not surprisingly the book 
couldn't lind a publisher in either 
r. ngland oi America. 

I lis loneliness grew more acute after 
the death ol his wife; and he continued, 
as ;ilways, to miss an intellectual culture. 
Ho soomotl to long for conversations 
about hook and music, and he showed 
off his learning with a child-like delight. 
He interingated visitors relentlessly, 
‘tiave you read scandal ? Nirad 
Chaudhuri understood that his books 
me not lonii in India. But he was wrong. 
In the !)()s and 60s, his ideas had 
l^invuked all Ihe cultural defensiveness 
anil lUM'iitlul pride of a youg immature 
Cl II mil y Alter several national trysts with 
deir'al and disillusionment, Chaudhuri 
now appears right about many things. 
Mosi ol his books discovered .by a 
yoiingoi generation of readers, are back 
in print His unique achievement is 
incronsingly honoured in time, it will also 
be hilly understood. But ultimately, it is 
as a cuiiiioisseur-of cultures and 
civilisation that Chaudhuri will be 
romrmilieiod : someone who brought 
the piiiust energy and dedication. The 
Inst liiiliaii of his kind Chaudhuri was 
also llio last of the great public 
intullocliMls of this century. 
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in the previous issue we had discussion on the certain events which led to 
the .beginning of the Revolt before the fixed D-Day and its spread to other parts 
of country. The mutiny of sepoys which started at Meerut soon became the holy 
war for large sections of Indian people and the Revolt got sanctity when Bahadur 
Shah was proclaimed the Emperor of India by the revolutionaries. This single 
act encouraged the people all over the country to revolt. The people participated 
in the Revolt in large numbers at Muzaffarnagar, Saharanpur, Bulandshahar, 
Delhi, Bareilly, Farrukhabad, Bijnor, Shahjahanpur. Badayun, Aligarh, Agra, 
Mathura, Banda, Hamirpur, Lucknow, Kanpur, Gorakhpur and several places in 
Bihar. 

The present article is the concluding part of the discussion on spread of the 
Revolt.

Spread of the Revolt 

The storm centres of the Great Revolt 
were at Delhi, Kanpur, Lucknow, Bareilly, 

Jhansi and Arrali in Bihar. At Delhi the 
nominal and symbolic leadership 
belonged to the Emperor Bahadur Shah, 
but the real command lay with a Court 
of Soldiers headed by General Bakht 
Khan who had led the revolt of the 
Bareilly troops and brought them to 
Delhi. 

It is believed that Kanpur was the brain 
behind the rebellion and Nana Saheb 
was its guiding genius. After careful 
planning the revolution at Kanpur began 
on 5th June 1857 when the sepoys as 
well citizens of Kanpur unanimously 
elected and acclaimed Nana Saheb as 
the Chief (Peshwa). Nana Saheb, in turn, 
acknowledged Bahadur Shah as the 
Emperor of India and declared himself 
to be his Governor. The chief burden of 
fighting on behalf of Nana Saheb fell on 
the shoulders of Tantya Tope one of his 
most loyal followers. Tantya Tope had 
won immortal fame by his patriotism, 
determined fighting and skillful guerilla 
operations. When General Wheeler did 
!!i^t comply with the order of Nana Saheb 


to surrender the fort by the evening of 
6 th June, 1857, the revolutionary forces 
laid their seige of the fort on 25th June, 
1857 where a large number of Britishers 
had taken shelter. Unfortunately. Nana 
Saheb tarnished his brave record by 
deceitfully killing most the Englishmen 
although he had assured of their lives 
and safe departure to Allahabad. At 
Allahabad the revolutionary forces 
ignited the flame of revolt on 6th June 
1857 and established their sway in the 
city under the command of Mauivi 
Liaquat All but failed to capture the fort 
where a large number of Britishers had 
taken refuge. 

At Jhansi, Havildar Gurbaksh Singh 
of the 12th Infantry raised the banner 
of revolt on 4th June, IBS'* by seizing 
the Company’s treasury and magazine. 
The young Rani Lakshmibai 
immediately joined the rebels and 
fought like a true heroine. Driven out of 
Jhansi by the British forces after a fierce 
battle, she administered the oath to her 
followers that 'With our own hands we 
shall not our independent rule bury”. 
And, she proved her words to be true 
by capturing the fort on 7th June, 1857. 
Rani once again became the Regent on 


behalf of her minor son and dpoleiii 
independence of Jhansi from4| 
shackles of British rule. ./ti 

The revolt at Lucknow was led by I 
Begum of Oudh, Hazrat Mahal who It 
proclaimed her minor son, Biijis QW 
as the Nawab of Oudh. Begum bee«i 
the Regent. Helped by the sepcqwi 
Lucknow and by the zamindars iM 
peasants of Oudh, the Begum organti 
an all-out attack on the Brllla 
Compelled to give up the city. 9ir Han 
Lawrence entrenched himself in ti 
Residency building along with a STh 
contigent of British soldiers. The Begti 
appointed Raja Bal Krishan Singh aS'^ 
Prime Minister and succeeded!' 
establishing peace and order in thO 
by reorganising the administration, y 
Kunwar Singh, a ruined .i|)t 
discontented zamindar of Jagdish^ 
near Arrah, was the chief organiser 
the Revolt in Bihar. Though nearly ^ 
years old, he was perhaps the m$ 
outstanding military leader and siratsg 
of the Revolt. He fought the British 
Bihar, and later joining hands with Ne 
Saheb's forces, he also campaigned 
Oudh and Central India. Racing be 
home ho defeated the BiWsh forces nf 
Arrah. But this proved to be his last beM 
He had sustained a fatal wound in t 
fighting. He died on 27th April 1850 
his ancestral house in the village’; 
Jagdishpur. ) 

When Bahadur Shah was acclaiil| 
the loader of the Revolt by Mee| 
sepoys, Haryana also came to I 
forefront to offer resistance to i 
Britishers. The native rulers of Harya 
also took active part in the Revolt. HeJ 
Rewari under the able leadership of H 
Tula Ram and his cousin-brother if 
Gopal Krishan, Jhajjar under I 
leadership of Nawab Abdul Rahtrw 
Farrukhnagar under the leadership 
Ahmad Ali Khan, Ballabhgarh uni 
Raja Nahar Singh, Jharsa PargJ 
under the valiant Chowdhury Bakhta 
Singh became the strong centre 
resistance. Besides that there wa 
revolt in Rohtak where the banne 
revolt was first raised by Rajputs but ii 
on joined by all.

The research of 
TBak Smarak, Pune has now uncovered 
more the" 800 such names who wsfe 
sent there fz)m diftorent regions in India 
and who belonged to different 
Qommunitiae for JtaWng part in the Great 
Revolt of 185r. 

The reeolutfon of foe Government of 
Madras in foe Judicial Department dated 
3td September, 1857 mentions, ‘On 
28th July, 1857 a conspiracy was 
discovered foe ramificationa of which 
extended from Belgaum, Kamool, and 
Madras generally. In the middle of June, 
’ 1857 bands of armed Rohillas, who 
prooiaimod that they were the servants 
of Nana Saheb, crossed from the 
Nizami territory into the Karnool and 
Cuddapah districts with a deeper object. 
They were apparently connected with 
the party who made attack on the 
Hyderabad Residency on l7th July, 
1857. In Mysore about foe middle of July 
1857, it was found necessary to 
despatch some European infontry and 
guns to overawe the Mohammadans 
near Saringapatnam and Mysore”. 

In Masulipatnam a green flag and a 
proclamation, urging foe slaughter of the 
Britishers were seized on lOfo July, 1657 
and it was reported on 15th August, 
1857 that prayers for the success of 
Emperor of Delhi were offered in 
mosques, in Beilary, seditious rumours 
unfavourable to the British Government 
began to spread in June and fires of gun 
attacks along foe frontier were reported 
on loth June, 1857. 

On 29fo June, 1857 military posts 
were established in different parts of 
Madras city and other precautions were 
taken to quell the disturbances. Many 
proclamalions and seditious letters were 
seized which had urged foe Nizam and 
his ministers to join the holy war. In 
Chinglepet some seditious plottings 
were discovered during that period. The 
stats of Mysore was not an exception 
toe. Sir Mark Gibbon, the British 
Corrartissioner-in-charge of Mysore in 
his reply to Governor-General's circular 
letter dated 26th February, 1858 
regarding a report on the conduct of 
parties in Mysore during the Mutiny 
observed. The Bmhmanical casta were 
discontented and hostile, the great 
sahukars, the petty poligars and heads 
of villages are all against our rule and 
disaffoctod towards British Government. 
Among these people, there was a spirit 
exceedingly hostile to the British 


Government evinced in carrying on 
correspondence yvifo fho malcoritont in 
foe north; in favoMrabie recepfion of 
emissaries from that quarter and in the 
convening of treasonable meetings at 
their own houses^ for the purpose of 
plotting the subversion of our power”. 

As far as'the region of Pune-Satare- 
Kolhapur is concerned it would be better 
to refer to the report to the Bombay 
Government by Major General Le Grand 
Jacob, in-charge of the command of the. 
region, submitted on 21st March, 1858. 
Jacob's conclusions were: 

(i) There was communication and 
planning between the Native Infantry at 
Kolhapur. Belgaum and Dharwar, 

(ii) Chimansaheb, the younger brother 
of Raja of Kolhapur had contacts with 
Nana Saheb who emissary had brought 
a gilded sword for him, 

(iii) Chimansaheb had contacts with 
Gwalior leaders from where a deputation 
had visited Kolhapur under some 
pretext, and negotiations with 
Chimansaheb, and 

(iv) Chimansaheb had assured the 
Satara emissaries, in June 1857 that 
Kolhapur sepoys and also some Chiefs 
were ready for action and that they were 
waiting for a signal from Satara. 

The above mentioned facts clearly 
indicate that South India was not 
untouched by the spirit of the Revolt.

August, 1999 total solar edipse. A total eclipse of the Sun Is the grandest 
spectacle that nature can offer. Such eclipses are notorious for having their tracks 
of totality pass over relatively Inaccessible regions of the globe. It Is only rarely 
that the path of totality passes over an established facility for astronomioat 
research. Local weather conditions also hamper the research work. Neverthe¬ 
less, whenever opportunity comes the scientists engage themselves in collecting 
the valuable data associated with total solar eclipse. Scientists make efforts to 
study the overall impacts of total solar eellpse on global environment and 
animals. The photographic and spectrographic observations of the eclipse yield 
a wealth of Information on the structure, temperature and pressure of the 
chromosphere and the corona. In the present issue we will try to enlist Important 
discoveries made by the scientists In the past by observing total solar eclipses.

{ The Indian institute of Astrophysics, 
^angalore had set up two camps, one 
i Jwalakhere near Ralchur and the 


other at Hosur, near Hubli. The Hosur 
camp mainly concentrated an high 
resolution spectral studies d the 
corona while at Jwalakhere sophlsti- 
eated Interferometera were i«ed In an 
effort to determine the temperature of 
the corona. Present estirnates put the 
temperature to be over a million 
degrees Kelvin though the temperature 
of the photosphere is only six thousand 
degrees Kelvin. 

Astronomers at the Ahmedabad 
Vedhshala conducted the experiment 
of mapping of solar corona. A Ralchur 
based Czechoslovakian team deter¬ 
mined structural details and physical 
conditions in some coronal structures. 
The Sun's magnetic field, besides in¬ 
fluencing the structure of the corona, is 
responsible for flares, short lived bursts 
of sudden light, which disturb radio 
communication on the Earth. The Radio 
Astronomy Centre of the Tata Institute 
of Fundamental Research made a 
detailed study of such flares during the 
eclipse and studied the "radio sun" i.e. 
the Sun as seen in radio waves. 

The shape of corona varies with the 
eleven year solar cycle, in 1980, during 
the eclipse it was at the "solar 
maximum" with the sunspot activity at 
Its peak. During high sunspot activity, 
the corona extends uniformly with the 
little difference between equatorial and 
polar regions. During low sunspot ac¬ 
tivity the corona extends farther from 
the disc of the Sun over the solar 
equator than It does over the poles. The 
ultra fine structure of the corona and 
coronal oscillations and heating were 
also studied by the foreign scientists. 
The Udaipur solar observatory studied 
the rotation of corona. 

American astronomers triad to verify 
a theory that explains short wave radio 
emissions from the corona. A team 
from Minnesota checked on a theory 
according to which particles emitted 
from comets and such other objects 
exist in the outer part of the corona and 
produce heat waves. The Defence Re¬ 
search Laboratory tried to measure the 
ion content of the atmosphere by an 
instrurrtent, called ionozone. The 
Rangpur Observatory's experiments 
also Included verification of Einstein's 
Theory of Relativity. Einstein had 

nr} 


predicted that tha rays of startlgM pass¬ 
ing close tofhe Sun would bo dafieclad 
towards it by gravitational attraction and 
the star would consequently appear to 
be displaced from the Sun. The acien- 
tisis from Vikram Sarabhal Space 
Centre (VSSQ, THvandrum studied ftie 
ionosphere with rocket borne 
payloads. Rockets were launched from 
Thumba, Sriharikota and Balasore ran¬ 
ges. The astronomers also observed 
how the equatorial eiectrojet :a jet like 
current that flows over the Equator at an 
altitude of 11 0 km; was affected when 
the sunlight was cut off completely- The 
research departmem of All India Radio 
investigated the ionospheric effects of 
solar eclipse. 

In the observation of a solar eclipse 
four contacts are recognised; The first 
when the edge of the Moon first touches 
the edge of the Sun, the second when 
the eclipse is total (or annular), the third 
at the cessation of the total phase and 
the fourth when the moon finally leaves 
the Sun's disc. From the first contact to 
the fourth, the time could be as much 
as over four hours. 

The dark disc of the Moon first ap¬ 
pears, obscuring a tiny part of the solar 
disc, known as "first contact”. Twenty 
minutes before totality there is a percep¬ 
tible decrease in the light intensity. The 
massive lunar shadow moves in at a 
terrific speed of about 800 metres per 
second blotting out the sunlight. 
Animals are perplexed and birds go to 
roost. The temperature falls and there is 
an eerie pallor over the landscape just 
before the totality. Shimmering shafts of 
light called 'shadowbands" ripple over 
white surfaces on Earth, creating a 
dreamland atmosphere. A few seconds 
before the "second contact”, one can 
see the amazing spectacle of "Bally’s 
Beads", named after Francis Bally, an 
English astronomer who first saw It in 
>the total solar eclipse of May 15,1836. 
It is caused by the sunlight shining 
through the great valleys on the Moon. 
Some larger depressions or ir¬ 
regularities on ths Moon's surface allow 
a beam of light to persist longer and are 
of larger dimension than Bally’s Beads. 
Under favourable conditions, the effect 
of this longer lived light is to create the

"diamond ring". 

After a few seconds, the Bally's 
Beads disappear and totality commen¬ 
ces with darkness setting in. This is the 
moment for observing the pink flash 
spectrum of the chromosphere. Mo- 
Iftnents later, the corona bursts into view 
: a pearly white unearthly light envelop¬ 
ing the Sun. The sky overhead darkens 
to a midnight blue and suddenly bright 
stars and planets like Mercury and 
Venus can be seen shining through. At 
the third contact, the diamond ring 
formed by the inner corona and the first 
beam of light from the solar disc, 
emerge. With this totality ends, the 
corona vanishes, the Moon rapidly un¬ 
covers the western limb of the Sun until 
the Sun shines forth again in all its glory 
and the eclipse is over. 

$ The few minutes of totality is the only 
period when valuable data about the 
corona and the chromosphere can be 
obtained from a ground based location. 
This Is because of the fact that during 
mid-totality the brightness of the sur¬ 
rounding sky drops down by a factor of 
10 ^ whereas under normal circumstan¬ 
ces, even at the best location one can 
hardly get sky brightness down by a 
factor of 10* to 10-. The brightness of 
the soiar corona Is less than this and 
can only be seen during totality. The 
chromosphere Is, of course, brighter 
than this, bia the few seconds close to 
the s^nd and the third contacts are 
|fihe only periods when the finest meas¬ 
urements of tNs layer can be achieved. 
The unusual condition of low sky bright¬ 
ness during totality provides oppor¬ 


tunities for the search of faint comets, 
asteroids etc. which normally escape 
detection at other times. Experiments 
for the verification of some aspects of 
the Theory of Relativity are being con¬ 
ducted during almost every eclipse 
since 1919, small shifts in the positions 
of stars close to the TClipsed Sun's limb 
as predicted by the theory are sought to 
be verified. The Sun Is the one star 
whose atmosphere can be studied in 
minute detail and whose visible activity 
provides us with valuable clues to the 
behaviour of millions of other stars that 
populate our galaxy. 

In fact, many important discoveries 
have been made in the past by observ¬ 
ing total solar eclipses. The first attempt 
to photograph the corona for studying 
its structure was made during the 
eclipse of July 26, 1851. After the first 
spectroscopic study of an eclipse on 
August 18, 1886, Lockyer and Jansen 
discovered that the solar .prominence 
can be observed, with suitable arrange¬ 
ments, without an eclipse also. On that 
occasion, Jansen, the great French 
astronomer, also discovered a bright 
yellow line In the prominence spectrum 
of the eclipse. This line did not fit In with 
the lines of any of the known elements 
and so was supposed to be caused by 
a new element named Helium from the 
Greek word Ne/ros for the Sun. Later 
this element was Identified on the Earth 
by the famous English chemist Sir Wil¬ 
liam Ramsay. 

The first observation of the green 
coronal line was made during the 
eclipse of August 7, 1869. The dis- 
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covery of the reversing layer was mads 
at the eclipse of December 28,1870, A 
bright comet was discoverad on the 
photograph of the May 7,1882 acHpas. 
The deviation of star caused by the 
Sun's gravltBiion as predicted by 
Einstein's theory was ftrsi confirmed by 
observation of the May 29, 1919 
eclipse. 

Besides, the event of an eclipse is of 
great chronological value as the date 
and time of any eclipse of the past can 
be calculated with great accuracy. 
Emission of radio waves from the Sun, 
developments on the ionosphere over 
the Earth during the eclipse and the 
effects of solar eclipse on terrestrial 
magnetism are also studied during a 
total solar eclipse. 

Biological responses of plants and 
animals constitute another field on 
which experiments are conducted. The 
unusual conditions of darkness at rxxtn 
evoke changes in the behavioural pat¬ 
terns In soma species which we of 
greet interest In studies of this dis¬ 
cipline. 

In India, two scientists of Osmania, 
J. V Ramana Rao and K. Sankarlah have 
studied the eclipse influents on a com¬ 
mon crab species Ba/tyalphusa 
Guerini, a fresh water field variety. 
Sankarlah had noticed reduced activity 
in the crabs during the panial solar 
eclipses In 1976 and 1977. Chronobiol- 
ogy is a burgeoning concept and the 
two scientists conducted further eclipse 
studies on crabs as also other air 
breathing fishes during the 1980 total 
solar eclipse. 

An Interesting experiment con¬ 
ducted during the 11 August, 1999 
total solar eclipse on the behavlou^ 
al pattern of sheep In Rajasthan fay a 
team of scientists of the Central 
Sheep and Wool Research Institute, 
revealed several amazing facts. Just 
two hours before the start of eclipse 
there was no effect on the sheep and 
their grazing behaviour even If the 
sky was overcast. The herd showed 
normal behaviour and activity. As the 
eclipse advanced and the sunlight 
began to be blotted the herd showed 
abnormal behaviour and disinterest 
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M grazifig. During tlw period M 
' totality aheap flocKed together with 
older aheep aurroundingihe younger; 
bnea. Even when eclipae Wee 
rtieap allowed lezlneae and leaaer 
activity and returned to the theh reat- 
Ing place on their own. 

One aspect of biological response, 
not formally studied yet during eclipse, 
Is the psychololgcal effect of this 
natural phenomenon on human beings. 
Till today scientists have not satisfac¬ 
torily explained the effect of sunspots 
and solar flares on human beings. The 
two World Wars broke out when the 
sunspot activity was maximum. Valu¬ 
able data relating to sunspot activity 
during the eclipse can explain strange 
correlations between periods of 
sunspot activity and natural as well as 
man made calamities.

In Switzerland, no alteration of the 
Constitution can be effected without 
restoring to a referendunn. 

In Australia, the Constitution can be 
altered only by an Act pass d by an 
absolute majority in both Houses, or in 
case one House refuses to pass it, by 
an Act passed by an absolute majority 
in either House for the second time, after 
an interval of three months. But in either 
case, the Act must be subjected to a 
referendum in each State. If in a majority 
of the states, a majority of the voters 
approve the amendment, and i a 
majority of all the voters also approves, 
it shall be presrnted to the Governor- 
General for the Royal assent. 

Amendment of Fundannental Rights: 
The question whether Fundamental 
Rights can be amended under Article 
368 came for consideration of the 
Supreme Court in Shankari Prasad v. 
Union of India AIR 1951 SC 455. The 
Supreme Court held that the power to 
amend the Constitution including the 
Fundamental Rights is contained in 
Article 3 8, and that the word 'law' in 
Article 13 (8) includes only an ordinarry 
law made in exercise of the Legislative 
powers and does not include 
constitutional amendment which is 
made in exercise of constituent power. 
Therefore, a constitutional amendment 
will be valid even if it abridges or takes 
any of the Fundamental Rights. 

In Sajjan Singh v. State of Rajasthan 
AIR 1965 SC 845, the Supreme Court 
approved the majority judgement given 
in Shankari Prasad's case and held that 
the word's amendment of the 
Constitution means amendment of all 
the provisions of the Constitution. It was 
observed that if the Constitution makers 
intended to exclude the fundamnetal 
rights from the scope of the amending 
power they would have made a clear 
provision in that behalf. 

In Golak Nath V. State of Punjab AIR 
1971 SC 1643, the Supreme Court by a 
majority of 6 to 5 prospectively overrule i 
its earlier decision in Shankari Prasad 
and Sajjan Singh cases and hel>. that 
Parliament had no power from the date 
of this decision to amend Part III of the 
Constitution so as to take away or 
abridge the Fundamental Rights. This 
judgement was supported on the 
following reasonings. 

1. The Chief Justice rejected the 
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argument that power to amend the 
Constitution was a sovereign power and 
said power was supreme to the 
legislative power and it did not permit 
any implied limitations and that 
amendments made in exercise of that 
power involve political questions and 
that therefore they were outside of 
judicial review. 

2. The power of Parliament to amend 
the Constitution is derived from Article 
245 read writh Entry 97 of List I of the 
Constitution and not from Art.36B. Article 
368 lays down merely the procedure for 
amendment of the Constitution. 
Amendment is a legislative process. 

3. An amendment is a “law” within the 
meaning of Article 13 (2) and therefore, 
if it violates any of the fundamental rights 
it may be declared void. 

In order to remove difficulties created 
by the decision of Supreme Court in 
Golak Nath's Case Parliament enacted 
the 24th Amendment Act. The 
amendment has made the following 
amendments: (1) It has added a new 
clause (4) to Article 13 which provides 
that nothing in this Article shall aoply to 
any amendment of this Constitution 
made under Article 368 (2). It 
substituded a new marginal heading to 
Article 368 in place of the old heading 
“Procedure for amendment of the 
Constitution. The new heading is “Power 
of Parliament to amend the Constitution 
and procedure therefore”. (3) It inserted 
a new sub section (1) in Art.368 which 
provides that notwithstanding anything 
in this Constitution, Parliament may in 
exercise of its constituent power amend 
by way of additon, variation or repeal any 
provision of this Constitution in 
accordance with the procedure laid 
down in this Article (4) It makes it 
obligatory for the President to give his 
assent to the Bill amending the 
Cosntitution (5) It has added a new 
clause (3) to Article 368 which provides 
that nothing in Article 13 shall apply to 
any amendment made under this article. 

The validity of the Constitution (24th 
Amendment) Act 1971 was challenged 
in Keshwanand Bharti v. State of Kerala 
popularly known as the Fundamental 
Right's case. The question was what was 
the extent of the amending power 
conferred by Article 368 of the 
Constitution ? The court by majority 
overruled the Golak Nath's Case which 
denied Parliament the power to amend 
Fundamental Rights of citizens. As 
regards the scope of amending power 
contained in Art.368 the court held that 
there are inherent or implied limitation 


on the amendittg power of Parliament 
and Art.368 does not confer power to 
amend the Constitution so as to damage 
or destroy the essential elements or 
basic features of the Constitution. The 
word “amendment” postulated that the 
old nstitution must survive without 
loss of identity and it must be retained 
through in the amended form and 
therefore, the power does not include 
the power to destroy or abrogate the 
basic structure or framework of the 
Constitution. The court by majority held 
that the Parliament has wide powers of 
amending the Constituton and it extends 
to all the Articles, but the amending 
power is not unlimited and does not 
include the power to destroy or abrogate 
the basic feature or framework of the 
Constitution.There are implied 
limitations on the power of amendment 
under Article 368. Within these limits 
Parliament can amend'every Article of 
the Constitution. The true position is that 
every provision of the Constitution can 
be amended provided in the result the 
basic foundation and structure of the 
Constitution remains the same. 

What then are the essentials of the 
basic structure of the Constitution V 
Although tho judges enumerated certain 
essentials ol the basic structure of the 
Constitution, but they also made it cleat 
that they were only illustrative and not 
exhaustive. They will be determined on 
the basis of the facts in ea:h case. The 
basic structure of the Constitution 
consists of the following features; 

1. Supcrmacy of the Constitution 

2. Republican and democratic form of 
the Government 

3. Secular charcater of the Constitution 

4. Separation of powers between the 
Legislature, the Executive and the 
Judiciary, 

5. Federal character of the 
Constitution. 

Subject to the retention of the basic 
structure or framework of the 
Constitution the power of amendment is 
plenary and includes within itself the 
power to amend various articles of the 
Constitution, including those relating to 
lundamental rights as well as those 
which may be said to relate to essential 
features. The Supreme Court has thus 
added the following features as basic 
features of the Constitution to the list of 
basic feature laid down in the 
Keshavananda Bharti’s case; 

1 . Rule of law 

2. Judicial Review 

3. Democracy which implies free and 
fair election. 
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INPUT/OUTPUT DEVICES 

The input/output devices form an 
essential part of the computer system. 
They are connected to the CPU-the 
brain of the computer system and are 
called the principal devices. Without 
these principal devices. “ the man to 
machine’ and ‘machine to man’ 
communication is impossible. Their 
purpsoe is to provide an information link 
betwreen the outside world and the CPU. 
they act as an interface, translating the 
familiar symbols which can read into the 
binary patterns that can be handled 
electronically within the CPU. _ 

INPUT DEVICES 

The input devices are used to convert 
information to data for transmission to 
the computer’s processing unit. There 
are a variety of input devices which are 
as follows; 

1 .Key board; Key board is the most 
commonly-used device. It is used to 
input data to the computer. The 
keyboard device resembles a typewriter 
keyboard. Besides having the ordinary 
keys of a typewriter, each computer, has 
its own of special function keys. 

These permit direct contact with the 
computer. The main features of the 
keyborad are; It allows data to be 
entered directly into the computer. The 
special function keys help to reduce 
some of the otherwise necessary typing. 
The electrical contacts and circuits just 
below the keys translate the information 
directly into binary. One of the 
drawbacks of the keyboard is however 
quite obvious, the speed of work is 
dependent on the typing speed. 

2.Hand-held Terminal: A hand-held 
device looks similar to a calculator and 
is normally battery-powered tor use in 


the field. Information is entered via key 
and the device may incorporate a display 
panel that enables the data to be viewed 
as it is entered. It can also capture bar 
coded data, with the help of a scanner 
or a light pen that may be attached. It is 
also incorporated with the certain 
amount of memory usually up to by 64 K 
for the temporaray storage of data. Data 
is transmitted through telephones. Some 
hand-field terminals can be connected 
to cassettes tape recorders for the 
purpose of storing data. 

The hand-held device enables the 
collection of data at the place where it is 
generated and avoids the delay and cost 
of data preparation at the computer site. 
The hand-held terminal could be useful 
to a field person, such as a salesman in 
the field for direct ordering, or for such 
applications as meter reading, load traffic 
surveys, etc. 

S.Hand-Print Terminal ; The device 
generates a ropresentaion of a character 
direct to the computer as the character is 
hand-printed as paper lying on top of the 
pad. Different typos of pad employ different 
sensing techniques and a SjL'ecial pen is 
sometimes required. One of the metfiod 
involves generation of pulses v<rhen two 
electrically resistive layers beneath the 
surface of the pad are brought together by 
the pressure of the pen as cnaracters are 
printed. A typical data pad incorporates a 
touch sensitive keyboard for entering not- 
written characater. 

4.0ptical-Mark Reading ; The optical 
mark reading involves recognition of 
marks on characters. Optical mark 
readers are able to scan from computed 
in pen or bro, as well as in pencil. The 
forms or cards are passed under a light 
source and the pressure of a mark is 
detected by measuring very accurately 
the infrared light levels. A mark reader may 


be able to detect coloured markfi. It ; 
be designed to the insensitive to cfi 
colours so that these partiotdare dal| 
can be used safely In the printlhg 
documents or cards without risk qf;^ 
being read as marks intendeiii 
recognition. An advantage crf*OMK li.

1. Visual Display Unit (VDU): The 
is often in the form of aT.V. screen 
m a moniter. It consist of a Cathode Ray 
'rube (CRT), which produces a beam of 
t tiectrons that makes the picture on the 
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screen. The monitors are available in* 
\rariou8 forms; - 

. Monochrome : These ate generally 
black and which monitors, green 
phosphor monitors or amber. Th^.aie 
reasonably priced and most-widely us^ 
type ofVDUs. 

RGB Monitors : These are special 
kinds of coloured monitors that use three 
separate signals for the colours Red, 
Green and Blue. Resolution on these 
monitors is much sharper. 

2. Printer : A printer is a piece of 
equipment which is able to reproduce 
on paper, copies of programs data or 
output from the computer’s memory. 
There are printers using different 
methods of printing. The most 
inexpensive of these is perhaps the 
character printer. This prints one 
character at a time. Then, there is a line 
printer which also points one character 
at a time but does if so fast that if seems 
to be printing a line at a time. The third 
type of printer is the page printer. This 
one prints one page at time. 

Most printers are IMPACT printers. An 
impact printer is one which prints a character 
by hitting on ink coated ribbon against paper, 
just as an ordinary typewriter does. The t^e 
of impact it makes depends on the type of 
print head it uses on the printer. e.g; a dot 
matrix printer. 

A non-impact printer, on the 
olherhand, uses other means for forming 
a characater image on the page e.g.a 
laser printer.' 

Dot Matrix Printer: This has a print 
head made of a set of very, very thin 
pins. It prints a character by hitting the 
ribbon which makes up the shape of the 
character in a pattern of dots. If you 
observe the print outs, you will notices 
that each letter %s Composed of 
patterned dots. 

Being a-dot printer, it is able to print in 
any language and is able to make very 
effective use of graphics. It is able to 
produce a variety of scripts and hence 
is very popular. It does have some 
drawbacks; it is comparatively stow, is 
noisy, can only be used in short 
stretches and produces a rather poor 
quality of print. 

Thermal Printer : It is a non-impact 
printer which produces a print, difterent 
from the dot matrix printer. It uses a head 
sensitive paper. The print head burns the 
shape of the characters on to the paper. 
These printers work very silently and 
have a big advantage in plabes like 
hospitals. 

Ink Jet Printer : This is also a non* 
Impact matrix printer which fires 
inkdrops on to the paper by using an 
electrostatic held. Its print head has a 


nozzle which fires a jet ^ electrically 
charged ink at the paper, thus forming 
characters. Theee two are ellefit bat are 
not wklely-used. 

Daisy Wheel Printer i Thjs Is an impact 
printer which produces letter quality 
prirrting.The print head of this looks lito a 
daisy with characters at the end of each 
in the right position for a character to be 
hit onto the paper.The result is a very neat 
and dean scri^ but the process is rather 
slow. The print head is easily 
interchangeable; hence different scripts 
can easily be used for different purposes. 
This printer too is on the noisy side. 

Thimble Printer : This produces a 
quality of print much like that of the daisy 
wheel. The print head in the shape of a 
thimble with characters around the edge. 

Spark Printer: This is also known as 
an electrostatic printer, this functions in 
much the same manner as the thermal 
printer. Here, however, the paper is 
aluminium coated and sparks of 
electricity are used to burn characters 
onto the paper. 

Drum Prlrtter: This is a impact printer 
and is regarded as one of the high speed 
printers. The drum printer is shaped like a 
sylindor and has embossed on it various 
characters. The drum revolves at a 
constant speed and has a hammer to print 
each letter. With each rotatioii, all the 
letters of the line are printer at a time, as 
the character pass the printing position. 
Printing is not done from left to right, 
instead, charactera are printed in the order 
in which they pass the hammer. The speed 
of a drum printer varies from 1500-3000 
iines per minute. It has the advantage of 
speed and of being able to work for long 
hours at a time. It does have few problems; 
if the hammer strike is mistimed, the 
printed tine can go hay way. 

Chain Printer: The chian printer, also 
an impact, highspeed printer, has a 
linked chain on which are embossed the 
characters. The head for the chain 
printer is magnetically operated. As the 
necessary characater comes in tine, a 
hammer hits ii'onto the paper. The chain 
moves horizontally and does between 
600-1300 lines per minutes. This printer 
in fast. One can also chartge the chain 
at will. This allows for variations in script. 
It can also be used for long stretches. 

Laser Beam Printers : The page 
printer is the fastest printing device 
developed to date. Here, a whole page 
of print is represented by a series of 
minute dots. These dots are so close 
together that each character looks like 
a shaped character and not a matrix of 
dots. A typical printer can print 146 
pages per minute, when dealing with 
characters.

I may believe that readers are very 
much aware about the importance of 
personality in our day - to - day and at 
special occasions.

I am 
talking about i.e.Interviews. Most of the 
readers will agree with me if I say that 
the most important use of one’s 
personality is when one is being 
interviewed and that for getting a job. 

I have been producing in this column 
speially designed to focus the cause of 
the Interview.

Here we continue with the 
cause in which readers are being given 
live examples from several interviews with 
logical and practical explanations. 

The Case In Sight 

Last year itself, a candidate was about 
to face the interview for SBI P.O. He has 
prepared for the interview and had also 
taken special coaching classes for that 
purpose. Anyway he was fully prepared 
for the interview as per himself and the 
coach. But things were going to unfold in 
not the expected way or one may say that 
this was an accident invited by the 
candidate. Just listen about the interview. 

The candidate was inside the hall by 
time and all the usual formalities 
concerning greetings and wishes were 
exchanged with due accordance. After 
the candidate had his set the Chairman 
asked the candidate whether he knows 
something about Banking or had studied 
about the sector from any book. To this 
the candidate replied that yes he had 
studied it (remember, he was taught 
these things in the coaching classes). 
Whatever happened ahead is not very 


interesting to know but I am sorry to say 
that you must know. The Chairman 
suited and asked the candidate to first 
define ‘banking’. As the candidate 
started to prepare for the answer the 
Chairman gave him the freedom of 
defining banking in layman language to 
present a working definition. The 
candidate defined it. Now the Chairman 
asked the differentiate between 
commercial and non-commercial 
banking, scheduled and non-scheduled 
banks. The interview, you will be 
surprised to know, did not go ahead of 
these three questions. The Chairman 
gave several names to the candidate 
which he wanted to be categorised as 
commercial / non - commercial and 
scheduled / non - sheduled banks as 
such. The Candidate beOame so 
confused that he did hatch patch of 
everything the Chairman provided. At 
the end of 10-12 minutes the Chairrman 
ended the interview with very normal but 
very important remark why did you say 
yes if you didn't know about banking ! 
Remember this was not a question but 
a remark. You need not ask the 
candidate’s fate-he did not get through 
the interview. He is again to face 
interview of SBI Probationary officer.

It has been seen that many times in 
many interview boards candidates are 
asked many such questions which are 
not of natural nature. Such unnatural 
questions are assked to test 
candidate's patience. Sometimes, these 
questions put the candidates in great 
confusion and many times the aspirant 
faces uncomfortable situations in 
answering such questions. But 
candidates should know that such 
questions basically go on to test their 
patience, perseverance and personal 
aptitude. We initiate our readers with 
such questions with the help of such 
interviews in four following models: 

I was interviewed on March 22,1999 at 
the Lucknow headquarters of the SBI. I 
reached the venue by 12 A.M.'and after 
the usual verification of my certificates I 
kept myself busy talking to the fellow 
candidates who came to face the interview. 
I was waiting for my number to come. As I 
was called I proceeded towards the door 
of the interview hall calling the God. I 
opened the door gently and asked. 

Ishwari: May I come in Sir? 

Chairman : Yes, come, come in. 

(I did shut the door gently and moved 
towards the chair confidently. In the 
meantime I wished all of the interviewer at 
a time. There were four members in the 
board. Two of them were sitting infront of 
me while one each at my left and right side. 
There was a centre table but of 
comparatively lower heights. For a while 
all the members kept on looking at me. I 
was also looking at them with a light smile.) 

Chairman : Mr. Singh, where from 
have you come ? 

Ishwari : Sir, I have come from 
Vindhyanagar.

Chairman: You have been working with 
the Union Bank of India for the. last five 
years.

Again, since Promotion Exams are not 
conducted regularly which leaves lesser 
opportunities of promotion there.

But 
unless the subject of a country is well- 
known about the real meaning and 
philosophy of democracy, I don’t think 
people of that country are practising the 
real democracy. What does it mean ? It 
means that unless subject population is 
educated enough to understand the soul 
of democracy the real democracy can 
not be achieved. We may take an 
example in India. After the attainment 
of Independence India opted for 
Parliamentary democracy that too with 
a high level of illiteracy and low level of 
educational attainment. Though political 
leadership in the coming decade always 
boasted the democratic achievement of 
India, democracy does not mean only 
to elect a Government with the universal 
franchise. It means many more things 
starting with universal sufferage. The 
decades to follow were to show the state 
of democracy in India. All type of socio¬ 
political and economic-maladies of the 
present India can be easily traced back 
to our educational attainment. In this 
sense, we may say that democracy

Though 
education is related with educational 
attainment it is not only the passing 
examinations and collecting degrees 
end diplomas. It means, the more 
irnportant thing is what the people have 
learnt in the process of educational 
attainment. It means that the curriculum 


of the education system is more 
important. The curriculum should be 
prepared in such a way that it could 
produce fully aware and alive members 
to the country. About education it has 
been said that it liberates. Agan, the 
basic tenets of democracy are Just 
opposite, to basic human instincts, most 
of the times. Thus, unless these basic 
tenets of democracy are not taught to 
the members of a society, there is no 
awareness about democracy. This is 
what has not happened in the Indian 
case. Somehow people (most of them) 
have developed a tendency to avail 
democracy forthem at the cost of others. 
True education has not been available 
in India even if some are called 
educated. 

Candidate C : The United Nations 
Development Programme (UNDP) has 
been pr^aring its Human Development 
Index regularly since 1990 which 
arranges 174 countries of the world in 
the order of their human development. 
The three criteria on which this Index is 
prepared is -per capita real income, 
longevity and educational attainment. If 
we see the process how the UNDP 
defines educational attainment, we 
become very clear about the importance 
of the education in our life. Basically, 
adult education is given two>third 
weightage in the index and only one- 
third weight is accounted for the whole 
of primary, secondary and teritary levels 
of educational attainment. What does it 
mean ? Usually, educated adults are the 
real active population of a country and 
their educational attainment matters 
much to a country. To be aware is to be 
alive. Noble laureate Amartya Sen has 
suggested to make primary education 
a fundamental right to assure an all¬ 
round development. 

Basically, unless we know what is 
good and bad for us and our nation how 
can we chose something from available 
alternatives ? India is a case of 
democracy with a very low level of 
educational attainment. And we are very 
much known about the health of our 
economy, polity and society. Misuse ot 
democracy has now started to distort 
even the social reality. Thus, at first 
people*should be provided education. 
Educational attainment is the pre¬ 
condition for a working democracy to. 
bear intended fruits. 

Candidate 0: Democracy is a poUtical 
concept but its cannotations has ah 
over-arching rneaning. We may not be 
able to define democracy In better words

as Abreham Lincoln defined it* it is a 
Government of the people, for the 
people and by the people. It means that 
the Government of the day will be the 
people of a democracy is miniscule. The 
Parliament or the Congress of a 
democracy presents the true picture of 
the poepie of the country. We know that 
sril important policies and iegisiations are 
passed by our democratically elected 
members of Parliament. Since they are 
elected by the people belonging to a 
particular age-group, the awareness of 
the voter has many things to say about 
the farsightedness of the elected 
members. The country which possesses 
the highest number of adults (India) how 
can it think of electing a suitable member 
for the Parliament ? It means, the 
members in the House will be lacking 
the depth and the insight which are 
needed to discuss a legislation or vote 
on it. Thus, education seems playing the 
most important role in a democracy. 

Candidate E : After listening my 
predecesors I am almost on the verge 
of concluding that without education a 
democracy can not work. But in practice 
I see something else. India has a very 
high population of illiterates and so is 
correct about its educational attainment 
but I see the democracy very much 
working here. We are going to show this 
thing to the world 13th time. And if we 
consider our political and democratic 
developments through our democratic 
experiment, it does not present a teise 
picture either. Whatever distortious 
Indian polity, economy or society have 
come up were to come up even if India 
had attained a hundred per cent 
educational attainmerit. If the social 
malady of casteism in India is due to low 
level of educational attainment then 
what about the West’s Black and white 
divide where the educational attainment 
is almost hundred per cent? Again there 
are many fully educated countries where 
we see more political and social turmoil 
than India. Coming to educational 
attainment how can we say that in lack 
of education democracy is a farce 
without comparing the curricula of the 
democracies of the world? 

Candidate F : My friends Mr.E has 
discussed things in an absolute terms. 
He should look into the problem from a 
comparative point of veiw. The reality is 
very much different from his veiws. Mr.A 
has already pointed out that to elect a 
Government with universal franchise is 
the only thing what we mean by a 
democratic set up. And if Mr.E has tried 
to highlight the universal sufferage as 
an achievement of tfra Indian democracy, 
I am sorry to say that we have not been 


able jn the process. Almost half of oiir 
voters have not been voting. Every 
Government at the Centre has been ruling 
with a minority of votes. Booth capturing, 
impersonation, criminal activities have 
been the basic tenets of Indian general 
elections. And at the end people have 
been able to elect some criminals and 
highly unwanted people to legislate for the 
nation. What to ask of economic arid sociAl 
security of the people, our leaders are 
themselves the most physically insecured 
commodities. Thus, Mr.E should look at 
the things in this way, too. In my opinion 
only education can make a democracy a 
real democracy. 

Candidate G : India is a country of 
diversities which look dividing people. But 
this is so because we are highly 
uneducated and unaware lot. The time we 
become fully aware of our realities and 
contemporary priorities, all the problems 
of India have to go-be it economic, 
political, social or religious. In the period 
of unawarene^ we are not in a position 
to chose what is good for us. When 
education is provided to the people they 
develop\he understanding of life, politics, 
culture, society and the world out there. It 
has rightly been said that education 
liberate. In my opinion democracy has no 
meaning and use if there is a lack of 
education in the political system. 

Candidate H : If we study the process 
through which the concept of democracy 
has evolved we will see that this process 
was started by some educated people and 
the form in which we understand it today 
is cemented by nothing other than 
education Itself. Basically, democracy is a 
political system for a country which is 
inhibited by educated people. Any basic 
tenets of democracy has enough chances 
of being abused. As for example, 
democracy provides us freedom of 
expression. In lack of education and 
knowledge a person can not know what 
does it mean by the freedom of expression. 
And thus, many people will end up abusing 
each other. This has been the case wtth 
the democracy in India. 

In 50s, Sir Ivor Jennings said that 
democracy will be an utter failure in India. 
He was basically pointing towards the high 
level of illiteracy and low level of 
educational attainment of India, we rnay 
say many things against Sir Jennings 
today, but every Indian including our 
political leadefsNp must be knowing about 
the chaos we have created during the last 
half century. Some freedom fighters (alive) 
have even went to suggest that this is not 
the freedom they tought (or and the Raj 
period was far better. General public can

Ultimately vir¬ 
tue remains in idea while we don't fol¬ 
low it. Milton has got the point correctly 
undoubtedly.

But it is 
pertinent to ask here, whether the law 
has been able to obliterate the distinc¬ 
tion of class In the same manner as the 
class. And our answer Is, no. While one 
form of discrimination i.e. caste has 
been removed, the other form of dis¬ 
tinction namely, class still persists, al¬ 
though the 42nd Amendment to the 
Constitution declares India a sovereign 
socialist democratic Republic. And by 
the same amendment the fundamental 
right to property has been abolished. It 
is altogether a differrent matter that 
despite legal provisions laws can be 
bent and loopholes are taken ad¬ 
vantage of by the elements which 
nouHsii and fatten on the lacunae and 
loopholes. As a r^lt the goal of an 
erjaWarlan society as envisaged by the 
Consttution makers still remsins a dis¬ 
tant one. We still have glaring disparity 
In terms of wealth and property holding. 

R was never the Intention of the Con¬ 
stitution makers to make a classless 
society m India. Nehru said long ago, 


there cannot be any redistribution of 
poverty'. Therfore, the goal of the Con¬ 
stitution makers was to frame a Con¬ 
stitution geared to the end of creating 
wealth In India and the tickle down effect 
would In their opinion follow soon. But 
the tickle down theory miserably failed 
in case of India. While on the .one hand 
wealth was crated in the last. 50 years 
after independence, the gap between 
the rich and the poor Increased. The 
rich became richer and the poor, 
poorer. Trickle down did n't take place. 
The wealth generated by the factory 
workers and the farmers sank into the 
coffers of the factory owner landlords, 
businessmen, politicians and 
bureaucrats-an insignificant minority 
compared to an ocean of humanity 
consisting of more than 900 million.

An Instrument in which the time is 
measured is called a clock. 

The face or dial of a clock or watch 
is a circle whose circumference is 
divided into 60 equal parts, called 
minute spaces. The clock has two 
hands, the smaller one, called hour 
hand (or short hand) goes over 5 
minute spaces while the larger one, 
called minute hand or (long hand) pas¬ 
ses over 60 minute spaces. 

In 1 hour the minute hand (M.H.) 
passes over 60 minute spaces (M.S.).

Natural Mixed 
Carotenoids 

The Chennai-based Party Agro 
Industries have become the country's 
first and the world second to have 
produced natural mixed carotenoids 
from a microalgae Dunaliella Salina. 
This achievement comes after its earlier 
success in producing spirulia an algae 
based complete food supplement for 
the first time in 1981. 

Commercial production of 
Dunaliella Salina started in July this 
year and the first batch was recenity 
expected to the US - Indian 
pharmaceutical companies to have 
shown interest in Party Agro's lastest 
natural product, Parry Agro's Our^liella 
Salina contains nearly eight per cent 
of mixed carotenoids, of which 90 per 
cent is beta-carotene. Beta carotene is 
a provitamin A which is stored in lipid 
tissues and blood serum In the body. 
This is converted into Vitamin A as and 
when the body requires it. Beta 


Enzyme-based System 
for Silk Lustre 

Scientists at the Indian Institute of 
Technology IIT in Delhi have developed 
a method to enhance the lustre of silk 
by using enzyme. 

Raw silk neds to be processed 
before commercial use as it contains 20 
to 30 per cent sericin, a plant protein, 
along with other impurities that make the 
silk coarse, lustreless concealing the 
merits of silk yarn. 

Since sericin takes away much of 
the shine, removal of the protein through 
a process called degumming increases 
the lustre of silk. A new technology, 
developed jointly by Gurajani and 
Subhash Chand of the department of 
biochemical engineering and 
biotechnology under a project funded by 
the Department of Biotechnology [DBI], 
uses an enzyme, funal protease. 

The enzyme was developed by the 
Pune-based Natural Chemical 
Laboratory [NCLj. The IIT team 
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perfected the processing technology. 
Another drawback of the procedure was 
that the soap required for processing 
was obtained from expensive olive oil 
which was not easily available in India. 

The Soap also destroys the lustre 
of the silk and makes the silk yellow. The 
new enzyme-based method dissolves 
sericin uniformly at room temperature to 
produce undamaged milky white silk. 

The method can also be extended 
to clean up spun silk fabric containing 
cellulosic and proteinuous impurities. It 
was also an eco-friendly method as it 
did not release difficult- to-dispose-of 
chemicals in environment. As India 
produces 15,000 tonnes of silk each 
year, the technology definitely has a 
bright commercial future. About 85 per 
cent of silk is consumed by the small 
scale industry to manufacture silk sari 
and garments whose shinning could be 
increased by this technology.

To replace synthetic polymers 
Japanese researchers have come up 
with a new class of biopolymers which 
feature excellent functional properties 
besides being eco-friendly. 

These polymers are produced by a 
soil bacterium rhodococus erythropolis 
which was cultured by the scientists at 
the National Institute of Bio Science and 
Human Technology in Japan. Synthetic 
polymer coagulants (Polycylamides) are 
used widely at present because of their 
low cost and excellent flocculation 
( property to bring together the fine 
( articles of monomer) capabilities. 
However, the commonest coaglant 
acryamide is a carcinogen and 
neurotoxin. 

While use of inorganic flocculants 
like [PAC] ( Poly aluminium chloride) is 
rapidly increasing, it is also a subject of 
fear due to toxicity as it may be one of 
the substance causing Alzhimer's 
disease. In cnirtrast, the non - hazardous 
bio polymer OC-I exerts flocculation 
and precipitation effects on organic 
substance including microorganisms, 
green algae, fresh water red tide and 
sewage sludge as well as on suspended 
inorganic substance like Kaolin, muddy 
water and activated carbon. Its 
usefulness is also recognised for 
bleaching coloured effluents. 


The Japanese team has developed 
a low cast technology by which NOC-I 
can be produced from water coming out 
of fish processing units. The system 
helps retrieve unused proteins from the 
effluent. Another water absorbing 
biopolymer which absorbs water about 
1,000 times its weight has also been 
developed by the same group. 

Earthquake Analysis 

The world's largest earthquakes 
occur in subduction zones, where one 
plate of the earth's crust dives down 
below another plate. 

A new analysis of subduction zone 
earthquakes indicates that key 
properties of the fault zones change 
systematically with depth, resulting in 
very different types of earthquakes 
depending on the depth at which the 
fault ruptures. 

The new finding represent a 
significant advance in understanding 
some of the most desturctive types of 
earthquakes, including those that cause 
tsunamis, said Thorne Lay, professor of 
earth sciences at the University of 
California, Santaz Crus. Lay and 
graduate student Susan Bilek 
conducted the study, according to a 
report from the University. 

Bilek and Lay analysed the records 
of hundreds of earthquakes that occured 
along subduction zones in Japan, 
Alaska. Mexico.Central America, Peru 
and Chile. These are all locations where 
an oceanic plate is sliding under a 
continental plate, generating earhtquake 
along the interface between the two 
plates. 

The researchers found that the 
rigidity of the rock and sediments in the 
area of contact between the two plates 
increased steadily with depth in all six 
subduction zones. "Rigidity plays a role 
in determining the amount and duration 
of shaking that occurs in an earthquake". 
Bilek said. 

Tho rigidity of the material where a 
fault ruptures affects both the duration 
of the rupture and the speed of the 
resulting seismic waves, she explained. 

Bilek found that earthquakes in 
subduction zones vary from shallow 
events tfiat rupture slowly to faster 
ruptures at greater depths. 

This is particularly important in light 


of previous observations by othal 
researchers indicating that largq 
tsunamis may be generated by shalli^ 
earthquakes with abnormally Iqh^ 
riiptui'e durations. 

Some tsunamis occur when ac 
earthquake generates a submarini 
landslide, that causing earhtquaketj 
occur III region of low rigidity at shallc 
depths. Bilek said. 

In addition, according ^ Lay, the 
results suggest that tsunami 
earthquakes can occur in many more 
places than previously 
cxpected.bocause the properties that 
charaterise them were found in all of the 
subduction zones studied. _

Brain Cancer Vaccine 

A vaccine to treat brain cancer has 
, town promising results in preliminary 
t udies in the United States, which is 
. <pected to serve as a basis for future 
_ jnical trials in humans. 

_ Scientists at Jonsson Cancer 
_ entre of the University of Califomia in 


Cos Angeles led the investigation of ^' 
vaccine, which uses powerful immune 
cells called dentritic cells to,stimulate the 
immune system to attack malignant 
gliomas, the most deadly type of 
cancerous brain tumour. 

The vaccine eradicated turmours in 
25 per cent of the laboratory models 
injected with K. Models not exposed to 
the vaccine experienced rapid, 
unrestricted tumour growth. 

“These results provide an early 
example of the proof of principle behind 
immune-based approaches to treating 
brain cancer, said a cancer researcher 
at Duke University Medical Centre. 

Without any treatment patients with 
the most aggressive gliomass usually do 
not live longer than four months. Even 
after surgery, radiation and 
chemotherpay, patients usually live only 
for as long as two years. To be effective, 
a brain cancer treatment must be able 
to pass through the blood brain barriers, 
a semi-permeable shield that guards 
bmin tissue from foreign bodies such as 
toxins or bacteria. 

White immune cells circulate 
through mdst of the body to defend it 
against disease and help it heal from 
infections, the brain's fragile tissue 
requires the heightened security that the 
barrier provides. 

Scientists devised a way for 
dendritic cells in the vaccine to help 
other immune cells-calledT cells-cross/ 
the barrier. After entering the brain the 
T-cells can seek out to destory cancer 
cells.

In fact, with 18 feet water 
t'iltubmerging the park till only a few days 
^o, and with every bit of infrastructure 
^jone, it was impossible to predict 


when the park could again 
welcome its visitors. Forest 
officials now have a Himalayan 
task ahead of. them-building 
motprabie roads, clearing the park of 
the mud and slush left behind by the 
marauding Brahmaputra and 
Diphaloo, erecting watch towers, 
besides other restoration work. 

Today the only mode of conveyance 
is the elephants and that too, up to 
some distance only 

This is the second time in the history of 
the park that the animals were driven away 
from Kaziranga by surging flood waters. 

The last time such a thing happened 
was in 1988 when almost half of 
Kaziranga's fauna, including 105 full 
grown rhinos, were swept away by floods. 

The situation is worse this time and 
about already 35 rhino carcasses have 
been recovered. 

Mr.Bonal fears that the biggest 
problem would begin after the flood 
water receds. There is no money for 
development. All the budgetary 
allocation goes towards payment of 
salaries and wages. 

There is oven no money to by 
petroleum products. “We are managing 
the development part with help from non 
- governmental organisations (NGOs)". 

"The money towares recurring 
expenditure must be increased since it 
will be a herculean task to take 
Kaziranga back to its original shape," 
he said 

With a staff of nearly 450 to protect this 
huge park, theforest guards are stretched 
to ihe limit. Mr.Bonal complained, adding 
that sometimes even uniforms cannot be 
provided to them. 

Basic items like torch batteries for 
nignt patroliing also cannot be provided. 

The park has got two high-powered 
speed boats. But they have become a 
burden. "The boats are good, but 
consumes about 40 litres per hour, we 
cannot afford that. We are looking for 
motorised country-made boats which 
are much more cost effective", 
Mr.Bonal stated. 

The park authorities are looking for 
more donation from NGOs. 

All the vehicles running inside the 
park are being supplied by various 
NGOs from all over the country. 

' Now I desperately need some torch 
batteries and boots for the guards 
because the rebuilding of Kaziranga is 
the toughest job of all. Considering that 


fact, opehing of the park liy Nov. I will 
not be very easy”, the park director fen. 

The actual restoration work has not 
started not only because water is still 
there but also in anticipation of another 
round of flooding. Restoration work is 
expected to start next month. 

The extent of damage could not be 
gauged now. Smaller animals like deer 
and wild boar figure high in the casualty 
list, though going by the body count 
their loss might seem low. 

In most cases, these dead animals 
find their way into the kitchens of 
neighbouring villages. 

As the animals have moved out and 
taken shelter near the national highway, 
its neighbouring villages and the 
adjacent Karbi Anglong hills, forest 
guards were being withdrawn from the 
park and posted outside.

Ana.Pfl08: 

The most significant impact of capitai 
iccouni convartbHity (CAC) wouid be 
hat the Indian financial market wouid be 
ntagrated with global financial markets. It 
vili give Indian dtizans the freedom to 
convert local financial assets Into foreign 
inancial assets and vice-versa at the 
narket determined rate of exchange. An 
ndian clilzen would be able to hold fixed 
leposHs in US dollars, yens or any other 
;urrency. He/she will also be able to buy 
stocks in any stock market outside the 
sountry. By the same token, an Indian 
titizen^m will be able to borrow from any 
narkst In the world. 

Indian interest rates will come down to 
iternational levels. If they doni, no one 
vouldborrowfromanindianbank. Today 
srge corporate houses are able to 
lorrow internaHonalty at low interest rates 
nrough external commercial borrowing 
FCB). With CAC, this freedom will be 
ivailable to all firms, big or small. There 
nil be a level playing field not only for 
sreign firms and large Indian firms but 
iiso between large Indian firms and smalt 
idian firms. 

When interest rates fall, investment 
creases. Many more projects become 
iable and attractive. Long-gestation mega 
xQjects of infrastructure development also 
X)k profitable. At present, with the high 
rterest rate of around 20 per cent (a real 
rierest rate of 12 to 14 per cent), our 
rvestment rate Is 25 per cent of the GDP If 
lis real interest rae comes down to three 
3 five per cent, as can happen with CAC, 
me can expect a tremendous boost to 
ivestment and growth. The boost to 
ivestmert would come not only because 
f foreign direct Investment but also 
ecause Indian entrepreneurs would invest 
nore. We wll be able to increase 
ivestment without necessarily increasing 
ur domestic savings rate. 

CAC is not an invltaion to foreigners 
3 take over but an invitation to Invest in 
idia. It is consistent with restrictions on 
wnerships and holding. We could, for 
xample, stipulate that no foreigner can 
old more than a given percentage of 
ny Indian firm's equity. 

We can even put restrictions on 
iwnership of real estate. The fear that 
3reigners would buy up all our real 
state is unfounded. What would they 


do with it ? They can't take it with them. 
The Japanese bought up the Rockfeller 
Center in the US some years ago. But 
few years later, they had to sell it back 
at a great loss. Ybu can trust our local 
real estate operations to work similar 
wonders. 

Critics say that CAC would restrict our 
freedom to determine our economic 
policies. In fact It will curtail the freedom 
to be profligate, run large deficits, and be 
inconsistent our policies. The financial 
markets would exploit any inconsistency 
and punish us. 

Some countries have got Into 
trouble opting for CAC. In each case. It 
was due to Inconsistent policies. 
Consistency in policies means that one 
can't independently set different 
policies. They have to be related. For 
example, if a country tries to keep its 
nominal exchange rate constant when 
its domestic money supply is high such 
that domestic Inflation rate is higher 
than that of others, it will run into trouble. 
If its real exchange rate appreciates, a 
devaluation would be expected and it 
will face a speculative attack. A correct 
policy stance would be a floating 
exchange rate. Then the real exchange 
rate will be conastent with money 
supply and inflation. 

CONS: 

Full convertibility is neither essential 
nor relevant at the current stage of our 
development. None of the so-called 
Asian tigers have exposed their 
currencies to the full blast of the world's 
money markets, and they have not done 
too badly. China, which has done better 
than most, has not either, and has no 
intention of doing so, though it is now In 
its twentieth year of liberalisation and is 
still going strong. Why are we in such a 
tearing hurry for full convertibility 7 

The reason is simple. Our reformers 
have bean lad to believe that the Indian 
reform programme is faltering and the 
economy will never really take oft 
unless we open the gates wider to 
foreign investment. According to them, 
foreign inve^ment is the key to 
development and full convertibility Is the 
key to foreign Investment. This Is what 
delegation after foreign delegation has 
been telling our marKfarins in the finance 
ministry, and the report of the Tarapora 
Committee is tailor-made to please them. 
It s a command performance. 

But two serious consequences flow 


from this type of prenMlMi 
globalisation- First, It will totid^tb’.. 
over-dependanoe on fore^ mbaey' 
and the consequent negisci of MHC . 
sectors like agriculiure that suatains not 
only the bulk cf oiir popuiailon but is tte . 
bedrock of our econo^. And, eacond. 
foreign investors will occupy the 
commanding heights of the econonrVi. 
which means a big dent In the natloiTt 
economic, and eventually, poWicifi 
sovereignty. 

There will also be consequencea for 
the man in the street. The world'a fbraigrt 
exchange market does business to the 
tune of 1,500 bUllon dollars a day. Thta Is 
four times India's QDP per year. India 
does foreign exchange business of jno 
more than 100 billion dollars a year; or 
ono-third of a bUiion dollars a day. the 
rupee can be crushed m a fraction of a 
second at ttie whim of specuWora. In 
Lonrdon or New York. Can India take such 
wild swings in its stride, the kind of swirls 
that may make millionaires in Wall Street 
or London, but can destroy us. 

Look at whtt happened in Mexico, for 
that is what might happen in Irxllatoo. the 
Mexican currency, the peso. Is fUNy 
convertible. Rich Mexicsffis went out and 
bougnt Rous Royces and invested in 
dummy companies abroad, because 
there were no controls on the peso and 
they could go whet they liked. Inlesstttan 
ayear, foreign resenrescollapsed from20 
billion dollars (same as ours) to virtually 
nothing and the Mexican economy came 
crashing down. 

Even the Reserve Bank will throw uip 
its hands and shake its head if the rupee 
finds Itself in trouble. Can we trust the 
RBI to keep an eye on billions of dollars 
rushing in and out of the country when 
it cannot even supenrise a merely Rs. 

1,000 croro of deposits, peanuts 
compared to foreign exchange traffic 7 
There will be such a massive flight of 
capital that there will be nothing left in 
Ihe resenres, as happened in Mexico.

Despite fierce denunciations, the 
Oscars have not lost their significance 
for fiimdom notables. At every award 
ceremony, the mighty and the beautiful 
of the show business, the people who 
have inspired and charmed legions of 
cinema lovers, tend to look somewhat 
nervous.

Whan James 
Cameron won the Oscar for the Titanic, 
he exulted without embarrassment :

The atten¬ 
tion the event attracts can only be 
rivalled by a presidential address made 
during times of crisis. 

That is the reason why the King of 
the World decided to prove that his 
narcissism was balanced by sensitivity. 
Cameron requested those assembled 
in the Shrine Auditorium to observe a 
few moments of silence in honour of 
those who perished in the Titanic 
tiagocty However, Cameron never for 
got tne commercial aspect of the show; 

I tiank you very much. That’s about as 
much. I'm sure, as Gil Cates {tho 
’.vocliicer of the Oscar telecast) can 
stand. ■ 

That comment exemplifies the at- 
lilude of Hollywood : Be sensitive, 
especially to business. Commentators 
have often argued that in the end, the 
Academy Awards amount to just an ap- 
pioving nod to the films which respect 
tfiis maxim. Indeed, works that fete 
compassion and heroism in a feel¬ 
good vein have traditionally done well 
at the Oscars. And these films make 
enoimous amounts of money too. Here 
IS a classic case of the 'vicious 
circle The majority of films made by the 
studios stick to the compassion- 
heroism formula. And because films of 
this kind inundate the market, the 
choice at the Oscars, more often than 
not. IS seriously limited. 

there was never any doubt that 
epics like Oraveheart, Schindler's List 
or Titanic would win. Nor was anyone 


surprised when Dustin Horfman, Al 
Pacino or Tom Hanks won the best 
actor's prize for playing characters with 
disability or disease. However, even the 
shrillest critics of the Oscars are 
silenced from time to time. Platoon, 
Oliver Stone's gritty study of the 
American involvement in Vietnam, was 
declared the Best Picture in 1986. This 
year, Steven Spielberg's Saving Private 
Ryan was upstaged by a clever roman¬ 
tic comedy produced by an inde¬ 
pendent.
